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COMMISSIONER  JORDAN  CALLS  FOR  UNIFORM  COURT  POLICY 


Commissioner  Joseph  M.  Jordan  called  on  Judge  Harry  Elam,  presiding  justice 
of  the  Boston  Municipal  Court,  and  the  judges  of  the  district  courts  in  the  City 
of  Boston  to  develop  a  uniform  policy  for  dealing  with  offenders  of  the  public  drink- 
ing laws. 

In  making  his  appeal,  Commissioner  Jordan  said,  "I  realize  that  youth  distur- 
bances and  public  drinking  offenses  are  minor  in  the  eyes  of  the  court  and  that 
the  court  dockets  are  overcrowded  with  many,  much  more  serious  cases. 
"However,  during  the  summer     offenders  that  their  actions  will  be 


months  these  two  problems,  in  fact, 
have  the  greatest  daily  impact  on  the 
lives  of  people  residing  in  the  city.  Since 
early  June  the  Boston  Police  Depart- 
ment has  been  averaging  more  than 
3,500  calls  a  week  from  residents  com- 
plaining of  the  situation. 

"The  department  has  responded  to 
the  perceived  need  by  instituting  the 
Neighborhood  Safety  Plan.  Since  the 
sixth  of  July,  officers  assigned  to 
specific  posts  by  the  plan,  have  han- 
dled more  than  13,000  calls  and  the 
great  majority  of  them  were  for  youth 
disturbances  and  public  drinking. 

"The  need  is  real,"  the  Commis- 
sioner continued,  "and  Boston  Police 
are  doing  their  job.  I  feel  it  is  now  up  to 
the  judiciary  system  to  make  the  effort 
meaningful.  Lax  enforcement  of  the  ex- 
isting statutes  is  a  clear  message  to  all 


tolerated  by  the  courts  and  that  they 
have  nothing  to  fear.  Lax  enforcement 
or  spotty  enforcement  also  negates  the 
value  of  the  police  effort  and  ignores  the 
needs  of  the  city's  residents. 

"In  areas  where  there  has  been  a  ma- 
jor crackdown  on  public  drinking  and 
youth  gang  activity,"  the  Commissioner 
concluded,  "there  has  been  an  overall 
drop  in  other  crime  by  as  much  as  30 
percent. 

"I  appeal  to  the  members  of  the 
judiciary  in  Boston  to  consider  the  mat- 
ter carefully  and  to  adopt  a  common 
policy  for  dealing  with  the  problems.  I 
feel  that  the  statutes  on  the  books  are 
sufficient  for  the  situation  at  hand  and 
believe  that  even-handed  enforcement 
will  give  the  city's  residents  the  relief 
that  they  are  so  obviously  seeking." 


SOME  POSTAL  RATES  LOWERED 

Postage  rates  for  nonprofit  and  other 
qualified  classes  of  mail  will  be  lowered 
July  28,  the  result  of  Congress  having 
increased  appropriations  to  subsidize 
those  rates,  the  Postal  Service  said 
today. 

Rates  will  be  reduced  from  Step  16 
to  Step  13  of  the  phasing  schedule 
established  for  such  mail.  There  are 
several  affected  nonprofit  and  reduced- 
rate  classes  of  mail.  For  example,  the 
minimum  piece  rate  for  third-class,  non- 
profit bulk  mail  presorted  to  five-digit  ZIP 
codes  will  drop  from  5  cents  to  4  cents. 

In  an  urgent  supple^  'al  appropri- 
ations bill  for  fiscal  v~  Kl~h 


signed  by  the  President,  Congress  pro- 
vided an  additional  $42  million  for  the 
revenue-foregone  appropriation.  The 
appropriation  reimburses  the  Postal 
Service  for  handling  reduced-rate 
mailings. 

Under  the  Postal  Reorganization  Act 
and  subsequent  legislation,  rates  for 
nonprofit  and  other  qualified  mailers 
were  to  be  phased  in  annually  to  reach 
full  attributable  costs  (Step  1 6)  in  1 987. 
However,  in  a  resolution  enacted  last 
December,  Congress  reduced  the 
revenue-foregone  appropriation  from 
$800  million  to  $614  million  and  directed 
the  Postal  Service  to  make  up  the  dif- 
ference by  increasing  rates  to  Step  16 
for  all  but  two,  reduced-rate  categories. 


T  AWARDED  $5.9M  IN 
FEDERAL  GRANTS 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  that  the  Authority 
has  received  $5.9  million  in  federal 
capital  grants  to  undertake  safety  and 
maintenance  inprovement  projects. 

The  monies  awarded  by  the  Urban 
Mass  Transportation  Administration 
(UMTA)  will  finance  "behind-the-scenes 
improvements  that  will  considerably 
enhance  the  safety  and  efficiency  of  the 
system,"  O'Leary  remarked. 

A  $1 .3-million  grant  will  finance  con- 
struction of  a  new  ventilation  system  for 
the  Blue  Line's  underwater  tunnel  bet- 
ween Aquarium  and  Maverick  Stations. 
In  the  event  of  a  fire,  the  ventilation 
would  keep  the  tunnel  free  of  smoke, 
allowing  passengers  to  evacuate  safe- 
ly and  easily. 

O'Leary  said  the  Blue  Line  project  is 
the  first  phase  of  a  system-wide  ventila- 
tion improvement  program. 

Some  $200,000  from  the  same  grant 
will  be  used  to  purchase  sixteen,  bullet- 
proof collector's  booths,  while  another 
$97,000  will  go  toward  third-rail  heaters 
for  the  Red  Line's  Dorchester  Branch. 
The  heaters,  which  will  prevent  service 
slowdowns  in  icy  and  freezing  condi- 
tions, are  part  of  a  "comprehensive  plan 
to  provide  more  efficient  and  reliable 
service  on  the  Red  Line,"  according  to 
O'Leary. 

A  second  UMTA  grant  for  $3.6  million 
will  allow  the  Authority  to  renovate  its 
Quincy,  South  Boston,  and  Albany 
Street  bus  garages  and  maintenance 
facilities. 

O'Leary  said  the  improvements  repre- 
sent "a  commitment  to  an  effective 
maintenance  program  which  will  put 
more  reliable  buses  on  the  streets." 

A  third  grant,  for  $1  million,  will 
finance  the  first  phase  of  construction 
of  a  maintenance  facility  for  the  Authori- 
ty's southside  commuter  rail  vehicles. 


M.O.B.  DISCOUNT  CARDS 
AVAILABLE 

The  Mayor's  Older  Bostonians 
(M.O.B.)  senior  citizen  discount  card 
program,  in  existence  since  1975,  cur- 
rently offers  discounts  on  purchases  at 
over  700  Boston  locations.  All  Boston 
residents  over  the  age  of  sixty  are  eligi- 
ble to  receive  a  free  M.O.B.  card,  which 
is  valid  at  a  tremendous  variety  of 
restaurants,  stores  and  services 
throughout  the  City. 

Among  the  types  of  businesses  par- 
ticipating in  the  M.O.B.  discount  pro- 
gram are:  pharmacies,  opticians, 
grocery  stores,  beauty  parlors, 
automotive  repair  shops,  cinemas,  dry 
cleaners,  home  improvement  services, 
and  veterinary  hospitals.  Seniors 
registering  for  new  M.O.B.  cards  also 
receive  a  M.O.B.  book  listing  vendors 
by  type  of  business,  neighborhood  loca- 
tion, and  alphabetically,  for  greater  con- 
venience. In  this  year's  update  of  the 
program,  the  number  of  M.O.B. 
businesses  has  doubled  since  the 
previous  roster,  compiled  in  1979.  The 
M.O.B.  concept  has  avowedly  been 
good  for  business,  bringing  more 
customers  in  by  giving  seniors  a  deal  on 
restaurant  and  entertainment  splurges, 
as  well  as  daily  shopping  items. 

Those  seniors  who  retain  the  old 
M.O.B.  cards  will  have  to  re-register  for 
the  current  card,  and  receive  the  up- 
dated M.O.B.  books.

Pursuant  to  the  authority  delegated  to  me  by 
the  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  I  respect- 
fully request  your  Honor's  permission  to

I  transmit  herewith  and  recommend  that  you  approve 
three  separate  but  related  proposed  City  Council  orders 
which  together  provide  for  the  implementation  of  the 
financial  plan  to  assist  H.  P.  Hood  Inc.  to  expand  and 
modernize  its  Charlestown  facility.  The  financial  plan  is 
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that  contained  in  the  ■"Economic  Development  Han  tor 
the  Charlestown  Industrial  Development  Area"  which  was 
approved  by  the  Council  on  October  28,  1981. 

Further,  the  Council  has  authorized  the  submission  of 
these  applications  for  federal  assistance  by  separate  Coun- 
cil order: 

1 .  An  Urban  Development  Action  Grant  of  $5,050,000 
to  serve  as  part  of  both  construction  and  permanent  finan- 
cing for  the  Hood  project; 

2.  An  amendment  to  the  Year  VII  CDBG  application 
to  provide  a  short-term  construction  loan  of  $10,000,000 
to  H.  P.  Hood  Inc.  from  approved,  but  not  advanced, 
CDBG  Temporary  Use  of  Letter  of  Credit  Balances,  sub- 
ject to  an  irrevocable  letter  of  credit  issued  to  the  city 
in  the  same  amount  to  be  executed  in  the  event  that  the 
city  requires  the  use  of  said  CDBG  funds;  and 

3.  A  further  amendment  to  the  Year  VII  CDBG  ap- 
plication to  create  $5,000,000  in  lending  authority  under 
the  HUD  section  108  Demonstration  Program  for  Long- 
Term  Financing.  This  new  lending  program  will  serve 
as  backup  finacing  for  the  Hood  project  as  well  as  pro- 
vide long-term,  lower-interest,  fixed-asset  loans  to  in- 
dustrial firms  locating  or  expanding  in  the  city. 

These  previously  approved  orders  are  enclosed,  as  well 
as  summary  materials  regarding  the  three  applications. 

At  this  time,  I  respectfully  request  your  approval  of 
authorizations  to  accept  and  expend  the  financial 
assistance  awarded  to  the  city  pursuant  to  the  above 
applications.

Regular 
cemetery  hours  are  hereby  established  as  8  a.m.  until 
3  p.m.,  and  all  cemeteries  and  burial  grounds  currently 
used  for  interments  shall  be  open  for  interments  and 
removals  during  those  hours  Monday  through  Friday 
and  from  9  a.m.  until  noon  on  Saturday,  legal  holidays 
excepted,  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  board  may 
provide. 

Section  2.  C.B.C.  Ord.  14,  section  450  c.  (59)  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows: 

Cemetery  Grave  Opening  Charges.  The  charge  to  be 
paid  to  the  Cemetery  Division  of  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department  for  opening  a  grave  for  an  interment 
or  removal  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  3  p.m., 
hereinafter  called  regular  cemetery  hours,  on  any  day 
other  than  Saturday,  Sunday,  or  legal  holiday,  shall  be 
$225;  and  the  charge  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid  for  open- 
ing a  grave  for  an  interment  or  removal,  during  regular 
cemetery  hours  on  a  Saturday,  shall  be  $275;  and  the 
charge  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid  for  opening  a  grave  for 
an  interment  or  removal,  during  regular  cemetery  hours 
on  a  legal  holiday  shall  be  $300;  provided  that  the 
charge  to  be  paid  aforesaid  for  opening  a  grave  for  an 
interment  or  removal  of  the  remains  of  an  infant  dying 
before  attaining  the  age  of  six  months,  during  regular 
cemetery  hours,  shall  be  $50;  and  the  charge  for  open-

be  $125;  and  in  the  case  of  an  opening  of  a  grave  for 
any  interment  or  removal  during  hours,  other  than 
regular  cemetery  hours,  an  additional  charge  of  $50 
shall  be  made.  The  charge  to  be  paid  as  aforesaid  for 
raising  from  an  open  grave  and  handling  the  remains 
of  a  deceased  person  shall  be  $50,  and  for  transpor- 
ting such  remains  from  one  grave  to  another  within  the 
same  cemetery,  an  additional  $50;  except  that  the 
charges  to  be  so  paid  for  raising  from  an  open  grave 
and  handling  the  remains  of  an  infant  dying  before  at- 
taining the  age  of  six  months  or  the  cremated  remains 
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ot  any  deceased  person  shall  be  $20;  and  lor  transpor- 
ting such  remains  from  one  grave  to  another  within  the 
same  cemetery,  an  additional  $20;  provided  no  charge 
shall  be  made  for  the  initial  interment  of  a  sworn 
member  of  the  police  of  fire  departments  of  the  city 
who  dies  in  the  line  of  duty.

other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
section  450,  as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  clauses  (56),  (78),  (106),  (I58a),  (223),  (228). 
(288d),  (289),  (290),  and  (334)  contained  therein,  and 
inserting  in  section  450  thereof  the  following  clauses: 

(2c)  Amusement  License.  The  fee  for  a  seven-day 
license  granted  by  the  mayor  under  Title  14,  Section 
426  of  these  Ordinances;  section  1  of  chapter  494  of 
the  acts  of  1908,  as  amended;  section  181  of  chapter 
140  of  the  General  Laws;  and  section  4  of  chapter  136 
of  the  General  Laws  for  a  premises  to  maintain  a  televi- 
sion, radio,  juke  box.  pinball  machine,  video  game, 
kiddie  ride,  an  electronic  or  mechanical  device  pro- 
viding music  or  such  similar  machine  or  device  shall 
be  $150  per  such  machine  or  device;  provided, 
however,  that  in  a  case  where  the  license  is  for  a  booth 
providing  pictures,  motion  pictures,  dancing,  or  con- 
versation, or  the  like,  by  means  of  a  coin-controlled 
apparatus,  the  fee  shall  be  $200  per  such  coin-controlled 
apparatus;  and  in  every  other  case  a  fee  as  established 
pursuant  to  clause  (214a)  hereof.

sively for  children  under  thirteen  years  of  age,  such  fee 
shall  be  $50  for  each  such  monthly  period. 

(158a)  Halls,  Large,  Presenting  Rock  Concerts, 
License  for.  The  fee  for  a  license  granted  by  the  mayor 
under  section  181  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws 
for  a  large  hall  in  which  may,  from  time  to  time,  be 
presented  rock  concerts,  so  called,  shall  be  $1 .000  for 
each  calendar  year  or  part  thereof  in  which  license  is 
to  be  exercised.

of  $50;  and  if  a  payment  or  collection  of  money  or  other 
valuable  considerations  is  made  for  the  privilege  of  be- 
ing present  thereat  or  engaging  therein  and  the  licensee 
or  a  predecessor  of  the  licensee  has  previously  in  this 
city  on  Sunday  offered  to  view,  set  up,  establish,  or 
maintain  similar  dancing  to  a  similar  game,  sport,  fair, 
exposition,  play,  entertainment,  or  public  diversion,  an 
additional  Ice  of  $15  for  each  thousand  of  the  average 
Sunday  paid  attendance  during  the  last  year  in  which 
such  dance,  game,  sport,  fair,  play,  exposition,  enter- 
tainment, or  public  division  was  so  offered  to  view, 
set  up.  established,  or  maintained;  provided,  however. 


that  there  shall  be  no  application  or  license  fee  (a)  in 
cases  where  the  license  is  for  dancing  at  a  wedding  or 
celebration  of  a  religious  custom  or  ritual;  and  (b)  in 
cases  where  the  license  is  for  a  game,  sport,  fair,  ex- 
position, play,  entertainment,  or  public  diversion  con- 
ducted under  the  auspices  of  a  religious  or  charitable 
purpose  in  a  place  of  worship  or  a  hall  used  in  connec- 
tion therewith.

INTERIM  REPORT  ON  ORDER  ESTABLISHING 
SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  COMPOSITION 
OF  ELECTORAL  DISTRICTS 

Coun.  SANSONE,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Commit- 
tee on  the  Composition  of  Electoral  Districts,  submitted 
the  following  interim  report: 
I.  Introduction. 

On  November  3.  1981 ,  the  voters  of  Boston  approved 
two  binding  referenda  mandating  that  there  be  thirteen 
City  Councillors  and  thirteen  School  Committee  members, 
nine  elected  from  districts  and  four  at-large.  According 
to  the  enabling  legislation  for  these  questions,  the  City 
Council  has  ninety  days  from  the  time  the  City  Council 
notifies  it  that  the  election  was  official  in  which  to  draw 
district  lines.  If  such  an  ordinance  is  not  passed  within 
the  time  limit,  the  Mayor  must  draw  up  a  proposal  to  be 
submitted  to  the  State  Review  Commission.  The  election 
certification  was  received  by  the  City  Council  on 
December  9,  1981,  thereby  establishing  March  9  the 
deadline  lor  a  City  Council  proposal. 

As  its  first  step,  the  Committee  arranged  a  series  of 
meetings  to  be  held  in  central  locations  throughout  the 
city  to  facilitate  public  participation  in  this  process.  The 
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meetings,  which  were  conceived  to  be  ot  a  preliminary 
nature,  had  a  threefold  purpose: 

1.  Establish  guidelines  for  discussion  purposes 

2.  Create  a  model  for  future  hearings 

3.  Develop  a  focus  for  citizen  participation 

4.  Begin  to  define  some  of  the  terms  in  the  legis- 
lation 

The  following  interim  report  is  a  summary  of  the 
meetings,  and  some  of  the  opinions  expressed  by  those 
testifying.  It  is  not  the  intent  of  the  Committee  to  discuss, 
at  this  time,  the  various  specific  proposals,  but  simply 
give  a  general  overview  of  the  past  week's  work.

In  general,  people  testifying  supported  one  of  two 
proposals. 

The  first  proposal  presented  by  residents  of  Ward  4  and 
Ward  5  suggested  keeping  Ward  5,  Precints  3-10;  Ward 
4.  Precincts  1-6;  and  Ward  3,  Precincts  6-8  together  as 
one  district. 

Many  of  the  people  testifying  felt  that  the  problems  this 
area  has  endured  were  similar  and  led  to  a  feeling  of  com- 
patibility with  one  another. 

Issues  of  downtown  development,  parking,  traffic  and 
noise,  zoning  and  license,  condominium  conversion  and 
heavy  pedestrian  traffic  due  to  shoppers,  tourists  and  com- 
muters were  some  of  the  major  problems  that  people  felt 
they  had  in  common. 

The  second  proposal  with  support  was  advanced  by  the 
Campaign  for  District  Representation.  This  district  pro- 
posal was  Ward  5,  Precincts  3-10;  Ward  4.  Precincts  2, 
5-10;  and  Ward  10,  Precinct  1-5. 

This  meeting  was  well  attended  and  included  many  sup- 
porters of  the  ballot  questions.  It  was  apparent  that  many 
people  in  attendance  had  been  meeting  since  the  election 
to  come  up  with  a  proposal  to  best  fit  the  needs  of  their 
community,  but  not  necessarily  taking  the  entire  city  in- 
to account. 

The  suggestion  that  Charlestown  (Ward  2)  could  be 
combined  with  Beacon  Hill  to  form  part  of  one  district 
was  made  at  this  meeting.

This  meeting  was  sparsely  to  moderately  attended.  But 
those  who  were  there  were  interested  in  the  process  and 
how  to  go  about  drawing  the  districts. 

Although  many  people  in  attendance  had  opposed  the 
questions  on  the  ballot,  there  was  unanimous  support  for 
keeping  Ward  6  and  Ward  7  together. 

The  question  of  whether  Savin  Hill  should  or  should 
not  be  included  was  brought  up  several  times. 

It  was  also  stressed  at  this  meeting  the  need  to  look 
at  the  entire  city  and  not  only  one  particular  area  was 
important. 

The  South  Boston  Residents  Group  is  working  on  a  pro- 
posal, but  was  not  ready  to  introduce  it  that  evening. 
Residents  of  the  Savin  Hill  Neighborhood  Association 
have  a  preliminary  proposal,  but  would  also  like  more 
time.  A  representative  from  the  Campaign  for  District 


Representation  had  a  finished  proposal  which  included 
all  of  Wards  6  and  7;  Ward  13.  Precincts  3,  6,  7,  8,  9, 
10;  and  Ward  15,  Precincts  3,  4,  6.  8.  and  9. 

Questions  of  a  legal  nature  and  specific  issues  sur- 
rounding the  School  Committee  proposal  were  raised.

Although  the  meeting  was  sparsely  attended,  there  were 
a  number  of  important  questions  raised.  These  questions 
gave  the  committee  a  clear  mandate  for  more  informa- 
tion to  be  available  to  the  public. 

Several  community  residents  supported  a  proposed 
district  which  included  keeping  Ward  1,  Ward  2,  and  the 
North  End  Precincts  of  Ward  3  together. 

Those  that  supported  this  concept  felt  it  was  logical  to 
keep  these  three  areas  together  for  the  following  reasons: 

1 .  no  community  would  be  split  and  would  remain 
whole 

2.  geographic  affinity  to  one  another  because  of 
the  separation  by  water  and  access  either  by

This  meeting  was  moderately  attended  and  raised  some 
important  considerations. 

It  was  pointed  out  by  several  speakers  that  the  ballot 
questions  were  overwhelmingly  supported  by  the  black 
and  linguistic  minority  community  and  that  the  City  Coun- 
cil should  keep  that  in  mind  when  drawing  districts. 

The  theme  that  access  should  be  built  into  the  struc- 
ture so  that  voter  participation  can  always  be  guaranteed 
was  repeated  several  times. 

The  fact  that  the  city  is  30  percent  minority  was  men- 
tioned by  several  speakers  who  felt  the  district  map  should 
reflect  the  minority  population.  The  southward  migration 
of  the  minority  groups  was  mentioned  as  something  to 
be  considered. 

The  Campaign  for  District  Representation  presented  a 
map  with  two  definite  minority  districts,  however,  there 
'  were  also  several  other  plans  discussed. 

Some  general  concerns  included  keeping  Mission  Hill 
together,  giving  blacks  access,  and  giving  linguistic 
minorities  fair  representation.

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Among  the  fourteen  speakers  discussing  aspects  of 
district  representation,  two  presented  citywide  plans.  On 
one  issue,  there  was  general  agreement:  Dorchester— 
with  a  population  of  140,000— should  be  in  two  districts. 
A  resident  of  Meeting  House  Hill  asked  the  districters 
to  pursue  a  policy  of  integration,  not  segregation,  when 
lines  were  being  drawn  and  that  consideration  be  given 
to  amending  the  legislation  to  provide  for  four  at-large 
Councillors  regardless  of  population.  A  representative  of 
Common  Cause  outlined  guidelines  (G.L.  chapter  43) 
used  in  Congressional  redistricting,  which  the  Commit- 
tee should  bear  in  mind  in  the  city  districting  process. 

Some  of  those  guidelines  included:  all  records  of  the 
districting  process  be  made  available  to  the  public:  the 
public  shall  have  ample  input  and  time  for  comment  and 
that  there  shall  be  a  published  report  at  the  end  of  this 
districting  process. 

Most  people  testifying  were  concerned  with  Dor- 
chester's large  geographic  area  and  supported  two  districts 
in  an  either  north  or  south  direction  or  east  to  west 
direction. 

The  Committee  recognizes  the  value  of  public  participa- 
tion in  the  redistricting  process.  The  poor  attendance  at 
the  meetings  was  primarily  due  to  the  busy  holiday  season. 
And  although  the  media  have  been  most  cooperative  in 
announcing  meetings,  the  Committee  was  prompted  to 
curtail  the  current  series  of  meetings.  Although  they  were 
not  well-attended,  these  preliminary  hearings  provided 
some  direction  for  the  Committee  and  enabled  it  to 
establish  a  focus,  guidelines  and  a  structual  model  for 
future  hearings.  This  alone  made  them  worthwhile. 

These  preliminary  hearings  were  valuable  from  several 
perspectives,  most  importantly,  historic.  This  is  the  first 
time  within  recent  memory  that  such  a  project  has  been 
attempted  in  Boston,  so  both  citizens  and  public  officials 
alike  find  themselves  in  an  on-the-job  training  situation. 
Nevertheless,  these  meetings  have  generated  general  and 
specific  discussion  about  the  process  and  provided  a  focus 
for  community  involvement.  Throughout,  there  have  ap- 
peared several  areas  of  basic  agreement. 

1.  Neighborhoods  must  be  kept  intact. 

2.  The  Committee  should  draw  the  districts  in 
such  a  way  as  to  guarantee  representatives  from 
minority  areas  the  opportunity  to  be  elected. 

3.  The  Committee  should  continue  to  encourage 
community  involvement  in  the  redistricting 
process. 

4.  Districts  should  not  be  drawn  with  a  view  to- 
wards the  deletion  of  political  power  of  any 
specific  group. 

5.  Districts  should  not  be  drawn  to  favor  any 
candidates. 

6.  Ward  lines  should  no  longer  be  used  in  any 
significant  way  to  identify  neighborhoods 
since  these  lines  are  now  archaic. 

Recommendations 

In  the  course  of  the  preliminary  hearings,  it  became 
obvious  that  there  was  a  need  for  more  background 
material  to  be  available  to  those  participating.  Whether 
or  not  they  had  supported  the  referenda,  many  people  were 
not  familiar  with  enabling  legislation  and  some  of  the 
terms  used.  This  directly  affects  two  primary  concerns 
of  the  Committee:  that  the  redistricting  plan  finally  pro- 
posed be  able  to  withstand  any  court  challenge;  and.  that 
what  is  to  be  drawn,  does  not  become  inappropriate  within 
ten  years.  That  is,  one  district  process  should  take  into 
consideration  demographics  and  population  shifts. 

Therefore,  the  first  recommendation  of  this  interim 
report  is  that  this  Special  Committee  now  focus  on  re- 
searching the  history,  legal  questions  and  other  pertinent 
information,  and  compile  this  material  in  such  a  way  that 
it  can  be  easily  utilized  by  districters. 


Subjects  deserving  more  investigation  include: 

1 .  jurisdiction  and  application  of  the  Voting  Rights 
Act  of  1965; 

2.  the  definition  of  those  districting  terms  used  in 
the  legislation  (compact,  contiguous,  etc.); 

3.  court  decisions  handed  down  in  past  districting 
cases  and  how  those  decisions  could  be  applied 
to  Boston's  case; 

4.  the  procedure  for  amending  the  enabling  legis- 
lation; 

5.  how  this  plan  affects  school  districts;  how  and 
whether  school  districts  can  be  changed; 

The  second  recommendation  is  that  the  public  hearings 
continue. 

Finally,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Special  Commit- 
tee on  the  Composition  of  Electoral  Districts  prepare  a 
more  comprehensive  report  on  the  entire  redistricting  proj- 
ect which  should  be  turned  over  to  the  Special  Commit- 
tee to  be  formed  by  the  City  Council  inaugurated  on 
January  4,  1982.  This  final  report  shall  include  a  com- 
plete list  of  those  people  testifying,  and  all  proposals  sub- 
mitted to  the  Committee  for  consideration  and  a  recom- 
mended draft  proposal  to  be  submitted  to  the  new  Com- 
mittee on  the  Composition  of  Electoral  Districts  for  their 
review.

Ireland  until  he  has  '100,000  men  on  the  march',"

16  —  351 :  The  trustees  shall  prudently  manage,  invest 
and  reinvest  the  funds  bequeathed  to  the  city  under  said 
will .  together  with  such  other  sums  as  the  mayor  and  city 
council  may  make  available  to  them.  Such  funds  shall 
not  be  commingled  with  any  general  funds  or  funds  of 
any  department  of  the  city.  The  trustees  may  invest  in 
debt  instruments,  bonds,  certificates  of  deposit,  market 
funds,  or  securities  of  any  kind  authorized  for  investment 
by  public  corporations  under  the  General  Laws.

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MAYOR  APPOINTS  MEMBERS  TO  FAIR  HOUSING  COMMISSION 


Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  recently  named  a  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
to  guarantee  Bostonians  free  and  equal  access  to  housing  opportunities  throughout 
the  city. 

The  Mayor  swore  in  four  members  of  the  Commission  at  a  ceremony  at  City 
Hall,  including:  Attorney  Frank  N.  Jones,  president  of  the  Boston  Committee;  Miguel 
A.  Satut,  executive  director  of  the  Oficina  Hispana;  Attorney  Janet  Robitaille,  who 
is  a  past  director  of  Affirmative  Action  for  the  city's  Human  Rights  Commission; 
and  Anna  M.  Cole,  chairperson  of  the  Bromley-Heath  Tenant  Management 
Corporation. 

The  appointment  of  a  fifth  Commission  member  from  Boston's  real  estate 
community  is  imminent. 

The  ordinance  creating  Boston's  Fair  Housing  Commission  was  passed  by 
the  City  Council  March  24. 

Legislation  which  would  give  the  Commission  the  power  to  impose  fines  and 
other  penalties  is  pending  before  the  State  legislature. 

Mayor  White  urged  the  Legislature  to  "act  promptly  so  that  the  Commission 
can  be  fully  empowered  to  carry  out  its  work  guaranteeing  equal  access  to  fair 
housing  for  every  resident  in  Boston's  neighborhoods." 

Mayor  White  said:  "I  have  absolute  faith  in  the  ability  of  this  Commis- 
sion .  .  .  and  in  the  leadership  of  Frank  Jones,  who  has  demonstrated  time  and 
time  again  his  ability  to  confront  and  resolve  tough  issues  in  a  decisive  and  pro- 
fessional manner." 

Mayor  White  pointed  out,  "It  is  a  paid  commission,  with  primary  responsi- 
bility for  a  vital  element  of  Boston's  housing  policy.  The  right  of  Bostonians  to 
choose  to  live  in  any  neighborhood  of  the  city,  free  of  discrimination,  is  as  impor- 
tant a  goal  as  expansion  of  housing  opportunities  for  moderate-income  Bostonians 
and  preventing  displacement  of  longtime  residents." 

Mayor  White  credited  the  City  Council  and  especially  Councillor  Bruce  C.  Boil- 
ing for  their  work  on  the  ordinance,  which  he  called,  "the  toughest  piece  of  fair 
housing  law  enacted  by  any  city  in  the  nation." 

The  Commission  will  begin  its  deliberations  immediately.  It  will  investigate, 
mediate  and  rule  on  complaints  of  housing  discrimination  in  the  city,  hold  hear- 
ings and  subpoena  witnesses  and  documents  when  necessary.  The  commission 
will  protect  against  housing  discrimination  on  the  basis  of  race,  color,  creed,  marital 
status,  handicap,  children,  national  origin,  sex,  age,  ancestry,  sexual  preference, 
or  source  of  income. 

Provided  the  Legislature  and  the  Governor  approve  the  Home  Rule  Petition, 
the  Commission  will  have  the  power  to  assess  fines  up  to  $10,000,  require  landlords 
or  rental  agents  to  lease  available  units  to  aggrieved  tenant,  and  require  violators 
to  pay  damages  to  victims  of  discrimination. 

Where  appropriate,  referrals  and  recommendations  will  be  made  to  the 
Massachusetts  Commission  Against  Discrimination  (MCAD). 


T  SEEKS  FUNDS  TO  RELOCATE 
GREEN  LINE  AT  NORTH  STATION 

The  MBTA  Board  of  Directors  ap- 
proved a  filing  of  a  $4.6-million  capital 
grant  application  with  the  federal  Urban 
Mass  Transportation  Administration  to 
fully  fund  the  design  phases  of  transpor- 
tation improvements  in  the  North  Sta- 
tion area. 

The  transportation  improvements  to 
be  studied  and  designed  include  the 
relocation  of  the  MBTA's  Causeway 
Street  Green  Line  structure,  construc- 
tion of  a  new  station  and  Commuter  Rail 
platform  extensions  to  accommodate 
longer  trains. 

"Transportation  improvements  are 
an  integral  part  of  any  urban  renewal 
project,"  said  O'Leary.  "The  MBTA 
looks  forward  to  working  with  the 
various  city,  state  and  federal  agencies 
in  planning  a  North  Station  development 
that  will  better  service  the  needs  of  the 
Greater  Boston  area." 

O'Leary  said  that  the  proposed 
transportation  improvements  are  being 
studied  in  conjunction  with  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority's  urban 
renewal  plan  for  North  Station.  The  BRA 
plan  envisions  the  construction  of  a  new 
General  Services  Administration 
Federal  Office  Building,  a  proposed  new 
16,000-seat  arena,  housing  and  com- 
mercial developments  including  the 
revitalization  of  the  Bullfinch  Triangle 
complex  of  businesses. 

The  MBTA  has  previously  received 
and  committed  a  $1 .2-million  grant  for 
preliminary  engineering  studies  for  the 
project.  A  public  hearing  on  the  MBTA's 
new  grant  application  and  the  release 
of  the  draft  environment  impact  state- 
ment took  place  on  Thursday,  August  5, 
1982,  at  10:00  a.m.,  in  the  McCormack 
State  Office  Building,  One  Ashburton 
Place,  twenty-first  floor  conference 
room. 


VOLUNTEERS  URGENTLY  NEEDED 

The  Metropolitan  Boston  Chapter  of 
the  American  Cancer  Society  has  an- 
nounced that  the  Massachusetts  Divi- 
sion of  the  American  Cancer  Society 
needs  2,750  "research  volunteers"  to 
implement  the  Society's  Cancer  Pre- 
vention Study  II,  which  starts  this 
September. 

The  national  study  will  address  a  ma- 
jor health  concern:  What  factors  are 
related  to  cancer  and  how  this  disease 
can  be  prevented?  For  answers,  Cancer 
Prevention  Study  II  will  look  at  the 
American  lifestyle  —  the  food  we  eat, 
the  products  we  use,  the  conditions  we 
live  and  work  under  —  to  see  if  these 
have  any  bearing  on  cancer  and  other 
diseases. 

With  information  from  the  study  the 
American  Cancer  Society  hopes  to 
develop  programs  to  help  people 
reduce  their  cancer  risk. 

Modeled  after  the  first  ACS  Cancer 
Prevention  Study,  which  was  conducted 
from  1959  to  1972,  CPS  II  will  also  draw 
upon  a  large  sample  of  the  U.S.  popu- 
lation: One  million  men  and  women 
from  all  walks  of  life.  These  individuals 
will  be  asked  to  answer  a  comprehen- 
sive questionnaire  about  their  health 
history  and  current  living,  working  and 
eating  habits.

SOUTH  STATION  TRANSPORTA- 
TION CENTER 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  on  August  1 1 ,  announced  that 
the  transit  authority  has  been  awarded 
a  $1 4-million  grant  from  the  federal  Ur- 
ban Mass  Transportation  Administration 
for  construction  of  a  new  intercity  and 
commuter  bus  terminal  and  relocation 
of  the  Massachusetts  Turnpike  Authority 
exit  ramps  at  the  MBTA's  South  Station 
Transportation  Center  development. 

"For  the  first  time  all  of  the  major  in- 
tercity and  commuter  bus  carriers  will 
be  centrally  located  at  South  Station 
providing  for  easy  access  and  transfer 
to  the  other  modes  of  transportation  in- 


cluding Amtrak,  the  Red  Line  and  Com- 
muter Rail,"  said  O'Leary. 

O'Leary  noted  that  the  turnpike 
ramps  which  currently  exit  near  South 
Street  would  be  relocated  to  Atlantic 
Avenue  to  improve  traffic  flow  and  ac- 
cess to  the  transportation  complex 
which  is  scheduled  to  be  completed  in 
1985. 

"The  MBTA  will  be  investing  $95 
million  at  South  Station  to  provide 
Massachusetts  with  one  of  the  finest  in- 
termodal  transportation  centers  in  the 
nation,"  said  O'Leary. 

The  MBTA  plan  envisions  a  complete 
renovation  to  the  historic  headhouse 
which  has  been  serving  commuters 
since  1898.  All  transportation  facilities 
will  be  redeveloped  and  a  new  wing  to 
the  building's  structure  will  be  built  in 
the  original  style  to  complement  the 
facility.  The  complex  will  include  retail, 
office,  and  commercial  space  including 
shops,  restaurants  and  boutiques. 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity, which  owns  air  rights  over  the  struc- 
ture and  is  participating  in  the  develop- 
ment with  the  MBTA,  is  planning  a  park- 
ing facility,  hotel  and  office  complex  as 
part  of  the  transportation  center. 

The  MBTA  awarded  the  first  construc- 
tion contract,  for  relocation  of  a  sewer 
line,  in  July. 
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$431,398  GRANT  FOR  CITY 
PARKS  AND  RECREATION 

Federal  money  will  fund  15  cityt 
neighborhood  partnership  programs. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  on 
August  11,  that  Boston  has  received  a 
$431 ,398  federal  grant  to  develop  part- 
nerships between  the  Parks  andi 
Recreation  Department  and  fifteen  to 
twenty  neighborhood  organizations  to 
manage  and  maintain  park  facilities  and 
programs. 

Boston  was  awarded  the  grant  in  a 
nationwide  competition  and  will  receive 
a  larger  percentage  of  the  $5  million  in 
available  funds  than  any  other  American 
city.  The  city  has  named  the  program 
"Boston  Partners  in  Urban  Recreation." 
The  program  will  serve  as  a  national 
model  for  public  sector/neighborhood/ 
private  sector  partnerships. 

The  grant  will  fund  a  two-year  pro- 
gram under  which  Boston  neighbor- 
hoods will  have  the  opportunity  to 
upgrade  their  maintenance  and  recrea- 
tion programs  in  their  park  areas. 

Boston  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
missioner Robert  R.  McCoy  will  invite 
neighborhood  and  community  groups  to 
join  in  partnerships  with  his  department 
to  achieve  these  goals. 

Program  guidelines  will  be  developed 
in  conjunction  with  the  private  sector. 

"This  is  a  program  suited  to  the  fiscal 
times  of  the  1980s,"  Mayor  White  said 
in  announcing  the  grant.  "This  is  a  pilot 
project  in  which  Boston  is  pioneering 
ways  and  means  of  providing  residents 
with  the  best  possible  system  of  parks 
and  recreational  programs  at  a  time 
when  realities  like  Proposition  2'/2  and 
federal  cutbacks  are  drastically  restrict- 
ing city  spending. 

"To  make  the  program  a  success, 
however,"  the  Mayor  continued,  "the 
city  needs  the  full  cooperation  of  the 
private  sector  and  everyone  in  the 
neighborhoods.  Together  we  can  make 
this  a  success  that  will  serve  our  own 
people,  and  a  model  that  will  help  other 
cities  develop  cost-effective  recreational 
programs  of  their  own." 

Commissioner  McCoy  said  the  pro- 
gram represents  an  important  step  in 
Boston's  transition  to  a  new  and 
necessary  way  of  maintaining  its  park 
system  and  recreation  programs. 

"This  federal  grant  will  serve  as  a 
generator  of  private  matching  funds," 
McCoy  said.  "And  beyond  this,  the  pro- 
gram will  link  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
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Department  to  the  various  neighbor- 
hoods in  a  partnership  that  can  improve 
the  recreational  hours  of  our  residents 
through  upgraded  services  and 
i  maintenance. 

"I  look  forward  to  a  cooperative  effort 
!  that  will  make  'Boston  Partners'  a 
i  genuine  advancement  nationally  in  the 
j  area  of  urban  management  of  recrea- 
i  tion  and  park  facilities." 

Under  the  Boston  program,  com- 
munity organizations  will  design  their 
own  programs,  with  technical 
assistance  from  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department.  Each  neighborhood 
group  will  first  determine  the  com- 
munity's priority  needs,  which  might 
range  from  maintenance  of  existing 
facilities  and  upgrading  of  recreational 
programs  to  strengthening  security  and 
reducing  vandalism. 

Boston  was  chosen  as  the  largest 
grant  recipient  by  the  National  Selection 
Panel,  made  up  of  representatives  of 
the  Department  of  the  Interior.  The  city 
was  notified  of  the  award  recently  by 
Russel  E.  Dickenson,  director  of  the  In- 
terior Department's  National  Park 
Service. 

In  a  letter  to  Mayor  White  announc- 
ing the  grant  award,  Dickenson  wrote: 

"Through  your  Recovery  Action  Pro- 
gram and  the  acceptance  of  this  grant 
offer,  you  are  renewing  your  com- 
munity's commitment  to  revitalization  of 
its  recreation  resources  and  programs. 
Following  through  on  this  commitment 
will  greatly  enhance  Boston's  ability  to 
stimulate  increased  community  support 
for  cost-effective  programs  that  meet 
the  most  pressing  recreation  needs  of 
your  citizens." 

The  city's  "Boston  Partners"  pro- 
posal was  written  in  response  to  Pro- 
position 21 2  and  serves  as  part  of  a  new 
strategy  to  address  residents'  recreation 
needs  in  the  face  of  reduced  revenue 
resources.  In  pressing  forward  under 
this  new  strategy,  the  Parks  and  Recrea- 
tion Department  is  pursuing  new  col- 
laborations with  the  neighborhoods  and 
private  businesses  to  provide  parks  and 
recreation  services  to  residents. 


BE  SKY  CONSCIOUS 

Make  it  a  habit  to  look  up  at  the  sky 
instead  of  down  at  your  feet,  so  you 
won't  miss  the  displays  of  light  and  color 
at  this  time  of  year. 


This  advice  from  the  Charles  Hayden 
Planetarium  at  Boston's  Museum  of  Sci- 
ence is  a  followup  of  the  summer-long 
program,  Skyfire,  covering  prominent 
stars  and  planets  of  the  season  as  well 
as  atmospheric  events. 

During  the  day  when  the  sun  is  shin- 
ing, sun  dogs  and  solar  halos  are 
sometimes  visible,  says  Assistant 
Planetarium  Director  Walter  N.  Webb. 
The  halo,  or  ring  around  the  sun,  forms 
when  sunlight  is  refracted  and  reflected 
from  ice  crystals  in  nearby  cirrus  clouds. 

Depending  on  the  type  of  crystals  and 
where  they're  drifting,  more  than  thirty 
solar  halo  forms  are  possible,  Webb 
says.  He  has  seen  the  one-circle  halo 
several  times  this  summer.  He's  also 
seen  sun  dogs,  which  are  teardrop- 
shaped  clouds  holding  the  sun's  reflec- 
tion. There  may  be  one  or  two  of  these 
mirror  images,  as  close  as  twenty-two 
degrees  to  the  sun.  Webb  cautions  sky 
viewers,  however,  never  to  look  directly 
at  the  sun.  To  do  so  can  be  quite  in- 
jurious to  the  eyes. 

The  sunset  that  many  Bostonians  ap- 
plauded July  21  was  unusually  striking 
because  a  rainbow  was  visible  at  about 
the  same  time  and  the  two  combined  to 
dramatize  the  entire  sky.  First  the  sun 
shone  on  distant  rain  droplets,  which 
split  the  light  into  its  component  colors. 
Light  entering  and  leaving  each  rain- 
drop at  the  same  angle  created  the 
characteristic  arch. 

Then,  as  the  sun  neared  the  horizon, 
its  shorter  light  rays  were  scattered  and 
bent  in  the  denser  air  of  that  part  of  the 
sky.  Nearly  all  the  colors  were  dispersed 
by  air  particles.  The  longer  red  and 
orange  rays  remained  to  be  reflected  in 
the  clouds  and  to  give  the  sun  its  deep 
red  appearance. 

Webb  says  some  summer  nights  this 
year  have  brought  a  view  of  the  aurora 
borealis.  Far  less  common  in  New 
England  than  in  the  northern-most  lati- 
tudes, auroral  displays  may  take  the 
form  of  pulsating  rays,  shifting  curtains, 
halos  or  simply  patches  of  light.  They 
occur  when  the  sun  bombards  the  earth 
with  high-energy  radiation,  causing  trap- 
ped particles  in  the  earth's  magnetic 
field  to  leak  out.  The  particles  collide 
with  oxygen  and  nitrogen  atoms  in  the 
air  above  the  magnetic  poles.  The 
atoms  are  stimulated  to  release  pre- 
dominantly red  and  green  light. 

Another  phenomenon  seen  on  a  sum- 
mer night  is  St.  Elmo's  fire.  It  is  a  bluish 


light  like  a  candle  flame  appearing  at  the 
top  of  a  tall  object,  such  as  a  ship's  mast 
or  an  insulator  on  an  electric  pole.  The 
display  usually  happens  when  an  elec- 
trical field  has  built  up  in  the  atmo- 
sphere, often  just  before  or  after  a 
storm.  The  field  is  not  strong  enough  to 
discharge  a  lightning  bolt,  but  powerful 
enough  to  cause  the  luminosity. 

It  is  the  interaction  of  the  sun's  energy 
with  the  air  surrounding  the  earth  that 
results  in  the  sky's  changing  spectacles, 
the  Planetarium  spokesman  says. 
Startling,  curious,  or  colorful,  these 
overhead  displays  are  as  worthy  of  note 
as  more  down-to-earth  seasonal 
changes,  Webb  suggests.

Visitors  can  send 
a  golf  ball  or  two  down  the  Loop  the 
Loop,  or  attempt  to  Hit  the  Bucket 
several  times  in  a  row. 

Zooming  golf  balls  and  floating  im- 
ages make  the  science  of  physics  and 
optics  fun  in  the  Raceways  and  Mirrors 
exhibits.

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  that  David  Mundel,  director  of  both  the 
Office  of  Intergovernmental  Relations  (IGR)  and  the  Neighborhood  Develop- 
ment and  Employment  Agency  (NDEA),  will  leave  city  government  in  the  late 
fall. 

The  Mayor  announced  the  appointment  of  Paul  S.  Grogan  as  the  new 
head  of  NDEA.  The  appointment  will  become  effective  in  October  to  allow 
time  for  an  orderly  transition  and  ensure  continuity  at  NDEA.  Grogan  is  cur- 
rently deputy  director  of  NDEA  for  employment,  training  and  human  services. 

Mundel  has  agreed  to  continue  at  IGR  for  about  two  months  after  he 
leaves  NDEA  to  develop  public/private  partnerships  in  housing  programs, 
employment,  training  and  other  public  services. 

In  making  the  announcements,  Mayor  White  said,  "It  is  with  sincere  regret 
that  I  have  accepted  David's  decision  to  leave  this  administration.  He  has  made 
an  extraordinarily  significant  contribution  to  our  efforts  to  maximize  services 
in  the  face  of  shrinking  public  resources  and  to  improve  external  relationships. 

"At  a  time  when  the  city  is  enjoying  a  period  of  unprecedented  activism 
and  support  from  the  business  and  philanthropic  communities,  I  have  asked 
David  to  continue  at  IGR  to  develop  and  strengthen  the  city's  public/private 
partnerships,"  White  said.  "I  want  these  joint  collaboratives  to  be  shaped  by 
the  kind  of  imagination  and  talent  that  David  brought  to  his  previous 
assignments." 

Of  his  appointment  of  Grogan  as  director  of  NDEA,  White  said,  "I  am 
pleased  to  announce  the  appointment  of  another  very  talented  individual,  Paul 
Grogan,  as  head  of  this  agency.  Paul  has  worked  with  David  Mundel  for  two 
years  and  brings  to  this  position  a  proven  track  record  of  administrative 
strength,  experience  and  established  working  relationships  with  the  private 
sector  and  neighborhood  and  non-profit  groups." 

William  S.  Edgerly,  State  Street  Bank  and  Trust  Company  chairman  and 
president  and  Boston  Private  Industry  Council  chairman,  said,  "The  City  of 
Boston's  collaborative  efforts  with  the  local  private  business  sector  have  grown 
and  prospered  under  David  Mundel's  direction.  His  contribution  to  building 
private/public  cooperation  has  already  been  substantial.  It  is  also  a  positive 
development  that  Paul  Grogan,  David's  very  capable  deputy,  is  taking  over 
at  NDEA  to  continue  building  on  the  very  solid  foundation  that  we  have." 

Grogan,  thirty-two-years  old,  has  been  a  member  of  the  White  administra- 
tion since  1975.  Before  joining  David  Mundel's  management  team  as  deputy 
director  in  1980,  he  had  been  a  member  of  the  Mayor's  staff  in  a  policy  plan- 
ning capacity  and  had  directed  the  Boston  Community  School  Program  from 
1978-1980.  Grogan  received  his  undergraduate  degree  from  Williams  College 
(1972)  and  a  master's  in  administration  from  Harvard  University  Graduate 
School  of  Education  (1978).  He  is  a  resident  of  Dorchester. 


MAYOR  WHITE  ANNOUNCES 
DEVELOPER  FOR  BRADFORD 
SCHOOL  ANNEX 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  that 
the  Berea  Seventh  Day  Adventist 
School  has  been  designated  developer 
to  convert  the  vacated  Bradford  School 
in  Mattapan  into  a  private  parochial 
school  to  serve  some  1 50  children  from 
the  Dorchester,  Roxbury  and  Mattapan 
areas. 

The  designation  was  made  by  the 
Boston  Public  Facilities  Commission, 
which  selected  the  Berea  proposal  as 
the  best  of  three  submitted. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Mayor 
White  said,  "I  am  confident  that  this  pro- 
posal will  be  in  the  best  interests  of  the 
community  because  it  answers  an 
urgent  need  of  a  respected  member  of 
the  community.  Recently,  the  Berea 
School  facility  at  108  Seaver  Street  was 
destroyed  by  fire,  and  classes  had  to  be 
held  at  a  temporary  location.  The  Brad- 
ford, when  rehabilitated,  will  serve  the 
long-term  need  of  the  children  as  the 
Berea  Seventh  Day  Adventist  School." 

Under  the  proposal,  the  developer 
would  effect  about  $25,000  worth  of 
rehabilitation  to  remedy  damage  caused 
by  vandals  at  the  school,  located  at  800 
Morton  Street. 

The  school  is  one  of  twenty-four 
which  the  Boston  School  Committee 
last  year  declared  to  be  surplus  prop- 
erty. Reconversion  proposals  for  the 
schools  were  requested  by  advertise- 
ment on  November  1 ,  1 981 ,  and,  by  the 
December  1 5, 1 981 ,  deadline,  a  total  of 
sixty-two  proposals  had  been  submitted 
by  forty-one  business  firms  and  non- 
profit organizations.

The  proposal  reflects  wide  community 
support  for  converting  the  school  into 
residential  units  to  help  meet  the  need 
for  additional  affordable  housing  in  the 
community. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Mayor 
White  said,  "The  redevelopment  of  Oak 
Square  Schoolhouse  into  residential 
units  will  help  buttress  the  character  of 
the  residential  Oak  Square  neighbor- 
hood in  Brighton.  I  am  pleased  that  the 
city  will  be  able  to  meet  the  wishes  of 
a  widespread  sector  of  the  community, 
and  I  am  confident  that  the  designation

The  city's  objectives  for  redevelop- 
ment of  the  schools  are  to  expand  the 
stock  of  affordable  housing  and  to  in- 
crease the  city's  tax  base. 

According  to  Public  Facilities  Direc- 
tor Donald  Manson,  reuse  of  the  school 
buildings  could  produce  an  estimated 
450  units  of  housing,  which,  in  turn, 
could  generate  about  $500,000  in  new 
property  taxes  for  the  city. 

It  is  expected  that  a  public  meeting 
will  be  scheduled  next  month  for  the 
Allston-Brighton  community  to  examine 
the  Oak  Hill  proposal. 


FENWICK  SCHOOL  TO  BE 
DAY  CARE  CENTER 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  August 
,17th,  announced  that  the  American 
Muslim  Mission,  Boston  Masjid,  has 
been  designated  developer  to  convert 
the  vacated  Benedict  Fenwick  School 
into  a  new  elementary  school,  with 
facilities  for  a  day  care  center  and  youth 
activities.

The  Metropolitan  Boston  Chapter  of

The  national  study  will  address  a  ma- 
jor health  concern:  What  factors  are 
related  to  cancer  and  how  this  disease 
can  be  prevented?  For  answers,  Cancer 
Prevention  Study  II  will  look  at  the 
American  lifestyle  —  the  food  we  eat, 
the  products  we  use,  the  conditions  we 
live  and  work  under  —  to  see  if  these 
have  any  bearing  on  cancer  and  other 
diseases. 

With  information  from  the  study  the 
American  Cancer  Society  hopes  to 
develop  programs  to  help  people 
reduce  their  cancer  risk. 

Modeled  after  the  first  ACS  Cancer 
Prevention  Study,  which  was  conducted 
from  1959  to  1972,  CPS  II  will  also  draw 
upon  a  large  sample  of  the  U.S.  popu- 
lation: One  million  men  and  women 
from  all  walks  of  life.  These  individuals 
will  be  asked  to  answer  a  comprehen- 
sive questionnaire  about  their  health 
history  and  current  living,  working  and 
eating  habits.

CANCER  FACTS 

The  positive  side  to  a  very  negative 
issue. 

Cancer. 

One  of  the  most  feared  words  in  any 
language.  One  of  the  most  dreaded 
diseases  known.  A  most  devastating  ex- 
perience. It  strikes  dread  in  any  heart, 
and  sends  the  mind  on  an  endless 
journey  into  despair. 

There  are  solid  reasons  why  little 
good  is  ever  said  about  the  disease.  As 
the  country's  second  leading  cause  of 
death,  it  has  left  few  families  untouched. 
The  National  Cancer  Institute  estimates 
that  about  835,000  people  will  be 
diagnosed  with  cancer  this  year.  Ap- 
proximately 139,000  will  die  needlessly, 
for  earlier  detection  and  proper  treat- 
ment might  have  saved  their  lives. 

Although  the  scary  aspects  of  the 
disease  are  more  compelling  than  the 
positive  elements,  the  facts  are  clear: 
Advances  have  been  made  in  controll- 
ing cancer.  Those  advances  now  give 
us  reason  to  assume  that  more  controls 
lie  in  the  future. 

What  are  these  positives?  And  in 
what  can  we  possibly  rejoice  when  we 
think  of  cancer? 

How  about  these  facts: 

•  Substantial  progress  has  been 
made,  and  the  likelihood  of  cure  in- 
creases every  day.  In  fact,  one  out  of 
three  patients  is  being  saved  today  com- 
pared with  one  out  of  five  a  generation 
ago.  In  1930  only  20  percent  of  all 
cancer  victims  survived.  In  1976,  41  per- 
cent remained  free  of  cancer  five  years 
after  diagnosis; 

•  While  the  exact  cause,  or  causes, 
of  many  cancers  is  unclear,  it  is  known 
that  fear  and  ignorance  contribute 
greatly  to  cancer  mortality  figures.  We 
know  that  cancer  sends  out  warning 
signals  —  indications  that  the  disease 
may  be  growing  in  our  bodies.  Quick 
response  to  those  signals  can  often 
mean  cure. 

•  Environmental  factors  are  known  to 
play  a  crucial  role  in  the  development 


of  the  disease.  For  many  people, 
avoiding  these  elements  can  also  mean 
avoiding  cancer. 

•  As  more  and  more  has  become 
known  about  the  disease,  more  and 
more  has  been  learned  about  caring  for 
the  cancer  patient.  Obviously,  medical 
needs  are  critical.  But  cancer  patients 
also  have  the  need  for  comfort,  for  an 
understanding  of  the  disease,  for  a 
positive  self-image,  for  a  sense  of  hope, 
and  for  an  understanding  of  their  chang- 
ing lifestyles  and  family  relationships. 

Many  support  programs  have  devel- 
oped in  answer  to  these  needs,  and  of- 
fer cancer  victims  help,  consolation,  and 
the  reassurance  that  they  are  not  alone. 
Some  of  these  support  groups  include: 

HOSPICE  PROGRAMS  which  help 
terminally  ill  patients,  and  their  families, 
deal  with  emotional,  spiritual,  and 
medical  problems,  control  pain,  and 
concentrate  on  the  quality  of  the  pa- 
tient's remaining  life;

EXTRA  TAXI  COUPONS 
BEING  MADE  AVAILABLE 

Elders  who  rely  heavily  on  transpor- 
tation by  taxicab  are  now  able  to  pur- 
chase a  maximum  of  five  taxi  discount 
coupon  books  per  month,  one  book  per 
month  more  than  was  previously  offered 
by  the  popular  Elderly  Commission 
program. 

Each  discount  book,  worth  $10  in  cab 
fares,  can  be  purchased  by  eligible 
elders  for  $7. 

"Seniors  can  buy  their  month's  sup- 
ply of  coupon  books  all  at  once,  or  buy 
them  when  they  feel  they  need  them," 
said  Susan  Ramsey,  Deputy  Commis- 
sioner. "They  are  available  at  all 
Neighborhood  Senior  Service  Worker 
locations  (excluding  Charlestown)  or,  at 
the  Elderly  Commssion." 

To  be  eligible,  you  must  be  a  Boston 
resident  aged  65  or  over.  When  pur- 
chasing the  books,  elders  should  bring 
proof  of  age  and  residency.  The  books 
are  also  available  this  year  to  disabled 
persons  of  any  age.  Such  persons 
should  bring  a  statement  of  disability 
when  purchasing  the  books. 


BOSTON  HEALTH  PLAN  PREMIUM- 
FREE  TO  EMPLOYEES 

On  April  1 , 1 982,  the  Ambulatory  Care 
Center  at  Boston  City  Hospital  became 
one  of  the  primary  care  sites  at  which 
Boston  Health  Plan  (BHP)  enrollees 
may  receive  primary  and  specialty  am- 
bulatory care. 

The  Boston  Health  Plan  is  both  a 
health  and  insurance  plan  and  an 
organized  health  delivery  system  now 
available  to  the  City  of  Boston  em- 
ployees. The  benefit  coverage  is  com- 
prehensive, including  all  inpatient 
hospitalization,  inpatient  and  outpatient 
mental  health,  ambulance,  extensive 
outpatient  care,  and  emergency  ser- 
vices. There  is  no  charge  to  enrolless 
for  BHP  premiums  since  the  city  pur- 
chases the  premium  for  the  employee, 
and  no  charges  for  outpatient  visits  at 
the  ACC.  All  BHP  services  are  provided 
at  Boston  City  Hospital  or  one  of  the 
primary  care  sites,  except  for  a  few 
specialty  services  which  are  provided 
through  contracts  at  area  hospitals. 

Compared  to  traditional  health  insur- 
ance plans,  it  is  the  outpatient  care  and 
the  emphasis  on  preventive  health  ser- 


vices which  may  be  the  most  unique 
feature  of  BHP.  Routine  physicians  ex- 
aminations, vision  and  hearing  exami- 
nations, and  immunizations  are  encour- 
aged by  BHP;  these  services  are  not 
usually  covered  by  other  health  in- 
surance plans  and  thus  represent  out- 
of-pocket  expenses  for  the  consumer. 

In  the  ACC,  enrollees  may  choose  a 
staff  internist  in  the  Primary  Care  Center 
for  adult  family  members  and  a  pediatri- 
cian for  their  children.  Obstetrics,  gyne- 
cology, and  family  planning  services  are 
provided  by  staff  physicians  in  the 
Women's  Center.  The  patient's  physi- 
cian/nurse practitioner  team  provides 
most  required  outpatient  medical  care. 
In  addition,  the  physician  will  coordinate 
referrals  to  specialty  physicians  and 
hospitalization  as  necessary.  BHP  also 
offers  after-hours  on-call  services  so 
that  patients  may  obtain  medical  advice 
or  seek  a  referral  to  Emergency  Serv- 
ices at  night  and  on  weekends.  City  of 
Boston  employees  who  already  have  an 
internist  or  pediatrician  in  the  ACC  can 
continue  to  receive  services  from  the 
same  provider.

MBTA  EXPANDS  WHEELCHAIR  LIFT 
BUS  SERVICE 

The  MBTA  expanded  its  wheelchair 
lift-equipped  bus  service  to  four  new 
routes  serving  Boston  neighborhoods. 

"The  MBTA  is  pleased  to  further  its 
commitment  to  providing  quality  mass 
transit  services  for  handicapped  per- 
sons," said  MBTA  General  Manager 
James  F.  O'Leary.  "Those  confined  to 
wheelchairs  have  the  right  to  go  to  work, 
shopping  or  to  school  and  have  the 
transportation  to  get  there." 

O'Leary  said  the  four  additional 
routes  which  will  be  provided  wheelchair 
lift  service  are  Route  7  City  Point  (South 
Boston)  to  Downtown;  Route  27  Mat- 
tapan  to  Ashmont  via  River  Street; 
Route  32  Wolcott  Square  (Hyde  Park) 
to  Arborway  via  Cleary  Square  and 
Hyde  Park  Ave.;  and  Route  300  River- 
side (Newton)  Express  to  Downtown  via 
the  Turnpike. 

The  MBTA  supplements  its  handicap- 
ped bus  service  with  its  operation  of 
"The  Ride  Program,"  a  door-to-door 
transit  van  service,  which  includes  a 


downtown  distributor  connecting  to 
some  of  the  accessible  bus  routes. 

Handicapped  persons  can  also  enter 
the  downtown  subway  system  by  using 
the  following  stations  which  are  cur- 
rently accessible  to  the  handicapped: 
Harvard/Brattle,  Park  Street,  Ashmont, 
Braintree,  on  the  Red  Line,  and  Oak 
Grove. 

The  MBTA  has  ordered  84  new  buses 
equipped  with  wheelchair  lifts,  which 
operate  as  elevators  in  lifting  a  person 
from  the  street  on  to  the  vehicle.  On 
board  each  bus  are  two  seats  which  flip 
up,  allowing  the  wheelchairs  to  be 
secured  while  the  bus  is  in  motion. 

Riders  with  questions  regarding  the 
wheelchair  lift  bus  service  routes  are  en- 
couraged to  call  the  MBTA  Special 
Needs  Office  at  722-5123,  open  Mon- 
day through  Friday.

LABOR  DAY 

In  honor  of  the  wage  earners  of  the  Nation,  the  United  States  and  Canada  have 
set  aside  the  first  Monday  in  September  as  Labor  Day,  a  legal  holiday.  The  observance 
of  this  day  emanated  from  an  annual  parade  in  New  York  City  by  the  Knights  of  Labor 
on  September  5,  in  the  1880s. 

Oregon,  in  1887,  was  the  first  state  to  recognize  Labor  Day  as  a  legal  holiday, 
and  other  states  quickly  followed.  On  June  28,  1894,  Congress  passed  a  bill  making 
the  day  a  national  holiday.  All  the  states  in  the  Union  now  observe  Labor  Day  as  a 
national  holiday. 


MAYOR  WHITE  LEASES  GEORGE  WRIGHT  COURSE  TO  MGA 


Course  will  host  statewide  public  links  tourney  in  '83 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  August  22,  signed  an  agreement  which  will  permit 
the  Massachusetts  Golf  Association  (MGA),  a  non-profit  volunteer  agency  that 
represents  most  of  the  state's  golf  clubs,  to  manage  and  maintain  the  George 
Wright  Golf  Course  in  Hyde  Park  for  eight  years.  This  marks  the  first  time  the  city- 
owned  property  will  be  leased  to  a  private  concern  for  the  public's  benefit. 

At  a  brief  ceremony  overlooking  the  green,  the  Mayor  and  the  MGA  announced 
plans  for  a  statewide  golf  tournament  to  be  held  next  year  —  the  Massachusetts 
Public  Links  Championship. 

Mayor  White  said  it  is  expected  that  the  George  Wright  course  would  become 
the  permanent  home  of  the  tournament. 

Joining  Mayor  White  at  the  ceremony  were  MGA  President  Ted  Carangelo, 
Parks  and  Recreation  Commissioner  Robert  McCoy,  and  William  Flynn,  operator 
of  the  course. 

Mayor  White  said  "The  leasing  of  the  George  Wright  course  to  the  MGA 
assures  that  one  of  the  nation's  finest  public  courses  will  be  managed  to  its  full 
potential,  preserving  a  cherished  Boston  resource  and  providing  top-quality  recrea- 
tion to  Bostonians." 

Under  the  contract,  the  MGA  will  pay  the  city  $1  a  year  and  will,  in  turn,  sublet 
the  property  to  a  recognized  golf  course  manager  who  will  oversee  the  daily  and 
longterm  operations  of  the  21 4-acre,  1 8-hole,  71  -par  course.  The  golf  course  will 
remain  open  to  the  public  from  April  to  November. 

The  Mayor  cited  increased  costs  in  the  upkeep  of  the  golf  course  and  municipal 
budget  constraints  in  his  decision  to  lease  the  course  to  private  interests.  The 
cost  of  the  course  to  the  city  had  been  approximately  $21 8,000  annually.  In  fiscal 
'82,  the  Parks  and  Recreation  budget  was  cut  from  $9.2  million  to  $4.6  million. 


AMERICA'S  SYMBOL 

The  bald  eagle  has  been  the  symbol 
of  America  for  two  hundred  years.  But 
if  Benjamin  Franklin  had  had  his  way  in 
1782  the  bald  eagle  would  not  be  the 
symbol.  He  favored  the  wild  turkey. 

Franklin,  along  with  William  Barton 
and  Charles  Tomson,  were  commis- 
siond  by  the  Second  Continental  Con- 
gress to  design  a  Great  Seal  for  the  new 
young  nation.  Ben  argued  for  the  wild 
turkey  which  was  not  only  handsome 
but  highly  edible.  The  bald  eagle,  which 
had  been  a  great  favorite  of  the  native 
Americans  (Indians),  was  chosen, 
however,  as  it  was  considered  an  exam- 
ple of  strength,  courage  and  honor. 
Eagles  were  common  in  those  days  and 
there  are  records  of  them  breeding  in 
Massachusetts. 

It's  a  big  bird!  Bald  eagles  run  34  to 
43  inches  in  length  with  a  whopping 
wingspread  of  7  to  8  feet.  In  captivity  it 
lives  up  to  fifty  years.  In  flight  its  speed 
may  reach  45  miles  per  hour.  Eagles 


mate  for  life.  If  one  of  a  pair  dies  the 
other  remains  solitary. 

State  and  federal  officials  have  joined 
with  the  Massachusetts  Audubon  So- 
ciety and  private  industry  in  a  unique 
undertaking  called  the  Eagle  Restora- 
tion Project. 

In  June  of  this  year,  work  began  on 
a  29-foot  tower  topped  with  a  platform 
on  which  two  cages  were  placed.  The 
cages  contain  "eagle  nests"  carefully 
erected  by  project  crewmen  to  protect 
the  birds  from  would-be  predators.  Each 
cage  has  a  trap  door  through  which  a 
site  attendant  can  feed  the  eagles 

without  being  seen. 

That  same  month,  two  eaglets  were 
transported  by  air  from  Michigan  to  their 
new  "home"  in  Quabbin  Reservation. 
They  were  flown  by  Republic  Airlines  to 
Boston  and  continued  their  long  journey 
by  car  and  hydroplane.  After  their  ex- 
tended trek,  they  were  examined  and 
adjudged  to  be  in  good  physical  condi- 
tion by  Dr.  William  Satterfield  of  the  staff 
at  the  Franklin  Park  Zoo. 


The  George  Wright  golf  course  is  one 
of  two  owned  by  the  city.  The  other  is 
the  William  J.  Devine  golf  course, 
located  in  Franklin  Park,  which  has  on- 
ly nine  holes.  George  Wright  was 
designed  by  the  legendary  golf  course 
architect  Donald  Ross,  whose  courses 
rank  among  the  best  in  the  country.  He 
is  noted  for  his  use  of  small  greens, 
bunkers,  and  challenging  tree  lines  bet- 
ween fairways.  Its  clubhouse  is  the 
Tudor  mansion  which  includes  a  fire- 
placed  ballroom,  circular  driveway,  and 
veranda  overlooking  the  green. 

The  course  is  named  for  George 
Wright,  one  of  the  original  Red  Stock- 
ings (they  later  became  the  Red  Sox) 
whose  contributions  to  athletics  in 
Boston  was  widely  recognized  before 
his  death  in  1936. 

Construction  of  the  course  began  as 
a  Works  Progress  Administration  project 
during  the  Great  Depression  and  was 
completed  in  1938  at  a  cost  of  $1 
million. 

MGA  officials  who  were  present  at  the 
signing  said  they  hope  to  give  the 
course  and  clubhouse  a  much-needed 
facelift  and  to  promote  the  game  of  golf 
in  Massachusetts. 


Officials  of  the  U.S.  Fish  and  Wildlife 
Service  and  the  State  Division  of 
Fisheries  and  Wildlife  say  the  young 
birds  appear  to  be  adjusting  well  to  their 
new  surroundings.  They  are  guarded 
twenty-four  hours  a  day  and,  as  they  in- 
dicate their  readiness  to  leave  the  nest, 
the  cages  will  be  opened  so  the  can  fly 
in  and  fly  out  at  will.  Tiny  transmitters 
affixed  to  their  tail  feathers  will  monitor 
their  activities. 

The  project  calls  for  the  admission  of 
three  to  six  birds  each  year  for  four  more 
years.  As  soon  as  an  eagle  returns  to 
Massachusetts  to  nest,  the  site  will  be 
identified  and  protected  from  any  distur- 
bances so  that  the  nest  may  become  the 
birthplace  of  a  truly  indigenous 
population.

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T  OPENS  NEW 
COMMUTER  RAIL  STATION 

The  MBTA,  on  August  23,  dedicated 
a  $500,000  commuter  rail  station  and  a 
200-car  parking  facility  in  West  Natick 
marking  the  first  time  in  the  past  six 
years  that  an  entirely  new  depot  was 
constructed  to  meet  the  growing 
demands  of  commuter  rail  ridership. 

Ridership  on  the  Framingham  to 
Boston  route,  which  serves  West  Natick, 
is  up  9.5  percent  so  far  this  year  and 
overall  ridership  on  the  system  has  in- 
creased 9.3  percent. 

The  increased  ridership  is  attributed 
to  the  T's  commitment  to  preserving  and 
restoring  commuter  rail  which  has  seen 
$60  million  invested  in  the  past  four 
years  in  track,  vehicle  and  station  im- 
provements, as  well  as  improvements 
in  the  on-time  performance  of  the  trains. 

The  new  West  Newton  Station  is 
within  walking  distance  for  5,000  area 
residents.  The  200-car  parking  facility, 
providing  free  parking  for  commuter  rail 
patrons,  is  expected  to  relieve  traffic 
and  parking  problems  in  both 
Downtown  Natick  and  Framingham 
where  the  popularity  of  commuter  rail 
has  caused  traffic  congestion. 

The  MBTA  is  spending  an  additional 
$1  million  for  track  and  station  im- 
provements at  six  other  locations  along 
the  Framingham  Branch,  including 
Framingham,  Natick,  Wellesley  Square, 
Wellesley  Hills,  Wellesley  Farms,  and 
Auburndale. 

West  Natick  is  the  eighth  new  com- 
munity in  which  the  MBTA  has  ex- 
panded its  commuter  rail  service  to 
since  1979.  More  than  10  million  com- 
muters, a  record  number,  are  expected 
to  use  the  MBTA's  commuter  rail 
system  this  year.  The  250-mile  system 
is  owned  by  the  MBTA  and  operated 
under  contract  by  the  Boston  and  Maine 
Railroad. 

DEVELOPER  NAMED 
FOR  HOOSAC  PIER 

The  Massachusetts  Port  Authority 
has  entered  into  an  agreement  with 
O'Connell  Development  Company/Cor- 
coran, Mullins,  Jennison  (CMJ)  to 
redevelop  seven  acres  of  prime  Boston 
waterfron  property  into  an  $18  million  of- 
fice and  commercial  complex. 

Redevelopment  plans  for  the  Hoosac 
Pier  site  in  Charlestown  call  for  con- 
struction of  a  two-story,  130,000  square- 
foot  office  building  and  a  20,000  square- 


foot  restaurant  and  office  building 
overlooking  the  U.S.S.  "Constitution." 
The  plan  also  includes  public  access 
along  the  pier  edge  facing  the  historic 
ship,  public  open  space  at  the  entrance 
to  the  site,  and  parking.  The  existing 
Constitution  Marina  and  Bunker  Hill 
Pavillion  will  remain  on  the  site. 

"The  transformation  of  the  largely 
unused  pier  into  a  modern  office  com- 
plex will  add  to  the  economic  base  of  the 
city,  produce  at  least  150  new  construc- 
tion jobs  for  Boston  area  trades  during 
the  twelve-month  construction  phase, 
and  return  this  valuable  waterfront  real 
estate  to  productive  commercial  use," 
Massport  Executive  Director  David  W. 
Davis  said. 

The  project  will  get  underway  in  the 
spring  of  1983  and  is  expected  to  be 
completed  by  December,  1984.  a 

The  joint  venture  development  team 
of  O'Connell  Development  Company 
and  Corcoran,  Mullins,  Jennison  was 
designated  by  the  Massport  Board  at  a 
Special  Facilities  Committee  meeting  on 
July  21st. 

"O'Connell  Development,  who  will 
carry  out  the  construction,  and  Cor- 
coran, Mullins,  Jennison,  joint  venture 
partners  in  the  project,  were  selected 
because  of  their  established  track 
record  with  commercial  construction 
and  adaptive  reuse,"  Davis  said. 

The  development  team  has  already 
begun  negotiations  with  a  major  Boston 
firm  to  become  prime  tenants  in  the  of- 
fice portion  of  the  Hoosac  Pier  project. 
If  a  lease  is  successfully  negotiated,  the 
firm  would  establish  its  national  head- 
quarters at  the  site,  keeping  450  jobs  in 
the  City  of  Boston. 

John  Drew,  president  of  the  joint  ven- 
ture, which  is  called  "Hoosac  Pier  Com- 
pany" said:  "This  very  exciting  historic 
location  will  serve  as  an  ideal  major  cor- 
porate headquarters. 

The  office  building  and  restaurant 
complex  is  the  next  step  in  the  revitaliza- 
tion  of  the  Charlestown  waterfront  and 
it  will  complement  the  new  housing  in 
the  Charletown  Navy  Yard  and 
stimulate  the  development  of  City 
Square." 

■ 

Hoosac  Pier  was  acquired  by 
Massport  in  1959  as  one  of  the  original 
Port  properties  under  the  statute 
creating  the  Port  Authority.  It  was  used 
for  the  receipt  and  shipment  of  water- 
bourne  general  cargo  until  the  shift  to 
containerization  of  carqo.  The  construc- 


tion of  Moran  Terminal  in  1972  rendered 
the  Pier  obsolete  as  an  active  maritime 
facility.  Since  1972,  Hoosac  Pier  has 
been  used  for  warehouse  purposes. 

Massport,  in  1979,  initiated  extensive 
studies  of  the  pier's  condition,  local 
community  needs,  and  the  economic 
benefits  of  alternative  uses.  The  pier's 
increasing  maintenance  costs  and 
deteriorating  condition  prompted 
Massport  in  1981  to  market  the  site  to 
the  local  real  estate  community. 

Preliminary  designs  and  site  planning 
for  the  Hoosac  Pier  office  building  were 
developed  under  the  direction  of  Henry 
Reeder  and  Jim  Davies,  principals  of  Ar- 
chitectural Resources  Cambridge,  Inc. 

The  Hoosac  Pier  reuse  project  marks 
the  final  round  in  Massport's  successful 
efforts  to  return  its  obsolete  pier  proper- 
ties to  productive  uses.  Other  harbor- 
front  reuse  projects  underway  include: 

The  $85  million  redevelopment  of 
Commonwealth  Pier  into  a  1.1  million 
square-foot  merchandise  and  marketing 
center  for  the  computer  and  com- 
munications industry;  and, 

The  $18  million  rehabilitation  of  the 
Boston  Fish  Pier  for  fishing  industry 
uses.  Scheduled  for  completion  in  1983, 
the  modernization  has  already 
stimulated  $12  million  in  new  private  in- 
vestment in  the  pier  area.

BRA,  BHA  PARTNERS  AT 
COLUMBIA  POINT 

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity, on  August  26,  approved  an  agree- 
ment which  allows  the  BRA,  in  partner- 
ship with  the  Boston  Housing  Authority 
and  the  Columbia  Point  Community 
Task  Force,  to  advertise  for  private  de- 
velopers to  undertake  construction  of  a 
new,  mixed-income  residential  complex, 
on  the  site  of  the  presentpublic  hous- 
ing project. 

The  agreement,  which  culminates 
twenty-four  months  of  planning  work 
among  the  two  agencies,  the  residents 
of  Columbia  Point,  and  the  U.  S.  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment, calls  for  development  of  1,600 
units  of  housing,  of  which  400  units  will 
be  low-income  housing.  The  low-income 
housing  honors  a  commitment  made  by 
the  city,  the  BHA  and  the  Task  Force 
that  present  residents  of  Columbia  Point 
will  have  housing  they  can  afford  at  the 
redeveloped  Columbia  Point. 

In  addition,  up  to  400  units  of  hous- 
ing will  be  for  moderate-income  resi- 
dents with  the  remaining  800  units  to  be 
market-rate  housing. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  termed  the 
BRA  vote  "a  significant  step  towards 
maintaining  the  momentum  of  revital- 
ization  at  Columbia  Point." 

Mayor  White  said,  "The  BRA,  BHA, 
HUD,  and  the  city's  Office  of  Housing, 
have  formulated  a  development  process 
that  ensures  the  present  residents  of 
Columbia  Point  will  benefit  directly  from 
this  revitalization  program. 
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"At  the  same  time,  the  program  to 
renovate  Bayside  Mall  as  an  exposition 
center,  and  the  participation  of  a  private 
development  firm  for  the  new  housing, 
presents  Boston  with  an  opportunity  to 
create  a  model  neighborhood,  one 
whose  diversity  reflects  the  character  of 
this  city." 

Earlier  this  summer  the  BRA  applied 
for  a  $25-million,  Urban  Development 
Action  Grant  to  assist  in  the  Columbia 
Point  development.  Phase  I  of  the  de- 
velopment program  involves  the  renova- 
tion of  the  existing  Bayside  Mall  to  serve 
as  Bayside  Exposition  Center,  a  facility 
to  house  trade  shows  and  exhibits. 

Phase  II  of  the  Columbia  Point  devel- 
opment program  will  involve  the  crea- 
tion of  the  new  housing  on  the  present 
38-acre  site  now  owned  by  the  Boston 
Housing  Authority  and  an  additional 
14-acre  parcel  owned  by  the  City  of 
Boston.  The  BRA  has  requested  that 
$21  million  of  the  UDAG  grant  be  used 
for  the  housing  development. 

Application  for  additional  housing 
subsidies  will  be  made  if  review  of  the 
development  proposals  indicates  that 
the  UDAG  funds  are  not  sufficient  to 
carry  out  the  full  scope  of  the  mixed- 
income  project. 

BRA  Director  Robert  J.  Ryan,  in 
recommending  that  the  BRA  Board 
authorize  the  advertisement,  said,  "For 
the  first  time  we  have  the  enthusiastic 
and  vigorous  support  of  all  parties  on  a 
development  program  for  Columbia 
Point. 

"Within  a  month  we  will  advertise  na- 
tionally for  developers  to  undertake  this 
project.  We  think  the  attractiveness  of 
the  Columbia  Point  site,  and  its  setting 
on  Boston  Harbor,  will  attract  the 
developer  interest  that  will  lead  to  crea- 
tion of  a  new  Boston  neighborhood." 

The  BHA,  with  HUD's  concurrence, 
will  sell  or  lease  its  property  on  Co- 
lumbia Point  to  the  developer  chosen  to 
carry  out  the  project. 


MAYOR  WHITE  HAILS 
FIELDS  CORNER  COMMUNITY 
DEVELOPMENT  PROJECT 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  hailed  the  in- 
novative ventures  of  the  Fields  Corner 
Community  Development  Corporation 
(CDC)  prebuilt  projects  as  a  stabilizing 
program  in  an  area  of  limited  affordable 
housing. 


The  development  project  addresses 
two  important  needs  of  Fields  Corner 
residents: 

•  It  provides  for  a  resourceful  use  of 
vacant  lots  within  the  community;  and 

•  It  offers  affordable  housing  for 
moderate-income  families  who,  in  the 
present  economy,  could  not  purchase 
a  home. 

Mayor  White  praised  the  CDC 
endeavor  by  saying,  "During  this  time 
of  high  interest  rates  and  limited 
availability  of  affordable  housing,  this 
program  provides  a  concrete  response 
to  a  severe  housing  need." 

The  Mayor  also  praised  the  CDC's 
productive  use  of  vacant  lots  as  "a 
major  step  toward  enhancement  of  com- 
munity environment." 

The  program  costs  will  be  reduced 
through  partial  tax  abatements  on  lots 
with  taxes  outstanding,  which  the  CDC 
has  purchased.  The  abatements  will  be 
exceeded  by  increased  revenues  once 
homes  are  built  on  the  lots. 

The  City  of  Boston  also  supported 
CDC's  mortgage  interest  subsidy  ap- 
plication to  HUD. 

Representing  the  city's  administration 
during  the  ceremonies  at  Fields  Corner, 
Martha  Goldsmith,  the  Mayor's  special 
assistant  on  housing,  said,  "We  hope 
that  this  project  will  serve  as  a  model  for 
other  community  groups.  Cooperation 
between  community  groups  and  city, 
state,  and  federal  agencies  is  essential 
for  the  production  of  new,  affordable 
housing." 


CITY  WINS 
MANAGEMENT  AWARD 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  announced  that 
the  City  of  Boston  has  won  a  1982  Ex- 
emplary Systems  in  Government  Award 
for  its  Policy  Management  Information 
System.  Boston  was  selected  for  the 
award  by  the  Urban  and  Regional  Infor- 
mation Systems  Association  (URISA),  a 
professional  organization  based  in 
Washington,  D.C. 

Boston  Data  Management  Director 
Joseph  T.  Kowalik  received  the  award 
for  the  city  at  a  ceremony  on  August  25 
in  Minneapolis,  Minn. 

The  Exemplary  Systems  in  Govern- 
ment award  recognizes  extraordinary 
achievement  by  government  agencies 
in  the  use  of  automated  information 
systems.  This  achievement  is  measured 
in  terms  of  improved  government  ser- 
vice and  increased  benefits  to  citizens. 


In  announcing  the  award,  Mayor 
White  said,  "The  Policy  Management 
Information  System,  developed  under 
Joseph  Kowalik,  is  an  efficient  new  ad- 
ministrative tool  that  has  helped 
establish  a  higher  level  of  professional 
management  within  city  departments. 

"I  would  also  like  to  point  out  that  this 
system  is  a  component  of  the  city's 
policy  management  process,  whose 
successful  implementation  has  been 
carried  out  through  the  leadership  of 
Deputy  Mayor  Micho  Spring,"  the 
Mayor  added.  "The  process  began  on 
July  1,  1980,  and  firmly  demonstrated 
its  value  within  a  year  of  its  inception." 

The  Policy  Management  Information 
System  plays  an  important  role  in 
establishing  and  evaluating  policy  in- 
itiatives for  the  city. 

BOSTON'S  CONDO 
CONVERSION  LAW  AMENDED 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  has  signed  an 
ordinance  amending  the  city's  con- 
dominium conversion  law  to  allow  more 
tenants  to  come  under  its  protective 
wing.  The  ordinance  expands  the  defini- 
tion of  housing  accommodations,  sub- 
ject to  the  notice  provisions,  to  include 
buildings  which  were  converted  from  a 
non-housing  use  to  housing  or  substan- 
tially rehabilitated  after  January  1, 1982. 

The  ordinance,  passed  by  the  City 
Council  on  August  11,  directly  ad- 
dresses the  problem  of  tenants  of  a 
building  at  479,  481-483  Beacon  Street, 
who  had  allegedly  been  told  by  the 
owner  they  must  vacate  the  premises  by 
August  31  to  make  room  for  a  conver- 
sion from  rental  apartments  to 
condominiums. 

Now,  under  the  new  ordinance,  these 
tenants  will  be  given  the  same  protec- 
tion as  tenants  who  had  come  under  the 
previous  condo-conversion  law.  This 
protection  mandates  a  minimum  one- 
year  eviction  notice,  and  longer  notices 
to  tenants  in  special  categories,  such  as 
low-income,  elderly  and  handicapped. 

Tenants  of  the  Beacon  Street 
building,  owned  by  Hamilton  Realty, 
had  not  been  eligible  for  this  protection 
previously  because  the  building  had 
originally  been  commercial  property  and 
was  later  converted  to  residential  use. 

The  ordinance  originally  was  sent 
from  the  Council  to  the  Mayor  with 
technical  defects  in  it.  The  Mayor  vetoed 
that  ordinance  and  assigned  staff 
members  to  work  with  Council  represen- 
tatives to  perfect  the  ordinance,  which 
he  signed  late  Friday.

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MAYOR  ANNOUNCES  ARSON  REWARDS  INCREASED 


Hails  Reward  Program  as  "Right  Approach"  to  solving  critical  problem. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  recently  announced  that  the  Arson  Watch  Reward  Pro- 
gram has  increased  its  maximum  awards  in  Boston  from  $1,000  to  $5,000  for  in- 
formation leading  to  the  arrest  and  indictment  of  arsonists.  Participants  in  the  pro- 
gram are  assured  anonymity. 

The  increased  maximum  reward,  which  applies  to  Boston  only,  is  in  direct 
response  to  a  rash  of  fires  of  incendiary  and  suspicious  origin  in  the  city  over  the 
past  three  months. 

Sponsored  by  the  insurance  industry  through  the  Massachusetts  Property  In- 
surance Underwriting  Association  (Fair  Plan),  the  statewide  Arson  Watch  Reward 
Program  has  been  in  effect  since  last  November,  with  rewards  of  up  to  $1,000 
for  information  that  helps  solve  or  prevent  arson  crimes.  Outside  of  Boston,  the 
$1,000  maximum  reward  remains  in  effect. 

"Arson  is  a  crime  on  the  rise  and  is  Golembeski  said.  "Because  of  this  crisis 
ravaging  cities  across  the  country," 
Mayor  White  said.  "It  can  be  as 
malicious  a  crime  as  murder,  because 
in  far  too  many  instances  it  takes  the 
lives  of  innocent  men,  women  and 
children. 

"In  Boston  this  summer  we  have 
been  victimized  by  a  virtually  un- 
precedented rash  of  fires  of  incendiary 
or  suspicious  origin,  and  our  city  is 
angry,"  the  Mayor  continued.  "We  are 
going  to  fight  back  with  every  weapon 
at  our  disposal.  We  will  not  be  held 
hostage  on  our  own  property  —  in  our 
own  homes  —  by  the  fear-spreading 
tactics  of  the  arsonists. 

"I  believe  the  Arson  Watch  Reward 
Program  is  an  important  tool  and  the 
right  approach  to  solving  this  critical  pro- 
blem," Mayor  White  said,  "because  it 
serves  as  a  strong  incentive  to  the 
public  to  join  this  vitally  important 
crusade  against  the  arsonist.  Only 
through  strong  public  support  will  we 
win  this  battle." 

Jack  Golembeski,  president  of  the 
Mass.

COMMISSIONER  PAUL  BIDS  FOR 
PUBLIC  SUPPORT  IN  FIGHT 
AGAINST  ARSON 

Fire  Commissioner  George  Paul 
recently  asked  for  increased  public  sup- 
port in  a  coordinated  city,  state,  and 
federal  effort  to  combat  the  rash  of 
deliberately  set  fires  that  have  plagued 
Boston  this  summer. 

The  commissioner  said  that  the 
number  of  fires  of  suspicious  origin  has 
increased  dramatically  and  that  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Alcohol,  Tobacco  and 
Firearms,  the  State  Fire  Marshal's  of- 
fice, the  Attorney  General's  office,  the 
Boston  Fire  Department's  Arson  Squad, 
and  police  are  now  conducting  a  coor- 
dinated investigation. 

Paul  said  public  support  of  this  pro- 
be is  urgent. 

"Arson  is  now  the  Boston  Fire  Depart- 
ment's number  one  priority  problem, 
and  I  appeal  to  the  people  in  our 
neighborhoods  to  assist  us  in  this  in- 
vestigation by  using  the  Arson  Alert  Hot 
Line,"  the  commissioner  said.  "I  am 
asking  you  to  help  us  stop  this  malicious 
crime,  which  poses  increasing  dangers 
not  only  to  our  property,  but  to  our  lives 
and  the  lives  of  our  fire  fighters." 

The  Arson  Alert  Hot  Line  number  is 
427-4000.  Anyone  with  any  information 
about  incidents  of  arson  can  call  night 
or  day,  and  callers  are  assured 
anonymity. 

Commissioner  Paul,  who  is  directing 
the  interagency  investigation,  said  the 
rash  of  incendiary  and  suspicious-origin 
fires  began  in  early  June  and  has  con- 
tinued throughout  the  summer.  Since 
June  1,  there  have  been  171  fires  and 


1 39  of  them  have  been  incendiary  or  of 
suspicious  origin,  with  twenty-eight 
others  of  undetermined  origin. 

Ninety-eight  of  the  fires  have  been  in 
vacant  buildings. 

"Fire  fighters  are  facing  an  increas- 
ing number  of  high-risk  situations 
because  of  arson,"  Paul  pointed  out. 
"We  only  have  to  go  back  a  few  days 
to  see  what  I'm  talking  about.  Four  fire 
fighters  were  trapped  in  the  basement 
of  a  building  at  a  two-alarm  fire  in  Rox- 
bury  this  week  when  part  of  the  struc- 
ture collapsed.  Two  of  these  men  were 
injured.  The  previous  week,  ten  fire 
fighters  were  injured  fighting  fires  in  the 
city. 

"Not  only  the  fire  fighters  are  doing 
the  suffering,"  Paul  added.  "These  fires 
are  leaving  people  homeless.  Of  even 
greater  concern  to  me  is  the  very  real 
probability  that  if  this  isn't  stopped,  we 
are  going  to  have  very  serious  injuries 
and  deaths.  We  must  come  to  grips  with 
the  arson  problem  just  as  quickly  as  we 
can." 

The  commissioner  said  that  there  is 
a  pattern  of  arson  in  the  city,  with  a  ma- 
jority of  the  fires  of  undetermined  or 
suspicious  origin  occurring  in  vacant 
buildings. 

In  reference  to  the  coordinated  city, 
state,  and  federal  probe,  Paul  em- 
phasized that  he  could  "not  talk 
specifics"  because  that  would  endanger 
the  success  of  the  investigation.

NEW  CONCEPT  FOR 
FANUEIL  HALL  MARKET  EXTENSION 

Groundbreaking  for  the  construction 
of  the  $60-million  extension  to  Faneuil 
Hall  Market  late  this  fall  will  "break  new 
ground  in  urban  renewal"  according  to 
BRA  Director  Robert  J.  Ryan.  The  BRA, 
unlike  past  planning  practices,  intends 
to  be  a  partner  in  the  development  of  the 
retail-office  complex  planned  for  the 
70,000  square-foot  site  at  the  eastern 
end  of  the  marketplace.  The  Authority 
decided  that  instead  of  selling  the  land 
(now  a  parking  lot)  it  would  lease  the  site 
to  the  developer,  Market  Place 
Associates,  and  collect  a  base  rent  of 
$1 .8  million  a  year. 

The  BRA  also  estimates  real  estate 
taxes  on  the  property  will  bring  another 
$1.8  million  in  revenue  to  the  city  and 
as  a  partner  in  the  development  the 
Authority  will  share  in  the  profits,  receiv- 
ing 15  percent  of  the  income  the  project 
generates. 

This  plan  would  add  considerably  to 
the  meager  $1 .5  million  in  revenue  the 
city  is  receiving  from  the  marketplace 
this  year  while  the  state  takes  close  to 
$4  million  in  meals  and  sales  taxes. 

The  unique  plans  for  the  extension 
are  being  finalized  and  the  details  on  the 
lease-hold  agreement  and  design  of  the 
project  should  be  ready  by  fall.  The 
retail  component  of  the  development  is 
expected  to  be  expensive  shops  carry- 
ing designer  label  merchandise  and  a 
220-foot  tall  office  building  is  planned  for 
the  State  Street  end  of  the  parcel.  The 
developer  will  also  build  a  Museum  of 
Boston,  highlighting  the  city's  history 
and  serving  as  an  index  to  other 
museums  in  the  area. 

The  Museum  of  Boston  will  be  built 
by  the  developer  at  not  cost  to  the  city.

HEATING  SEASON  BEGINS 
SEPTEMBER  16 

Landlords  in  Boston  have  to  start  pro- 
viding heat  for  tenants  on  September 
16. 

Chapter  II  of  the  State  Sanitary  Code 
(Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
Regulations  105  CMR  410.000: 
Minimum  Standards  of  Fitness  for 
Human  Habitation  filed  with  the 
Secretary  of  State)  requires  "the  owner 
(of  an  apartment)  to  supply  and  keep  in 
working  order  facilities  capable  of 
heating  every  habitable  room  and  every 
room  containing  bathroom  facilities." 
The  inclusive  dates  for  which  heat  must 
be  provided  are  from  September  16  to 
June  14. 

The  state  regulations  require  rooms 
to  be  heated  to  a  temperature  of  not  less 
than  68°  Fahrenheit  (20°  C)  between  7 
a.m  and  11  p.m.  and  64°F(17°  C)  bet- 
ween 1 1 :01  p.m.  and  6:59  a.m.  unless 
the  occupant  has  agreed  to  supply  the 
fuel  under  a  written  lease.  In  the  event 
of  extremely  cold  weather,  this  regula- 
tion provides  for  a  decrease  in  the 
minimum  temperature  requirements. 
The  temperature  shall  be  read  at  a 
height  of  three  feet  above  floor  level  at 
any  point  in  the  room  more  than  two  feet 
from  the  inside  of  every  exterior  wall. 

In  order  that  tenants  and  landlords 
may  better  understand  the  regulations,

EDIC  ASKS  HUD  GRANT 
FOR  SCHRAFFT 

The  Schrafft  Candy  Company  may 
soon  be  on  the  receiving  end  of  some 
financial  assistance  that  could  help  the 
fifty-year-old  candy  company  in  Boston's 
Charlestown  neighborhood  become  the 
primary  candy  producer  for  its  parent 
company. 

Boston's  Economic  Development  and 
Industrial  Corporation  (EDIC)  the  city 
agency  responsible  both  for  luring  new 
industries  and  keeping  old  ones  in 
Boston,  has  applied  to  the  U.S.  Depart- 
ment of  Housing  and  Urban  Develop- 
ment (HUD)  for  a  $1-million,  Urban 
Development  Action  Grant  (UDAG)  for 
Schrafft. 

The  UDAG  would  help  with  the 
start-up  costs  of  an  $8-million  renova- 
tion of  Schrafft's  factory,  which  was  built 
in  1928. 

Outdated  equipment  is  not  the  only 
problem  for  the  company,  which  was 
shut  down  for  several  months  last  year 
by  its  former  owner,  Gulf  and  Western. 
The  new  owner,  American  Safety  Razor, 
has  begun  the  difficult  task  of  rebuilding 
Schrafft. 


The  company's  success  is  considered 
essential  for  Charlestown,  which  is  also 
trying  to  reverse  years  of  decline. 
"Schrafft  has  always  employed  Charles- 
town residents,  and  those  people  eat  in  1 
our  restaurants  and  shop  in  our  stores,"  j 
said  Joe  Flaherty,  president  of  the  , 
Charlestown  Board  of  Trade.  "The  com- 
pany is  very  community-oriented.  They 
donate  chocolates  to  the  elderly  and  ac- 
tively support  the  Board  of  Trade's  com-  1 
munity  activities.  Losing  Schrafft  would  J 
be  disastrous  to  Charlestown  andf 
Boston." 

If  next  month's  decision  on  the  UDAG 
for  Schrafft  is  favorable,  the  company 
would  be  the  second  Charlestown 
manufacturer  to  receive  such  assist- 
ance. In  December,  EDIC  obtained  a 
$4-million,  UDAG  for  H.  P.  Hood,  Inc., 
enabling  the  dairy  company  to  begin  a 
$21 -million  renovation  of  its  facilities.

The  bid  submitted  by  the  CGR  Medical  Corpor- 
ation was  rejected  because  of  their  failure  to 
demonstrate  a  commercially  available  Digital 
Subtraction  Component  System. 

The  bid  submitted  by  the  United  X-Ray  Corpor- 
ation of  Masachusetts  for  the  Digital  Subtraction 
System  only  was  rejected  because  of  cost  and 
reservations  about  future  design  changes.

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MAYOR  WHITE  CUTS  RIBBON  AT  THE  BOSTONIAN  HOTEL 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  September  7,  officially  opened  the  Bostonian  Hotel, 
a  155-room,  luxury  facility  overlooking  the  Faneuil  Hall  Marketplace. 

During  a  brief  ribbon-cutting  ceremony,  the  Mayor  called  the  hotel  "a  unique 
addition  to  the  elegance  and  charm  that  already  characterize  the  Faneuil  Hall 
Marketplace."  The  Mayor  also  stressed  that  the  Bostonian  is  the  first  independently 
owned  and  operated  hotel  constructed  in  the  city  in  recent  years. 

The  owner  and  developer  of  the  hotel  is  the  Winn  Development  Company  of 
Boston,  headed  by  businessman  Arthur  Winn  of  Chestnut  Hill. 
One  of  the  highlights  of  the  ceremony     signed  to  make  the  guests  feel  as 


was  the  Mayor's  unveiling  of  "The  Spirit 
of  Boston,"  a  modern  stainless  steel 
sculpture  commissioned  from  artist 
David  Lee  Brown.  The  sculpture  stands 
at  the  entrance  of  the  hotel  in  a  small 
courtyard. 

Located  in  the  old  Blackstone  block 
on  North  Street  at  Dock  Square,  the 
four-story,  red  brick  building  was 
designed  to  preserve  the  low-rise  char- 
acteristics of  the  historic  area.  At  the 
rear  of  the  building,  unseen  from  street 
level,  the  hotel  is  stepped  up  to  a  seven- 
story  height.  A  glass  enclosed  walkway 
bridges  the  landmark  known  as  Scott 
Alley  and  connects  the  historic  buildings 
of  the  district  and  the  newly  constructed 
portion  of  the  hotel. 

Developer  Winn  calls  his  new  hotel 
"European-style"  because  it  is  de- 


though  they  are  in  a  residence.  For  ex- 
ample, the  lobby  where  guests  check  in 
is  not  open  to  the  public  traffic.  Non- 
hotel  guests  will  enter  from  another  en- 
trance which  is  a  four-story  glass  atrium 
facing  Scott  Alley.  All  hotel  business 
such  as  registration  and  accounting 
which  is  normally  visible  in  American 
hotels,  will  be  done  behind  the  scenes. 

Guests  in  automobiles  and  taxis  will 
arrive  at  the  hotel  through  the  Euro- 
pean-style porte  cochere,  a  circular 
driveway  landscaped  with  seasonal 
plantings. 

All  the  rooms  have  paintings  of  the 
Marketplace  by  Gracia  Dayton.  The  en- 
trance area  includes  an  eighteenth- 
century  map  of  Boston  in  granite  which 
represents  a  time  when  the  harbor 


waters  came  up  to  the  point  where  the 
hotel  is  located.  Thirteen  rooms  have 
working  fireplaces  and  all  the  bath- 
rooms have  telephones,  radios,  and 
oversize  bathtubs. 

Inside,  the  luxury  elements  of  the 
rooms  will  extend  to  the  service  facili- 
ties which  include  a  bar  and  function 
room  to  accommodate  100  persons  as 
well  as  a  160-seat,  rooftop  restaurant 
called  "The  Seasons."  It  will  feature 
produce  that  is  grown  in  New  England. 

The  hotel  will  not  disturb  the  trade  of 
the  pushcart  owners  who,  for  decades, 
have  lined  Blackstone  Street  in  front  of 
the  hotel.  Some  vendors  have  even 
rallied  for  their  new  neighbor  by  placing 
colorful  umbrellas  atop  their  carts. 

The  design  of  the  hotel  is  by  Mintz 
Associates  of  Boston,  architects  and 
planners. 

Financing  was  arranged  by  Harold  C. 
McKenna,  of  Boston  Mortgage  Co.,  and 
the  permanent  mortgage  is  provided  by 
Aetna  Life  and  Casualty  Company. 

Perini  Corporation  of  Framingham  is 
the  general  contractor. 


STUDENT  PASSES 
AVAILABLE  ON  T 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  that  with  the  open- 
ing of  school  the  MBTA  will  for  the  first 
time  make  available  monthly  student 
passes  for  all  elementary  and  high 
school  students  using  the  MBTA. 

As  in  past  years,  all  students  using 
the  system  will  receive  student  badges 
from  their  local  school  departments, 
allowing  them  to  ride  for  one-half  the 
adult  cash  fare.  In  addition,  students  will 
now  be  able  to  purchase  a  $1 0  monthly 
pass  from  their  school  departments. 
The  pass  will  be  valid,  without  additional 
fare,  until  5  p.m.  on  days  school  is  in 


session  on  all  MBTA  services  except 
commuter  rail. 

"The  student  passes  will  give  in- 
creased savings  to  pupils  needing  to 
transfer  from  one  part  of  the  system  to 
another  and  to  pupils  needing  to  travel 
long  distances  from  home  to  school," 
O'Leary  said. 

"The  student  pass  was  initiated  after 
discussions  with  school  officials  from 
throughout  the  MBTA  district.  School  of- 
ficials agree  that  this  is  a  workable  plan, 
that  should  eliminate  the  abuses  of  past 
programs  that  issued  students  car 
checks  and  tokens." 

O'Leary  said  that  school  officials 
needing  additional  information  on  the 
student  pass  program  should  call  the 
MBTA  Treasurer's  Office  at  722-3251. 


REPORTS  FIND  CITY  HOSPITAL 
FREE  OF  LIFE  SAFETY  VIOLATIONS 

Mayor  White  says  probes  "clarify  the 
issue,  relieve  city  of  doubts" 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  September 
8,  received  two  separate  and  inde- 
pendent investigatory  reports  that  state 
no  serious  violations  of  the  Life  Safety 
Codes  have  been  found  at  Boston  City 
Hospital. 

The  preliminary  investigation  reports 
were  signed  by  Irene  R.  McManus, 
director  of  the  Division  of  Health  Care 
Quality  of  the  Massachusetts  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Health,  and  Boston  Fire 
Commissioner  George  H.  Paul.  Both 
reports  were  submitted  to  Boston  Health 

(Continued  on  next  page) 
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and  Hospitals  Commissioner  David 
Rosenbloom,  who  forwarded  them  to 
the  Mayor. 

The  reports,  condensed  into  letters, 
briefly  describe  the  preliminary  findings 
of  investigations  triggered  by 
newspaper  stories  quoting  a  Boston  fire 
inspector's  allegations  that  serious  fire 
safety  violations  existed  at  the  hospital. 

In  a  letter  outlining  her  department's 
preliminary  findings,  McManus  wrote, 
"Our  inspection  did  not  indicate  that 
dangerous,  life-threatening  deficiencies 
were  present  at  Boston  City  Hospital." 

Commissioner  Paul,  in  his  letter,  said 
he  has  been  informed  through  briefings 
that  "there  are  no  serious  violations  of 
Life  Safety  Codes"  and  added  that  his 
department's  inspection  team  "sees  no 
reason  for  concern"  in  the  area  of  life 
safety. 

Receiving  these  reports  from 
Rosenbloom,  Mayor  White  said,  "These 
letters,  which  report  findings  from  two 
separate  investigations,  clarify  the  issue 
and  relieve  the  people  of  the  city  of 
doubts  that  have  lingered  since  the 
allegations  were  made.  City  Hospital 
has  a  recent  history  of  steady  improve- 
ment, and  the  facility  is  dedicated  to  pro- 
viding  quality  care  in  safe 
surroundings." 

After  receiving  the  letters,  Commis- 
sioner Rosenbloom  said,  "I  am  gratified 
and  reassured  with  these  separate 
reports.  The  staff  at  Boston  City  Hospital 
has  been  working  hard  for  years  to  im- 
prove its  facilities  and  services.  Prog- 
ress has  been  real  and  will  continue." 

Referring  to  the  newspaper  stories  in 
which  violations  were  alleged, 
Rosenbloom  said,  "These  stories  did  an 
enormous  disservice  to  the  people  of 
the  city  who  rely  on  this  hospital,  and 
to  the  people  at  the  hospital  who  work 
diligently  to  provide  these  services." 

Both  reports,  while  not  finding  serious 
violations  of  the  Life  Safety  Codes,  did 
find  areas  that  needed  improvement. 
The  letter  from  McManus  stated: 

"We  did  find  deficiencies  which  in  our 
judgment  have  a  direct  bearing  on  fire 
safety  and  which  should  be  corrected 
without  delay.  Representatives  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  met  with  you 
today  to  discuss  the  noted  deficiencies. 
It  is  my  understanding  that  you  have 
corrected  several  of  the  items  since 
September  2,  1982,  and  that  you  have 
directed  the  prompt  correction  of  the 
remainder." 


Paul,  in  his  letter,  said,  "In  their  in- 
spections there  were,  as  is  often  the 
case,  conditions  noted  which  required 
correction.  Some  of  these  conditions 
were  corrected  immediately.  Those  that 
could  not  be  corrected  immediately 
were  reported  to  appropriate  members 
of  your  staff,  and  in  all  cases,  action  has 
been  taken  to  correct  them." 

The  Fire  Commissioner  concluded, 
"Again,  I  wish  to  allay  your  fears  and  I 
would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  your 
staff  from  whom  we  received  full 
cooperation." 
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SUFFOLK  DOWNS 
RUNS  SPECIAL  RACES 

On  Sunday,  September  26,  the  first 
of  a  series  of  four  stake  races  restricted 
to  Massachusetts-bred  horses  will  be 
run  at  Suffolk  Downs  race  track  in  East 
Boston. 

The  particular  race  will  be  an 
allowance  event  for  three-year  olds  and 
up,  colts,  and  geldings. 

Of  interest  to  horse  lovers  will  be  the 
Yearling  Show  on  Saturday  morning, 
September  25,  at  Suffolk  Downs  at  10 
a.m.  This  event  is  being  conducted  by 
the  Massachusetts  Thoroughbred 
Breeders  Association  and  Linda  Powell, 
chairperson,  hopes  the  public  will  res- 
pond in  great  numbers.  The  colts  and 
fillies  will  be  carefully  groomed  for  this 
important  day  in  their  lives. 

Other  races  in  the  series  will  be  held 
as  follows: 


—  Sunday,  October  10,  for  two-year- 
old  colts  and  geldings 

—  Saturday,  October  30,  for  two-year- 
old  fillies 

—  Saturday,  November  20,  for  three-  1 1 
year-old  and  up  fillies  and  mares. 

According  to  officials  in  the  State  |i 
Department  of  Food  and  Agriculture  ; : 
these  will  be  the  first  races  to  be  sup-  i 
plemented  by  the  new  Thoroughbred  i 
Breeders  Fund.  Under  this  new  pro- 
gram (enacted  in  November  of  1981)  80 
percent  of  one-quarter  of  1  percent 
(.0025%)  of  the  parimutuel  handle  from 
Suffolk  Downs  is  set  aside  for  a 
breeder's  incentive  fund. 

This  fund  pays  awards  to  the  owners 
of  thoroughbred  brood  mares  and 
stallions  that  produce  horses  that  race 
and  finish  first,  second,  or  third  in 
Massachusetts.  The  fund  also  pays  a  5 
percent  bonus  to  the  owner  of  a  Massa- 
chusetts-bred horse  that  either  "wins, 
places,  or  shows"  in  the  Bay  State. 

State  officials  point  out  the  incentive 
program  not  only  encourages  the  rais- 
ing of  more  Massachusetts  thorough- 
bred horses  but  also  stimulates  owners 
to  buy  and  race  here  in  the  Common- 
wealth rather  than  at  tracks  in  other 
states. 

Now  in  only  its  second  year  of  ex- 
istence, the  Massachusetts  Thorough- 
bred Breeder  Association,  Inc.  has 
given  great  encouragement  to  horse 
farmers  in  this  state  and  it  has  also 
helped  bring  to  enactment  passage  of 
favorable  legislation  for  Massachusetts 
horse  breeders.

The  Disease  of  Alcoholism

Alcoholism: 

Is  the  nation's  second  most  prevalent 
disease,  counting  the  lives  of  more  than 
10  million  Americans  as  its  victims. 
Alcohol-related  accidents  claim  the  lives 
of  approximately  25,000  people  each 
year.  Job  accidents  related  to  alcohol 
number  10  million  and  result  in  about 
18,000  deaths  every  year. 
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Alcoholism  is  a  complex  illness  of 
multiple  etiology:  sociological, 
physiological  and  psychological. 

Most  alcoholics  are  employed,  mar- 
ried and  from  all  levels  of  society.  There 
is  approximately  one  female  alcoholic 
for  every  two  male  alcoholics.  Only 
3-5%  of  alcoholics  come  from  the  skid 
row  population.  Each  person  with  the  ill- 
ness of  alcoholism  adversely  affects  4-5 
people  around  him/her:  personal  rela- 
tionships within  and  outside  of  the 
home. 

Boston  City  Hospital's  comprehen- 
sive Alcoholism  Program  started  in  the 
1960s  in  an  effort  to  help  alcoholics  and 
their  families  come  to  terms  with  the  ill- 
ness and  to  provide  them  with  a 
rehabilitative  program  tailored  to  each 
individual's  needs.  Alcoholism  treat- 
ment can  help  individuals  attain  sobriety 
and  ameliorate  many  difficulties  existing 
in  their  lives. 

Physiological  Aspects: 

Heavy  alcohol  consumption  in  any 
form,  whether  it  be  beer,  wine  or  liquor, 
over  periods  of  years  adversely  affects 
every  organ  and  system  of  the  body. 

The  vast  majority  of  alcohol-related 
physical  problems  which  require  the 
physician's  attentions  are  those  affect- 
ing the  Central  Nervous  System  and 
Gastro-lntestinal  Tract. 

Many  of  these  damaging  effects  of 
alcohol  abuse  can  be  reversed  with  per- 
sistent abstinence  or  moderation.  Many 
of  these  effects  cannot  be  reversed,  and 
permanent  disability  and  death  are  com- 
mon consequences  of  chronic  alcohol- 
ism. 

Rehabilitation: 

Perhaps  the  most  difficult  step  for  the 
alcoholic  to  take  is  to  recognize  that  the 
problem  exists.  Alcoholism  does  not 
disappear  or  go  away  if  you  ignore  it,  or 
wish  it  to  go  away.  It  is  a  progressive  ill- 
ness that  needs  intervention.  As  with 
any  other  illness,  the  earlier  you  iden- 
tify it  and  treat  it,  the  better  the  prog- 
nosis, and  the  less  damage  it  will  do. 

Family  and  peers  may  find  it  difficult 
to  confront  someone  because  of  the 
stigma  attached  to  alcoholism,  unless 
it  is  blatantly  obvious  and  in  the  chronic 
stages.  Many  times  it  is  a  family 
member  or  co-worker  who  seek  help 
from  a  counseling  center  because  of  the 
difficulty  in  deciding  how  to  confront  the 
person. 

The  rehabilitative  process  involves 
several  steps,  including  appropriate 


assessment,  to  identify  the  problem 
areas.  When  the  needs  of  the  individual 
are  reviewed  and  identified,  rehabilita- 
tion begins. 

Several  different  components  make 
up  this  area  of  the  Alcoholism  Program 
at  Boston  City  Hospital.  They  are 
medical  review,  counseling,  education, 
introduction  to  AA  and  Al-Anon, 
psychological/psychiatric  assessment 
and  the  development  and  implementa- 
tion of  an  aftercare  plan. 
Referral  Procedure 
for  B.C.H.  Alcohol  Clinic: 

Appointments  are  preferred.  Clients 
will  be  seen  on  a  walk-in  basis  if  evalu- 
ation time  is  available.  Individuals  re- 
quiring medical  attention  and/or  detox- 
ification should  be  referred  to  the 
Emergency  Floor.  Males  and  females  of 
all  ages  are  accepted.  Other  agencies 
referring  clients  to  the  clinic  should  for- 
ward a  referral  summary  to  the  clinic 
prior  to  the  client's  first  appointment.

General  Manager  James  F.  O'Leary 
announced  that  starting  with  the  fall 
schedule's  implementation  on  Septem- 
ber 1 1 ,  service  will  be  increased  on  all 
rapid  transit  and  trolley  lines  and  on 
over  forty  of  the  Authority's  bus  routes, 
and  a  number  of  new  bus  routes  will  be 
added. 

"Tight  budget  controls  this  year 
allowed  us  to  cut  costs  and  improve  pro- 
ductivity," O'Leary  said.  "With  the  sav- 
ings we  have  generated,  we  are  able  to 
increase  service  levels  for  the  fall,  to 
better  serve  the  riding  public."  O'Leary 
said  that  input  from  many  community 
groups  and  private  citizens  helped  the 
MBTA  determine  which  services  to  im- 
prove and  restore  and  which  new  ser- 
vices to  initiate. 

Some  of  the  specific  service  improve- 
ments O'Leary  noted  were: 

—  Completion  of  the  track  reconstruc- 
tion work  and  restoration  of  full  street- 
car service  for  the  Cleveland  Circle- 
Government  Center  line.  The  resump- 
tion of  streetcar  service  will  qive  the

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Authority  100  percent  Light  Rail  Vehi- 
cle service  on  the  Cleveland  Circle, 
Boston  College,  and  Riverside  lines. 

—  The  addition,  to  the  Arborway 
streetcar  line,  of  trolleys  running  from 
Heath  Street  and  Northeastern  to  down- 
town Boston. 

—  The  addition  of  trains  during  rush 
hours  to  the  Orange,  Blue  and  Red 
lines. 

—  Extension  of  service  on  the  Cen- 
tral Square  to  Boston  City  Hospital 
(Route  47)  to  12:30  p.m.

The  State-Boston  Retirement  Board 
evaluated  the  proposals  by  a  set  criteria.

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198  UNITS  OF  ELDERLY  HOUSING  FOR  KENMORE  SQUARE 


The  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  has  given  approval  for  a  121 A  tax  agree- 
ment that  will  allow  conversion  of  the  Hotel  Kenmore  and  Wadsworth  Hotel  into 
198  units  of  housing  for  the  elderly  and  handicapped. 

The  $1 1  million  project  will  be  carried  out  by  the  Kenmore  Abbey  Company, 
which  is  an  affiliate  of  State  Street  Development  Company. 

The  developers  have  obtained  a  commitment  from  the  Massachusetts  Hous- 
ing and  Finance  Agency  for  financing  of  the  project.  All  units  will  be  eligible  for 
Section  8  rental  assistance  from  the  federal  government.  Under  Section  8,  rental 
payments  do  not  exceed  25  percent  of  the  tenant's  monthly  income. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  hailed  the  BRA  decision,  noting,  "This  project  provides 
much-needed  elderly  housing  in  an  area  that's  convenient  to  shops,  public  transpor- 
tation and  other  downtown  attractions.  At  the  same  time,  we  will  be  restoring  two 
handsome  buildings  to  productive  use  and  further  strengthen  the  residential 
character  of  the  Kenmore  Square  area." 

The  development  will  contain  170,  one-bedroom  units  and  28,  two-bedroom 
units.  In  addition,  there  will  be  12,000  square  feet  of  commercial  space. 

BRA  Director  Robert  J.  Ryan  said  the  project  is  related  to  the  1980  agree- 
ment between  Boston  University  and  the  City  of  Boston  which  governs  expan- 
sion and  tax  payments  on  properties  owned  by  Boston  University. 

Ryan  said,  "These  buildings  were  purchased  by  BU  when  Grahm  Junior  Col- 
lege, which  had  once  used  them,  went  out  of  business.  BU  expressed  interest 
in  using  the  buildings  for  dormitory  space,  but  we  wanted  to  see  more  residential 
development  in  Kenmore  Square. 

"We  are  pleased  that  BU  and  State  Street  Development  were  able  to  reach 
an  arrangement  which  will  result  in  development  of  elderly  housing." 

Kenmore  Abbey  will  buy  the  buildings  from  BU  but  BU  has  the  option  to  repur- 
chase the  buildings  in  seventy-five  years. 

State  Street  Development  Company  manages  between  3,000  and  4,000  units 
of  elderly  housing  it  has  developed  in  the  Boston  area.

The  theme  for  1982,  according  to  the 
National  Fire  Protection  Association, 
now  based  in  Quincy,  is  "Learn  Not  to 
Burn  Wherever  You  Are." 

The  NFPA  is  the  largest  private 
organization  in  the  world  whose  aim  it 
is  to  prevent  fires.  A  nonprofit  technical 
and  educational  organization,  its  goal  is 
to  promote  the  science  and  improve  the 
methods  of  fire  protection  and  preven- 
tion. NFPA  obtains  and  circulates  infor- 
mation on  these  subjects  and  helps  both 
its  members  and  public  to  establish 
proper  safeguards  against  loss  of  life 
and  property  by  fire.  Of  concern  to 
NFPA,  Marshal  O'Keefe  and  all  fire 
fighters  is  the  alarming  increase  in  ar- 
son in  recent  years  in  Massachusetts 
and  other  states. 

In  a  further  effort  to  curb  the  menace, 
state  officials  have  instituted  a  state- 
wide, toll-free  number  to  be  used  by 
anyone  who  feels  that  arson  may  be  in- 
volved.

DRIVING  TIPS 

"Underinflated  tires  waste  gas. 
Motorists  should  check  their  tire 
pressure  every  month  with  an  accurate 
gauge.  If  all  four  of  your  tires  were  5  or 


6  pounds  low,  for  example,  it  would  cost 
you  about  one-half  mile  per  gallon.  That 
adds  up  to  about  $3.50  per  month  for 
the  average  American  driver,"  said  the 
supervisor  of  fuels  performance  at 
Shell's  Westhollow  Research  Center. 

According  to  Larry  Olejnik,  a  good  tire 
pressure  gauge  is  something  no 
motorist  should  be  without.  We  asked 
him  what  constituted  the  "average" 
American  driver  and  his  reply  was 
interesting: 

"America's  average  driver  works  in  a 
medium-sized  city,  does  not  car  pool 
(but  he  could),  drives  an  average  of 
10,000  miles  a  year  —  6,000  city  and 
4,000  highway.  Average  driver's  car  is 
a  1977  mid-size,  four-door  sedan  with 
a  small  V-8  engine  and  automatic 
transmission.  The  driver  gets  12.5 
m.p.g.  city  and  1 7.7  m.p.g.  highway  for 
an  overall  average  of  14.2  miles  per 
gallon. 

"In  the  course  of  a  year  the  average 
driver  purchases  704  gallons  of  gaso- 
line. Suppose  he  or  she  pays  $1 .25  per 
gallon,  the  total  expenditure  for  gas 
works  out  to  $880."

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LOW-INTEREST  MORTGAGES 
AVAILABLE 

Bay  State  lenders  participating  in  a 
state-sponsored,  low-interest  mortgage 
program  for  first-time  homebuyers, 
started  accepting  mortgage  applications 
from  eligible  borrowers  on  September  1 . 

The  program  is  being  sponsored  by 
the  Massachusetts  Housing  Finance 
Agency  (MHFA),  and  will  make  up  to 
$189  million  in  thirty-year  mortgages 
available,  through  participating  lenders, 
at  the  fixed  interest  rate  of  13.7  percent. 
The  low-interest  mortgages  are  ex- 
pected to  benefit  between  4,000  and 
5,000  first-time  homebuyers  and  can  be 
used  for  the  purchase  of  a  newly  con- 
structed, single-family  home  or  an  exist- 
ing one-  to  four-family  structure. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Gover- 
nor King  said,  "Over  the  past  several 
years,  the  extraordinarily  high  cost  of 
borrowing  money  has  made  it  impos- 
sible for  many  low-  and  moderate- 
income  families  and  individuals  in 
Massachusetts  to  pursue  the  dream  of 
homeownership. 

The  announcement  followed  the  legal 
closing  of  a  $200-million,  MHFA  bond 
issue,  the  proceeds  of  which  will  be 
used  to  purchase  up  to  $189  million  in 
mortgages  from  lenders  participating  in 
the  program. 

MHFA  Chairman  Bernard  Singer  said 
the  sale  exceeded  the  agency's  expec- 
tations and  that  timing  was  a  crucial  ele- 
ment in  the  sale's  success.  "Our  parti- 
cipation in  the  low-interest  mortgage 
program  was  authorized  by  legislation 
(H.6056)  which  was  signed  into  law  by 
Governor  King  in  July,"  Singer  said. 
"We  moved  quickly  to  invite  lenders  to 
participate  in  a  single-family  mortgage 
purchase  program,  and  were  in  a  posi- 
tion to  go  to  market  just  three  weeks 
later,  and  shortly  before  the  U.S.  Gov- 
ernment was  scheduled  to  issue  a  multi- 
billion  dollar  package."  Singer  said  this 
enabled  the  agency  to  negotiate  a  favor- 
able rate  on  the  issue,  which  is  reflected 
in  the  low  rate  borrowers  can  obtain  on 
program  mortgages. 

To  date,  the  MHFA  has  recieved  more 
than  15,000  inquiries  about  the  low- 
interest  mortgages  from  potential  home- 
buyers,  and  the  response  from  lenders 
and  realtors  to  the  program  has  also 
been  favorable. 

MHFA  Executive  Director  John  Blake, 
Jr.  said  now  that  the  bond  issue  is 
closed,  homebuyers  should  go  directly 
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to  participating  lenders  in  their  areas  to 
obtain  specific  information  on  program

MBTA  RIDERSHIP  SHOWS  INCREASE 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  today  that  ridership 
on  the  transit  system  increased  during 
the  months  of  June,  July,  and  August, 
following  a  stabilization  of  ridership  in 
May  after  the  implementation  of  a  fare 
decrease. 

O'Leary  said  that,  seasonally  ad- 
justed, ridership  during  June,  July,  and 
August  increased  by  about  4  percent, 
an  indication  that  the  May  1  fare 
decrease,  which  lowered  rapid  transit 
fares  from  75<D  to  60C  and  decreased 
pass  prices,  is  bearing  positive  results. 

O'Leary  said  that  as  a  direct  result  of 
the  increase  in  ridership,  transportation 
revenue  from  the  first  eight  months  of 
1 982  is  $1 .3  million  greater  than  the  Au- 
thority projected. 

"The  lowering  of  fares  combined  with 
service  increases  such  as  extending 
Sunday  operational  hours,  reopening 
stations,  and  improving  bus  service  are 
attracting  riders  to  the  MBTA,"  said 
O'Leary.  "Ridership  figures  for  June, 
July,  and  August  indicated  that  the 
MBTA  carried  an  average  of  2.65  million 
passenger  trips  per  week.  That  is  above 
the  ridership  we  had  projected,  even 
when  taking  into  consideration  the 
lowered  fares  and  the  service  improve- 
ments." 

O'Leary  said  that  ridership  patterns 
do  not  generally  change  overnight  and 
that  it  could  take  six  to  eight  months 
before  the  full  effects  of  the  fare  de- 
crease and  service  increases  are  real- 
ized. He  said  he  expects  ridership  to  in- 
crease even  further  with  the  September 
1 1  implementation  of  the  fall  timetable, 
that  provides  increased  service  on  all 
rapid  transit  and  trolley  lines,  on  over 
forty  of  the  Authority's  bus  routes,  and 
adds  a  number  of  new  bus  routes. 

"Strict  budget  controls  have  allowed 
us  to  increase  service  for  the  fall,  above 
and  beyond  the  service  improvements 
implemented  on  May  1 ,"  O'Leary  said. 


"Since  the  public  has  obviously  re- 
sponded positively  to  this  summer's 
added  service,  I  expect  the  improve- 
ments added  this  fall  will  attract  even 
more  riders  to  the  MBTA." 


SKY  LORE  AT  PLANETARIUM 


Why  did  autumn  arrive  this  year  on 
September  23,  instead  of  holding  to  the 
twenty-first  date  usually  associated  with 
a  seasonal  change? 

The  answer  is  among  a  host  of  sky 
lore  offered  those  sixteen  and  over  by 
the  Charles  Hayden  Planetarium  at  the 
Museum  of  Science  in  its  fall  course, 
Naked  Eye  Astronomy. 

Starting  September  21  at  7  p.m.,  the 
course  helps  participants  to  become 
familiar  with  the  night  sky  at  all  seasons. 
It  gives  an  understanding  of  the  ap- 
parent motions  of  the  stars,  sun,  moon, 
and  planets,  and  of  sky  maps  and 
references. 

Outdoor  observing  on  the 
Planetarium  roof  and  a  field  trip  to  a 
working  observatory  are  planned. 

On  other  occasions  classes  are  held 
in  the  Planetarium  where  sophisticated 
projection  equipment  simulates  sky  ob- 
jects from  season  to  season  and  latitude 
to  latitude. 

The  instructor  is  Valerie  Wilcox,  an 
experienced  lecturer  in  the  Planetarium. 
She  received  her  B.A.  from  the  College 
of  New  Rochelle  and  her  M.A.  from 
Wellesley  College.  She  has  appeared 
on  local  television  programs  and  before 
several  community  organizations. 

The  fee  for  the  eight-session  course 
includes  materials.  For  family  and  con- 
tributing members,  it  is  $60,  for 
nonmembers,  $75.  Museum  Member- 
ship, which  includes  free  admission  for 
a  year  among  its  privileges,  may  be  ar 
ranged  by  calling  (617)  723-2500,  ext. 
237  or  239. 

The  course  is  the  first  of  three  offered 
during  the  year.  With  Current  Topics  in 
Astronomy  and  Telescopic  Astronomy, 
the  series  gives  the  student  a  solid 
background.  A  special  fee  for  all  three 
courses  is  set  at  $155  for  museum 
members  and  $200  for  nonmembers.

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B'NAI  B'RITH'S  ELDERLY  HOUSING 
DEVELOPMENT  IS  DEDICATED  IN 
BRIGHTON 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  hailed  the 
Covenant  House,  B'nai  B'rith's  new 
development  for  the  elderly  at  30 
Washington  Street,  Brighton,  as  a  facili- 
ty that  "helps  meet  a  priority  need  of  our 
senior  citizens  —  good  housing." 

Located  on  Washington  Street  at 
Commonwealth  Avenue  and  abutting 
the  Patricia  Hagan  White  elderly 
development  (named  after  the  Mayor's 
mother),  the  Covenant  House  features 
a  central  atrium  and  an  eighth-floor 
community  room  that  affords  a  spec- 
tacular view  of  the  city. 

Construction  began  in  1980,  and  a. 
a  ground-breaking  ceremony  in 
November,  Mayor  White  was  presented 
a  silver  shovel  in  recognition  for  his 
strong  support  for  the  development. 

The  opening  of  the  facility  helped  ad- 
dress the  huge  demand  for  elderly  hous- 
ing. Some  1,200  persons  applied  for 
units  at  the  Covenant  House,  with  the 
majority  of  the  applicants  from  the 
Allston-Brighton  area. 

A  Tenants  Selection  Committee  was 
formed  to  carry  out  the  placement  pro- 
cess. The  committee  is  made  up  of 
seven  persons,  including  four  local 
residents,  a  rabbi,  a  priest,  and  an 
elderly  program  director  from  a  local 
synagogue. 

Future  plans  call  for  the  establish- 
ment of  a  library  in  Covenant  House. 

Attending  the  dedication  were 
Franklin  Simon,  chairman  of  B'nai  B'rith 
Elderly  Housing,  Ricki  Lieberman, 
Boston's  Commissioner  for  the  Elderly, 
and  representatives  of  the  Department 
of  Housing  and  Urban  Development,  the 
Combined  Jewish  Philanthropies,  the 
Allston-Brighton  community  and  the 
Jewish  community. 


CHILDREN'S  MUSEUM  TAKES  OVER 
MUSEUM  WHARF 

The  Children's  Museum  announced 
today  the  signing  of  an  agreement  with 
Boston's  Museum  of  Transportation  to 
acquire  the  Transportation  Museum's 
share  in  Museum  Wharf,  their  jointly 
owned  and  operated  facility  on  Boston's 
Fort  Point  Channel,  and  the  launching 
of  an  intensive  special  campaign  to 
raise  $1 .2  miMton  by  year-end  to  finance 
the  purchase. 


The  Museum  of  Transportation,  faced 
with  financial  difficulties,  closed  its 
doors  to  the  public  on  May  17.  They 
plan  to  reorganize  and  open  on  a 
smaller  scale  at  a  new  location  within 
two  years. 

Children's  Museum  Director,  Michael 
Spock,  said,  "The  move  downtown  was 
the  right  decision  for  us.  We  have  a 
handsome,  economical  home  that  really 
accommodates  our  comprehensive  ser- 
vices to  the  children,  parents,  and 
teachers  of  Boston  and  New  England. 
Since  our  move  attendance  has  in- 
creased 250  percent.  We  just  ended  the 
last  fiscal  year  in  the  black,  and  in  spite 
of  inflation,  sharp  federal  cuts  and  Prop- 
osition 2lA,  we  will  have  a  balanced 
budget  in  the  coming  year." 

Since  1975,  the  museum  has  raised 
$5.5  million  in  capital  contributions 
towards  the  realization  of  the  move  to 
Museum  Wharf.  The  special  acquisition 
campaign  is  part  of  a  remaining 
$3-million  goal  to  finance  completion  of 
renovations,  landscaping  and  exhibits, 
and  to  establish  program  endowment 
funds. 

"With  the  help  of  our  many  friends, 
buying  the  Museum  of  Transportation's 
share  of  Museum  Wharf  will  add  to  our 
financial  stability  and  give  us  room  to 
grow.  We  are  definitely  here  to  stay," 
Spock  added. 

With  the  agreement,  17,000  square 
feet  will  be  absorbed  by  the  Children's 
Museum  to  complete  their  occupancy  of 
the  first  four  floors  of  the  building.  Floors 
5  and  6,  containing  48,000  square  feet, 
are  being  reserved  for  long-range 
growth,  and  will  be  leased  to  compati- 
ble, non-profit,  and  commercial  tenants. 
Hunneman  and  Company  are  brokers 
for  the  project.  Permanent  project 
financing,  in  the  form  of  City  of  Boston 
Industrial  Revenue  Bonds,  has  been 
underwritten  by  the  Neworld  and  Mutual 
Banks. 

Museum  Wharf  has  received  national 
recognition  for  the  renovation  of  a 
nineteenth-century  wool  warehouse  and 
pier  into  a  mixed-use  cultural/commer- 
cial facility  housing  the  two  museums, 
shops,  restaurants,  offices  and  a  water- 
front park;  and  for  its  innovative  combi- 
nation of  public  and  private  financing. 

Spock  noted,  "Everyone  involved 
should  feel  proud  of  what  has  been  ac- 
complished. The  two  museums  pio- 
neered a  neighborhood  that  is  now  Bos- 
ton's hottest  development  area.  With 
the  early  help  of  visionary  supporters  in 


business,  foundations,  and  the  govern- 
ment, we  created  a  first-rate,  cultural 
facility  and  public  park  that  is  enjoyed 
by  thousands  of  people  and  even  con- 
tributes taxes  to  the  city.  I  feel  badly  that 
our  friends  at  the  Museum  of  Transpor- 
tation, who  worked  so  long  and  hard  to 
realize  this  dream,  will  not  be  with  us  to 
share  the  fruits  of  their  labor.  We  thank 
them,  wish  them  well,  and  hope  that  this 
agreement  provides  at  least  part  of  the 
resources  they  need  for  a  fresh  and  suc- 
cessful start  in  a  new  location."

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MAYOR  ANNOUNCES  REVALUATION  TO  BE  COMPLETED 

Discloses  that  the  majority  of  homeowners'  tax  bills  will  go  down 


Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  recently  announced  that  Boston  will  successfully  com- 
plete its  revaluation  of  all  real  estate  property  in  the  city  this  fall. 

The  Mayor  disclosed  that  preliminary  revaluation  figures  clearly  show  that 
the  large  majority  of  homeowners  will  receive  a  reduction  in  their  tax  bills  for  fiscal 
1983. 


He  said  six-month  tax  bills  for  the  first 
half  of  fiscal  '83,  which  will  be  based  on 
the  new  assessments,  will  be  mailed  to 
property  owners  in  early  December. 

In  correcting  some  public 
"misconceptions,"  Mayor  White  said: 

"Revaluation  does  not  mean  that  all 
property  taxes  will  double  or  triple.  It  will 
nor  mean  that  it  will  destroy  local 
business.  It  does  not  mean  a  person  will 
be  forced  to  lose  a  home  or  leave  a 
neighborhood  because  they  cannot  pay 
—  that  is  not  going  to  happen  to  anyone. 

"What  revaluation  is,  is  a  long  com- 
plicated process  that  is  difficult  to  do," 
the  Mayor  continued,  "but  when  done, 
for  the  first  time  everyone's  house  will 
be  fairly  valued  and  everyone  will  have 
a  fairer  tax  bill. 

"What  is  more  important  is  that  for  a 
majority  of  our  homeowners,  revaluation 
will  mean  lower  tax  bills  for  the  second 
year  in  a  row." 

The  three-year-long  revaluation,  con- 
ducted by  the  city's  Office  of  Property 
Equalization  (OPE),  involved  the  gather- 
ing and  analysis  of  more  than  six  million 
items  of  information  on  Boston's 
105,000  parcels  of  residential  and  com- 
mercial property.  The  parcels  included 
more  than  70,000  residential  buildings 
of  one,  two,  and  three  units. 

The  Mayor  ended  the  strong  and 
widespread  doubt  that  the  city  could 
meet  its  fall  of  1982  revaluation 
deadline,  which  had  been  set  in  1979 
through  an  agreement  between  OPE 
and  the  State  Department  of  Revenue. 

In  announcing  that  revaluation  will 
soon  be  a  reality  in  Boston,  Mayor  White 
gave  much  of  the  credit  to  the  city's 
property  owners. 


"The  success  of  revaluation  is  due  in 
large  part  to  your  cooperation  and  sup- 
port," he  said.  "I  am  grateful  for  the 
help  that  many  of  you  gave  the  men  and 
women  who  came  to  your  homes." 

Mayor  White  also  announced  these 
final  steps  in  the  city's  revaluation 
process: 

•  Property  owners  will  be  advised  by 
mail  of  the  fair  market  value  of  their 
property,  beginning  in  mid-October  and 
continuing  over  a  six-week  period. 

•  Temporary  neighborhood  revalu- 
ation information  centers  will  be 
established  across  the  city  to  hear 
firsthand  any  concerns  of  property 
owners. 

•  Actual  tax  bills  for  the  first  six 
months  of  this  fiscal  year,  which  began 
July  1,  will  be  sent  out  in  early 
December. 

Taking  a  broad  perspective  of  what 
revaluation  means  to  Boston,  the  Mayor 
termed  it  "a  fourth  cornerstone"  to  a 
stable  future.  He  said: 

"The  stabilization  of  property  taxes, 
restoring  of  neighborhood  services,  and 
the  continuing  boom  in  construction  are 
three  of  the  four  cornerstones  of 
Boston's  future  which  have  been 
carefully  and  firmly  put  into  place. 

"The  fourth  is  a  permanent  and 
sound  property  tax  structure.  I  am  an- 
nouncing tonight  that  we  are  ready  to 
put  this  fourth  cornerstone  in  place  with 
the  successful  completion  of  property 
revaluation  this  year.  Accomplishing 
this,  Boston  will  have  done  everything 
solely  within  her  power  to  guarantee  a 
stable  and  strong  financial  future." 

Elaborating  in  the  other  three  cor- 
nerstones as  evidence  that  Boston  is 


again  on  an  upward  swing,  the  Mayor 
pointed  to  a  reduction  in  the  property  tax 
rate  of  more  than  $40  last  year,  the  fur- 
ther tax  rate  cut  that  will  come  this  year, 
a  recent  increase  in  police  and  fire  pro- 
tection, and  other  necessary  municipal 
services,  and  the  continuing  vibrancy  in 
the  development  of  the  city's  private 
sector. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  City  Council 
passed  appropriations  last  week  that  not 
only  increase  the  police  and  fire 
budgets,  but  add  $8  million  for  new 
school  programs  and  increase  funding 
for  street  cleaning,  the  library,  the 
elderly,  and  for  other  services. 

"During  the  next  six  months,"  the 
Mayor  said,  "you  will  see  rapid  improve- 
ment in  these  areas." 

In  making  his  announcement,  Mayor 
White  placed  revaluation  in  the  context 
of  the  city's  present  financial  condition, 
and  its  recent  fiscal  history. 

"As  we  all  know,"  he  said,  "the  last 
two  years  have  been  difficult  times  for 
cities,  and  in  particular  for  Boston.  We 
have  implemented  Proposition  2*A  . 
We've  suffered  from  massive  cuts  in 
federal  aid.  We've  suffered  from  the 
court-ordered  Tregor  abatements. 

"But  I  am  here  tonight  to  tell  you  that 
—  after  all  the  pain  and  turmoil  —  those 
problems  are  behind  us.  We  have 
weathered  the  storm.  Unlike  other  ma- 
jor cities,  our  financial  prospects  are 
good." 

Retracing  the  history  of  revaluation  in 
Massachusetts,  the  Mayor  noted  that 
the  State  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  in 
1974,  ordered  all  cities  and  towns  in  the 
Commonwealth  to  reassess  all  of  their 
properties  at  100  percent  of  the  fair 
market  value. 

He  pointed  out  that  mayors  in  Boston 
and  most  other  cities  had  been  putting 
off  revaluation  for  half  a  century

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because  they  thought  it  unfair  to  tax 
homes  like  businesses,  without  reform- 
ing the  state's  entire  tax  structure.  But 
the  court's  mandate,  the  Mayor  ex- 
plained, was  to  "either  change  the  law, 
or  obey  the  law." 

So  Boston,  in  1978,  led  the  successful 
statewide  battle  for  the  Classification 
Amendment  that  allows  cities  and  towns 
to  tax  residences  at  a  lower  rate  than 
commercial  porperties. 

Summing  up  his  views  on  revaluation, 
the  Mayor  concluded,  "With  revaluation 
at  least  making  good  on  its  promise  of 
fairer  taxes,  all  of  us  with  a  stake  in 
Boston's  future  can  take  pride  in  her 
achievements." 


HEART  DEVICES  DISPLAYED 
AT  SCIENCE  MUSEUM 

Some  of  the  new  weapons  that  doc- 
tors and  engineers  have  developed  for 
the  war  on  heart  disease  are  now  on 
view  at  Boston's  Museum  of  Science. 

Expanding  its  exhibit  on  the  heart,  the 
museum  has  added  such  devices  as 
electronic  pacemakers,  valves  of  plastic 
and  metal,  pumps,  and  an  artificial  heart 
for  temporary  use. 

The  challenge  of  designing  a  perma- 
nent artificial  heart  is  much  greater,  the 
museum  says,  than  of  building  many 
other  devices  related  to  heart  functions. 
For  permanency,  a  device  must  beat 
more  that  35,000,000  times  a  year  with- 
out repair;  must  be  light  but  powerful, 
with  a  portable  power  supply;  and  must 
be  so  gentle  that  it  won't  damage 
delicate  blood  cells. 

An  artificial  heart  on  display  kept  a 
dog  alive  for  several  hours  in  the  1950s. 
It  may  be  contrasted  with  a  photo  of  a 
1981  heart  that  kept  a  man  alive  for  two 
days  while  he  awaited  a  transplant. 

The  medical  world  has  had  success 
with  a  partial  artificial  heart  —  the  heart 
assist.  This  pump  takes  over  the  work 
of  the  left  ventricle,  the  part  of  the  heart 
most  often  damaged  by  disease.  It  of- 
fers temporary  support  for  patients 
whose  hearts  are  slow  to  recover  from 
surgery.  Museum  visitors  are  invited  to 
push  a  handle  connected  to  the  heart 
assist.  A  gauge  tells  them  how  high  they 
raise  the  pressure. 

Other  devices,  such  as  the  pace- 
maker and  heart-lung  machine,  have 
also  proved  themselves  and  are  in  wide 
use. 


The  heart-lung  machine,  invented  in 
1953,  enables  doctors  to  operate  within 
the  living  heart.  The  machine  detours 
blood  about  to  enter  the  heart,  ox- 
ygenates it,  and  returns  it  to  the  body. 
Thus  the  heart  can  be  temporarily  stilled 
to  make  delicate  surgery  possible. 

Five  pacemakers,  dating  from  1960  to 
1982,  hang  in  the  exhibit,  the  newer 
ones,  increasingly  smaller  in  size,  are 
now  programmable.  Using  a  transmit- 
ter, a  doctor  can  change  the  rate  of 
heartbeat  without  removing  the  device 
from  the  patient's  body. 

Other  developments  described  in  the 
exhibit  include  the  search  for  a  natural 
lining  for  an  artificial  heart  and  for  valves 
that  could  replace  a  heart's  defective 
ones. 

The  heart  exhibit  is  located  in  the 
Pierce  Hall  of  Medical  Science  on  the 
museum's  second  floor,  east  wing.

For  two  decades,  Action  for  Boston

quet. This  eighth  annual  Community 
Awards  Dinner  will  be  held  at  the 
Boston-Sheraton  Hotel  on  October  21 , 
which  the  City  of  Boston  has  pro- 
claimed "ABCD  Day". 

At  the  dinner,  sixteen  volunteers  who 
have  helped  build  and  sustain  com- 
munity programs  will  receive  awards. 
The  award  recipients  are  selected  an- 
nually by  APACs  (Area  Planning  Action 
Councils)  and  affiliated  agencies 
throughout  Boston.  The  Community 
Awards  Dinner  is  the  major  event  of  the 
year  for  the  ABCD/APAC  system,  and 
the  1982  dinner  will  be  more  special 
than  ever. 

"In  the  continuing  struggle  to  provide 
assistance  to  disadvantaged  and  low- 
income  people,"  said  ABCD's  Ex- 
ecutive Director,  Robert  M.  Coard, 
"ABCD's  twentieth  anniversary  is  a  time 
to  reflect  on  the  significant  contributions 
that  ABCD,  through  its  neighborhood 
network  of  community  programs,  has 
made  to  the  City  of  Boston." 

In  its  twenty-year  history,  ABCD,  the 
official  anti-poverty  agency  for  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  its  APAC  neighborhood 
network,  have  not  only  provided  self- 
help  services  to  thousands  of  disadvan- 
taged Boston  residents  annually  but 
have  also  provided  mechanisms, 
through  services  such  as  job  training, 
health,  education,  youth  employment, 
and  housing,  for  these  same  people  to 
improve  their  lives.

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MAYOR  WHITE  HAILS  ESTABLISH- 
MENT OF  "BOSTON  COMPACT" 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  September 
22,  hailed  an  agreement  by  city  govern- 
ment, the  School  Department,  and  the 
business  community  to  work  together  to 
improve  the  quality  of  public  education 
in  Boston  and  to  provide  access  to  jobs 
for  local  high  school  graduates. 

This  agreement,  called  the  "Boston 
Compact,"  commits  the  School  Depart- 
ment to  improve  educational  services  in 
exchange  for  the  business  community's 
commitment  of  jobs  for  qualified 
graduates.  The  compact  is  geared  to 
help  Boston's  students  meet  the  hiring 
needs  of  local  business  in  the  city's 
growing  economy. 

"As  I  emphasized  in  my  1980  in- 
augural address,  Boston  is  committed 
to  the  goal  of  improving  the  education 
and  employment  futures  of  our  city's 
high  school  students,"  Mayor  White 
said.  "Over  the  past  two  years,  the 
Neighborhood  Development  and  Em- 
ployment Agency,  the  School  Depart- 
ment, and  the  business  community 
have  worked  together  toward  this  goal. 
The  announcement  made  here  today  is 
evidence  that  we  can  work  together  in 
Boston  for  the  future  of  our  youth,  and 
that  progress  has  been  made." 

The  Mayor  also  noted  that  the  com- 
pact marks  another  forward  step  in  the 
enhancement  of  School  Department 
management  and  performance. 

"This  administration  is  committed  to 
continue  working  with  the  business 
community  and  the  School  Department 
to  improve  not  only  the  quality  of  educa- 
tion in  our  schools,  but  the  quality  of  life 
and  our  economic  well-being  in 
Boston,"  Mayor  White  said.  "The  com- 
pact's goal  is  to  enhance  the  potential 
of  qualified  graduates  to  take  advantage 
of  the  city's  expanding  economy. 

"The  success  of  this  program  will  de- 
pend upon  the  continued  cooperative 
efforts  of  all  of  us.  No  one  sector  can 
accomplish  this  goal  alone;  it  is,  and 
must  remain,  a  united  effort." 


POLICE  REACH  CONTRACT 
AGREEMENT 

Binding  Arbitration  seen  as  best 
solution  to  reach  1983  pact. 

City  and  union  negotiators  recently 
reached  agreement  on  a  labor  contract 
giving  Boston  Police  patrolmen  an  8 


percent  wage  increase  for  fiscal  1982, 
which  ended  June  30,  Vice-Mayor 
Edward  T.  Sullivan  announced. 

The  pay  hike  will  be  retroactive  for  the 
policemen,  who  have  worked  without  a 
contract  for  the  past  fourteen  and  one- 
half  months. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Sulli- 
van also  said  the  city  feels  that  the  best 
way  to  reach  agreement  on  a  patrol- 
men's contract  for  the  current  fiscal 
year,  which  began  July  1,  is  through 
binding  arbitration. 

Sullivan  said,  "Although  binding  ar- 
bitration has  been  feared  by  many  city 
and  town  officials  in  Massachusetts,  we 
think  that  at  this  particular  time,  with  the 
uncertainties  which  still  face  Boston,  in- 
cluding the  threat  of  a  cut  in  the  tax  levy 
under  the  third  year  of  Proposition  2Vz, 
that  the  best  chance  for  an  equitable 
settlement  would  be  to  put  our  case 
before  a  neutral  arbitrator. 

"In  this  particular  instance,"  Sullivan 
continued,  "we  believe  that  binding  ar- 
bitration is  the  best  solution  for  us,  as 
well  as  for  the  Patrolmen's  Associa- 
tion." 

The  membership  of  the  Patrolmen's 
Association,  which  have  not  yet  ratified 
the  fiscal  1982  wage  agreement,  have 
worked  without  a  contract  since  July  1 , 
1 981 ,  and  worked  with  the  city  in  a  suc- 
cessful effort  to  bring  about  the  state 
passage  of  the  Boston  Funding  Act,  the 
so-called  Tregor  Bill. 

Sullivan  noted  that  while  the  police 
patrolmen  waited  for  their  contract,  the 
civilian  unions  received  a  7  percent 
wage  hike  on  July  1 ,  1981,  as  part  of  a 
contract  that  had  been  signed  two  years 
earlier. 

At  that  time,  the  Patrolmen's  Associa- 
tion agreed  to  set  aside  bargaining  while 
the  city  was  facing  a  questionable  fiscal 
situation  in  the  aftermath  of  Proposition 
2'/2  and  the  Tregor  court  decisions.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ORDERS 

General  Order  No.  60 

September  21. 
II.  HIGH  COMMENDATION 

On  September  14,  1982,  at  0958  hours,  Engine 
Company  42  responded  to  Box  241 1  for  an  alarm 
of  fire  at  277  Centre  Street,  Jamaica  Plain. 

Upon  arrival,  heavy  fire  and  smoke  were  issuing 
from  the  second-floor  apartment  whereupon 
several  people  informed  them  of  a  child  trapped  in 
the  building. 

Fire  Lieutenant  W.  Michael  Foley  of  Engine  Com- 
pany 42  and  Fire  Fighter  John  Brignoli  of  Ladder 
Company  7  (detailed  to  Engine  Company  42) 
donned  air  masks  and  entered  the  building  via  the 
front  stairway.  Under  heavy  smoke  conditions  both 
made  their  way  to  the  apartment  door  and  made 
several  attempts  to  gain  entrance  but  were  unable 
to  do  so  due  to  the  heavy  metal  construction  of  the 
door. 

Fire  Fighter  Brignoli  then  descended  the  stairway 
and  ascended  a  ladder  that  was  being  put  into  posi- 
tion by  Ladder  Company  1 0  and  without  hesitation 
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entered  the  smoke  and  heat-filled  room,  conducted 
a  successful  search  and  passed  the  child  to  fire 
fighters  on  the  ladder  outside  the  room.  Both  Fire 
Fighter  Brignoli  and  the  child  were  taken  to  the 
Boston  City  Hospital. 

Because  Fire  Fighter  Brignoli  acted  in  a  manner 
reflecting  much  credit  to  our  profession  and 
because  this  lifesaving  rescue  was  made  before  fire 
operations  had  begun,  exposing  himself  to  extreme 
personal  risk,  the  Fire  Commissioner/Chief  is 
pleased  to  commend  Fire  Fighter  John  Brignoli  of 
Ladder  Company  7  and  refers  his  case  to  the  Board 
of  Merit  for  further  consideration.

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Funds  "a  Catalyst  for  Developments  at  Army  Base  and  Bayside  Mall. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  October  1,  announced  that  Boston  has  received 
$7.2  million  in  federal  funds  to  develop  a  garment  manufacturing  center  at  the 
Boston  Army  Base  and  to  convert  Bayside  Mall  at  Columbia  point  into  the  largest 
exposition  center  in  New  England. 

The  federal  money  came  in  two  Urban  Development  Action  Grants  (UDAG), 
one  of  $3.7  million  for  the  garment  center,  and  the  other  of  $3.5  million  for  Bayside 
Mall. 

The  projects  will  save  almost  2,000  jobs  for  Boston  garment  workers,  whose 
firms  will  be  relocated  at  the  Army  Base,  and  will  create  new  jobs  at  Bayside  Mall. 
"These  two  projects  are  excellent     creases  because  of  office  and  con- 


examples  of  the  public-private  partner- 
ship that  is  serving  the  neighborhoods 
of  Boston  so  well,"  Mayor  White  said. 
"What  is  happening  today  at  the  Army 
Base  and  Bayside  Mall  could  not  have 
happened  without  our  downtown  com- 
munity, the  business  people  and  the 
banking  people  who  have  been  working 
in  close  concert  with  public  officials. 

"Utilizing  federal  money  as  the 
catalyst,  the  public-private  partnership 
is  working  in  the  neighborhoods,  for  the 
benefit  of  the  neighborhoods,"  the 
Mayor  continued.  "And  these  grants  to- 
day represent  an  economic 
breakthrough  for  Boston.  In  one  in- 
stance we  preserved  the  jobs  of  1 ,782 
residents  working  in  the  garment  in- 
dustry, and  in  the  other,  we  will  see  an 
unoccupied  shopping  center  at  Colum- 
bia Point  take  on  a  new  life,  one  that  will 
make  Boston  a  first-class  convention  ci- 
ty, and  will  ensure  the  future  and 
revitalization  of  the  Columbia  Point 
housing  development." 

He  added,  "It  is  not  often  that  any 
city,  on  any  given  day,  receives  so  much 
good  news  about  its  economic  future." 

Without  the  federal  money,  Boston 
was  in  danger  of  losing  a  sizeable  part 
of  its  garment  industry,  the  city's  second 
largest  industry.  Now  the  $3.7-million 
UDAG  award  from  the  Department  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Development 
(HUD)  will  enable  the  city's  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Commis- 
sion to  renovate  Building  1 14  at  the  Ar- 
my Base  to  house  twenty-eight  com- 
panies now  located  in  Boston's 
Chinatown. 

These  firms  employ  1 ,782  workers, 
most  of  whom  are  residents  of  Boston's 
Chinatown,  where  the  garment  industry 
is  centered.  Most  of  the  firms  were  fac- 
ing threats  of  eviction  or  drastic  rent  in- 


dominium  development  in  Chinatown. 
Many  company  owners  had  said  they 
would  have  been  forced  to  move  out  of 
Boston  or  shut  down  had  it  not  been  for 
the  Army  Base  garment  center. 

Last  week  the  city's  Economic 
Development  and  Industrial  Commis- 
sion purchased  Building  114  at  the  Ar- 
my Base  from  the  federal  government 
for  $3.5  million.  Half  of  the  1.6  million- 
square-foot  building  will  be  used  as  a 
garment  center,  and  the  other  half  will 
be  developed  as  a  light  industrial 
complex. 

The  entire  garment  center  project 
will  cost  $14.7  million. 

The  Bayside  Exposition  Center  is 
a  $1 5-million  project  that  calls  for  con- 
solidating three  existing  buildings  into 
300,000  square  feet  of  exhibition  space 
by  Bayside  Associates,  a  joint  venture 
of  the  O'Connell  Development  Com- 
pany, Inc.  and  Corcoran,  Mullins,  Jen- 
nison,  Inc. 

Scheduled  to  open  on  January  2, 
1983,  Bayside  Exposition  Center  will  be 
divided  into  two  sections  with  70,000 
square  feet  for  permanent  apparel 
showrooms  and  230,000  square  feet  as 
exhibition  space  for  trade  shows. 

Primary  tenants  for  the  new  facili- 
ty will  be  the  Women's  Apparel  Group, 
which  is  booked  on  a  year-round  basis, 
and  the  Massachusetts  Horticultural 
Society's  annual  flower  show. 

Commenting  on  this  project,  Mayor 
White  said,  "The  Exposition  Center  will 
bring  new  vitality  and  activity  to  an  area 
which  has  been  isolated  from  the  rest 
of  the  city.  Because  we  will  be  able  to 
accommodate  trade  shows  and  exhibi- 
tions at  the  new  facility,  the  expanded 
Hynes  Auditorium  will  have  more  dates 
free  to  attract  more  and  larger  conven- 
tions to  Boston." 


RENT  CONTROL  ORDINANCE 
EXPIRES  SOON 

Unless  the  City  Council  and  Mayor 
Kevin  H.  White  agree  again  to  extend 
Boston's  fourteen-year-old  rent  control 
law,  the  ordinance  will  expire  Decem- 
ber 31. 

Since  its  inception  in  1968,  rent  con- 
trol in  Boston  has  been  a  highly  con- 
troversial and  complex  issue  that  has 
generally  put  local  tenant  advocacy 
groups  and  the  real  estate  industry  at 
odds  with  each  other. 

Tenant  groups  feel  a  strong  ordi- 
nance is  required  to  insure  the  avail- 
ability of  affordable  housing  for  persons 
on  fixed  and  low  incomes.  Real  estate 
groups  have  called  rent  control  "sui- 
cidal" to  the  rental  housing  market  and 
pointed  to  it  as  a  major  contributor  to 
high  rents  in  buildings  not  under  rent 
control  and  said  the  law  has  caused 
many  once  well-maintained  buildings  to 
deteriorate  or  be  abandoned  by  land- 
lords unable  to  earn  a  profit. 

Although  the  present  ordinance  does 
prevent  owners  from  arbitrarily  raising 
rents,  general  across-the-board  rent  ad- 
justments are  periodically  granted  by 
the  city's  Rent  Control  Administration. 
The  last  such  adjustment,  which  came 
in  1981 ,  netted  owners  of  rent-controlled 
units  rent  increases  ranging  from  7  to 
15  percent.  Individual  landlords  can  also 
request  further  increases,  provided  they 
can  document  the  need  for  additional 
operating  costs  to  the  Rent  Control 
Administration. 

"Rent  control  should  not  be  made  the 
scapegoat  for  failure  to  maintain 
buildings,"  explained  Michael  Donovan, 
director  of  the  Rent  Control  Admin- 
istration. 

"There  is  sufficient  room  in  the  or- 
dinance to  allow  the  cost  of  any  capital 
improvement  on  buildings  to  be  passed 
on  to  renters,"  he  said. 

With  the  expiration  date  for  rent  con- 
trol nearing,  a  number  of  tenant  groups 
have  expressed  that,  should  the  ordi- 
nance expire,  many  elderly  renters,  who 
the  Rent  Control  Administration  esti- 
mates comprise  70  percent  of  the 
tenants  now  occupying  the  remaining 
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40,000  rent-controlled  units,  may  soon 
be  faced  with  rent  hikes. 

In  1979,  Mayor  White  and  the  Coun- 
cil agreed  upon  a  three-year  extension 
of  the  law  and  a  continuation  of  the 
policy  of  vacancy  decontrol.  Vacancy 
decontrol,  incorporated  into  the  law  in 
1976,  allows  apartments  to  be  released 
from  controls  once  they  have  been 
r  legitimately  vacated.  The  Rent  Control 
j  Administration  estimates  at  least  60,000 
I  units  have  been  decontrolled  since 
.  1976. 

With  the  ordinance  set  to  expire  soon, 
the  Council  once  again  must  decide 
whether  to  extend  the  present  or- 
dinance, modify  it  in  some  way,  or 
simply  allow  it  to  expire  on  schedule.  An 
informal  survey  of  Council  members 
indicates  they  lean  toward  extending  the 
law  as  presently  written,  although  at 
least  two  members  favor  the  elimination 
of  vacancy  decontrol  and  a  return  to  full 
rent  control.  The  Council's  final  decision 
must  be  approved  by  Mayor  White.

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ARSON  WATCH  REWARD  PROGRAM 

The  nation  observed  National  Fire 
Prevention  Week  October  3  through  Oc- 
tober 9.  The  need  to  do  so  was  greater 
than  ever  as  fire  losses  in  lives  and 
property  damage  soar  throughout  the 
United  States. 

In  its  lastest  report,  the  National  Fire 
Protection  Association  says  6,700 
civilians  and  123  fire  fighters  perished 
as  a  result  of  fires  in  1981.  In  the  same 
period,  fires  caused  property  damage 
estimated  at  $6.7  billion. 

Losses  from  accidental  fires  are  sor- 
rowful indeed,  but  what  about  the 


senseless,  tragic  loss  of  lives  caused  by 
deliberately  set  arson  fires?  Of  the  total 
fire  deaths  reported  for  1 981 ,  some  820 
of  them,  or  14.2  percent,  occurred  as  a 
result  of  incendiary  or  suspicious  fires. 
These  arson  fires,  moreover,  caused 
property  losses  of  $1.6  billion. 

Authorities  tell  us  that  arson  fires  have 
reached  epidemic  proportions  through- 
out Massachusetts  and  that  the  public 
must  be  more  cooperative  in  providing 
them  with  information  about  alleged 
arsonists. 

As  we  marked  National  Fire  Preven- 
tion Week,  we  should  remember  that 
Massachusetts  FAIR  Plan,  representing 
the  insurance  industry,  in  conjunction 
with  numerous  state  agencies  and  all 
local  fire  departments,  has  implemented 
a  statewide  Arson  Watch  Reward  Pro- 
gram. The  program  calls  for  rewards  up 
to  $1 ,000  (now  increased  up  to  $5,000 
in  Boston)  to  anyone  who  gives  authori- 
ties information  that  leads  to  the  arrest 
and  conviction  of  an  arsonist.

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FARM  PROJECT  PROVIDES  FRESH 
VEGETABLES 

Due  to  rising  inflation  and  unemploy- 
ment rates,  more  people  are  becoming 
trapped  in  the  economic  uncertainty  of 
spiraling  food  and  fuel  prices.  However, 
Action  for  Boston  Community  Develop- 
ment (ABCD),  Boston's  official  anti- 
poverty  agency,  provided  the  city's  low- 
income  residents  some  relief  from  high 
supermarket  food  prices. 

In  coordination  with  the  Green  Power 
Farm  in  Weston,  ABCD,  for  the  fifth  con- 
secutive season,  began  the  Green 
Power  Farm  Project.  It  provided  farm- 
fresh  vegetables  at  low  or  no  cost  to 
Boston's  low-income  citizens.  A  wide 
variety  of  fresh  vegetables,  from  carrots 
to  zuchinni  were  made  available  to 
residents  through  social  service  agen- 
cies including  ABCD's  neighborhood 
Area  Planning  Action  Councils  (APAC), 
the  Family  Life  Program,  and  the  Pine 
Street  Inn.  The  program,  which 
operated  from  late  July  through 
mid-September,  provided  cucumbers, 
collards,  beets,  broccoli,  okra,  corn, 
tomatoes  and  a  halloween  special  of 
pumpkins. 

"The  project  represented  an  ex- 
tremely important  effort  being  made  to 
meet  the  needs  of  community  families, 
elderly,  and  youth,  during  a  time  of  real 
economic  peril,"  said  Robert  M.  Coard, 
ABCD  Executive  Director.  "This  project 
was  extremely  successful  for  the  past 
four  years  and  we  were  pleased  to  see 
it  continued  and  hopefully  to  have 
grown,  so  we  could  serve  even  more 
people." 

The  program  is  an  outgrowth  of  the 
fourteen-year-old  Green  Power  Farm, 
operated  by  Bill  McElwaine,  director  of 
the  Weston  Youth  Project.  The  20-acre 
farm  is  the  foundation  for  a  multi-cultural 
educational  and  agricultural,  nonprofit 
program  in  which  urban  and  rural 
youths  learn  various  cooperative  and 
gardening  skills  by  working  weekly  on 
the  land  in  two,  three-day  shifts.  The 
shifts  are  split  between  youths  from 
Chelsea,  Revere,  Roxbury,  Dorchester, 
Jamaica  Plain,  and  Weston.  The  farm 
is  presently  subsidized  by  Weston  and 
operated  by  the  Weston  Youth  Com- 
mission. 

Before  1978,  when  McElwaine  con- 
tacted ABCD  to  insure  a  needy  outlet  for 
the  surplus  vegetables,  much  of  the 
surplus  had  been  wasted.  Karla  Ride- 
out,  who  coordinates  the  program  for 


ABCD  said,  "The  Green  Power  Project 
provides  a  real  visible  service,  and  is 
especially  important  for  children  as 
Massachusetts'  malnutrition  rate  goes 
up  because  of  cuts  in  social  services, 
particularly  food  stamps  and  AFDC.  The 
program  is  a  ray  of  hope  in  a  time  of  in- 
flation and  cuts."  The  vegetables 
benefit  the  elderly,  youth,  and  free  meal 
programs  and  special  picnics  spon- 
sored by  social  service  agencies. 

The  agencies  rotated  the  responsi- 
bility of  picking  up  vegetables  in 
Weston.  The  vegetables  were  distrib- 
uted to  the  various  agencies  from 
ABCD's  downtown  offices  at  178  Tre- 
mont  Street.  "The  APACs  were  literally 
turned  into  marketplaces,"  said 
Rideout. 


ABOUT  FLU  SHOTS 

What  is  Influenza  ("Flu")?  It  is  an 

illness  caused  by  influenza  viruses.  It 
generally  affects  people  of  all  ages. 
Usually,  people  with  influenza  have 
fever,  chills,  headache,  cough,  and 
muscle  aches  and  may  be  sick  for 
several  days  to  a  week  or  so.  Most  peo- 
ple recover  fully.  A  small  proportion  of 
cases  are  particularly  severe,  and  pa- 
tients may  develop  pneumonia  or  other 
complications.  In  some  past  epidemics, 
about  one  case  out  of  every  thousand 
was  fatal.  The  risk  of  complications  and 
death  from  influenza  is  highest  for  peo- 
ple with  chronic  health  problems  like 
diabetes;  diseases  of  the  heart,  lungs, 
or  kidneys;  severe  anemia;  or  who  have 
chronic  illnesses  or  are  taking  medica- 
tions which  lower  the  body's  resistance 
to  infection.  It  is  also  high  for  older  per- 
sons generally — particularly  those  about 
sixty-five  years  old  or  older. 

Influenza  viruses  frequently  undergo 
changes  in  their  chemical  makeup. 
These  changes  make  it  possible  for  per- 
sons to  catch  influenza  even  though  im- 
munity (antibodies)  may  have  been 
developed  against  previous  strains  of  in- 
fluenza. Thus,  having  had  influenza  or 
influenza  vaccine  in  past  years  may  not 
prevent  another  influenza  infection. 

Although  influenza  epidemics  are  un- 
predictable, some  influenza  occurs 
each  year.  In  very  large  epidemics,  as 
much  as  one-third  of  the  population 
have  become  sick  and  thousands  have 
died. 

Influenza  Vaccine:  Influenza  vaccine 
is  composed  of  influenza  viruses  that 
have  been  grown  in  eggs,  killed,  and 


purified.  The  vaccine  is  given  by  injec- 
tion. The  influenza  vaccine  being 
manufactured  for  the  fall  and  winter  of 
1982-83  contains  three  influenza  strains 
which  recently  caused  disease  in  North 
America  (A/Brazil,  A/Bangkok,  and' 
B/Singapore).  The  influenza  vaccine  us- 
ed in  1981-82  offered  protection  against 
these  same  three  strains.  There  are  two 
preparations  of  influenza  vaccine:  whole 
virsus,  for  use  in  those  thirteen  years  old 
or  older,  and  virus  that  has  been 
chemically  treated  (split  virus  or  sub- 
virion)  to  reduce  the  possibility  of  caus- 
ing reactions  in  children.  The  split  virus 
vaccine  may  be  used  in  both  children 
and  adults. 

Dosage:  One  shot  of  vaccine  is 
recommended  for  persons  thirteen 
years  of  age  and  older.  Persons  who  are 
three  through  twelve  years  of  age  will 
need  two  shots  about  one  month  apart; 
if  they  received  influenza  vaccine  in  the 
last  four  years,  one  shot  is  sufficient. 
Although  there  is  less  information, 
children  six  through  thirty-five  months 
of  age  should  also  get  two  shots  but  with 
only  one-half  of  the  normal  volume. 
Those  who  received  at  least  one  shot 
of  vaccine  in  the  last  four  years, 
regardless  of  age,  will  need  only  one 
shot  this  year.  Only  split  virus  vaccine 
should  be  given  to  children  less  than 
thirteen  years  old.  Split  or  whole  virus 
vaccine  may  be  used  in  persons  thirteen 
years  old  and  older. 

Who  Should  Get  Influenza  Vac- 
cine? Because  influenza  is  usually  mild 
and  most  people  recover  fully,  routine 
vaccination  of  healthy  children  and 
adults  is  not  usually  emphasized. 
However,  people  of  any  age  with  the 
chronic  conditions  described  in  the  first 
paragraph,  and  those  sixty-five  years  of 
age  and  older,  should  consider  vaccina- 
tion each  year  because  they  are  at  a 
greater  risk  of  complications  or  death  if 
they  catch  influenza. 

Possible  Side  Effects  from  the  Vac- 
cine: Most  people  have  had  no  side  ef- 
fects from  recent  influenza  vaccines, 
although  some  complained  of  a  sore 
arm  for  two  to  four  days.  Fever,  chills, 
headaches,  and  muscle  aches  have  oc- 
curred in  less  than  4  percent  of  reci- 
pients. As  is  true  with  any  vaccine  or 
drug,  there  is  a  possibility  that  allergic 
or  more  serious  reactions,  or  even 
death,  could  occur.  In  1976,  about 
twelve  of  every  one  million  adults  who 
received  swine  influenza  vaccine 
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developed  a  paralytic  condition  called 
the  Guillian-Barre  Syndrome  (GBS) 
i within  ten  weeks  of  vaccination.  (Very 
little  information  is  available  on  the  risk 
>of  GBS  following  swine  influenza  vac- 
cination for  persons  under  age  eigh- 
teen.) GBS  also  occurred  in  about  two 
out  of  every  one  million  adults  who  did 
not  get  swine  influenza  vaccine  during 
a  comparable  ten-week  period. 

Data  on  the  occurrence  of  GBS  have 
been  collected  during  influenza  seasons 
since  active  surveillance  began  in  1978. 
No  significant  increased  risk  of  GBS 
after  influenza  vaccination  was  found. 
However,  it  is  possible  that  the  risk  of 
GBS  which  was  observed  in  1976  may 
be  present  for  other  influenza  vaccines. 
Any  risk  of  GBS  should  be  balanced 
against  the  much  higher  risk  of  com- 
plications (including  death)  from  influen- 
za for  the  chronically  ill  and  the  elderly 
during  influenza  epidemics. 

Other  Illnesses,  including  other 
neurological  illnesses,  have  been 
reported  among  people  after  they 
received  influenza  vaccine,  but  a  rela- 
tionship between  the  vaccination  and 
the  illness  has  not  been  established. 
Warning— Some  People  Should  Check 
with  a  Doctor  before  Taking 
Influenza  Vaccine!

THE  LITTLEST  DINOSAUR

ui  The  littlest  dinosaur,  an  original 
io  reconstruction,  is  now  on  display  at  Bos- 
e  ton's  Museum  of  Science  as  one  of  its 


special  offerings  for  Museum  Goers 
Month  during  October. 

The  size  of  a  roasting  chicken,  Comp- 
sognathus  longpipes  is  accompanied  in 
exhibit  by  a  cast  of  a  nine-foot-long, 
upper-arm  bone  from  the  biggest  known 
dinosaur,  Ultrasaurus.  That  animal 
stood  50  feet  high  and  was  a  herbivore. 
In  contrast,  the  littlest  dinosaur  was  a 
carnivore,  subduing  its  prey  by  means 
of  two  sharp  claws  on  its  spurred  feet. 
It  had  needlelike  teeth. 

Another  new  exhibit  is  Traditional 
Crafts  of  Saudi  Arabia,  the  first  com- 
prehensive collection  to  be  shown  in  the 
United  States.  Totaling  some  150  ob- 
jects, the  colorful  exhibit  includes 
clothes  and  jewelry,  household  equip- 
ment, camel  gear,  rugs,  and  tent 
curtains. 

The  littlest  dinosaur  was  made  by 
musuem's  senior  designer,  Richard 
Sheffield,  who  did  his  initial  work  with 
Dr.  John  H.  Ostrum  of  Yale  University, 
a  world  authority  on  dinosaurs. 

Using  one  of  the  only  three  fossils  in 
existence,  Sheffield  made  a  plastic 
skeleton,  then  fleshed  it  out  with  micro- 
crystaline  wax.  The  formula  he  devised 
permits  the  injection  of  color  and 
prevents  the  wax  from  melting.  The 
model  is  multi-colored,  with  splashes  of 
blue,  green,  and  gray  on  its  back.  Its 
yellowish  legs  resemble  those  of  a 
chicken.  The  colors  were  chosen  partly 
because  a  carnivore  tends  to  be  brighter 
in  coloring  than  a  herbivore,  and  partly 
because  smaller  reptiles  tend  to  be 
brighter  than  larger  one.  Sheffield  points 
out  that  no  one  can  know  exactly  how 
a  dinosaur  looked.

HUNDRED  CLUB  GIVES  $336,389 

A  total  of  $336,389,  was  distributed 
in  benefits  to  dependents  of  law  en- 
forcement officers  and  fire  fighters  who 
died  during  the  first  six  months  of  1982, 
by  the  Hundred  Club  of  Mass.,  accord- 
ing to  Norman  Knight,  Weston, 
president. 

Benefits  were  distributed  to  the 
families  of  law  enforcement  officers  and

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fire  fighters  by  the  club,  a  nonprofit 
organization  whose  membership  con- 
sists of  more  than  2,100  leading  busi- 
ness, professional,  and  civic  men  and 
women  in  the  state. 

Of  the  thirty-three  deaths  during  the 
initial  six  months  of  1982,  four  were  in 
the  line  of  duty. 

Forty-one  youngsters  are  being 
assisted  through  college  by  the  club, 
and  seventeen  children  were  sponsored 
at  summer  camp  vacations. 

The  club,  whose  credo  is:  "We  care 
for  those  who  care  for  us,"  was  founded 
in  1959  to  provide  financial  assistance 
to  the  dependents  of  law  enforcement 
officers  and  fire  fighters  who  lose  their 
lives.  Since  its  inception,  the  club  has 
distributed  nearly  $5,000,000  to  de- 
pendents. The  Massachusetts  club  is 
the  largest  and  most  generous  organ- 
ization of  its  kind  in  the  nation. 

Families  of  about  50,000  enforcement 
officers  and  fire  fighters  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  are  covered  for  club 
benefits.  Included  are  families  of  State, 
Metropolitan  District,  Registry,  Capitol, 
MBTA,  and  local  police  officers,  Mid- 
dlesex County  sheriffs,  members  of  Di- 
vision of  Law  Enforcement  of  Mass. 
Dept.  of  Natural  Resources,  and  all  fire 
fighters.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT  ORDERS 

September  28. 
General  Order  No.  63 
FIRE  PREVENTION  WEEK 

Fire  Prevention  Week  will  be  observed  in  the 
City  of  Boston  from  October  3  to  October  9,  1982, 
inclusive.  Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  has  issued  the 
following  statement  in  connection  with  the  ob- 
servance of  this  week: 

"The  success  of  a  fire  prevention  program  is 
predicated  on  the  activities  of  an  experienced  fire 
department  and  the  cooperative  assistance  re- 
ceived from  members  of  the  community.  We  are 
fortunate  in  Boston  that  these  necessary  elements 
exist  and  thus  fire  safety  has  steadily  progressed. 
The  nature  of  fire  and  fire  causes  is  such  that 
negligence  can  lead  to  disaster.  Hence,  everlasting 
vigilance  must  be  maintained.  The  Fire  Department 
must  provide  initiative  to  the  public  at  all  times,  for 
their  greater  safety  from  fire. 

"I  have  noted  the  progress  made  by  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  in  the  field  of  research.  The  efforts 
expended  in  this  area  have  been  extensive  and 
rewarding.  As  Mayor  of  this  city,  I  am  pleased  to 
congratulate  the  Fire  Department  for  their  ac- 
complishments in  this  respect.  The  results  indicate 
that  research  such  as  this  is  a  most  important  fac- 
tor in  future  fire  safety.  This  added  to  the  con- 
tinuous fire  prevention  work  and  the  efficient  opera- 
tions of  an  excellent  fire  fighting  force  contribute 
to  make  Boston  a  safer  city." 

During  Fire  Prevention  Week,  company  officers 
and  all  members  shall  review  the  Smoke  Detector 
Laws  so  that  people  visiting  the  fire  houses  can  get 
the  correct  answers  to  Smoke  Detector  Laws. 

Also  included  with  this  order  are  copies  of  the 
laws  on  space  heaters.  This  subject  has  and  will 
be  a  very  controversial  subject.  All  members  shall 
be  familiar  with  the  law  on  same. 

The  Boston  Fire  Department  will  again  em- 
phasize Fire  Prevention  Week  with  a  series  of  ac- 
tivities as  follows: 

Fire  stations  shall  be  open  to  the  public  between 
the  hours  of  1200  and  2000  for  inspection  of  the 
premises  and  for  the  conveyance  of  information 
concerning  the  Fire  Department  functions  and  fire 
prevention  matters.  When  citizens  come  to  a  sta- 
tion during  Fire  Prevention  Week,  the  man  on 
house  patrol  shall  summon  the  commanding  officer 
who  should  be  available  and  ready  to  either  show 
the  visitors  around  the  station  and  to  answer  the 
questions  regarding  the  department  or  to  have  a 
suitable  person  assigned  to  this  duty. 

Canvas  signs  giving  notice  that  Fire  Prevention 
Week  is  in  progress  should  be  displayed  from  all 
fire  stations.  Most  stations  have  these  signs  in  their 
possession  from  exhibitions  of  previous  years  and 
it  is  the  responsibility  of  company  commanders  to 
see  to  it  that  these  signs  are  kept  in  good  condi- 
tion from  year  to  year.  Signs  should  be  displayed 
from  Sunday  to  Saturday.  Signs  shall  be  checked 
daily  by  the  officer  in  charge  of  quarters  to  assure 
they  are  firmly  affixed  to  the  building  in  a  proper 
manner. 

District  fire  chiefs  are  directed  to  take  an  active 
interest  in  fire  prevention  programs  in  the  follow- 
ing manner. 

By  making  arrangements  with  the  various  plants 
and  industrial  enterprises  within  the  district  to  hold 
fire  drills  during  the  week,  by  grading  these  drills 
as  "good,"  "fair,"  or  "poor,"  and  making  a  report 
of  same  to  the  Fire  Prevention  Division,  indicating 
the  name  of  the  enterprise,  the  date  of  the  drill,  and 
the  grade.  Same  should  be  forwarded  promptly. 
Each  concern  should  be  requested  to  acknowledge 
participation  in  Fire  Prevention  Week  activities  via 


written  correspondence.  These  drills  should  be  con- 
ducted by  a  company  officer  after  arrangements  are 
made.  At  plants  where  there  are  special  or  com-  i 
pany  fire  brigades,  particular  attention  should  be  i 
given  to  assignments  and/or  response  procedures.  I 
It  is  requested  that  the  name  of  the  company  of-  \ 
ficer  conducting  the  drill  be  furnished.  It  is  an- 
ticipated that  not  less  than  three  drills  be  conducted  j 
in  each  district. 

Company  officers  will  contact  school  officials  in  I 
the  schools  in  their  subdistrict  and  make  ar-  i 
rangements  to  hold  the  required  fire  exit  drills  dur-  I 
ing  Fire  Prevention  Week,  if  feasible.  The  fire  exit  ! 
drill  shall  be  so  arranged  that  it'll  be  held  ten 
minutes  prior  to  the  end  of  the  school  day. 

The  district  chief  should  compile  a  list  of  frater- 
nal, social,  civic,  and  professional  organizations 
within  the  district  and  advertise  to  them  the  will- 
ingness of  the  Fire  Department  to  provide  company 
officers  for  the  purpose  of  lecturing  on  fire  preven- 
tion at  any  time.  District  fire  chiefs  should  make  a 
concerted  effort  to  bring  the  activities  of  the  depart- 
ment before  these  organizations  and  arrange  for 
lectures  to  be  given.  The  name  of  any  organization 
so  participating  should  be  reported  to  Fire  Preven- 
tion Division,  specifically  if  the  organization  can  be 
urged  to  forward  on  their  own  stationery  a  notation 
of  the  event,  it  would  be  to  the  greater  advantage 
of  the  Fire  Department. 

Fire  fighters  are  to  pay  special  attention  to  the 
observance  of  fire  hazards  and  to  the  duty  of  ob- 
serving and  locating  fire  hazards  along  the  route 
followed  by  them  in  their  coming  and  going  from 
daily  work.  Dilapidated  buildings,  rubbish  ac- 
cumulation and  other  hazards  should  be  reported 
to  the  Fire  Prevention  Division.  The  public  expects 
uniformed  members  of  the  Fire  Department  to  know 
something  about  fire  prevention  work  and  to  have 
an  interest  in  this  subject  since  they  are  public 
employees  engaged  in  this  field.  Fire  fighters, 
therefore,  during  Fire  Prevention  Week  should  have 
this  subject  uppermost  in  their  minds  and  they 
should  not  pass  a  fire  hazard  at  any  time  without 
making  a  note  of  it  for  reference  to  the  Fire  Preven- 
tion Division.  In  short,  every  uniformed  man  in  the 
Fire  Department  is  a  fire  prevention  inspector  at  all 
times. 

Company  commanders,  on  receipt  of  the  fire 
prevention  posters,  will  post  these  items  in  a 
suitable  location  at  the  front  of  each  fire  station 
where  they  will  be  visible  to  the  public.  They  will 
remain  posted  until  October  10,  1982.

SKYFIRE  PROGRAM  REOPENS 

A  heavy  rain,  a  plane  flying  overhead, 
soaring  kites,  a  sunrise  reflected  on 
mackerel  clouds  — 

These  are  among  the  realistic  effects 
in  Skyfire,  the  summer  Planetarium  pro- 
gram at  Boston's  Museum  of  Science, 
now  being  continued  through  the  fall 
months. 

The  popular  show  runs  through  Nov- 
ember 28  with  presentations  on  Tues- 
days —  Saturdays  at  11  a.m.;  plus  Fri- 
day evenings  at  7:30;  Saturdays  also  at 
1  p.m.;  Sundays,  12  and  2  p.m.  Admis- 
sion is  50  cents  in  addition  to  museum 
admission.  Children  under  five  are  not 
allowed  although  they  are  welcome  free 
to  the  rest  of  the  museum. 

Narrated  by  TV's  Jack  Borden,  Sky- 
fire  illustrates  and  explains  many  atmo- 
spheric wonders,  from  rainbows  to  sun 
dogs.  It  says  spectacular  sky  displays 
of  color  and  light  are  a  result  of  the  in- 
teraction of  sunlight  with  the  ocean  air 
surrounding  the  Earth.  Other  phenom- 
ena, such  as  thunderstorms  and  tor- 
nadoes, are  caused  by  the  sun's  energy 
joining  forces  with  the  atmosphere  to 
drive  winds  and  generate  weather.  The 
sun  also  creates  displays  of  light  and 
color  in  the  upper  atmosphere.  Occa- 
sionally the  sun  bombards  our  planet 
with  high-energy  radiation.  The  end 
result  is  the  aurora  borealis,  sometimes 
visible  in  New  England. 

The  museum's  library  has  prepared 
a  reading  list  for  additional  study.

U.S.S.  "CONSTITUTION" 
OLDEST  COMMISSIONED  WARSHIP 

On  October  21,  1982,  the  U.S.S. 
"Constitution,"  the  oldest  commis- 
sioned warship  in  the  world  will  observe 
its  185th  anniversary.  The  great  wooden 
ship  known  throughout  the  world  as 
"Old  Ironsides"  was  launched  October 
21,  1797.  Interestingly,  her  sister  ship, 
the  "Constellation,"  is  even  older. 
However,  the  "Constellation"  has  long 
been  out  of  service,  is  no  longer  sea- 
worthy, and  is  not  open  to  the  public  at 
its  berth  in  Baltimore. 

The  federal  government  hopes  even- 
tually to  restore  the  "Constellation"  so 
that  it  may  welcome  visitors  aboard  but 
it  will  never  be  returned  to  active  ser- 
vice, whereas  the  Massachusetts-based 
"Constitution"  has  been  a  part  of  the 
United  States  Navy  for  185  consecutive 
years! 

The  U.S.S.  "Constitution"  is  one  of 
the  Commonwealth's  most  outstanding 
and  interesting  attractions.  The  great 
ship  appeared  doomed  to  oblivion  but 
in  the  1920s  thousands  of 
Massachusetts  students  cheerfully  con- 
tributed their  pennies  and  the  enormous 
task  of  restoration  was  undertaken. 

The  firepower  of  the  best-known 
fighting  ship  in  the  world  was  truly 
awesome!  On  the  gun  deck  visitors  will 
see  and  touch  thirty,  24-pounder,  long 
guns.  They  weigh  about  3 1/4  tons  each 
and  their  shot  can  pierce  20  inches  of 
wood  at  1 ,000  yards.  On  the  spar  deck 
the  ship's  guns  are  cannonades  that  fire 
a  32-pound,  solid  shot  out  to  a  kill  range 
of  400  yards.  It  took  between  two  and 
four  men  to  man  the  ship's  wheel  to 
control  the  direction  of  the  majestic 
vessel.  Its  mainmast  is  220  feet  in 
length,  from  keel  to  truck.  It  took  be- 
tween seventy  and  seventy-five  men  to 
operate  the  capstan  to  lift  the 
5,300-pound  anchor. 

A  visit  to  the  famed  frigate  "Old  Iron- 
sides" is  ait  exciting  adventure  for 
young  and  old  alike.  Those  who  travel 
to  Charlestown  to  board  the  famed  war- 
ship are  given  rvn  interesting  free  pam- 
phlet that  tells  all  about  the  U.S.S. 
"Constitution." 

Visting  hours  are  9:30  to  3:50  p.m. 
every  day  in  the  year  and  there  is  free 
parking  just  outside  the  naval  yard  gate 
in  Charlestown.

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FIRE  SERVICE  FEE  INSPECTIONS 
TO  BEGIN 

Program  to  generate  some  $10  million 
for  public  safety  services. 

Boston  will  begin  inspections  of  some 
10,000  large  buildings  on  Monday  to 
determine  which  ones  qualify  for  the 
Augmented  Fire  Service  Availability 
(AFSA)  fee,  Stuart  E.  Marwell,  director 
of  the  Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs,  an- 
nounced today.  Marwell  said  he  ex- 
pected all  inspections  to  be  completed 
before  Thanksgiving. 

The  inspections  are  one  phase  of  a 
program  that  will  generate  an  estimated 
$10  million  annually  for  the  city,  which, 
under  law,  will  use  the  funds  "to  restore 
and  maintain  adequate  public  safety 
forces  in  the  City  of  Boston."  The  pro- 
gram is  begin  administered  by  the  Of- 
fice of  Fiscal  Affairs  in  conjunction  with 
the  Fire  Deparmtent. 

Some  4,000  to  5,000  of  the  buildings, 
it  is  anticipated,  will  be  found  subject  to 
the  AFSA  fee.  This  will  be  determined 
by  a  factor  called  the  "fire  flow"  —  the 
amount  of  water  needed  to  fight  a  fire 
in  the  building  should  one  occur.  In 
structures  where  the  fire  flow  is  in  ex- 
cess of  3,500  gallons,  the  building 
owners  will  be  subject  to  the  fee. 
Marwell  stressed  that  no  residential 
structures,  with  the  exception  of  very 
large  apartment  buildings,  will  fall  into 
this  category. 

Inspections  will  be  carried  out  by 
retired  uniformed  fire  fighters  and  of- 
ficers, and  retired  inspectors  from  the 
Inspectional  Services  Department.  They 
will  present  their  credentials  to  building 
owners  or  managers  prior  to  taking  their 
measurements,  making  observations 
about  construction  materials,  and  view- 
ing the  presence  or  absence  of  fire  sup- 
pression equipment  on  the  premises. 

This  information  will  be  analyzed  to 
determine  which  buildings  qualify  for  the 
AFSA  fee. 

Building  owners  will  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  review  the  data  collected  by  in- 
spectors, and  to  comment  upon  the  find- 
ings if  they  believe  there  are  efforts.  In 
addition  to  this  feedback  from  the 
owners,  a  hearing  process  will  be  estab- 
lished. 

"We  expect  to  send  out  the  first  bills 
for  the  AFSA  fee  early  in  1983,"  Marwell 
said.  "This  program  is  part  of  the  city's 
efforts  to  generate  revenues  for  vital 
public  services.  As  the  law  stipulates, 
the  AFSA  fee  will  be  used  solely  for 


restoring  and  maintaining  our  Police 
and  Fire  Departments." 

Marwell  noted  that  the  City  Council 
unanimously  approved  the  Augmented 
Fire  Service  Availability  fee  last  spring 
in  the  form  of  an  ordinance,  but  was 
later  overturned  in  Superior  Court. 

The  precise  wording  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil ordinance  was  subsequently  in- 
cluded in  the  Boston  Funding  Act,  the 
so-called  Tregor  Bill,  that  was  approved 
in  June  by  the  State  Legislature.  This 
made  the  AFSA  fee  part  of  the  law.

LICENSING  DIVISION  INCREASES 
ENTERTAINMENT  LICENSE  FEES 

Video  games,  pinballs  and  peep  shows 
among  categories  affected. 

Boston  Licensing  Commissioner 
Joanne  A.  Prevost,  on  October  4,  pro- 
mulgated regulations  increasing  the 
fees  for  entertainment  licenses,  effec- 
tive January  1 ,  1983. 

The  regulations  are  expected  to 
double  the  licensing  revenue  of  the 
Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and 
Licensing  from  $250,000  to  $500,000 
annually. 

Among  the  license  fees  affected  are 
those  for  video  games  and  pinball 


machines,  which  will  be  hiked  from  $7 
a  year  per  machine  to  $140,  and  adui 
peep  shows,  which  will  be  increases 
from  $100  per  coin-operated  projectc! 
to  $200. 

In  announcing  the  new  regulations; 
Commissioner  Prevost  said,  "Many  c 
these  fees  have  not  been  increased  i 
seven  years,  so  the  doubling  of  certai ! 
fees  is  easily  justified.  Inflation  and  thl 
increased  cost  of  regulating  commercic 
entertainment  in  the  city  requires  tha 
we  adjust  these  license  fees." 

Prevost  promulgated  the  new  regula 
tions  after  advertising  a  public  hearim 
on  the  matter  in  the  local  press. 

The  commissioner  also  announced* 
that  for  the  first  time,  her  office  will 
charge  a  $15  license  application  fee  anc 
a  $100  license  hearing  fee,  even  if  th(| 
entertainment  license  application  i: 
denied. 

The  largest  jump  in  annual  license 
fees  was  for  theatres,  from  $400  tc

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  October  13,  announced  that  the  estimated 
fiscal  1983  tax  rates  for  Boston  would  be  $20.50  for  residences  and  $37.50 
for  businesses  and  industry. 

He  emphasized,  however,  that  the  tax  figures  must  be  certified  by 
the  State  Department  of  Revenue  before  they  would  become  official. 
The  Mayor  explained  that  the     revaluation,  a  three-year  process 


estimated  raies  are  being  made 
public  so  that  people  will  under- 
stand the  impact  of  appraisal 
notices,  which  the  Office  of  Property 
Equalization  (OPE)  is  sending  out, 
with  the  first  mailings  going  to 
Allston-Brighton.

\nnounces  restoration  of  services  in 
branch  libraries. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  and  the  Boston 
Public  Library  Board  of  Trustees  re- 
cently jointly  proclaimed  October  16 
'Library  Day"  to  make  note  of  the 
restoration  of  some  1 60  hours  more  per 
jveek  of  services  to  the  branch  library 
system,  especially  the  return  of  Satur- 
day services. 

Mayor  White  said,  "It  has  been  a  con- 
sistent goal  of  my  administration  to 
naintain  the  tradition  of  excellence  in 
he  Boston  Public  Library  System.  In 
estoring  services  —  especially  in  the 
ranches  —  we  are  acknowledging  the 
ital  role  that  public  libraries  play  in 
inriching  life  in  our  neighborhoods." 


Service,  particularly  in  the  branch 
locations,  had  been  reduced  drastically 
over  the  past  two  years  because  of 
restraints  on  spending  brought  about  by 
Proposition  2lA.  This  year  the  Mayor  in- 
creased the  Library's  operating  budget 
to  pre-Proposition  2V*  levels  in  order  to 
bring  back  many  of  the  services  that 
were  cut. 

"Because  the  trustees  believe  the 
branch  library  system  is  one  of  the  most 
vital  components  of  the  cultural  life  of 
Boston,  we  are  grateful  for  the  city's  in- 
creased support,"  and  said  Arthur  F.  F. 
Snyder,  chairman  of  the  Boston  Public 
Library  Board  of  Trustees.  "We  are  con- 
fident that  this  action  will  enhance  our 
drive  to  restore  our  libraries  to  their 
former  pre-eminence." 

Twelve  branch  libraries  will  be  open 
on  Saturday  from  9  a.m.  to  5  p.m.  These 


branches  are:  Adams,  Brighton, 
Charlestown,  Codman  Square,  Dudley, 
East  Boston,  Fields  Corner,  Hyde  Park, 
Jamaica  Plain,  Roslindale,  South  Bos- 
ton, and  West  Roxbury. 

The  Mattapan  Branch  Library  service 
will  be  increased  from  two  days  to  five 
days,  Orient  Heights  and  Uphams  Cor- 
ner Branches  from  three  to  five  days.  In 
addition,  the  Egleston  Branch  will  be  in- 
creased from  two  to  three  days. 

The  Central  Library  will  reopen  on 
Saturdays  and  on  Monday  mornings. 

The  Mayor  also  pointed  out  that  the 
budget  for  books  and  special  purchases 
such  as  foreign  language  materials  and 
books  in  large  print  for  visually  handi- 
capped was  also  increased  for  the  next 
fiscal  year. 

The  Mayor  and  the  Trustees  en- 
courage the  public  to  visit  the  reopened 
branch  libraries  on  Saturday. 


KATHRYN  WHITE  KICKS  OFF 
ANNUAL  FLU  SHOT  PROGRAM 

Mrs.  Kathryn  White,  on  October  7, 
received  her  flu  shot  to  kick  off  the  an- 
nual influenza  vaccination  program  for 
senior  citizens  sponsored  by  the  Boston 
Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals. 
She  urged  all  persons  aged  65  and  over 
and  the  chronically  ill  of  any  age  to  par- 
ticipate in  this  preventive  health 
program. 

While  getting  her  flu  vaccination  at 
the  Allston-Brighton  Senior  Center,  one 
of  the  more  than  50  sites  around  the  city 
where  this  free  immunization  program 
will  be  available,  the  Mayor's  wife  en- 
couraged all  at-risk  persons  to  get  their 
flu  shots  before  the  end  of  November. 

"The  flu  vaccine  program  is  a  public 
service  to  all  elderly  and  chronically  ill 
residents  of  Boston,"  said  Mrs.  White, 
"and  I  urge  everyone  to  help  in  our  ef- 
forts to  prevent  and  control  influenza 
among  our  senior  citizens  who  share  the 
greatest  risk  of  becoming  seriously  ill. 

"As  doctors  point  out,  complications 
arising  from  influenza  can  sometimes 
be  fatal,  and  we  want  to  do  everything 
we  can  to  maximize  participation  in  this 
preventive  health  program,"  Mrs.  White 
said. 

Dr.  George  Lamb,  director  of  Family 
Health  and  Community  Epidemiology  at 
the  Boston  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals,  explained  that  although  the 
flu  itself  is  usually  not  fatal,  secondary 
infections  can  be.  Pneumonia  is  the 
most  common  secondary  infection,  and 
is  the  fifth  leading  cause  of  death  among 
those  65  years  and  over. 

Dr.  Lamb  noted  that  at-risk  persons 
most  encouraged  to  be  immunized 
include: 

•  The  elderly,  especially  those  65 
years  and  over: 

•  Persons  living  in  rest  homes, 
nursing  homes  or  convalescent 
facilities; 

•  Persons  of  any  age  with  chronic  ill- 
nesses such  as  heart  disease,  diabetes, 
asthma,  emphysema,  kidney  disease, 
chronic  bronchitis. 

Dr.  Lamb  said,  "The  vaccine  has 
been  well  studied  and  has  been  clearly 
shown  to  be  effective.  Support  for  this 
position  can  be  taken  from  many  field 
studies  of  the  elderly  and  other  high-risk 
groups. 

"Side  effects  are  generally  minimal," 
continued  Dr.  Lamb.  "Redness  and 
swelling  at  the  injection  site  lasting  a  few 


days  may  occur  for  some  people.  The 
only  reason  for  at-risk  persons  not  to  be 
immunized  is  if  they  are  allergic  to  eggs 
or  egg  products." 

Health  and  Hospitals'  Commissioner 
David  Rosenbloom  was  on  hand  at  the 
senior  center*and  he  emphasized  that 
the  influenza  vaccine  is  a  widely  ac- 
cepted preventive  health  measure.  He 
said,  "The  Massachusetts  Department 
of  Public  Health,  The  National  Institute 
of  Aging,  The  U.S.  Center  for  Disease 
Control  as  well  as  experts  in  geriatric 
medicine  all  recommend  vaccination  for 
the  elderly,  the  chronically  ill  and 
residents  of  long-term  care  facilities." 

The  commissioner  praised  the  work 
of  all  involved  in  this  program  by  say- 
ing, "I  am  particularly  grateful  to  all  the 
community  health  centers,  the  Commis- 
sion on  Affairs  of  the  Elderly,  the 
Massachusetts  Department  of  Public 
Health  and  the  many  other  agencies 
that  help  make  the  influenza  vaccine 
program  a  success."  He  thanked  the 
Allston-Brighton  Senior  Center  and  the 
Joseph  Smith  Community  Health 
Center  for  making  this  event  possible. 

Commissioner  Rosenbloom  con- 
cluded by  reminding  everyone  that  the

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MAYOR  WHITE  EXPLAINS  NEW 
CONCEPT  IN  NEIGHBORHOOD 
MAINTENANCE 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  on  October  14, 
met  with  community  leaders  to  explain 
to  them  a  new  concept  in  neighborhood 
maintenance  in  Brighton  and  to  ask 
them  for  their  support  and  assistance. 

The  "spruce-up"  program,  which 
began  on  Monday,  October  18,  and  con- 
tinues for  a  month,  will  be  evaluated 
after  completion  by  city  officials  and  the 
community  leaders,  who  will  determine 
if  the  concepts  can  be  applied  citywide 
in  the  future. 

Brighton's  spruce-up  maintenance 
program  will  include: 

•  Painting  such  city  property  as  traf- 
fic signal  poles,  traffic  control  boxes, 
pedestrian  crosswalks,  traffic  lines,  fire 
alarms  boxes  and  hydrants. 

•  The  removal  of  graffiti  and 
posters. 

•  The  replacement  of  missing  street 
and  traffic  signs,  and  missing  street 
lights  and  traffic  lights. 

•  Sidewalk  Repair. 

•  The  replanting  of  flowers  and 
trees  and  grass  care  in  parks. 

The  work  will  be  performed  Monday 
through  Friday,  7  a.m.  to  3  p.m. 

"This  innovative  program,  which 
has  been  designed  by  the  city  over  the 
past  three  months,  introduces  signifi- 
cant new  ideas  on  how  to  clean  and 
maintain  Boston's  neighborhoods," 
Mayor  White  said.  "The  plan  is  pre- 
dicated on  community  input,  coopera- 
tion and  involvement,  and  it  has  been 
laid  out  to  fit  within  the  context  of  the 
fiscal  constraints  of  the  1980s." 

Brighton  is  one  of  three  neighbor- 
hoods targeted  for  the  month-long 
spruce-up  campaign.  The  others  are  the 
South  End  and  the  Waterfront-Market 
area. 

Simultaneously,  East  Boston,  the 
Back  Bay,  and  Roxbury  will  be  the  focal 
points  of  a  clean-up  campaign,  in  which 
streets,  sidewalks,  alleys  and  open  lots 
will  be  cleaned  by  Hokey  and  Cushman 
crews  from  7  a.m.  to  3  p.m.  on  week- 
days and  from  6  a.m.  to  1  p.m  on  Satur- 
days and  Sundays. 

The  regular  clean-up  of  all  areas  of 
the  City  will  continue  at  the  normal  rate. 

In  the  spruce-up  maintenance  opera- 
tion, eight  teams  will  be  working  in 
Brighton,  the  South  End  and  Waterfront- 
Market,  dividing  their  time  between  the 
three  areas.  The  crews  will  be  formed 
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from  personnel  of  different  departments, 
|j  with  the  manpower  coming  primarily 
I  from  present  employees.  The  Depart- 
H  ment  of  Public  Works  will  provide  the 

necessary  equipment. 
Mayor  White  asked  community 
I  leaders,  including  publishers  and 
!  editors  of  the  various  neighborhoods,  to 
U  monitor  the  operations  and  to  report 
I  weekly  progress. 

I  The  Mayor,  DPW  Commissioner 
|  Joseph  Casazza  and  his  staff,  and  the 
I  community  leaders  will  measure  the  ef- 
I  fectiveness  of  the  program,  determine 
I  whether  more  or  less  manpower  is 
I  needed,  view  the  costs,  study  the  dif- 
I  ferences  in  needs  among  the  areas,  and 
I  decide  whether  projected  goals  are 
I  being  attained. 

The  six  areas  included  in  the  program 
I  were  selected  as  a  cross-section  of  the 
I  city  that  includes  a  wide  range  of 
|  variables  that  must  be  considered  in 
I  maintenance  and  clean-up  programs.

NEW  INVESTMENT  COMPANY 
TO  HELP  SMALL  FIRMS 

A  new  small  business  investment 
company  (SBIC)  has  been  licensed  by 
the  U.S.  Small  Business  Administration 
(SBA)  to  provide  capital  for  small  com- 
panies principally  within  the  six  New 
England  states. 

The  new  SBIC  is  Atlantic  Energy 
Capital  Corporation.  President  is  G. 
Kenneth  Macrae.  The  SBIC  is  located 
at  One  Post  Office  Square,  Suite  1760, 
Boston,  MA  02109. 

SBICs  are  privately  owned  and 
operated  investment  firms  which  pro- 
vide venture  capital  to  small  businesses 
for  growth  and  expansion.  The  SBICs 
are  licensed  and  regulated  by  SBA  and 
are  eligible  to  receive  some  funding 
from  the  federal  government.  The  initial 
capital  of  these  investment  companies 
comes  from  private  sources. 

In  making  the  announcement,  SBA 
Administrator  James  C.  Sanders  said  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  that  "the  SBIC  pro- 
gram fills  a  real  need  for  entrepeneurs 
who  have  ideas  but  have  difficulty  fin- 
ding financing  for  their  ventures.  Atlan- 
tic Energy  Capital  Corporation  will 
generate  growth  of  new  and  existing 
small  businesses  in  six  New  England 
states  and,  as  a  result,  will  create  more 
revenues  and  jobs." 

Sanders  also  said,  "Creation  of  the 
new  SBIC  reflects  President  Reagan's 
continuing  interest  in  small  business 
and  is  in  line  with  the  President's  overall 
economic  program  of  utilizing  federal 
funds  and  resources  together  with  local 
and  private  funds  and  resources  to 
create  jobs  and  stimulate  local 
economies." 

An  SBICs  major  function  is  to  make 
investments  by  supplying  equity  capital 
and  long-term  venture  loans  to  small 
companies  which  meet  the  investment 
criteria  of  the  SBICs. 

SBICs  finance  small  firms  in  several 
ways:  by  straight  long-term  loans;  by 
equity-type  investments;  or  by  fi- 
nancings with  combined  features  of 
both  equity  investments  and  loans. 
Terms  of  the  financings  are  negotiated 
between  the  small  firm  and  the  SBIC. 
An  SBIC  may  obtain  partial  ownership 
of  a  small  business  through  equity-type 
investment,  but  it  is  prohibited  from  tak- 
ing a  controlling  interest.  Many  SBICs 
also  provide  business  management  aid 
to  the  companies  they  finance.

It  is  important  for 
families  to  plan  and  practice  methods 
of  evacuation  in  case  of  emergency  — 
making  sure  there  are  two  means  of 
escape  from  each  room.  Develop  habit 
patterns  now  to  insure  family  safety!  A 
few  facts  help  stress  the  importance  of 
Exit  Drills  In  The  Home: 

(1)  There  is  an  average  of  2,225  fires 
in  residential  type  buildings  each 
day  throughout  the  United  States. 

(2)  Last  year  11,900  persons  died 
from  fire  —  many  deaths  occur- 
red in  home  fires.  Deaths  by  fire 
in  dwellings  totalled  over  6,500 
lives  —  1/4  were  children  under 
ten  years  of  age! 

(3)  Fire  drills  are  required  in  schools, 
hospitals  and  places  of  employ- 
ment but  they  are  neglected  in  the 
American  home. 

(4)  Exit  drills  reduce  the  chances  of 
panic  and  injury  in  case  of  fire. 
Trained  and  informed  people 
have  a  much  better  chance  to  sur- 
vive these  situations. 

Family  Preparations 

(1)  Have  a  family  conference  now  — 
plan  ahead  —  involve  every  member. 

(2)  Draw  a  diagram  of  your  home 
(apartment).  Identify  rooms,  halls, 
doors,  stairs,  windows,  outer  ledges, 
porches. 

(3)  Discuss  escape  routes  from  each 
room  and  review  the  fire  escape  rules 
outlined  below. 

(4)  Third  floors  with  one  means  of 
escape  are  especially  hazardous.  Deter- 
mine any  emergency  equipment 
needed  for  your  family  and  plan  to 
secure  it  now. 

(5)  Know  how  to  call  your  fire  depart- 
ment for  help. 

(6)  The  National  Commission  on  Fire 
Prevention  and  Control  urges  Ameri- 
cans to  protect  themselves  and  their 
families  by  installing  approved  early- 
warning  fire  detectors  and  alarms  in 
their  homes. 

Fire  Escape  Rules 

1.  Keep  calm.  Do  not  panic. 

2.  If  you  smell  smoke,  arouse  the 
family.  Get  everyone  out  of  the  house! 

3.  Call  your  fire  department  (Boston 


-  Number  is  536-1500),  or  dial 
"Operator"  and  clearly  give  address, 
street,  and  town.  Know  the  location  of 
the  nearest  street  fire  box. 

4.  Things  to  keep  in  mind: 

a.  Close  doors  against  smoke  and 
heat.  If  door  is  already  closed,  test 
it  before  you  open  it  by  feeling  the 
upper  portion  with  your  palm.  If  the 
door  is  hot,  seek  another  way  of 
escape.  Do  not  open  the  door. 

b.  If  the  room  is  filled  with  smoke, 
keep  closer  to  the  floor  where  you 
can  breathe  more  easily. 

c.  Remeber  —  a  porch,  balcony, 
ledge  or  tree  can  provide  tem- 
porary safety. 

d.  Never  re-enter  a  burning 
building!!! 

5.  Plan  now  where  your  family  will 
assemble  after  evacuating  the  home. 
This  will  help  you  notify  the  firemen  that 
everyone  is  safe  in  the  event  of  a  real 
fire.

SMALL  BUSINESS  ADVICE 

By  John  J.  McNally,  Jr.

Q.  How  do  I  put  a  price  tag  on  my  small 
business?  When  I  give  gifts  of  stock  to 
my  children  I  don't  want  it  appraised  too 
high.  But  I  want  the  highest  appraisal 
possible  when  it  comes  time  to  sell.  Any 
pointers? 

A.  How  much  a  company  is  worth 
depends  on  economic  conditions,  but 
you  can  remain  in  control  of  the  situa- 
tion depending  on  the  appraisal  method 
you  use  in  determining  the  value  for  a 
particular  objective  such  as  you  men- 
tioned above. 

Obviously  you,  as  management,  want 
to  report  a  low  value  if  you  are  making 
stock  gifts  to  your  children.  It's  to  your 
benefit  to  have  a  lower  appraisal  when 
giving  shares  for  estate  tax  purposes. 

But  if  you  want  to  raise  capital,  or  to 
sell  your  business  through  the  sale  of 
stock  or  warrants,  you  want  to  influence 
the  stated  value  by  directing  how  the  ap- 
praisal is  made. 

There  are  five  methods  for  determin- 
ing value: 

1 .  Tangible  book  value.  This  is  the  net 
value  of  the  business  —  assets  less  lia- 
bilities. The  net  value  can  be  figured 
from  information  on  the  company's 
balance  sheet. 

2.  Adjusted  tangible  book  value.  This 
takes  into  account  the  market  value  of 
the  firm's  assets,  such  as  real  estate. 
If  you  bought  a  small  warehouse  when 
you  started  the  firm  years  ago  you  prob- 
ably have  depreciated  it  to  a  lower 
value.  But  today,  it  may  have  a  much 
greater  market  value. 

3.  Future  earning  power.  Under  this 
method  the  present  value  is  computed 
by  discounting  its  future  earnings  poten- 
tial with  the  inflation  assumption  that  a 
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dollar  earned  years  from  now  will  be 
worth  less  than  a  dollar  earned  today. 

4.  Mutually-acceptable  price.  Individ- 
ual stockholders  set  a  figure  and  agree 
to  review  it  periodically  according  to 
book  value  or  earnings  formulas. 

5.  Liquidation  value.  This  value 
assumes  that  the  business  is  washed 
out  and  it  is  calculated  as  the  amount 
of  money  left  after  selling  assets  and 
paying  debts. 


YOUR  CHILD'S  HEALTH 
FEVER 

Fever  is  the  most  common  reason 
that  parents  consult  the  pediatrician. 
Fever  usually  means  that  a  child  has 
some  kind  of  infection.  A  rise  in  body 
temperature  is  a  normal  response  to  the 
infection. 

Most  doctors  consider  an  oral 
temperature  of  100.4  degrees  F  or 
higher  <o  be  a  fever.  The  rectal 
temperature  is  usually  about  one  degree 
higher  than  the  oral  reading.  Most  pedi- 
atricians consider  a  rectal  temperature 
over  101  degrees  to  be  significant.  It  is 
often  possible  to  tell  if  your  child  has  a 
fever  by  feeling  his  forehead,  but  this  is 
not  always  reliable.  A  temperature  taken 
with  a  thermometer  is  the  most  accurate 
way.  Most  children  under  the  age  of  four 
or  five  cannot  hold  an  oral  thermometer 
correctly  under  the  tongue;  a  rectal 
reading  is  best  in  young  children. 

Fever  makes  children  uncomfortable. 
In  some  children,  high  fevers  can  cause 
convulsions.  Most  pediatricians  recom- 
mend that  fevers  be  treated  with  aspirin 
or  acetaminophen  (Tylenol,  Liquiprin, 
Tempra).  Both  of  these  drugs  are  effec- 
tive in  reducing  fever,  but  sometimes 
one  works  better  than  the  other  in  a  par- 
ticular child.  Either  of  these  can  be 
given  every  four  hours  if  necessary.  The 
proper  amount  is  written  on  the 
packages,  but  for  very  young  children 
you  should  check  with  your  pediatrician. 
If  the  fever  is  difficult  to  bring  down  with 
one  drug,  it  is  okay  to  alternate  the  two 
drugs  at  two-hour  intervals,  (example: 
aspirin  at  noon,  four  o'clock,  eight 
o'clock;  acetaminophen  at  two  o'clock, 
six  o'clock,  ten  o'clock). 

The  use  of  luke  warm  baths  is  also 
helpful  in  reducing  fever.  The  child 
should  sit  in  a  tub  of  luke-warm  water 
to  the  waist.  A  wash  cloth  is  used  to  rub 
the  child  vigorously.  This  can  be  done 
every  thirty  minutes  if  necessary. 


Most  fevers  in  children  are  caused  by 
viruses  and  will  go  away  in  two  or  three 
days  without  special  treatment.  Fevers 
lasting  longer  should  be  evaluated  by  a 
doctor.  If  your  child  has  a  fever  along 
with  a  sore  throat,  ear  ache,  bad  cough, 
severe  stomach  pain  or  headache,  a  trip 
to  the  doctor  may  be  necessary.  Any 
baby  under  three  months  of  age  with 
fever  should  be  seen.  High  fevers 
(103-104  degrees  F)  are  not  unusual  in 
young  children,  but  a  temperature  of 
105  degrees  is  worrisome,  and  a 
temperature  of  106  degrees  is  an 
emergency.

THE  FIRST  POSTAGE  STAMP 

In  1837  while  making  his  appointed 
rounds,  a  British  postman  delivered  a 
letter  to  a  maid  working  at  a  local  inn. 

Seeing  that  the  letter  was  sent  collect, 
the  damsel  returned  it  to  the  mailman. 
"You  will  just  have  to  destroy  it,"  she 
said.  "I  can't  pay  the  postage." 

Sir  Rowland  Hill,  an  English  school- 
master who  was  staying  at  the  inn,  over- 
heard the  conversation.  Sympathizing 
with  the  maid,  he  gallantly  paid  the 
charge.  The  postman  left. 

"I'm  sorry  you  did  that,"  the  maid 
said.  "My  sweetheart  and  I  have 
adopted  the  plan  of  putting  our 
messages  on  the  outside  of  letters.  We 
read  those  messages  and  then  turn  the 
letter  back.  In  that  way  it  doesn't  cost 
us  anything  to  exchange  messages." 

The  maid's  scheme  made  Sir 
Rowland  think  about  the  English  Post 
Office  Department  and  how  it  operated. 
Hill  began  examining  the  postal  system, 
which  was  complicated  and  generally 
inefficient. 

Many  of  his  observations  and  pro- 
posals were  later  adopted. 

For  example,  he  proposed  that  all 
mail  be  prepaid  and  that  postage 
stamps  be  used  to  indicate  payment  by 
the  sender. 

In  1840,  the  "Penny  Black"  stamp  ap- 
peared in  Britain.  The  issue,  showing 
the  profile  of  young  Queen  Victoria, 
became  the  world's  first  adhesive 
postage  stamp. 

Seven  years  later,  the  United  States 
adopted  adhesive  stamps  for  use  as 


prepayment  of  postage.  Since  that  time 
many  billions  of  the  tiny  collectible  items 
have  been  printed  in  this  country  on 
thousands  of  subjects. 


NEW  LASER  SHOWS  AT 
PLANETARIUM 

lllusionary  landscapes,  abstract  im- 
ages, and  alien  forms  of  life  combined 
with  a  score  from  the  classics  make  up 
Crystal  Odyssey,  a  new  laser  show  in 
the  Hayden  Planetarium  at  Boston's 
Museum  of  Science. 

The  Planetarium  offers  a  choice  of 
two  different  shows,  each  given  at  a  dif- 
ferent time  on  weekend  evenings.  In  ad- 
dition to  Crystal  Odyssey,  there  is 
Laserium  Starship,  an  imaginary  space 
journey  set  to  contemporary  popular 
music.  Both  laser  concerts  are  brought 
to  New  England  for  the  first  time  by 
Laser  Images,  Inc. 

The  California-based  company  pre- 
sented the  popular  Laserium  at  the 
Planetarium  in  1979.  In  contrast  to  that 
production,  essentially  a  series  of 
abstract  images  with  amplified  rock, 
Crystal  Odyssey  has  a  story  line.  It  fan- 
tasizes good  and  evil  in  a  crystal  mirror 
on  a  distant  planet  that  is  the  source  of 
all  color.  The  music  ranges  from  Vivaldi 
to  Grieg. 

In  addition  to  the  laser,  the  show  uses 
slide  projections,  special  lighting,  and 
other  effects. 

More  closely  resembling  earlier  pro- 
ductions, Laserium  Starship  continues 
the  projection  of  abstract  shapes  in 
vibrant  colors,  enveloping  the  audience 
in  a  sensuous  experience.  Music  is  by 
Alan  Parsons  Project,  Synergy,  Yes, 
and  others.

The  in- 
terior stairs  at  182  Heath  Street  are  missing  on  both 


floors  and  there  are  numerous  holes  in  the  floors. 
The  roof  of  both  buildings  has  numerous  holes  in 
it  and  is  in  weakened  structural  condition. 

Extreme  caution  should  be  taken  at  all  fire 
fighting  operations  at  all  these  locations. 

All  of  these  buildings  have  been  posted.

Dear  Councillors, 

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disapprov- 
ed, an  ordinance  passed  by  your  Honorable  Body  on 
December  9,  1981,  entitled  "An  Ordinance  Amending 
Fees  Charged  by  Board  of  Health  and  Hospitals." 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  concern  the  revisions  your 
Honorable  Body  made  in  sections  1,9,  and  24  of  this 
proposed  ordinance.  Specifically,  changing  the  method 
by  which  the  fees  are  to  be  calculated  from  a  gross  in- 
come scale  to  a  square  footage  scale  in  sections  1  and 
24  and  changing  some  categories  in  section  9  from  seating 
capacity  to  gross  income  make  it  impossible  to  calculate 
the  precise  revenue  implications.  It  is  certain,  however, 
that  the  schedule  adopted  by  your  Honorable  Body,  if 
enacted,  would  impose  a  substantial  deficit  upon  the  city. 

Further,  altering  the  base  upon  which  the  fees  are  to 
be  calculated  makes  it  presently  impossible  to  determine 
the  relationship  between  the  scale  and  the  costs  of  ser- 
vices. It  is  imperative  that  a  precise  determination  is  made 
to  avoid  charging  an  unlawful  amount,  as  in  charging  an 
amount  of  the  cost  of  providing  the  service  would  con- 
stitute a  tax.

Memorandum  of  Understanding  made  this  29th  day 
of  December,  1981,  by  and  between  the  Boston  Land- 
marks Commission  (the  "Commission")  and  Urban 
Investment  and  Development  Co.  ("Urban"). 

Whereas,  The  Commission  approved  on  November 
10,  1981,  an  architectural  conservation  district 
designating  the  St.  Botolph  Street  Architectural  Conser- 
vation District  (the  "District")  encompassing  the  area 
described  on  Exhibit  A  annexed  hereto;  and 

Whereas,  The  boundary  of  the  District  included  a 
portion  of  Harcourt  Street,  a  public  way;  and 

Whereas,  The  Commission  was  unaware  of  substan- 
tial improvements  planned  for  Harcourt  Street  as  a  por- 
tion of  the  Copley  Place  project  being  undertaken  by 
Urban,  which  improvements  are  already  subject  to  gov- 
ernmental design  review; 

Whereas,  The  Commission  desires  to  obtain  the 
approval  of  the  District  by  the  Boston  City  Council;  and 

Whereas,  The  parties  desire  to  state  an  intention  to 
undertake  a  technical  correction  to  exclude  such  portion 
of  Harcourt  Street  from  the  District. 

Now,  therefore,  for  good  and  valuable  consideration, 
the  parties  agree  as  follows: 

1 .  The  Commission  hereby  commits  to  amend  the 
boundary  description  of  the  District  by  excluding  there- 
from that  portion  of  Harcourt  Street  included  in  Exhibit 
A  annexed  hereto  such  that  the  northeasterly  boundary 
of  the  District  shall  be  the  southwesterly  side  line  of 
Harcourt  Street.  Such  commitment  by  the  Commission 
shall  be  implemented  after  public  hearing  upon  such 
amended  boundary  held  in  accordance  with  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  772  of  the  Acts  of  1975. 

2.  In  consideration  of  the  commitment  made  by  the 
Commission  in  Paragraph  1  hereof,  Urban  agrees  to 
reimburse  (he  Commission  for  the  actual  cost  of  publi- 
cation and  notice  by  mail  required  pursuant  to  said 
chapter  772  of  the  hearing  to  be  held  upon  the  boundary 
amendment  to  which  the  Commission  is  committed  pur- 
suant to  section  1  hereof. 

3.  The  Commission  undertakes  to  commence  the 
process  of  amending  the  boundary  of  the  District  as 
herein  contemplated  in  or  within  fourteen  days  from  the 
date  of  this  Memorandum  of  Understanding  and  that 
such  amendment  process  shall  be  be  completed  no  later 
than  April  I,  1982.

Exhibit  A 

The  St.  Botolph  Architectural  Conservation  District  is 
located  in  the  area  lying  between  the  Back  Bay  and 
South  End  sections  of  Boston. 

The  boundary  of  the  St.  Botolph  Architectural  Con- 
servation District  is  as  shown  on  the  plan  identified  as 
St.  Botolph  Architectural  Conservation  District  (Pro- 
posed), Fall  1981 ,  C-1939,  attached  hereto  as  Appendix 
A  and  is  described  as  follows: 

Beginning  at  a  point  at  the  intersection  of  the  north- 
westerly boundary  of  the  MBTA  Southwest  Corridor 
right-of-way,  formerly  New  York,  New  Haven,  and 
Hartford  Railroad  right-of-way,  and  the  southwest 
boundary  of  the  private  alley  between  Albemarle  Street 
and  Massachusetts  Avenue  and  running  northwesterly 
along  the  southwesterly  boundary  of  said  private  alley, 
continuing  across  St.  Botolph  St.,  and  continuing  run- 
ning along  the  southwesterly  boundary  of  Public  Alley 
405  (being  coincidental  with  the  back  lot  lines  of  parcels 
numbered  334  through  376  Massachusetts  Avenue)  to 
the  intersection  with  the  northwesterly  boundary  of 
Public  Alley  404; 

Thence  northwesterly  along  the  northwesterly  boun- 
dary of  Public  Alley  404  to  its  intersection  with  Cum- 
berland Street  and  directly  across  Cumberland  Street  to 
the  intersection  of  the  northeasterly  boundary  of 
Cumberland  Street  and  Public  Alley  403,  and 
continuing  northeasterly  along  the  northwestern 
boundary  of  Public  Alley  403  to  its  intersection  with 
West  Newton  Street  and  continuing  directly  across  West 
Newton  Street  to  the  intersection  of  the  northeasterly 
boundary  of  West  Newton  Street  and  Public  Alley  402, 
and  continuing  northeasterly  along  the  northwesterly 
boundary  of  Public  Alley  402  to  its  intersection  with 
Garrison  Street  and  continuing  directly  across  Garrison 
Street  to  the  intersection  of  the  northeasterly  boundary 
of  Garrison  Street  and  Public  Alley  401,  and  continuing 
northeasterly  along  the  northwesterly  boundary  of 
Public  Alley  401  to  its  intersection  with  Harcourt  Street 
and  continuing  directly  across  Harcourt  Street; 

Thence  southeasterly  along  the  northeasterly  boun- 
dary of  Harcourt  Street  to  the  intersection  with  the 
northwesterly  boundary  of  the  MBTA  Southwest  Corri- 
dor right-of-way; 

Thence  southwesterly  along  the  northwesterly  boun- 
dary of  the  MBTA  Southwest  Corridor  right-of-way, 
and  terminating  at  the  point  of  beginning. 

(Attached  hereto  is  the  documentation  referred  to.)

Report  on  Docket  No.  0913,  ordinance  relative  to 
licensing  of  certain  bridges  and  tunnels  (referred 
September  30  )  —  recommending  that  the  ordinance 
ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted;  the  ordinance  was  passed. 


REPORT  OF  COMMITTEE  ON  PERAMBULATION 
OF  BOUNDARIES 

Coun.  SEARS,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee  on  Peram- 
bulation of  Boundaries,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Committee,  Councillor  Sansone,  Councillor  Sears, 
City  Clerk  Hynes,  and  City  Engineers  Curly  and  Gilmore, 
met  with  officials  of  Winthrop,  Revere,  Everett,  and 
Brookline  on  December  17th,  and  with  officials  of  Milton, 
Dedham  and  Newton  on  December  18th,  and  inspected 
the  boundary  markers,  as  required  by  chapter  42  of  the 
General  Laws. 
Boston-Winthrop 

We  met  at  the  gate  to  Deer  Island  with  Selectman  Van 
Dalinda  and  a  town  engineer.  One  marker  on  a  seawall 
by  the  access  boundary  was  adequate.  A  concrete  bound 
in  the  field  nearby  was  undersized  and  improperly  marked 
but  adequate. 
Boston-Revere 

City  Councillor  Hill,  Councillor  Singer,  city  Engineer 
Calichman,  and  Public  Works  Superintendent  Trifone, 
met  us  on  the  bridge  which  carries  over  the  Belle  Isle  belt. 
There  is  an  adequate  flat  marker  on  the  bridge.  However, 
extensive  filling  has  occurred  in  the  field  between  Benn- 
ington Street  and  Suffolk  Downs.  The  inlet  no  longer  can 
be  seen  or  used  as  a  boundary,  and  some  valuable  pro- 
perty may  be  created  by  the  filling.  We  recommended 


a  joint  survey  and  the  installation  of  at  least  three  boun- 
dary markers  meeting  statutary  standards,  one  at  the  old 
historic  end  of  the  inlet. 
Boston-Everett 

We  were  met  in  front  of  the  Boston  Edison  plant  by 
Alderman  Davis  and  Engineer  Sullivan.  We  viewed  the 
boundary  line  which  passes  through  the  parking  lot, 
divides  a  house  lot,  cuts  off  a  piece  of  an  Everett  park, 
and  loops  around  Broadway  at  Chemical  Lane.  This  line 
is  improperly  marked,  there  being  no  indicators  in  the 
parking  lot,  an  inadequate  one  at  Dexter  Street,  and  none 
anywhere  else.  The  Committee  believes  this  boundary 
must  be  attended  to.  If  it  is  to  remain  as  is  we  recom- 
mend a  resurvey  and  installation  of  one  or  several  flat 
rosettes  in  the  parking  lot,  proper  granite  markers  at  Dexter 
Street  and  Chemical  Lane,  and  one  more  where  the  boun- 
dary meets  the  Mystic  River.  The  Committee,  however, 
believes  the  boundary  should  be  adjusted.  It  is  a  throw- 
back to  colonial  days  and  appears  to  result  from  an  an- 
cient ferry  whose  proprietors  arranged  to  add  a  piece  of 
the  Everett  shore  to  Boston  in  order  to  have  both  termini 
in  the  same  town.  The  present  configuration  forces  Boston 
to  cross  the  Maiden  Bridge  and  plow  and  clear  nearly  half 
a  mile  of  what  everyone  believes  is  an  Everett  city  street. 
The  tax  yield  to  Boston  is  not  substantial  and  is  apparently 
balanced  by  the  cost  of  the  services  we  provide.  We 
recommend  a  petition  to  the  General  Court  ceding  this 
salient  to  Everett,  along  with  half  the  responsibility  for 
the  Maiden  Bridge.  (A  proposed  form  of  petition  is  at- 
tached to  this  report.) 
Boston-Somerville 

We  failed  to  make  contact  with  the  Somerville  Com- 
mittee, but  viewed  boundary  markers  along  Caldwell 
Street,  Parker  Street,  and  Cresent  Street.  None  of  these 
meet  statutory  standards  as  to  size  or  markings.  We  also 
made  an  effort  to  locate  the  key  marker  in  the  Boston  and 
Maine  Railroad  Yard,  but  is  was  covered  with  snow  and 
ice.  We  recommend  a  joint  effort  with  Somerville  to 
reestablish  this  boundary  with  satisfactory  markers. 
Boston-Cambridge 

Although  we  were  advised  that  Boston  has  not  met  with 
Cambridge  since  1949,  there  is  in  fact  a  land  boundary 
between  the  two  cities,  in  the  Federal  Liquor  complex 
by  the  viaduct  near  the  Gilmore  bridge,  caused  by  an  an- 
cient shift  in  the  course  of  the  Charles  River.  We  viewed 
this  general  area.  The  Boston  territory  is  essentially  oc- 
cupied at  present  by  the  Federal  (G.S.A.)  Motor  Pool. 
The  boundary  is  unmarked.  If  it  were  to  be  properly 
marked,  at  least  three  granite  markers  should  be  installed 
after  survey.  Since  there  is  no  tax  yield  to  Boston,  and 
the  companies  have  raised  objections  to  servicing  the  area 
in  its  present  configuration,  we  recommend  transferring 
it  to  Cambridge  and  restoring  the  mid-point  of  the  Charles 
as  the  boundary. 

Proposed  legislation  to  accomplish  such  a  transfer  is 
attached  to  our  report. 
Boston-Brookline 

The  Committee  met  with  Town  Clerk  Sullivan,  Com- 
missioner Grillittis,  and  Engineer  Harris  and  viewed  the 
boundary  on  the  bridge  at  Commonwealth  Avenue.  We 
did  not  view  the  boundaries  at  Sargent  Crossway,  Allan- 
dale  Road,  Courtney  Road,  La  Grange  Street,  Reservoir 
Road,  Cassidy  Playground,  Orkney  Road,  Lanark  Road, 
Corey  Street,  or  Hamilton  Street. 
Boston-Milton 

We  met  with  Engineers  Kanter  and  Rota  at  Truman 
Parkway  and  asked  them  to  redesignate  the  highway  as 
a  parkway  (as  it  was  reacquired  by  the  MDC  in  1971). 
We  viewed  the  bounds  at  Metropolitan  Avenue,  Brush 
Hill  Lane,  Prospect  Street,  and  Cranmore  Road.  All  but 
one  were  in  good  condition  and  met  statutory  standards. 
Neither  community  had  paint,  so  we  made  temporary  in- 
dications on  the  markers.  We  note  that  the  previous  in- 
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spection  was  over  five  years  ago  ( 197 1 ).  This  boundary 

is  in  good  order. 

Boston-Dedham 

Selectman  Hoell  and  town  Engineer  Talloch  met  us  and 
we  inspected  markers  at  Bussey  Street,  Oak  Street,  and 
two  on  Ware  Street.  These  markers  were  in  good  shape. 
Boston-Newton 

We  had  a  convivial  meeting  with  City  Clerk  English, 
Public  Facilities  Chairman  McGrath,  and  Engineer  Giunta 
(a  town  father  in  Watertown),  and  viewed  markers  in 
Washington  Street,  and  on  the  campus  at  Boston  College, 
from  the  die  mark  on  a  structure  in  the  Green  Line  Yard, 
to  the  markers  which  follow  the  configuration  of  the  filled- 
in  section  of  the  Reservoir  now  used  for  dormitories  and 
playing  fields.  These  markers  were  all  in  good  order  ex- 
cept for  one  on  the  south  lawn  of  St.  Ignatius  Church, 
which  we  found  reduced  to  a  flat  marker  under  the  snow. 
It  was  located  by  precise  measurements  in  the  engineer- 
ing plans.  Despite  the  problem  of  mowing  we  recommend 
reinstallation  of  a  proper  marker,  partly  to  comply  with 
chapter  42  and  partly  because  a  marker  in  so  prominent 
a  location  would  be  an  interesting  reminder  to  the  Boston 
College  community  that  their  campus  is  divided  between 
Boston  and  Newton. 

Messrs.  Curley  and  Gilmore  were  knowledgeable  and 
we  urged  them  to  pass  their  experience  along  to  younger 
people  in  the  department. 

The  report  was  accepted  and  ordered  printed  as  a  City 
Document.

ORDINANCE    AMENDING    FEES    OF  THE 
ENVIRONMENT     DEPARTMENT  AND 
HARBORMASTER 
Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-one 
An  Ordinance  Amending  Fees  of  the  Environment 
Department  and  Harbormaster. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
section  450,  as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  from  said  section  the  following  clauses,  (23a), 
(27),  and  (101),  and  inserting  in  said  section  450  the 
following  clauses. 

(42a)  Boat  or  float.  Harbormaster  Permit  to  Moor 
or  Station.  The  fee  for  a  permit  granted  by  the 
harbormaster  to  moor  or  station  a  boat  or  other 
vessel  including  but  not  limited  to  mooring  floats 
which  shall  occupy  waters  of  Boston  Harbor  under 
the  harbormaster's  jurisdiction  shall  be  as  follows: 
Annual  Permits:  not  less  than  $1  per  foot  nor 
more  than  $5  per  foot  in  accordance  with  a  rate 
schedule  promulgated  by  the  harbormaster. 

Temproary  Permits:  less  than  one  week:  not  less 
than   10c  per  foot  per  day  nor  more  than  .50C  per 


foot  per  day  in  accordance  with  a  rate  schedule 
promulgated  by  harbormaster;  greater  than  one 
week:  not  less  than  .25c  per  foot  per  week  nor  more 
than  $1  per  foot  per  week  in  accordance  with  a 
rate  schedule  promulgated  by  the  harbormaster. 

(101)  Environment  Department,  Certificate  of 
Design  Approval  and  or  Exemption.  The  fee  for  the 
issuance  of  a  certificate  of  design  approval  and/or 
exemption  by  the  secretary  of  the  Beacon  Hill  or  Back 
Bay  Architectural  Commissions  or  the  Boston  Land- 
marks Commission  (including  any  of  its  district  com- 
missions) or  any  commission  established  under 
chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  minor  modifications  to  the 
building,  including  a  permit  to  clean,  paint, 
landscape,  or  repaint,  or  to  erect,  enlarge,  alter 
repair,  remove  or  demolish  shutters,  planter  boxes 
storm  windows,  intercom  systems,  blinds,  lanterns, 
light  fixtures,  window  grates,  window  screens,  or 
plaques,  $15;  and 

(b)  In  the  case  of  design  changes  to  the  facade 
of  the  building,  including  changes  to  or  installa- 
tion of  doors,  windows,  fire  balconies,  signs, 
fences,  siding  materials,  roofing  materials,  sky- 
lights, solar  panels,  or  air  conditioning  equip- 
ment (except  for  window  units)  or  stone  repair, 
$35;  and 

(c)  In  the  case  of  moderate  alterations  to  the 
form  of  the  building  including  installation  or  altera- 
tion of  roof  decks,  headhouses  for  elevators  or 
stairwells,  ramps,  chimnies,  noncommercial  vents 
or  changes  to  or  replacement  of  front  steps,  $75; 
and 

(d)  In  case  of  major  alterations  to  the  form  of 
the  building  including  addition,  changes,  or 
demolition  of  floor  area,  stories,  roof  top  struc- 
tures, commercial  vents,  storefronts,  or  yard  ex- 
cavation, $250;  and 

(e)  In  the  case  of  major  construction,  including 
new  buildings,  infill  structures,  or  major  develop- 
ment projects;  one-half  of  1  percent  of  the  fair 
cost  of  the  work  to  be  performed,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  in  no  case  shall  the  fee  be  more  than 
$5,000;  and 

(0  In  the  case  of  demolition  or  removals  of 
unsafe  or  unsightly  structures  or  features,  the  com- 
mission may  waive  or  reduce  the  fee. 

(102)  Environment  Department,  Order  of  Condi- 
tions. The  fee  for  filing  an  application  for  an  order 
of  conditions  with  the  secretary  of  the  Conservation 
Commission  for  the  use  or  development  of  lands  or 
waters  under  the  control  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
Conservation  Commission  under  section  8c  of  chapter 
40  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  in  accordance  with 
the  following  schedule:  for  projects  with  a  fair  cost 
of  $1,000  or  less,  $25;  and  for  projects  with  a  fair 
cost  of  more  than  $1 ,000  but  not  more  than  $50,000 
$50;  and  for  projects  with  a  fair  cost  of  more  than 
$50,000  but  not  more  than  $100,000;  $75,  and  for 
projects  with  a  fair  cost  of  more  than  $100,000,  .075 
percent  of  the  fair  cost  provided  however  that  in  no 
case  shall  the  fee  be  more  than  $1,500. 

(238A)  Parking  Freeze  Permit  or  Exemption.  The 
fee  for  a  permit  or  exemption  by  the  Air  Pollution 
Control  Commission  under  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  7,  section  50  shall  be:  for  a 
permit  for  an  open  air  lot,  an  initial  fee  of  $250 
and  an  annual  fee  of  $12  per  space,  and  for  a  permit 
for  a  garage,  a  one-time  fee  of  $500  plus  $200  per 
space;  and  for  an  exemption  for  an  open  air  lot, 
a  one  time  fee  of  $250  plus  $12  per  space;  and  for 
an  exemption  for  a  garage,  a  one  time  fee  of  $500 
plus  $200  per  space.

Section  1 .  The  city  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title 
10,  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  after  chapter  3,  a  new 
chapter  to  be  known  as  chapter  5,  Boston  Fair  Housing 
Commission  and  which  chapter  shall  read  as  follows: 
Chapter  5.  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission. 
Section  150  —  Policy  of  the  City  of  Boston. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  of  Boston  to  see  that  each 
individual,  regardless  of  his  race,  color,  religious  creed, 
marital  status,  military  status,  handicap,  children,  national 
origin,  sex,  age,  ancestry,  sexual  preference  or  source 
of  income  shall  have  equal  access  to  housing;  and  to  en- 
courage and  bring  about  mutual  understanding  and  respect 
among  all  individuals  in  the  city  by  the  elimination  of 
prejudice,  intolerance,  bigotry  and  discrimination  in  the 
area  of  housing. 

Section  151  —  Establishment  of  the  Boston  Fair 
Housing  Commission,  Executive  Director,  staff. 

There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  commission  known  as  the 
Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission,  hereinafter  called  the 
Commission,  which  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  a  board, 
known  as  the  Fair  Housing  Commission,  hereinafter  called 
the  Commission,  consisting  of  five  members,  known  as 
fair  housing  commissioners,  each  appointed  by  the  mayor. 

The  Commission  shall  consist  of  five  (5)  members  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  for  a  term  of  three  years,  provided, 
however,  that  of  the  members  first  appointed  to  the  Com- 
mission two  shall  be  appointed  to  a  term  of  one  year,  two 
shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years,  and  one  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Thereafter,  the 
mayor  shall  appoint  each  successor  to  a  term  of  three 
years.  Any  vacancy  occurring  otherwise  than  by  expira- 
tion of  term  shall  be  filled  by  the  mayor  for  the  unex- 
pired term.  A  chairman  of  the  Commission  shall  be  an- 
nually designated  by  the  mayor  with  the  advice  of  the 
Commission.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
for  the  purpose  of  conducting  the  business  thereof,  but 
three  votes  shall  be  required  to  pass  any  Commission  deci- 
sion. The  mayor  shall  determine  the  members'  per  diem 
compensation,  and  each  member  shall  also  be  entitled  to 
his  or  her  expenses  actually  and  necessarily  incurred  in 
the  performance  of  his  or  her  duties. 

There  shall  be  in  the  department  an  officer,  known  as 
the  director  of  the  Commission,  hereinafter  called  the 
director,  appointed  by  the  mayor  to  serve  at  his  pleasure, 
and  such  other  personnel,  as  the  commission  may  from 


time  to  time  deem  expedient,  provided,  however,  that  no 
person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  by  the  Commission 
to  any  office  or  position,  other  than  those  of  chairman, 
and  director,  unless  such  person  is  nominated  for  such 
election  or  appointment  by  the  director.  The  Commis- 
sion shall  fix  the  compensation  of  the  director  and  of  all 
other  personnel  elected  or  appointed  by  it.  Chapter  31 
and  rules  made  thereunder  shall  continue  to  apply  to  every 
person  transferred  to  the  service  of  the  Commission  if 
at  the  time  of  such  transfer  such  person  holds  an  office 
or  position  under  a  permanent  civil  service  appointment 
and  is  not  still  serving  his  probationary  period;  and  further 
provided  that  said  chapter  and  rules  shall  govern  promo- 
tions among  those  to  whom  they  continue  to  apply. 

The  director  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  the  Com- 
mission and  shall  have  such  powers  and  perform  such 
duties  as  the  Commission  shall  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine. The  Commission  may  delegate  to,  and  recall  from, 
the  director,  whenever  the  Commission  deems  it  expedi- 
ent, the  power  to  make  contracts  or  any  or  all  of  its  other 
powers,  as  the  Commission  may  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine. 

Section  152  —  Function;  Powers  and  Duties  of  the 
Commission. 

The  function  of  the  Commission  shall  be  to  implement 
the  policy  of  this  ordinance,  by  the  excercise  of  the  the 
following  powers  and  duties: 

1 .  To  receive  and  investigate  complaints  of,  and  to  in- 
itate  its  own  investigation  of 

a.  The  denial  of  equal  access  to,  and  discrimination 
in  housing,  (regardless  of  the  public  or  private  source 
of  such  denial  and  discrimination)  where  such  denial 
or  discrimination  against  either  an  individual  or  a 
group  is  based  on  race,  color,  religious  creed,  marital 
status,  handicap,  military  status,  children,  national 
origin,  sex,  age,  ancestry,  sexual  preference,  or 
source  of  income. 

b.  The  presence  in  the  city  of  prejudice,  intoler- 
ance, bigotry,  discrimination  in  the  area  of  housing. 

2.  To  attempt  by  mediation  to  resolve  any  complaint 
over  which  it  has  jurisdiction  and  to  recommend  to  the 
mayor  or  other  appropriate  governmental  agency,  federal, 
state  or  local,  such  action  as  it  feels  will  resolve  any  such 
complaint  and  in  the  case  of  any  unresolved  complaint 
or  in  the  case  of  any  investigation  which  would  be  aided 
thereby,  to  hold  hearings,  subpoena  witnesses,  compel 
their  attendance,  administer  oaths,  take  the  testimony  of 
any  person  under  oath  and  in  connection  therewith  to  re- 
quire the  production  of  any  evidence  relating  to  any  matter 
in  question  or  under  investigation  before  the  Commis- 
sion. At  any  hearing  before  the  commission,  or  any  com- 
mittee thereof,  a  witness  shall  have  the  right  to  be  ad- 
vised and  represented  by  counsel  present  during  any 
hearings. 

3.  After  completion  of  any  investigation  or  hearing  on 
any  complaint  or  matter  not  resolved  by  mediation,  to 
make  a  written  report  of  its  findings  and  recommenda- 
tions to  the  mayor  on  any  matter  within  his  jurisdiction 
for  his  review  and  for  the  implementation  by  him  of  such 
of  the  recommendations  of  the  Commission  (including 
the  taking  of  disciplinary  or  administrative  action)  as  the 
mayor  deems  justified;  or  to  the  Massachusetts  Commis- 
sion Against  Discrimination  (MCAD)  on  any  matter 
within  its  jurisdiction;  or  to  any  court  or  other  govern- 
ment agency  having  jurisdiction  of  the  matter  in  ques- 
tion, and  in  all  cases  urging  and  using  its  best  efforts  to 
bring  about  compliance  with  its  recommendations. 

4.  To  issue  such  publication  and  such  results  of  in- 
vestigations and  research  as,  in  its  judgment,  will  tend 
to  promote  good  will  and  minimize  or  eliminate 
discrimination  in  housing  because  of  race,  color,  religious 
creed,  marital  status,  children,  handicap,  national  origin, 
sex,  age  or  ancestry,  sexual  preferences,  or  source  of 
income. 
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5.  To  cooperate  with  federal,  state  and  city  agencies, 
in  developing  courses  of  instruction  for  presentation  in 
public  and  private  schools,  public  libraries,  and  other 
suitable  places,  devoted  to  eliminating  prejudice,  in- 
tolerance, bigotry  and  discrimination  in  housing  and  show- 
ing the  need  for  mutual  self-respect  and  the  achievement 
of  harmonious  relations  among  various  groups  in  the  City 
of  Boston,  and  to  enlist  the  cooperation  of  the  various 
racial,  religious  and  ethnic  groups,  civic  and  community 
organizations,  labor  organizations,  fraternal  and 
benevolent  organizations  and  other  groups  to  effectuate 
the  policy  of  this  ordinance. 

6.  To  create  such  subcommittee  from  the  members 
of  the  Commission  as,  in  the  Commission's  judgment, 
will  best  aid  in  effectuating  the  policy  of  this  ordinance 
and  to  empower  such  subcommittee  to  study  the  problems 
of  prejudice,  intolerance,  bigotry,  and  discrimination  in 
housing  prevailing  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

7.  To  make  such  recommendations  to  the  mayor  as, 
in  its  judgment,  will  effectuate  the  policy  of  this  ordinance 
and  annually  to  make  a  written  report  to  the  mayor  of 
its  activities. 

8.  To  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed 
under  law. 

Section  153  —  Relations  with  City  Agencies. 

So  far  as  practicable  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  the  services  of  all  other  city  departments,  agen- 
cies and  commissions  shall  be  made  available  to  the  Com- 
mission for  effectuating  the  policy  of  this  ordinance. 

The  head  of  any  department,  agency  or  other  commis- 
sion shall  furnish  information  in  the  possession  of  such 
department,  agency  or  commission  when  the  Commis- 
sion, after  consultation  with  and  approval  of  the  mayor 
so  requests  and  where  such  information  relates  to  the 
duties  and  responsibilities  of  the  Commission. 
Section  154  —  Rules  and  Regulations  of  Commission. 

The  Commission  may  adopt  rules  and  regulations  con- 
sistent with  this  ordinance  and  the  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  carry  out  the  policy  and  provisions  of  this  or- 
dinance and  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  Commission 
in  connection  therewith. 

The  Commission  shall  adopt  rules  of  procedure  for  the 
conduct  of  its  investigations  and  hearings.  Said  rules  shall 
ensure  the  due  process  rights  of  all  persons  involved  in 
the  investigations  and  hearings. 

Any  person  or  persons  appearing  before  the  Commis- 
sion who  avails  himself  or  themselves  of  constitutional 
guarantees  shall  not  be  punished  in  any  way  by  his  availing 
himself  of  such  constitutional  guarantees. 
Section  155  —  Construction  of  Ordinance. 

Nothing  is  this  ordinance  shall  be  interpreted  to  con- 
travene the  General  Laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 
Section  156  —  Severability. 

If  any  provision  or  section  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
held  to  be  invalid,  then  such  provision  or  section  shall 
be  considered  separately  and  apart  from  the  remaining 
provisions  or  sections  of  this  ordinance,  which  shall  re- 
main in  full  force  and  effect.

ORDINANCE  REGULATING  SECURITY 
ALARM  SYSTEMS 
Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 

City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-one 

An  Ordinance  Regulating  Security  Alarm  Systems. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

That  the  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance,  Title  1 1  be 
amended  by  adding  after  chapter  1  a  new  chapter  2,  to 
be  entitled  "Security  Alarm  Systems." 
Chapter  2,  Security  Alarm  System. 
Section  40  —  Alarm  Information  List. 

there  shall  be  a  list  known  as  the  Alarm  Information 
List  which  shall  consist  of  the  following  information  for 
each  unique  security  alarm  signal: 

(1)  the  street  address  and  the  apartment,  office  or 
suite  number  where  the  alarm  is  located; 

(2)  the  name  of  the  business  and/or  persons  pro- 
tected by  the  alarm  system; 

(3)  the  names,  addresses  and  telephone  number 
of  the  subscriber; 

(4)  the  names,  addresses  and  telephone  numbers  of 
at  least  two  other  persons  who  can  be  reached 
twenty-four  hours  a  day  and  who  are  authorized 
to  respond  to  an  alarm  signal,  and  can  open  the 
premises  in  which  the  alarm  system  is  located. 

Within  ninety  days  of  enactment  of  this  ordinance,  every 
person,  company  or  corporation  doing  business  in  the  city 
as  a  secuirty  alarm  company,  or  a  company  providing 
subscribers  with  central  station  alarm  service,  shall  pro- 
vide the  Police  Commissioner  with  an  alarm  information 
list  setting  forth  all  their  Boston  security  alarm  system 
subscribers.  Further,  said  companies  shall  notify  the 
Police  Commissioner  by  certified  mail  of  any  changes 
in  or  additions  to  the  alarm  information  list  within  five 
(5)  working  days.  On  January  1  of  each  year,  the  com- 
panies shall  file  a  notice  with  the  Police  Commissioner 
confirming  the  accuracy  of  the  Alarm  Information  List. 
Section  41  —  Testing  Equipment. 

All  alarm  users  must  notify  the  Police  Commissioner 
in  advance  of  any  testing  of  equipment.  Failure  to  notify 
the  Police  Commissioner  in  advance  of  a  testing  of  equip- 
ment shall  constitute  a  false  alarm  and  be  subject  to  the 
assessment  schedule  contained  herein  in  section  43. 
Section  42  —  Audible  Bell  or  Horn. 

All  alarm  systems  which  use  an  audible  bell  or  horn 
shall  be  equipped  with  an  automatic  shut-off  device  which 
will  deactivate  the  alarm  system  within  ten  minutes.  All 
alarm  users  with  an  audible  bell  or  horn  shall  install  and 
maintain  such  automatic  shut  off  device  within  ninety  days 
of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  43  —  Restrictions  on  Tape  Dialers  and 
Automatic  Telephone  Devices. 

No  alarm  system  shall  be  equipped  with  a  tape  dialer 
or  similar  automatic  telephone  device  which  will  transmit 
an  alarm  signal  to  the  911  emergency  system  or  any 
telephone  lines  of  the  Boston  Police  Department.  All 
alarm  users  must  comply  with  this  section  within  ninety 
days  of  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  44  —  False  Alarm  —  Assessment  Schedule. 

After  the  Police  Commissioner  has  recorded  two 
separate  false  alarms  from  an  alarm  user  within  a  calendar 
year,  the  Police  Commissioner  shall  notify  the  alarm  user, 
by  certified  mail,  of  such  facts  and  require  the  user  to 
submit  within  ten  working  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice, 
a  report  describing  the  users  efforts  to  discover  and 
eliminate  the  cause  or  causes  of  the  false  alarms.  This 
notice  shall  contain  the  dates  and  times  of  each  alleged 
false  alarm.  In  the  event  that  the  Police  Commissioner 
determines  that  a  report  submitted  in  accordance  with  the 
preceding  paragraph  is  unsatisfactory,  or  that  the  alarm 
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user  has  failed  to  show  by  the  report  that  he  has  taken 
or  will  take  reasonable  steps  to  eliminate  or  reduce  false 
alarms,  then  the  Police  Commissioner  shall  order  that  the 
use  of  the  alrm  system  be  discontinued  for  a  period  of 
thirty  days. 

Any  user  of  an  alarm  system  which  transmits  more  than 
two  false  alarm  signals  shall  be  assessed  a  charge  accord- 
ing to  the  following  schedule: 

$20  for  the  third  false  alarm  in  a  calendar  year; 
$50  for  the  fourth  false  alarm  in  a  calendar  year; 
$100  each  for  all  subsequent  false  alarms. 

All  charges  assessed  hereunder  shall  be  made  payable 
to  the  City  of  Boston  for  deposit  in  the  General  Fund. 

If  the  alarm  user  submits  a  report  as  required  above 
the  Police  Commissioner  shall  determine  if  the  action 
taken  or  to  be  taken  will  substantially  reduce  the  likeli- 
hood of  false  alarms.  If  it  is  determined  that  the  action 
taken  or  to  be  taken  will  substantially  reduce  the  likeli- 
hood of  false  alarms,  then  the  Police  Commissioner  shall 
notify  the  alarm  user,  in  writing,  that  no  assessment  will 
be  made  at  that  time,  the  alarm  user  will  be  subject  to 
assessment  procedures  on  the  next  false  alarm  signal 
transmitted. 

Upon  failure  of  the  user  of  an  alarm  system  to  pay  two 
consecutive  charges  assessed  hereunder,  within  sixty  days 
of  the  assessment,  the  Police  Commissioner  shall  order 
that  the  user  discontinue  the  use  of  the  alarm  system  for 
not  more  than  six  months. 

Proof  that  a  false  alarm  was  caused  by  an  act  of  God 
or  by  the  actions  of  the  telephone  company  shall  constitute 
justification  for  the  false  alarm  and  the  assessment  for 
that  particular  false  alarm  will  be  made. 

The  provision  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  alarm 
systems  owned  and/or  operated  by  agencies  of  the  City 
of  Boston 

Section  45  —  Appeals  Procedure. 

Any  alarm  user  who  is  aggrieved  by  a  decision  of  the 
Police  Commissioner  may  within  five  working  days  of 
notice  of  the  Police  Commissioner's  decision,  appeal,  in 
writing,  to  a  panel  composed  of  the  Police  Commissioner, 
the  Public  Works  Commissioner,  and  the  Traffic  Com- 
missioner, or  their  designees,  for  further  consideration. 
All  decisions  made  by  the  panel  after  the  appeals  pro- 
cedure, are  final. 

The  only  grounds  for  appealing  a  decision  of  the  Police 
Commissioner  are: 

(1)  Proof  that  a  false  alarm  was  caused  by  an  Act  of 
God  or  by  the  actions  of  the  telephone  company ; 

(2)  Written  verifiaction  from  the  alarm  user  and  the 
comapny,  that  all  necessary  steps  have  been 
taken  to  upgrade,  improve  and  insure  the 
accuracy  of  the  alarm  system. 

Section  46  —  Penalties. 

The  following  acts  and  omissions  shall  constitute  viola- 
tions of  this  ordinance  punishable  by  fine  up  to  fifty 
dollars. 

1.  Failure  to  obey  an  order  of  the  Police  Commis- 
sioner to  discontinue  use  of  an  alarm  system, 
after  exhaustion  of  the  right  of  appeal. 

2.  Failure  to  pay  two  or  more  consecutive  fines 
under  section  43  of  the  ordinance  within  sixty 
days  from  the  date  of  assessment. 

3.  Failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  set 
forth  in  section  40,  41,  42  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  47  —  Regulations. 

The  Police  Commissioner  may  promulgate  such  regula- 
tions as  may  be  necessary  for  the  implementation  of  this 
ordinance.

CHARGED  BY  BOSTON  LICENSING  BOARD

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
section  450,  as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby  amended 
by  striking  clauses  (22),  (43),  (70),  (100),  (133b),  (188), 
(197b),  (199a),  (202),  (255),  (259)  and  inserting  in  sec- 
tion 450  the  following  clauses: 

(22)  Automatic  Amusement  Device  License.  The 
annual  fee  for  a  license  granted  by  the  licensing 
board  under  section  177A  of  chapter  140  of  the 
General  Laws  for  any  automatic  amusement  device 
licensed  thereunder  shall  be  $140.  The  fee  for  any 
such  license  granted  after  January  thirty-first  in  any 
year  shall  be  $10  for  each  calendar  month  in  which 
the  license  may  be  exercised. 
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(43)  Bowling  Alley  License.  The  fees  for  a  license 
to  keep  a  bowling  alley  for  hire,  gain  or  reward 
granted  by  the  licensing  board  under  section  177  of 
chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  a  primary 
fee  of  $40  and  an  additional  fee  of  $20  for  each  alley 
or  bed. 

(70)  Club  License.  The  fee  for  a  license  granted 
by  the  licensing  board  under  section  2 1 E  of  chapter 
140  of  the  General  Laws  to  a  club,  society,  associa- 
tion or  other  orginzation  to  dispense  food  and  bever- 
ages to  be  consumed  on  the  premises  shall  be  $100. 

(74)  Common  Victualler's  License.  The  fees  for  a 
common  victualler's  license  granted  by  the  licensing 
board  under  section  2  of  chapter  140  of  the  General 
Laws  shall  be  a  primary  fee  of  $120  annually;  plus 
an  additional  fee,  in  the  case  of  an  establishment 
having  a  maximum  seating  capacity  of  forty-nine 
seats  or  less  of  $50;  in  the  case  of  an  establishment 
having  a  maximum  seating  of  less  than  one  hundred 
seats  but  more  than  forty-nine  seats  $100;  in  the  case 
establishement  having  a  maximum  seating  capacity  of 
less  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  seats  but  more  than 
ninety-nine  seats  of  $150;  in  the  case  of  an  establish- 
ment having  a  maximum  seating  capacity  of  less  than 
two  hundred  seats  but  more  one  hundred  and  forty-nine 
of  $200;  in  the  case  of  an  establishment  having  a  max- 
imum seating  capacity  of  less  than  two  hundred  and 
fifty  seats  but  more  than  one  hundred  and  ninety-nine 
seats  of  $400;  in  the  case  of  an  establishment  having 
a  maximum  seating  capacity  of  two  hundred  and  fifty 
seats  or  more  of  $600;  provided,  however,  that  in  the 
case  of  an  establishment  which  prepares  on-premises 
food  or  drink  for  off-premises  consumption  or  for  on- 
premises  consumption,  if  as  sold,  such  food  or  drink 
is  ready  for  take-out,  there  shall  be  an  additional  an- 
nual fee  of  $400;  however,  if  an  applicant  for  said 
license  is  able  to  produce  a  certiifed  auditing  report 
showing  that  the  establishment's  gross  income  for  the 
previous  year  was  $50,000  or  less,  said  additional  fee 
shall  be  $80.  The  primary  fee  for  any  such  license 
granted  after  January  thrity-first  in  any  year  shall  be, 
for  each  calendar  month  in  which  such  license  may  be 
exercised,  one-twelfth  on  the  primary  fee  for  and  an- 
nual permit. 

(100)  Entertainment  License.  The  fees  for  a  seven- 
day  license  issued  by  the  licensing  board  under  sec- 
tion 183 A  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
be  as  follows:  1)  The  fee  for  a  jukebox,  television, 
radio,  and  music  provided  by  electrical  or  mechanical 
means  shall  be  $120;  2)  the  fee  for  live  musical  enter- 
tainment not  exceeding  three  instruments  shall  be  $400 
and  shall  include  the  prior  category;  3)  the  fee  for  live 
musical  entertainment  exceeding  three  instrumentalists 
and/or  including  dancing  by  patrons  shall  be  $800  in 
an  establishment  with  a  maximum  allowable  capacity 
of  500  persons,  and  $1,200  in  an  establishment  with 
a  maximum  allowable  capacity  of  over  500  to  2,000 
persons,  and  $2,000  in  an  establishment  with  a  max- 
imum allowable  capacity  of  over  2,000  persons,  and 
said  fees  shall  include  the  prior  categories;  4)  the  fee 
for  a  floor  show,  including  any  type  of  live  performance 
other  than  those  specifically  named  in  this  clause,  shall 
be  $1 ,200  in  an  establishment  with  a  maximum  allow- 
able capacity  of  500  persons,  and  $1 ,600  in  an  establish- 
ment with  a  maximum  allowable  capacity  of  over  500 
to  2,000  persons,  and  $2,000  in  an  establishment  with 
a  maximum  allowable  capacity  of  over  2,000  persons, 
and  said  fees  shall  include  the  prior  categories;  5)  the 
fee  for  a  widescreen  television  larger  than  twenty-five 
inches  on  the  diagonal  shall  be  $180;  6)  the  fee  for  a 
cassette-operated  television  shall  be  $180,  but  shall  be 
waived  if  payment  is  made  under  the  prior  category; 
7)  the  fee  for  an  exhibition  or  trade  show  shall  be  $250 


in  an  establishment  with  a  maximum  allowable  capacity 
of  500  persons,  and  $1,500  in  an  establishment  with 
a  maximum  allowable  capacity  over  500  persons;  8) 
the  fee  for  a  professional  athletic  or  sporting  events 
license  shall  be  $800;  9)  the  fee  for  a  non-professional 
athletic  or  sporting  events  license  shall  be  $200;  10) 
the  fees  for  entertainment  which  is  individually  con- 
trolled by  a  patron  including  entertainment  provided 
by  a  coin-controlled  apparatus  shall  be  as  follows:  where 
the  entertainment  is  provided  by  automatic  amusement 
devices,  as  defined  in  section  177A  of  chapter  140  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  fee  shall  be  $60  for  six  to  twelve 
devices,  and  $120  for  thirteen  to  twenty  devices,  and 
$300  for  over  twenty  devices,  provided,  however,  that 
all  such  devices  must  be  licensed  and  pay  all  licensing 
fees  pursuant  to  clause  (22)  of  section  450  of  Title  14, 
City  of  Boston  Code;  where  the  entertainment  is  pro- 
vided by  means  of  any  other  type  of  device  or  apparatus,

The  fee  for  an  innholder's 
license  granted  by  the  licensing  board  uHder  section  2 
of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  $800. 

(188a)  Non-intoxicating  Beverages  License.  The  fee 
for  a  license  to  sell  non-intoxicating  beverages,  whether 
by  machine  or  over-the-counter  or  by  vendor,  granted 
by  the  licensing  board  under  section  2  IB  of  chapter  140 
of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  $60. 

(197b)  Licensing  Board,  Filing  Fee  for  Amendment, 
Transfer,  or  Alterations.  The  fee  to  be  charged  by  the 
licensing  board  for  the  filing  of  an  application  for 
transfer,  changing  management,  classification,  or 
description  of  premises  to  an  existing  license  issued  by 
the  licensing  board  shall  in  the  case  where  such  amend- 
ment, change,  or  alteration  involves  expenditures  by 
said  licensing  board  for  public  notices,  and/or  public 
hearings,  and/or  administrative  cost,  and/or 
stenographic  costs,  shall  be  $100;  provided,  however, 
that  in  the  case  of  an  amendment,  change  or  alteration 
to  an  existing  license,  which  does  not  involve  said  ex- 
penditures the  fee  shall  be  $30. 

(202)  Lodging  House  License.  The  fee  for  a  lodg- 
ing house  license  granted  by  the  licensing  board  under 
section  23  of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  shall 
be,  in  the  case  of  a  lodging  house  certified  by  the 
building  department  as  having  an  occupancy  of  less  than 
ten  rooms  to  let  or  adapted  for  letting  to  lodgers,  $75; 
and  in  the  case  of  a  lodging  house  certified  by  the 
building  department  as  having  an  occupancy  of  ten  or 
more,  but  less  than  twenty  such  rooms,  $150;  and  in 
the  case  of  a  lodging  house  certified  by  the  building 
department  as  having  an  occupancy  of  twenty  or  more 
such  rooms,  but  less  than  thirty  such  rooms,  $225;  and

The  fees  for  a  license  to 
keep  a  billiard,  pool,  or  sippio  table  for  hire,  gain,  or 
regard  granted  by  the  licensing  board  under  section  177 
of  chapter  140  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  a  primary 
fee  of  $30  and  an  additional  fee  of  $20  for  each  table. 
Section  2.  The  provisions  of  section  752  of  Title  2  of

Whereas,  The  Boston  Funding  Loan  Act  of  1981  is 
still  unresolved  as  the  year's  end  draws  near;  and 

Whereas,  Reports  are  circulating  that  his  Excellency, 
the  Governor,  may  ask  the  city  and  Legislature  to  reenact 
a  home  rule  measure  inconsistent  with  that  already  ap- 
proved in  the  City  Council;  and,  if  such  agreement  fails, 
may  propose  his  own  plan  to  bypass  home  rule  procedure; 
and 

Whereas,  No  such  proposal  has  yet  been  reduced  to 
writing,  according  to  the  Governor's  legal  office;  and 

Whereas,  The  executive  is  reported  negotiating  with 
the  city  officials  on  elements  of  a  plan  to  have  funding 
needed  for  "Tregor  Case"  abatements  come  from  regular 
state  aid  disbursements  to  Boston;  and 

Whereas,  Such  a  proposal  giving  oversight  to  the  State 
Emergency  Finance  Board  would  usurp  the  municipal- 
ity's right  to  raise  funds  from  new  revenue  sources,  and 
infringe  the  city's  right  of  self-government;  and 

Whereas,  The  Governor  has  issued  a  statement  to  the 
effect  that  the  City  of  Boston  will  benefit  from  the  new 
omnibus  racing  track  bill,  chapter  558  of  1981,  which 
in  section  5  provides  for  Boston  to  receive  one-quarter 
of  1  percent  of  the  state's  share  of  the  total  handle  at  Suf- 
folk Downs  Race  Track;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  reliably  estimated  that  under  such  for- 
mula Boston  would  receive  only  $500,000  to  $600,000 
a  year;  and 

Whereas,  Debt  and  interest  costs  of  repaying  a 
$75-million  bond  issue  over  a  ten-year  period  will  be  ap- 
proximately $16.5  million  annual  burden  on  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  The  result  would  be  a  net  shortfall  of  $16 
million  a  year  which,  when  taken  from  state  aid  distribu- 
tion, would  further  diminish  funds  needed  for  vital 
municipal  services,  including  public  safety  and  sanita- 
tion; and 

Whereas,  Revenues  to  support  such  services  were  pro- 
vided for  in  the  funding  home  rule  order  passed  by  the 
City  Council;  and 

Whereas,  This  Council  has  been  an  integral  part  of  ef- 
forts to  bring  forth  a  bill  that  would  resolve  the  present 
fiscal  crisis  and  ensure  that  funding  will  succeed  on  the 
bonding  market;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  proper  that  the  Council  now  be  apprised 
of  the  status  of  controls,  such  as  fiscal  restraints  on  the 
Mayor's  office  expenditures  and  spending  controls  on 
School  Department  operations;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  timely  that  the  Council  now  consult  with 
and  leam  from  city  officials  the  status  of  negotiations  on 
the  Tregor  matter;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That,  because  of  the  impending  fiscal 
emergency  and  lack  of  time  before  the  General  Court  ends 


its  session  the  week  ot  January  4,  1982,  the  City  Coun- 
cil Committee  of  the  Whole  meet  in  open  session  at  3 
p.m.  Wednesday,  December  30,  1981 ,  and  call  to  testify 
Dr.  David  Rosenbloom,  City  Treasurer  Lowell  Richards, 
and  Corporation  Counsel  Harold  Carroll  with  the  request 
each  bring  appropriate  materials  and  informational  data 
to  enlighten  the  Council  fully  as  to  ongoing  negotiations 
and  specific  proposals  of  the  Governor  regarding  the 
Boston  Funding  Loan  Act  of  1981.

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
AMENDING  FUNDING  LOAN  ACT  OF  1981 
Coun.  TIERNEY  offered  the  following: 
Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  substantially  as 
follows: 

New  Section  27.  The  City  Council  by  ordinance  shall 
established  minimum  levels  forsworn,  uniformed,  per- 
sonnel for  its  Police  and  Fire  Departments.  The  city  shall 
appropriate  necessary  funds  to  insure  same. 

New  Section  22(A).  (a)  Chapter  231  of  the  Acts  of 
1906  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first 
paragraph  of  section  1 ,  as  most  recently  amended  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  333  of  the  Acts  of  1978,  everything  after 
the  first  two  sentences  and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  new  paragraph: 

The  Superintendent  shall  receive  as  compensation  in 
full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city  the  sum  of  $50,000 
or  such  greater  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  School 
Committee.  The  School  Committee  may  remove  the 
superintendent  for  just  cause  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of 
the  members  after  proper  notice  and  public  hearing.  The 
superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be,  and  dur- 
ing such  employment  remain,  a  resident  of  the  City  of 
Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  defined  by  ordinance. 
Failure  to  maintain  such  residence  shall  be  deemed  a 
voluntary  termination  of  employment.  Any  vacancy  in 
the  office  of  the  superintendent  shall  be  filled  by  the 
School  Committee  for  the  unexpired  term  with  a  person 
qualified  in  all  respects  for  the  office. 

(b)  Said  chapter  23 1  is  hereby  further  amended  by  in- 
serting after  the  first  paragraph  of  section  1  thereof  the 
following  paragraphs: 

The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  the  executive 
officer  of  the  School  Committee  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  School  Committee.  The 
superintendent  shall  have  at  least  a  master's  degree  in 
education,  and  shall  have  at  least  five  years'  finance  and 
administrative  experience.  The  superintendent  shall  have 
the  exclusive  authority  to  appoint,  remove,  and  demote 
all  persons  employed  by  the  School  Department,  provided 
that  the  superintendent  shall  designate  an  impartial  hear- 
ing officer  to  conduct  a  hearing  if  required  by  General 
Laws  chapter  7 1 ,  section  42  or  42A  and  provided  further 
that  any  person  so  removed  or  demoted  after  a  hearing 
may  be  reinstated  upon  four-fifths  vote  of  the  School  Com- 
mittee. Provided  also,  however,  that  the  superintendent 
of  schools  shall  have  no  power  of  appointment  of  a  presi- 
dent, vice-president,  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the  School 
Committee  or  of  a  person  to  serve  on  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  the  Permanent  School  Pension  Fund,  or  one  adminis- 
trative assistant  and  one  secretary  for  each  committee 
member. 

The  superintendent  shall  recommend  and  execute  all 
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contracts  and  agreements  made  by  the  School  Commit- 
tee. Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  no  contract  made  by  the  School  Committee  shall 
be  binding  on  the  city  without  having  been  approved  in 
writing  by  the  superintendent.  The  superintendent  shall 
be  authorized  to  make  on  behalf  of  the  committee  and 
without  the  approval  of  the  committee,  contracts,  or 
amendments  to  contracts,  subjct  to  requirements  of  special 
and  general  contract  law  for  the  purchase  of  goods  or  sup- 
plies, leases  of  property  and  for  professional  or  other  ser- 
vices, each  contract  not  exceeding  $25,000  per  year  in 
value. 

The  superintendent  may  approve  for  the  School  Depart- 
ment without  further  authority  proposals  for  state  and 
federal  funding  provided  that  the  proposed  project  budget 
is  less  than  $50,000. 

The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the  committee  for 
appropriation  the  annual  budget  of  the  School  Commit- 
tee for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no  later  than  the  second 
Monday  in  January  prior  to  the  begining  of  each  fiscal 
year.  The  School  Committee  may  adopt,  reject  or  reduce 
any  item,  but  no  item  shall  be  increased  without  approval 
of  the  superintendent.  This  section  shall  be  deemed  a 
limitation  on  the  powers  of  the  School  Committee  under 
chapter  224  of  the  Acts  of  1936,  as  amended.  After  adop- 
tion of  the  annual  budget  by  the  School  Committee,  the 
superintendent  shall  appoint  no  person  execpt  to  a 
budgeted  position. 

Section  1 A  of  chapter  23 1  of  the  Acts  of  1906,  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  333  of  the  Acts 
of  1978,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
first  three  paragraphs  thereof.

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CITY  BORROWS  S65M  AT  LOWEST  INTEREST  RATE 


Mayor  notes  sale  as  proof  of  Boston 's  hard-won  fiscal  stability 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  October  20,  formally  announced  the  city's  successful 
borrowing  of  $65  million  to  meet  short-term  obligations  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Hailing  the  transaction  as  "another  significant  fiscal  step  forward"  for  Boston, 
the  Mayor  pointed  out  that  the  city  will  pay  6-1/4  percent  interest,  the  lowest  rate 
in  three  years.  He  also  observed  that  the  notes  have  received  a  MIG-2  rating,  the 
second  highest  that  Moody's  gives  notes. 

"This  successful  sale  is  a  positive  The  resumptions,  though  they  do  not 
sign  that  clearly  shows  the  city  has  not    indicate  the  city  will  be  developing  new 


only  survived  the  strains  of  Proposition

Mayor  White  said.  "This  is  another 
significant  fiscal  step  forward  for  our  city

He  added,  "Today's  borrowing  shows 
that  these  major  financial  markets  view 
Boston  as  a  well-managed  city." 

Because  of  the  confidence  now  being 
displayed  by  the  financial  institutions, 
the  city's  capital  construction  bonds 
should  be  able  to  be  sold  at  acceptable 
interests  rates,  the  Mayor  said.  He  an- 
nounced that  Boston  would  take  advan- 
tage of  this  favorable  situation  by  ac- 
tivating capital  projects  that  were 
suspended  two  years  ago  when  Pro- 
position 2-1/2  became  law. 

The  Mayor  said  that  the  suspended 
projects  include  a  total  of  some  thirty- 
five  streets  in  Charlestown,  Roxbury, 
South  Boston,  Dorchester,  West  Rox- 
bury, and  Back  Bay/Beacon  Hill.  Other 
suspended  projects  that  will  be  resumed 
are  at  a  total  of  eight  parks  and 
playgrounds  in  Allston-Brighton,  Rox- 
bury, Dorchester,  and  the  South  End. 

Activity  will  commence  on  these  proj- 
ects either  this  fall  or  next  spring, 
depending  on  the  weather  and  con- 
struction schedules.  Total  cost  of  com- 
pleting the  suspended  projects  is  an 
estimated  $4  million.

The  $65  million  being  borrowed  by 
the  city  will  be  used  to  meet  payroll  and 
contract  costs  between  now  and  the 
time  that  taxes  are  paid.  The  notes  will 
be  repaid  in  June  of  1983.  The  borrow- 
ing is  consistent  with  normal  methods 
of  municipal  financing,  but,  because  of 
the  unusual  fiscal  challenges  since 
1980,  this  is  the  first  time  in  more  than 
two  years  that  Boston  has  gone  into  the 
public  credit  market. 

In  announcing  the  borrowing,  Mayor 
White  commended  the  Boston  City 
Council  for  its  timely  authorization  that 
allowed  the  city  to  take  advantage  for 
the  favorable  market. 

Among  those  with  the  Mayor  at  the 
formal  announcement  ceremony  was  J. 
Chester  Johnson,  president  of  Govern- 
ment Finance  Associates,  Inc.,  financial 
adviser  to  the  city  on  debt  matters. 

"There  was  a  broad  base  of  national 
support  for  this  issue,"  Johnson  said. 
"What  this  means  is  that  nationally  the 
perception  of  the  city's  credit  has 
substantially  improved  since  the  time 
that  2-  1/2  was  passed.  It  indicates  the 
city  can  respond  to  major  financial 
challenges  and  preserve  its  financial 
integrity." 

The  borrowing  was  made  from  a 
group  of  underwriters  headed  by  Mer- 
rill Lynch.  Purchasers  were  made  in  a 
nationwide  basis,  with  major  financial  in- 


stitutions participating  —  not  only  from 
Boston,  but  also  from  New  York, 
Chicago,  Dallas,  and  California.

1982  FUEL  ASSISTANCE 
PROGRAM  BEGINS 

Action  for  Boston  Community  Devel- 
opment (ABCD)  has  begun  to  accept 
applications  for  the  1982-83  Fuel  Assis- 
tance Program  to  assist  low-income 
households  with  heating  bills.  In  some 
cases,  renters  can  receive  assistance  if 
heat  is  included  in  the  rent. 

The  amount  of  fuel  assistance  a 
household  can  qualify  for  depends  on 
income  and  size  of  household.  All  eli- 
gible households  may  receive  some 
level  of  assistance,  with  the  neediest 
clients  receiving  the  largest  payments. 

Income  from  all  members  of  the 
household,  18  years  of  age  and  older, 
must  be  reported  when  calculating  total 
household  income.  A  household's  total 
gross  annual  income  cannot  exceed  the 
guidelines  in  order  to  receive  assistance 
under  the  Low  Income  Home  Energy 
Assistance  Program. 

When  visiting  an  intake  office,  appli- 
cants must  bring  proof  of  income  for 
their  households  and  a  copy  of  a  heat- 
ing bill.  Heating  bills  that  are  dated  after 
October  1,  1982,  and  unpaid  can  be 
considered  for  payment.  Without  both 
documents,  an  application  cannot  be 
processed.

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This  year's  program  again  includes  a 
provision  for  rent  assistance.  Applicants 
for  rent  assistance  must  meet  the  same 
income-eligibility  guidelines  as  for  fuel 
assistance.  Their  rents  must  include  the 
cost  of  heating  the  homes. 

In  addition  to  heating  and  rent  assis- 
tance, eligible  households  may  receive 
a  free  kit  of  weatherization  materials  that 
can  save  money  on  future  heating  costs.

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CRIME  RATE  DROPS 

The  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 
reported  today  the  volume  of  reported 
crime  measured  by  the  FBI's  Crime 
Index  during  the  first  six  months  of  1 982 
was  5  percent  lower  than  in  the  first  half 
of  1981. 

The  total  of  reported  crimes,  after 
reaching  an  all-time  high  in  1980,  had 
held  at  that  level  during  1981. 

"While  this  apparent  reversal  is  en- 
couraging," Attorney  General  William 
French  Smith  said,  "the  fact  that  the  all- 
time  high  was  reached  and  maintained 
for  a  two-year  period  should  be  of  minor 
concern  to  the  nation." 

Director  of  the  FBI,  William  H. 
Webster,  remarked,  "This  drop  in 
reported  crime  is  the  first  six-month 
decrease  the  nation  has  experienced 
since  1978.  In  that  year,  we  had  a  2  per- 
cent decrease  when  the  first  six  months 
were  compared  to  the  same  period  in 
1977." 

The  FBI's  Uniform  Crime  Reporting 
statistics,  released  today,  indicated  the 
number  of  crimes  of  violence  counted 
by  the  Crime  Index  —  murder,  forcible 
rape,  robbery,  and  aggravated  assault 
—  was  3  percent  lower  in  the  first  half 
of  1 982  than  in  the  first  half  of  1 981 .  The 
more  numerous  property  crimes  — 
burglary,  larceny-theft,  and  motor 
vehicle  theft  —  fell  by  6  percent  from  the 
level  of  a  year  earlier. 

The  1982  semiannual  figures  for  the 
individual  violent  crimes  showed  murder 
was  down  8  percent  in  volume,  robbery 
decreased  7  percent,  and  forcible  rape 
was  down  6  percent.  Aggravated 
assault  was  the  only  Crime  Index  of- 
fense to  experience  an  increase  in 
volume  and  that  was  1  percent.  Aggra- 
vated assault  is  a  crime  that  occurs  with 
great  frequency;  consequently,  the  up- 
turn in  this  offense  tended  to  influence 
the  overall  violent  crime  picture. 

Each  of  the  property  crimes  regis- 
tered declines.  The  number  of  burg- 
laries was  down  11  percent,  while 
larceny-theft  and  motor  vehicle  theft 
each  decreased  by  3  percent. 

Geographically,  the  decreases  in 
reported  Crime  Index  offenses  ranged 
from  a  9  percent  drop  in  the  Northeast- 
ern and  North  Central  regions  of  the 
country  to  2  percent  in  the  South.  The 
Western  States  experienced  a  3  percent 
decrease.  The  nation's  rural  areas 
recorded  an  11  percent  decline  in  the 
number  of  Index  crimes;  the  suburban 
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areas,  an  8  percent  decrease;  cities  with 
populations  over  50,000,  a  3  percent 
drop;  and  cities  outside  metropolitan 
areas,  a  6  percent  decline. 

The  crime  of  arson,  which  in  recent 
years  has  been  designated  a  Crime  In- 
dex offense,  continues  to  be  a  concern 
of  the  law  enforcement  community.  In 
the  first  six  months  of  1982,  there  was 
a  decrease  of  1 7  percent  when  that  year 
was  compared  to  the  same  period  of  last 
year. 


"IRON  HORSE"  BLUE  LINE  TRAIN 
RUNS  AGAIN 

To  commemorate  the  100th  anniver- 
sary of  the  American  Public  Transit 
Association  which  had  its  national  con- 
vention in  Boston  from  October  17  to  20, 
the  MBTA  reintroduced  into  service  on 
the  Blue  Line  a  classic  set  of  Pullman- 
built  coaches  which  first  ran  on  the  Blue 
Line  in  1924. 

"The  craftmanship  and  durability 
found  in  this  train  are  a  tribute  to  the 
American  technology  of  a  past  era," 
said  O'Leary  at  ceremonies  at  Bowdoin 
Station.  "It  also  symbolizes  the  lasting 
and  durable  quality  of  public  transpor- 
tation as  a  method  of  mobility  for 
millions  of  Americans." 

The  train  and  its  counterparts  were 
operated  on  the  Blue  Line  for  fifty-five 
years  prior  to  being  replaced  with  new 
equipment  in  1979.  Known  for  its  "iron 
horse"  qualities,  the  train  reintroduced 
into  operation  today  logged  a  total  of 
850,000  miles  prior  to  its  retirement  at 
the  Orient  Heights  maintenance  facility 
in  East  Boston. 

O'Leary  noted  that  breakdowns  and 
delays  because  of  malfunctions  on  the 
old  Blue  Line  trains  were  rare  and  that 
the  trains  were  easily  maintainable. 

The  MBTA's  rapid  transit  Blue  Line 
which  runs  under  Boston  Harbor  be- 
tween Bowdoin  Station  and 
Wonderland,  was  originally  a  trolley  line 
opened  in  1903  to  provide  quick  service 
between  East  Boston  and  downtown. 
The  line  was  converted  from  trolleys  to 
trains  in  1924.  The  original  underwater 
tunnel,  which  long  predates  Boston's 
Sumner  and  Callahan  tunnels,  is  still  in 
use  today  as  travel  between  Logan  Air- 
port and  Downtown  Boston  during  rush 
hours  remains  quickest  on  the  MBTA's 
Blue  Line. 

Blue  Line  trains,  old  and  new,  are 
some  of  the  smallest  trains  ever 


manufactured  because  of  the  limited 
depth  of  the  tunnel. 

The  "iron  horse"  Blue  Line  train  was 
put  back  into  service  and  remained  in 
operation  for  a  week.  It  is  the  oldest  train 
in  regular  passenger  service  anywhere 
in  the  United  States  and  it  was  im- 
miedately  recognizable  to  thousans  of 
Blue  Line  riders  which  it  served  so  well 
for  more  than  a  half  century. 


MBTA  OFFICIAL  ELECTED  TO 
NATIONAL  TRANSIT  POST 

Paul  E.  Means  of  Stoneham,  a 
member  of  the  MBTA  Board  of  Direc- 
tors, was  elected  vice-president  for 
government  affairs  of  the  American 
Public  Transit  Association  (APTA). 

APTA,  which  held  its  100th  annual 
convention  in  Boston  October  1 7  to  20, 
is  an  international  organization  whose 
membership  consists  of  thousands  of 
transit  officials  and  advocates  through- 
out the  United  States  and  Canada. 

In  his  role  with  APTA,  Means  will 
become  a  leading  spokesman  for  mass 
transportation  at  the  federal  and  state 
levels.  He  will  coordinate  APTA's  legis- 
lative and  government  affairs  commit- 
tees and  serve  as  a  liaison  between 
APTA  and  the  U.S.  Congress. 

"The  President  and  Congress  have 
some  most  important  decisions  to  make 
regarding  mass  transportation  in  1983 
when  a  new  comprehensive  transit  bill 
will  be  enacted,"  said  Means.  "They 
can  choose  to  build  the  best  transit 
systems  possible,  and  continue  to  re- 
juvenate and  expand  the  older  systems 
like  the  MBTA  or  they  can  continue  to 
neglect  transit,  letting  present  systems 
fall  into  a  continuing  spiral  of  disrepair. 
I  stand  ready  to  go  to  any  length  to  make 
sure  the  former  course  of  action 
results." 

A  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  Col- 
lege and  Northeastern  University  where 
he  received  his  master's  degree  in  edu- 
cational administration,  Means  served 
as  a  Selectman  in  the  Town  of  Stone- 
ham  from  1973  to  1975,  when  he  was 
elected  to  the  Legislature  as  State 
Representative,  a  position  he  held  for 
four  years.  A  former  member  of  the 
MBTA  Advisory  Board,  Means  became 
the  first  member  of  the  MBTA  Board  of 
Directors  appointed  by  Governor  King 
in  1979, 

At  the  MBTA,  Means  organized  the 
first  Consumer  Advisory  Panel  in  MBTA 


history  to  advise  the  Board  of  Directors 
on  consumer  transit  issues. 

Means  is  associated  with  the  insur- 
ance firm  of  Desautels  &  Wilson  in 
Boston.

What  do  the  devil,  a  cat  in  "Room  8" 
and  the  "10  Most-Wanted"  individuals 
in  the  U.S.A.  have  in  common?  They  all 
have  been  considered,  but  not  recom- 
mended, as  subjects  for  U.S.  com- 
memorative stamps. 

Proponents  for  the  stamp  honoring 
the  devil  even  suggested  Hell, 
Michigan,  as  the  ideal  place  of  is- 
suance. Students  in  Room  8  wanted 
some  way  to  pay  tribute  to  the  cat  that 
came  to  study  with  them  each  day. 
What  better  way  to  get  the  word  —  or 
picture  —  around  about  the  ten  most- 
wanted  persons  in  the  country  than  on 
postage  stamps? 

Although  the  Postmaster  General  has 
the  last  word  in  the  selection  process, 
a  Citizens'  Stamp  Advisory  Committee 
screens  thousands  of  stamp  proposals 
submitted  each  year.  Their  job  isn't 
easy.  Each  suggestion,  no  matter  how 
unusual,  must  be  considered. 

Some  of  the  more  imaginative  ideas 
include  the  one  to  issue  a  stamp  honor- 
ing "Whooda  Tom,"  described  as  the 
world's  champion  hog  caller.  The  first 
daylight  bank  robbery  also  has  been 


suggested.  Another  person  came  up 
with  a  creative  twist  —  an  issue  honor- 
ing the  pretzel  industry.  To  add  a  dif- 
ferent taste,  it  was  suggested  that  beer- 
flavored  glue  be  used  on  the  reverse 
side  of  the  stamp. 

The  Citizen's  Stamp  Advisory  Com- 
mittee, comprised  of  artists,  historians, 
graphic  design  specialists,  and  stamp 
collectors,  meets  six  times  a  year  to 
review  and  narrow  down  the  many 
proposals. 

The  fifteen  to  twenty  subjects  that 
make  the  grade  each  year  usually  are 
based  on  national  importance,  social  im- 
pact, or  historic  signifigance. 


MAYOR  DEDICATES  STATUE 
OF  SAMUEL  ELIOT  MORISON 

Praises  the  renowned  historian 
as  an  inspiration  to  Bostonians 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  today  hailed 
the  late  Admiral  Samuel  Eliot  Morison 
as  an  inspiration  to  all  Bostonians.  The 
Mayor  spoke  at  the  dedication  of  a 
statue  to  the  renowned  historian  at  the 
Exeter  Street  entrance  to  the  Com- 
monwealth Avenue  Mall. 

Morison,  who  died  in  1976,  was  a 
lifelong  resident  of  his  native  Boston 
and  was  known  throughout  the  world  for 
his  prolific  output  of  work  and  highly 
readable  style.  During  his  fity-year 
writing  career,  Morison  covered  all 
phases  of  American  history  and  won 
many  of  the  country's  top  academic 
praises. 

His  statue,  a  larger-than-life  bronze 
figure  seated  on  a  20-ton  granite  rock, 
was  made  possible  by  a  grant  from  the 
George  B.  Henerson  Foundation. 
Morison  is  the  first  historian  to  be  com- 
memorated on  the  Mall. 

"Admiral  Morison  brought  the  hero 
back  into  fashion,"  Mayor  White  said. 
"At  a  time  when  the  conventional 
wisdom  is  conventional  indeed,  and 
many  of  us  tolerate  the  second-rate  as 
the  price  for  convenience,  Morison  set 
standards,  and  at  the  same  time  set 
readers'  pulses  running  a  little  faster. 

"The  real  memorial  to  Morison  will  not 
come  in  stone  and  bronze,"  the  Mayor 
continued,  "but  in  the  minds  and  ac- 
tions of  ourselves  and  our  children,  in- 
spired by  his  words  and  moved  by  his 
example." 

Born  in  Boston  in  1887,  Morison,  a 
longtime  professor  at  Harvard,  twice 
won  the  Pulitzer  Prize  for  his  works.

Sec- 
ond, the  expiration  of  a  contract,  with  subsequent 
renwal,  revision,  or  non-resumption  of  the  terms  of 
agreement,  is  superior  to  a  longer  term  employment 
relationship,  in  that  we  have  more  flexibility  to  cor- 
rect deficiencies  of  the  system.  Third,  the  contract 
provides  sufficient  time  to  schedule  all  the  appoint- 
ments we  require. 

Adequate  evaluation  of  the  health  states  of  of- 
ficers is  of  course,  vital  to  efficient  functioning  of 
the  department  With  respect  to  sick  and  injured 
leave,  it  has  become  even  more  important  because 
of  three  troublesome  areas.  One  is  the  recent  ex- 
pansiveness  of  conditions  for  which  arbitrators  are 
granting  benefits  to  injured  and  ill  officers  through 
the  grievance  process.  The  second  area  is  in  the 
direct  relationship  between  low  morale  and  im- 
proper use  of  sick  leave,  as  exemplified  by  an  of- 
ficer who,  dissatisfied  with  his  transfer  from  an  in- 
door to  an  outdoor  function,  calls  in  sick  for  a  few 
days  or  longer,  the  third  area  is  the  continuing  need 
to  evaluate  injured  officers  to  return  them  to  work 
as  soon  as  they  are  fit.  During  calendar  1981, 
department  physicians  will  have  kept  approximately 
3.000  separate  appointments  with  department 
employees. 

We  have  recruited  applicants  for  the  position 
through  the  New  England  Journal  of  Medicine  and 
the  Journal  of  Occupational  Health.  Dr.  Lorenzano, 
though  newly  graduated,  has  significant  experience 
in  high  volume  clinical  sitings  similar  to  our  own. 
She  has  worked  on  a  trial  basis  in  November  and 
December,  1981  in  the  department  performing  this 
function.  She  has  proved  herself  to  be  an  en- 
thusiastic, willing  worker,  with  good  medical  skill 
and  judgment.  She  has  shown  herself  to  be  sen- 
sitive to  the  often  conflicting  needs  of  management 
and  disabled  employees.

ANNUAL  ADDRESS 
OF 

HONORABLE  KEVIN  H.  WHITE 

Members  of  the  City  Council  and  the  School 
Committee,  Friends  and  fellow  Bostonians: 

Each  January  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to 
come  before  this  assembly  and  give  a  speech,  to 
reflect  on  the  year  just  past  and  define  the  goals 
for  the  year  just  begun.  For  fifteen  years  the  task 
has  fallen  to  me,  and  I  have  struggled  to  make 
each  occasion  momentous.  More  often  than  not,  I 
fell  short  of  my  goal. 

But  today's  event  is  occasioned  by  something 
special.  The  presence  of  six  new  faces  in  this  cham- 
ber lends  significance  in  its  own  right.  I  promise 
to  be  brief,  not  to  detract  from  the  seriousness  of 
the  occasion,  but  rather  in  recognition  of  the  fact 
that  this  day  belongs  in  a  very  special  way  to 
those  elected  officials  who  begin  their  public 
careers  this  morning. 

To  Bruce  Boiling,  Maura  Hennigan,  Michael 
McCormack,,  and  Terry  McDermott,  and  to  Jean 
McGuire  and  Rita  Walsh-Tomasini  —  this  morn- 
ing all  of  us  extend  our  congratulations. 

You  bring  to  city  government  hope,  new  ideas, 
and  unmistakable  enthusiasm,  and  you  will  join 
men  and  women  of  experience,  wisdom,  and  some 
caution.  In  the  give  and  take  that  follow,  there 
are  bound  to  be  disagreements  and,  sometimes, 
disappointments. 

But  two  things  bind  us  all  inseparably  together. 
The  first  is  our  love  of  public  service  —  to  which 
many  of  us  come  by  inheritance  —  our  willingness 
to  take  the  risks  and  reap  the  satisfactions  that 
come  from  contesting  for  public  office.  The  second 
is  our  mutual  love  of  Boston. 

So  let  us  get  on  with  our  work.  There  is  much 
to  be  done,  and  all  of  us  hope  that  much  of  what 
we  attempt  will  succeed.  But  whatever  we  do, 
and  whatever  else  may  unite  or  divide  us,  on  one 
thing  we  all  can  agree:  This  city  cannot  afford  a 
repeat  of  the  year  just  past. 

Having  lived  through  the  riots  of  the  spring  of 
1968  and  of  busing  in  the  autumn  of  1974,  I  know 
something  about  historic  times,  and  1981,  for  Bos- 
ton, was  the  most  historically  significant  year  in 
my  memory.  It  embraced  a  whole  series  of  mo- 
mentous changes,  changes  which  will  affect  our 
lives  more  than  we  realize,  and  longer  than  we 
realize. 

In  the  midst  of  the  noise  and  confusion  of 
change,  Boston  achieved  much  in  1981,  which  was 
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no  mean  feat  when  you  stop  to  think  of  the  dis- 
advantages with  which  we  began  the  year.  Last 
January  we  were  the  only  city  in  the  Common- 
wealth without  the  right  to  curb  its  own  school 
spending.  We  were  the  only  city  facing  a  $30- 
million  school  deficit.  We  were  the  only  city  sad- 
dled with  the  $75-million  liability  of  the  Tregor 
Decision. 

And  despite  these  staggering  burdens  which  came 
upon  us  all  at  once,  to  our  credit,  we  faced  up  to 
them,  and  during  the  year  the  Mayor  and  the  City 
Council  hammered  out  a  compromise  to  comply 
with  the  Tregor  Decision  without  jeopardizing 
basic  services.  It  was  a  good  bill,  one  that  de- 
served a  fairer  hearing  on  Beacon  Hill  than  it 
received. 

Six  months  ago  the  integrity  of  the  entire  school 
system  was  under  assault.  Today  we  have  a  new 
superintendent  and  a  new  School  Committee  with 
unquestioned  commitment  to  quality  education. 

Last  May  this  city  stood  on  the  brink  of  bank- 
ruptcy that  was  real,  not  rhetorical.  We  success- 
fully fought  our  way  back  at  the  expense  of  3,000 
city  employees  —  and  we'll  never  approach  that 
brink  again. 

And  at  a  time  when  political  hoplessness  seemed 
the  order  of  the  day,  the  people  of  Boston  chose 
four  new  City  Councillors  and  two  new  members 
of  the  School  Committee  to  signal  that  hope  still 
thrives  in  our  neighborhoods  and  our  civic  associ- 
ations. You  come  here  committed  to  fairer  treat- 
ment for  the  tenants  of  Boston,  for  Blacks  and 
Hispanics,  for  all  those  whose  needs  you  have 
articulated  so  well. 

But  in  my  opinion,  when  we  look  back  we  have 
reason  to  be  proud  that  1981  was  a  year  of  prog- 
ress in  the  face  of  adversity. 

It  was  also  a  year  in  which  all  of  us  learned  a 
lot  about  our  limitations. 

It  was  the  year  in  which  I  learned  that  no 
mayor  can  solve  the  city's  problems  alone. 

It  was  a  year  in  which  I  think  we  saw  that  the 
way  some  members  of  the  City  Council  indulge 
in  the  politics  of  distraction  —  settling  old  scores, 
avenging  old  vendettas  —  is  costly. 

It  was  a  year  in  which  the  unions  confronted 
the  fact  that  there  is  no  such  thing  in  municipal 
scarcity  as  security  for  them  and  only  sacrifice  for 
others. 

It  was  a  year  in  which  we  saw  all  the  editorial 
support  that  the  local  media  could  muster  fail 
to  sway  recalcitrant  Boston  legislators. 

And  it  was  the  year  in  which  the  public  began 
to  realize  —  painfully  —  that  a  limit  on  city  reve- 
nues means  a  limit  on  city  services. 

Many  of  these  effects  are  only  dimly  recognized 
by  us  and  virtually  invisible  to  most  Bostonians. 
But  there  are  other  changes  as  well,  changes 
which,  though  highly  visible  to  everyone,  are 
hardly  understood  by  anyone. 

The  most  important  change  is  the  reform  in  the 
way  we  elect  our  City  Council  and  School  Com- 
mittee. It  will  fundamentally  transform  the  politics 
of  Boston  —  we  hope  for  the  best.  To  the  City 
Council  will  fall  the  job  of  drawing  rational  and 
equitable  district  lines.  I  assure  you  here  this 
morning,  as  a  demonstration  of  good  faith,  that 
I  will  not  interfere  with  what  is  properly  your 
responsibility.  I  will  accept  your  decision  as  long 
as  the  lines  respect  neighborhood  integrity  and  en- 
sure minority  representation. 


The  other  highly  visible  change  yet  not  fully 
understood  will  be  the  full  force  of  Reagan's  bud- 
get cuts.  The  implications  cannot  be  measured  in 
dollars  alone.  Washington's  retreat  from  urban  res- 
ponsibility signals,  it  seems  to  me,  a  deadening  of 
the  federal  conscience  to  the  poor  and  the  elderly 
who  will  pay  an  awful  price.  It  is  a  change  of  pro- 
found and  dangerous  implications. 

Our  job  —  starting  today  —  is  to  adapt  to 
these  and  other  changes,  to  adapt  or  suffer,  and 
Boston  has  suffered  enough.  But  before  we  can 
begin,  the  fundamental  truth  must  be  acknowl- 
edged, and  it's  one  simple  fact: 

Today  this  city  is  in  trouble.  It  is  short  of 
money,  dangerously  short  of  services,  and  desper- 
ately short  of  options. 

There  are  still  those  among  us  who  insist  that 
nothing  has  changed.  But  they  are  wrong.  Let 
them  walk  the  neighborhoods  as  you  and  I  have 
done.  From  Maverick  Square  to  Codman  Square, 
there  are  fewer  men  and  women  patrolling  our 
streets,  protecting  our  homes  and  businesses,  teach- 
ing our  children,  grooming  our  parks,  tending  our 
libraries,  and  plowing  our  roads,  and  all  of  this 
within  a  city  that  is  economically  booming  — 
booming  as  never  before  in  the  past  century. 

This  starvation  in  the  midst  of  plenty  is  more 
than  fiscal  lunacy.  It  is  a  diagnosis  of  political 
paralysis.  We  must  find  the  power  to  reverse  the 
paralysis.  It  is  our  prerogative  as  well  as  our  ob- 
ligation. That  profound  principle  —  our  right  to 
find  our  own  solutions  to  our  own  problems  — 
has  been  callously  violated  by  those  forces  in 
state  government  who  have  chosen  not  to  accept 
or  reject  our  efforts  but  to  attempt  to  impose  so- 
lutions of  their  own  design. 

That  threat  to  this  city's  basic  prerogative,  to 
the  principle  of  self-government,  we,  in  the  name 
of  the  people  of  Boston,  must  reject  outright,  in 
principle  as  well  as  practice.  If  we  do  not,  the 
oath  of  office  just  administered,  particularly  to  the 
new  members,  will  be  nothing  more  than  empty 
words. 

In  that  context,  I  will  be  submitting  to  the 
City  Council  for  consideration  as  the  first  order 
of  business  in  its  opening  session  this  week  a  new 
home  rule  petition.  I  am  proposing  that  we  attempt 
through  the  home  rule  process  once  again  to  ad- 
dress what  I  conceive  to  be  the  faintest  of  legiti- 
mate criticism  and  opposition  from  members  of 
the  Boston  delegation. 

Our  purpose  in  this  renewed  effort  will  be  two- 
fold 

First,  I  believe  that  the  City  Council,  particu- 
larly the  new  members,  should  be  given  a  chance 
to  express  their  views  and  provide  new  insights 
and  avenues  of  meaningful  compromise,  particu- 
larly in  such  critical  areas  as  the  powers  of  the 
School  Committee  and  the  limits  on  public  safety. 

Second,  to  call  once  again  upon  our  represen- 
tatives on  Beacon  Hill  to  stand  up  and  fight  for  — 
rather  than  interfere  with  —  a  fiscally  sound  and 
legally  correct  plan  to  give  their  constituents  — 
and  ours  —  the  services  they  so  desperately  need 
and  rightly  demand.  What  they  gave  the  city  was 
a  plan  that  was  so  patently  unconstitutional  that 
even  the  Governor  wouldn't  sign  it.  What  we  ask 
of  them  for  this  city  and  its  people  is  no  more 
than  to  honor  the  tradition  of  all  legislators  of

fighting  alongside  of,  not  against,  their  own  city 
in  a  time  of  local  crisis.  As  someone  recently  said, 
some  Boston  legislators  acted  little  better  than 
street  corner  Quislings.  Harsh  —  maybe,  but  so 
is  what's  happening  to  Boston. 

I  call  upon  each  member  of  the  City  Council 
to  join  in  my  determination  to  spend  every  ounce 
of  energy  and  take  on  every  battle  until  the  right 
of  the  people  of  Boston  to  home  rule  is  vindicated 
and  locally  drawn  solutions  are  enacted. 

It  will  breed  frustration,  aggravation,  and  ten- 
sion. But  we  must  remember  that  last  year  the 
national  Congress  surrendered  to  Reaganomics  to 
avoid  a  fight,  to  their  present  and,  we  hope,  not 
lasting  regret.  The  people  of  this  city  will  not  sur- 
render just  to  avoid  a  fight.  We  must  find  means 
of  funding  Boston  through  her  current  crisis. 

In  that  context,  I  will  ask  the  new  Council 
President  to  appoint  two  members  of  this  body 
to  work  with  members  of  my  cabinet  and  outside 
municipal  experts  from  the  business,  labor,  and 
academic  communities.  Their  common  task  will 
be  to  identify  innovative  mechanisms  so  we  can 
be  more  self-sustaining  and  less  dependent  upon 
the  state  and  the  federal  government,  which  has 
turned  its  back  on  people  who  live  in  cities.  I 
don't  have  the  answers  myself  nor  the  gift  of 
prophecy,  but  I  think  we  can  call  upon  these  re- 
sources from  the  Council,  possibly  from  the  School 
Committee,  and  certainly  from  the  community. 

I  will  ask  them  to  explore  a  wide  range  of 
possibilities,  from  user  fees  to  sale  and  lease-back 
of  city-owned  property.  They  will  ask  a  number  of 
important  questions  that  should  not  be  dismissed 
quickly,  until  we  have  had  a  chance  to  hear  the 
answers.  Should  Boston  own  a  hospital  or  a  munic- 
ipal auditorium?  Can  we  save  money  by  contract- 
ing out  such  services  as  street-light  repair  and 
maintenance?  Should  we  charge  for  services  like 
garbage  collection?  Is  it  financially  prudent  for 
this  city  to  be  in  the  parking  garage  business? 
What  should  be  changed  in  municipal  workrules 
in  terms  of  the  workweek  or  more  productive  pro- 
cedures? These  and  other  options  require  a  thor- 
ough review  and  a  prompt  reckoning.  And  I  ask 
that  this  report  be  ready  for  the  City  Council  and 
me  within  forty-five  days. 

Amidst  all  of  the  uncertainty,  some  things  are 
certain.  Boston  will  not  go  bankrupt.  She  will  con- 
tinue to  provide  an  adequate  level  of  public  safety 
for  her  citizens. 

These  things  are  not  in  danger,  but  a  great  deal 
else  is,  like  basic  services.  But  the  past  progress  of 
this  city  will  lose  its  momentum,  and  it  will  affect 
everyone. 

I  will  close  with  a  quote  from  Charles  Lamb 
which  I  have  used  often  in  the  past  but  which  was 
never  more  appropriate  than  now: 

"The  city  is  the  flower  of  civilization.  It  gives 
to  men  the  means  to  make  their  lives  expressive. 
It  offers  a  field  of  battle,  and  it  could  be  made  a 
livable  place  if  its  sons  would  stand  and  fight  for 
it  instead  of  running  away." 

This  morning  you  have  stood  to  take  your  oath 
of  office.  It  is  now  time  to  join  the  ranks  of 
battle.

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  City  of 
Boston  Code  Ordinance  14,  section  354  currently 
establishes  noise  regulations  only  in  areas  where 
there  is  "the  absence  of  any  applicable  noise  level 
standard  or  regulation  of  the  Air  Pollution  Control 
Commission  .  .  .".  The  Air  Pollution  Control  Com- 
mission has  adopted  regulations,  which  includes 
Regulation  1  —  General  Prohibition  of  Noise 
Emissions.  Consequently  there  is  no  "absence  of 
any  applicable  noise  level  standard  .  .  ."  and  the 
proposed  ordinance  is  unnecessary. 

I  additionally  disapprove  the  proposed  ordinance 
because  of  the  difficulty  of  enforcement  and  be- 
cause of  the  existing  responsibility  of  the  Air  Pol- 
lution Control  Commission  to  enforce  its  own 
regulations.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and 
disapproved,  a  proposed  ordinance  purporting  to 
relate  to  the  use  of  182  Tremont  Street. 

My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  power 
that  your  Honorable  Body  proposes  to  exercise  are 
vested  exclusively  in  the  Mayor. 


Historically,  it  is  clear  that  St.  1821,  c.  110,  s. 
16,  and  St.  1854,  c.  448,  s.  39,  place  the  care  and 
superintendence  of  public  buildings  within  the 
purview  of  the  City  Council.  Equally  clear,  how- 
ever, is  that  in  1885  (St.  1885,  c.  266,  s.  6)  the 
General  Court  relieved  your  Honorable  Body  of 
that  responsibility  by  placing  the  entire  care, 
custody  and  management  of  public  buildings  in 
department  heads.  Further,  section  12  of  chapter 
266  of  the  Acts  of  1885  explicitly  states  "Neither 
the  City  Council  nor  either  branch  thereof,  nor 
any  member  or  committee  thereof  or  of  either 
branch  thereof,  .  .  .  shall  directly  or  indirectly 
take  part  in  the  .  .  .  alteration  or  repair  of  .  .  . 
buildings  or  other  property,  or  the  care,  custody 
and  management  of  the  same  .  .  ." 

This  prohibition  has  been  reenacted  several 
times,  appearing  most  recently  with  a  criminal 
penalty  attached  in  St.  1948,  c.  452,  s.  17G,  s.  1 
as  added  by  St.  1951,  c.  376,  s.  1. 

Lastly,  for  the  record,  City  of  Boston  Code  St. 
3,  s.  2  cites  chapter  642  of  the  Acts  of  1961 
which  your  Honorable  Body  relies  upon  in  the 
proposed  ordinance.  No  such  statute  exists.  When 
the  supplement  to  the  City  of  Boston  code  is  pub- 
lished this  inaccurate  cite  shall  be  corrected.

"Attendance,"  the  registration  by  a  student 
for  one  or  more  courses,  for  credit  towards  a 
degree  of  any  kind,  or  a  certification  in  an  oc- 
cupation, beyond  a  high  school  diploma,  or  the 
equivalent  thereof,  for  a  duration  of  six  weeks 
or  more. 

"Institution  of  higher  education,"  any  school, 
college,  university,  vocational  school,  training 
school,  trade  school  or  other  institution  offering 
courses  for  credit  towards  a  degree  or  a  certifi- 
cation beyond  a  high  school  diploma,  or  the 
equivalent  thereof,  whether  public  or  private, 
and  any  branch,  extension  or  annex  thereof. 

"Student,"  any  individual  in  attendance  at 
institutions  covered  by  this  act. 

"Treasurer,"  the  Collector-Treasurer  of  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  2.  The  City  of  Boston  may,  by  ordi- 
nance, impose  an  excise  on  the  privilege  of  attend- 
ing an  institution  of  higher  education  located  with- 
in said  city  on  all  students  in  attendance  at  such 
institution  at  a  rate  not  to  exceed  sixty  dollars  per 
academic  year  for  a  full-time  student  nor  more 
than  twenty  dollars  per  academic  year  for  a  part- 
time  student. 

Section  3.  Such  shall  be  collected  by  each  in- 
stitution subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
from  students  in  attendance  at  such  institution. 
The  full  amount  of  the  excise  imposed  by  this  act 
shall  be  collected  at  such  time  as  each  institution 
normally  collects  tuition,  fees  or  other  charges 
owed  the  institution;  provided,  however,  that  if  an 
institution  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  ap- 
portions the  payment  of  tuition,  fees  or  other 
charges  owed  to  it  by  a  student,  whether  such  ap- 
pointment be  semiannually,  quarterly,  monthly,  or 
for  any  other  portion  of  a  year,  such  institution 
shall  collect  an  amount  bearing  the  same  propor- 
tion to  the  excise  due  for  the  whole  academic  year 
as  the  payment  period  bears  to  the  whole  academ- 
ic year.  Any  student  in  attendance  at  more  than 
one  institution  of  higher  education  at  one  time 
shall  pay  such  excise  to  the  institution  in  which  he 
is  registered  for  the  greater  number  of  credits  or, 
if  he  is  registered  for  an  equal  number  of  credits 
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at  each  institution,  to  any  of  them.  Any  institution 
enrolling  such  a  student  which  does  not  collect  the 
excise  imposed  by  this  chapter  shall  require  such 
student  to  sign  a  sworn  statement,  under  penal- 
ties of  perjury,  attesting  to  the  fact  that  such  stu- 
dent has  paid  the  excise  due  under  this  chapter  to 
another  institution  at  which  he  is  in  attendance, 
and  the  same  shall  be  confirmed  on  its  face  by  the 
financial  officer  of  the  institution  actually  collect- 
ing the  same.  Each  such  statement  shall  be  filed 
with  the  Treasurer. 

Section  4.  Such  excise  shall  be  stated  and 
charged  separately  from  tuition,  fees  or  other 
charges  and  shall  be  shown  separately  on  any 
record  thereof  at  the  time  payment  is  made. 

Section  5.  Every  institution  of  higher  educa- 
tion collecting  such  excise  under  this  chapter  shall 
make  a  return  of  the  excise  prescribed  by  section 
2  to  the  treasurer  on  or  before  January  15  of  each 
year,  for  amounts  collected  during  the  six-month 
period  ending  on  December  1  of  the  preceding 
year,  and  on  or  before  July  15  of  each  year  for 
amounts  collected  during  the  six-month  period 
ending  on  the  preceding  June  first.  The  excise  so 
computed  shall  be  due  and  payable  upon  the  due 
date  for  filing  the  return.  The  form  of  return 
hereunder  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  treasurer  and 
shall  contain  such  information  as  he  may  deem 
necessary  for  the  proper  administration  of  this 
chapter.  Such  return  shall  be  signed  under  oath 
by  a  principal  officer  of  such  institution. 

Section  6.  All  sums  due  under  this  chapter 
shall  constitute  a  debt  owed  by  the  student  to  the 
City  of  Boston  and  may  be  recovered  by  the  City 
of  Boston  in  an  action  brought  in  the  name  of  the 
treasurer.  Except  as  otherwise  provided,  any  insti- 
tution subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter 
which  bestows  an  academic  degree  or  certification 
on  a  student  with  respect  to  whom  it  has  not  col- 
lected such  excise  shall  be  liable  therefor,  except 
that  this  sentence  shall  not  apply  to  an  institution 
which  is  owned  or  operated  by  the  United  States 
of  America.  In  the  case  of  such  liability  on  the 
part  of  the  commonwealth  for  any  of  its  institu- 
tions of  higher  education,  any  reimbursement  to 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  appropria- 
tion therefor. 

Section  7.  The  proceeds  of  the  excise  provided 
for  by  this  act  shall  be  collected  by  the  Collector- 
Treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  shall  be  ex- 
pended by  the  city  solely  for  the  benefit  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library.  Within  thirty  days  after 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  City  Auditor  will 
certify  to  the  City  Clerk  the  amount  of  money  col- 
lected under  this  act  in  the  previous  fiscal  year 
and  shall  further  certify  as  to  the  disposition  of 
such  funds. 

Section  8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage.

I  return  herewith,  without  my  signature  and  disap- 
proved, an  ordinance,  purporting  to  amend  City  of  Boston 
Code  Ordinance  Title  14,  section  450,  as  most  recently 
amended. 


My  reasons  for  disapproval  are  that  the  proposed  ord- 
inance fails  to  set  up  fee  instructions  for  many  related 
areas  of  licensing  which  are  administered  by  the  Licens- 
ing Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office.  While  I  wholly  sup- 
port this  effort  to  increase  fees  and  therefore  increase  the 
city  treasury,  I  believe  a  more  efficient  approach  is  to  in- 
clude the  fee  structures  for  the  Licensing  Board  and  for 
the  Licensing  Division  of  the  Mayor's  Office  in  one 
ordinance. 

I  believe  this  is  the  better  approach  for  several  reasons. 
First,  it  provides  clarity  for  licenses.  Second,  in  instances 
where  the  jurisdiction  of  the  two  licensing  agencies  is  un- 
clear, the  fee  schedules  should  provide  licensees  and  the 
agencies  with  a  clear,  harmonious  approach  to  the  fees 
required.  Third,  where  the  two  agencies'  fee  schedules 
are  enacted  separately,  there  is  a  danger  that  licensees  may 
either  be  charged  twice  for  the  same  license  or  may  believe 
they  are  being  charged  twice  for  the  same  license.  A  fee 
structure  which  anticipates  these  problems  would  be 
preferable  and  would  still  bring  license  fees  to  the  city 
treasury. 

I  also  base  my  decision  for  disapproval  on  a  provision 
of  the  proposed  ordinance  which  purports  to  license 
premises  at  which  food  and  beverages  are  sold  solely  for 
consumption  off  the  premises.  G.L.  c.  140,  s.  6,  pro- 
vides that  there  must  be  facilities  for  serving  food  in  order 
to  issue  a  common  victualler's  or  innholder's  license.  G.L. 
c.  140  s.  21D  provides  that  G.L.  c.  140  s.  21 A  does  not 
apply  to  the  sale  of  beverages  not  to  be  drunk  on  the 
premises.  Therefore,  I  find  no  authority  for  imposing 
license  fees  on  business  engaged  solely  in  providing  food 
for  off-premises  consumption. 

There  is  also  a  technical  problem  in  the  ordinance  in 
that  it  creates  a  clause  188 A  where  one  already  exists, 
leaving  two  clauses  with  the  same  number  and  thereby 
creating  confusion. 

I  will  propose  a  fee  schedule  ordinance  which  will,  I 
believe,  address  the  concerns  noted  above.

I  transmit  herewith  and  urge  your  Honorable  Body  adopt 
the  enclosed  order  allowing  the  city  to  accept  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  $17,000  from  the  Local  Consumer  Aid  Fund 
of  the  Office  of  the  Attorney  General,  pursuant  to  chapter 
12,  section  1 1G  of  the  General  Laws,  and  to  expend  such 
funds  in  conformity  to  said  General  Laws  and  its 
regulations. 

The  Attorney  General  has  been  authorized  by  the 
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Legislature  to  assist  the  Mayor's  Office  ot  Consumer  Af- 
fairs and  Licensing  and  other  local  consumer  organiza- 
tions financially,  in  order  to  coordinate  consumer  pro- 
tection activities  statewide. 

The  primary  method  in  which  coordination  of  consumer 
protection  is  accomplished  is  through  a  systematized  pro- 
gram of  local  consumer  organizations  investigating  and- 
mediation  effort.  This  information  is  transcribed  locally 
into  a  computer  data  base.  This  enables  all  local  consumer 
organizations,  the  Attorney  General,  and  various  other 
state  and  federal  agencies  to  quickly  coordinate  efforts. 
Patterns  of  fraud  are  now  detected  in  a  fraction  of  the 
time  it  once  took,  making  con  men  reluctant  to  venture 
into  Boston  or  Massachusetts. 

The  Mayor's  Office  of  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licens- 
ing is  the  local  consumer  organization  for  Boston.  Without 
the  award  of  $17,000  given  by  Attorney  General  Bellot- 
ti,  the  Mayor's  Consumer  Affairs  and  Licensing  could 
not  participate  in  this  program.  The  cost  of  computer 
reporting  requirements  and  time  spent  coordinating  in- 
vestigative efforts  easily  equals  the  award.  The  citizens 
of  Boston  benefit  greatly  from  being  a  part  of  this  system. 
In  addition  to  the  deterrent  effect,  the  program  guarantees 
that  law  enforcement  agencies  move  quickly  against  those 
businesses  defrauding  Bostonians.  The  Attorney  General 
also  provides  legal  assistance  to  City  of  Boston  in- 
vestigators as  part  of  our  participation  in  the  network. 

Consumer  agencies  have  long  recognized  the  need  for 
cooperation  and  coordination  of  efforts.  The  Local  Con- 
sumer Aid  Fund  and  its  network  guarantee  this.  With 
drastic  cutbacks  at  all  levels  of  government,  coordinated 
consumer  protection  is  needed  now  more  than  every. 

I  recommend  that  your  Honorable  Body  adopt  this  order 
quickly  to  maximize  the  coordination  of  consumer  pro- 
tection in  this  city  and  the  Commonwealth.

Dear  Councillor: 

Chapter  20  of  the  Ordinances  of  1981,  "An  Ordinance 
Prohibiting  Employees  From  Making  Political  Contribu- 
tions" was  enacted  by  the  previous  City  Council  last 
October. 

As  the  title  indicates,  the  substance  of  this  ordinance 
is  the  prohibition  of  municipal  employees  from  making 
political  contributions  to  a  candidate  for  municipal  of- 
fice or  a  committee  organized  for  such  a  candidate(s). 
Various  provisions  of  this  ordinance  require  the  City  Clerk 
to: 

(1)  Check  hundreds  of  names  against  personnel 
records  to  ascertain  whether  each  contributor  is  indeed 
a  municipal  worker. 

(2)  Inspect  all  campaign  finance  reports  as  to  their 
legality,  validity,  completeness,  etc.,  within  five  days 
of  the  filing  date,  for  possible  violations  as  those  reports 
pertain  to  the  ordinance. 

(3)  Upon  determination  of  a  violation  to  implement 
hearing  procedures  on  each  employee  in  possible  viola- 
tion thereof  and,  if  such  a  determination  remains,  to 
notify  the  City  Auditor  to  remove  said  employee  from 
the  payroll. 

(4)  Implement  hearing  procedures  for  each  candidate 
and/or  committee  thought  to  be  in  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  the  ordinance  and  notify  the  District  Attorney 
of  his  final  determination. 

(5)  Distribute  a  summary  of  the  ordinance  annually 
to  each  municipal  employee. 

While  the  intent  of  this  legislation  is  without  question 
laudable,  I  must  report  that  both  the  fiscal  restraints  and 
reduction  in  personnel  imposed  on  the  Office  of  the  City 
Clerk  make  the  implementation  of  this  office's  respon- 
sibilities with  regard  to  said  ordinance  virtually 
impossible. 

Accordingly,  I  respectfully  recommend  adoption  of  the 
attached  ordinance  which  repeals  chapter  20  of  the  Or- 
dinances of  1981 .

RE  PROPOSED  RULES  CHANGES  FOR 
RESTRUCTURING  VARIOUS  COUNCIL  COM- 
MITTEES FOR  1982

Dear  Councillor 

Attached  are  some  proposed  changes  for  the  structure 
of  committees  of  the  City  Council  during  1982. 1  believe 
it  is  clear  from  November's  election  results  that  Boston 
voters  were  calling  for  dramatic  change  in  both  the  com- 
position and  the  structure  of  city  government.  It  is  in- 
cumbent upon  the  City  Council  to  respond  to  this  call 
for  change  by  addressing  the  major  issues  of  concern  to 
Boston  residents. 

The  basic  changes  I  am  proposing  would  merge  the 
functions  of  certain  related  committees  and  establish  two 
new  committees  to  deal  with  two  of  the  most  pressing 
problems  before  the  city:  the  relation  of  the  city  to  federal 
and  state  government  and  the  development  of  a  com- 
prehensive housing  policy.  The  changes  also  reemphasize 
the  importance  of  health  care  as  a  priority  in  upcoming 
years,  particularly  as  it  relates  to  recent  cutbacks  in 
neighborhood  health  centers. 

I  believe  these  proposed  changes  address  more  ade- 
quately some  of  the  major  problems  facing  the  city  and 
I  would  urge  your  support  for  them. 

The  Committee  on  Health  and  Human  Services  would 
be  restructured  to  include  greater  emphasis  on  community 
health  issues,  particularly  as  they  relate  to  the  cutback 
in  federal  programs  for  Boston's  highly  successful 
Neighborhood  Health  Centers. 

The  Committee  on  Housing  Affairs  would  devote  its 
attention  to  what  many  would  consider  to  be  one  of  the 
most  serious  problems  facing  many  Boston  residents.  The 
development  of  a  comprehensive  housing  policy  which 
addresses  the  need  for  affordable  housing  and  the  con- 
current need  for  economic  growth  has  never  been  a  high 
priority  in  city  government.  The  committee  would  deal 
with  such  issues  as  homesteading,  abandoned  housing, 
arson,  section  8  and  section  312  housing  subsidies,  code 
violations  and  creative  local  and  state  responses  to 
Boston's  housing  needs.  The  committee  would  also  be 
concerned  with  ongoing  efforts  to  improve  living  condi- 
tions in  Boston  Housing  Authority  developments  and  to 
increase  the  number  of  habitable  BHA  units,  particular- 
ly for  elderly  residents. 

The  Committee  on  Federal/State/City  Relations  would 
address  the  impact  of  federal  and  state  government  plan- 
ning and  budgetary  policies  on  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
need  for  a  cooperative  working  relationship  between 
various  levels  of  government  has  never  been  more 
dramatically  apparent  than  in  the  events  of  recent  months 
over  the  Tregor  legislation,  the  aftermath  of  Proposition 
2Vi  and  the  impact  of  federal  budget  cuts.  The  commit- 
tee would  oversee  the  budgets  of  the  Community  Develop- 
ment Block  Grant  (CDBG)  and  the  Employment  and 
Economic  Policy  Administration  (EEPA).  The  establish- 
ment of  a  Committee  of  Federal/State/City  Relations 
would  provide  a  long-needed  opportunity  to  improve  rela- 
tions between  the  city  and  the  state  and  federal  govern- 
ment and  to  utilize  the  previous  experience  of  new  Council 
members  in  other  facets  of  government. 

The  former  Committees  on  Government  Operations  and 
Government  Regulations  would  be  merged  into  a  Com- 
mittee on  Government  Administration  which  would  ad- 
dress issues  related  to  the  structure  and  licensing  aspects 
of  city  government.  The  Committee  on  Urban  Resources 
and  Neighborhood  Services  would  also  be  merged  to  con- 
solidate the  review  of  open  space  and  recreational  issues 
with  the  general  delivery  of  neighborhood  services. 

The  special  committees  appointed  last  year  on  School 
Matters  and  the  Composition  of  Electoral  Districts  would 
be  retained. 

The  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  the  Committees  on 
Public  Safety  and  Planning  and  Development  would  con- 
tinue as  in  the  past  except  that  housing  matters  formerly 


under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Committee  on  Planning  and 
Development  would  be  assumed  by  the  new  Committee 
on  Housing  Matters. 

One  feature  of  the  present  committee  structure  which 
is  not  changed  is  the  system  of  decentralized  budgetary 
review  by  individual  committees  which  was  instituted  two 
years  ago  and  which  has  led  to  a  more  thorough  examina- 
tion of  spending  practices  in  individual  city  departments. 
It  is  also  my  contention  that  the  Committee  on  Govern- 
ment Finance  will  take  on  even  more  importance  during 
the  upcoming  year  in  light  of  the  severe  reductions  caused 
by  Proposition  2  Vt ,  the  Tregor  controversy  and  the  other 
problems  of  the  city's  finances.  Every  effort  must  be  made 
to  maximize  our  limited  financial  resources.  Therefore, 
I  would  support  expanding  the  membership  of  the  Govern- 
ment Finance  Committee  from  the  present  three  members 
to  five  members.

REPORT  OF  SPECIAL  COMMITTEE  ON  RULES 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Commit- 
tee on  Rules,  submitted  the  following: 

Two  years  ago,  this  Council  restructured  its  commit- 
tees to  the  praise  of  many,  from  the  League  of  Women 
Voters,  to  both  Boston  daily  newspapers.  The  reform  had 
two  major  components:  reducing  the  number  of  narrow 
scope  committees,  and,  empowering  committees  with 
budgetary  oversight  of  departments  operating  within  the 
purview  of  each  committee's  mandate. 

The  results  of  this  reorganization  were  dramatic.  In 
1980,  the  first  year  of  our  new  structure,  and  before  2Vi, 
the  new  committees  were  able  to  effect  savings  of  $24 
million,  amounting  to  a  saving  of  $12  on  the  tax  rate. 
We  achieved  other  successes  not  immediately  measurable 
in  dollars.  The  Committee  on  Planning  and  Development, 
for  example,  shepherded  scores  of  economic  development 
projects,  winning  federal  financial  support,  creating  af- 
fordable housing,  and  countless  private  sector  jobs. 

Other  committees  have  been  equally  effective. 
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As  we  proceed  to  establish  committees  for  these  two 
years,  we  should  remember  these  successes,  yet  be  will- 
ing to  adjust  to  changed  conditions.  Your  Committee  of- 
fers the  following  in  the  hope  that  the  Council  will  this 
week  vote  to  establish  committees. 

In  this  post-Tregor,  post-2  Vt  period,  Boston  must  place 
greater  emphasis  on  finance,  including  effective  manage- 
ment, revenue  alternatives,  and  improved  departmental 
efficiency.  For  this  reason,  it  has  been  suggested  that  the 
Committee  on  Government  Finance  be  expanded  to  five 
members.  We  endorse  this  suggestion.  For  the  same 
reason,  your  Committee  proposes  the  establishment  of 
a  committee  of  not  more  than  five  members,  to  act  as 
liaison  between  this  Council  and  other  agencies  of  govern- 
ment, notably  the  Governor  and  Legislature.  It  is  hoped 
that  those  appointed  to  this  Committee  on  Intergovern- 
mental Relations  be  those  members  who  have  established 
rapport  at  other  levels  of  government.  It  is  hoped  that  this 
committee  could  established  reliable  communication  be- 
tween the  various  levels  of  government  to  enable  all  of 
us  to  better  serve  the  needs  of  Boston  citizens. 

Public  education  and  its  cost  remains  of  tremendous 
concern  to  Boston.  Your  Committee  feels  it  is  important 
to  continue  the  Special  Committee  on  Educational  Mat- 
ters and  so  recommends. 

Our  nation  suffers  from  a  broken  promise.  In  1948, 
Congress  addressed  the  problem  of  housing.  In  the  pream- 
ble to  the  country's  first  housing  act,  Congress  recognized 
the  need  for  "decent,  safe,  affordable  housing  for  all." 
America's  urban  areas  —  Boston'  among  them  —  bear 
witness  to  this  objective  unrealized.  Against  this  admit- 
ted failing,  this  Council  measures  well.  With  little,  often 
no,  positive  input  from  the  executive,  this  Council  and/or 
its  members: 

—  initiated  rent  control; 

—  established  the  state's  first  Housing  Court; 

—  created  the  Code  Enforcement  Program; 

—  adopted  two  condominium  control  ordinances; 

—  voted  the  nation's  strongest  tenant  antiharass- 
ment  prohibitions; 

—  voted  the  nation's  first  antiblockbusting  ordinance; 

—  adopted  eviction  controls; 

—  created  the  Urban  Homestead  Program; 

—  dedicated  a  full  10  percent  of  our  CDBG  re- 
venues to  public  housing; 

—  passed  an  "owner-placard"  law, 

and  has  taken  countless  other  actions  to  encourage  hous- 
ing and  protect  tenants.  Yet,  housing  remains  in  short 
supply.  We  must  continue  to  be  innovative.  We  must  find 
new  strategies  to  preserve  our  existing  housing  and  to 
create  additional  affordable  units.  It  has  been  suggested 
that  the  question  of  housing  ought  be  separated  from  the 
city's  planning  and  development  strategy.  We  feel  this 
would  be  a  tragic  error,  substituting  style  for  substance. 
It  is  one  thing  to  create  a  new  adjunct  committee  on  hous- 
ing, with  narrow  scope  and  virtually  no  power,  quite 
another  to  make  provision  for  housing  as  a  part  of  our 
total  plan  for  urban  development.  Other  cities  have  used 
tax  incentives  to  create  housing.  Some  have  required 
developers  who  with  UDAG  funds,  low-interest  loans, 
industrial  development  funding,  etc.,  to  build  private 
housing  units  as  a  cost  of  obtaining  these  concessions. 
Should  your  Committee  recommend  removing  housing 
from  our  Committee  on  Planning  and  Development,  our 
ability  to  lever  housing  would  be  substantially  reduced. 
We  do  not  do  so. 

Except  as  noted  above,  no  changes  are  recommended 
in  our  effective  committee  structure. 

Ordered,  That  the  Rules  of  the  City  Council, 
1980-1981 ,  be,  and  the  same  hereby  are,  adopted  as  the 
Rules  of  the  City  Council,  1982-1983,  except  that  Rule 
29  be  adopted  as  follows: 


COMMITTEES 

RULE  29.  The  president  shall  appoint  all  standing 
committees,  all  special  committees,  shall  fill  any  com- 
mittee vacancy  and  designate  the  rank  of  the  members 
of  each  committee  unless  specifically  directed  otherwise 
by  a  majority  of  the  council.  There  shall  be  in  the  follow- 
ing standing  committees:  — 

1.  A  Committee  of  the  Whole,  consisting  of  all 
members  which  shall  concern  itself  with  council  rules, 
procedures,  budget,  facilities,  equipment,  staff,  and  sup- 
plies, as  well  as  any  litigation  involving  the  council. 

2.  A  Committee  on  Government  Operations,  consisting 
of  diree  members  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  struc- 
ture of  city  government,  particularly  those  powers  granted 
the  council  by  the  City  of  Boston  Code  St.  2,  Sec.  752, 
and  all  matters  formerly  handled  by  the  Committee  on 
Administrative  Matters,  and  shall  exercise  budgetary 
review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Administrative 
Services,  Election  and  Law  Departments,  the  Office  of 
the  Mayor  except  those  components  specifically  assigned 
to  other  committees,  the  City  Clerk,  Registrar  and  Record, 
Group  Insurance,  Workmen's  Compensation,  and  the 
Retirement  Board. 

3.  A  Committee  on  Government  Finance,  consisting 
of  five  members  shall  concern  itself  with  the  fiscal  policy 
of  the  city,  city  debt,  revenues,  etc.  The  committee  shall 
have  referred  to  it  the  annual  budget,  and  shall  refer  to 
each  other  committee  for  study  and  report,  those  portions 
of  the  budget  that  concern  the  work  of  such  committee, 
and  shall  assemble  and  report  to  the  council,  the  recom- 
mendation of  each  committee.  The  Committee  on  Gover- 
ment  Finance  shall  exercise  fiscal  review  and  oversight 
of  the  entire  budget,  particularly  with  respect  to  the 
Auditing,  Collecting,  Treasury,  and  Assessing  Depart- 
ments, E.E.P.A.,  C.D.B.G.,  the  Office  of  Fiscal  Affairs, 
and  the  Finance  Commission. 

4.  A  Committee  on  Public  Safety,  consisting  of  three 
members  which  shall  concern  itself  with,  and  shall  exer- 
cise budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to,  the 
Police,  Fire,  and  Penal  Institutions  Departments,  the  Suf- 
folk County  Jail,  programs  financed  under  the  Law  En- 
forcement Assistance  Act,  and  county  matters. 

5.  A  Committee  on  Urban  Resources,  consisting  of 
three  members,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  natural 
and  historic  resources  of  the  city,  including  open  spaces, 
wetlands,  the  harbor  and  harbor  islands,  the  relationship 
of  the  Metropolitan  District  Commission  and  the  city,  pol- 
lution, conservation,  energy  policy,  waste  disposal  policy, 
the  promotion  of  tourism,  and  shall  exercise  budgetary 
review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Public  Works 
Department,  Air  Pollution  Control,  Conservation,  Land- 
marks, Water  and  Sewer,  Back  Bay  Architectural  District 
and  Beacon  Hill  Historic  District  Commissions,  and  the 
Park  Department,  except  for  recreational  programs. 

6.  A  Committee  on  Human  Services,  consisting  of 
three  members,  to  concern  itself  with  services  provided 
to  residents  of  the  city,  especially  with  regard  to  youth, 
the  elderly;  the  infirm,  the  handicapped,  the  jobless,  and 
veterans,  questions  of  education,  vocational  training, 
public  health  and  substance  abuse,  and  shall  exercise 
budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Elderly 
Affairs,  Human  Rights,  and  Handicapped  Commissions, 
Veterans  Graves  and  Veterans  Services  Department,  and 
the  Department  of  Health  and  Hospitals,  except  for  the 
licensing  and  inspectional  aspects  thereof,  and  the  Com- 
sumer  Council. 

7.  A  Committee  on  Neighborhood  Services,  consisting 
of  three  members  which  shall  consem  itself  with  the 
delivery  of  municipal  services  to  the  neighborhoods  of 
Boston,  and  shall  exercise  budgetary  review  and  over- 
sight with  respect  to  the  Real  Property,  Traffic  and  Park- 
ing, and  Library  Departments,  so  much  of  the  Park 
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Department  as  concerns  playgrounds  and  recreation  pro- 
grams, Community  School  Commission  and  the  White 
and  Browne  Funds. 

8.  A  Committee  on  Planning,  Development  and  Hous- 
ing, consisting  of  three  members  which  shall  concern  itself 
with  the  rehabilitation,  preservation  and  supply  of  hous- 
ing units  within  the  city,  the  physical  preservation  and 
development  of  the  city,  housing  and  transportation 
policy,  the  relationship  of  the  Metropolitan  Area  Plan- 
ning Council  and  the  city,  and  shall  exercise  budgetary 
review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the  Industrial 
Development  Finance,  Boston  Housing  and  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authorities,  the  Office  of  Planning  and 
Development,  the  Public  Improvement,  Public  Facilities, 
Art,  and  Economic  Development  and  Industrial 
Commissions. 

9.  A  Committee  on  Government  Regulation,  consisting 
of  three  members  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the 
various  inspectional  and  licensing  activities  of  the  city, 
and  council-issued  licenses  and  permits,  and  shall  exer- 
cise budgetary  review  and  oversight  with  respect  to  the 
Licensing  Board,  Licensing  Division,  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peals, Zoning  Commission,  and  the  Inspectional  Services 
Department. 

10.  A  Committee  on  Intergovernmental  Relations,  con- 
sisting of  not  more  than  five  members,  to  concern  itself 
with  the  interreaction  of  government  on  the  city,  state, 
and  federal  levels,  to  foster  and  encourage  cooperation 
between  and  among  the  various  levels  of  government  to 
better  serve  the  residents  of  Boston. 

and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  there  be,  and  hereby  is,  established  a 
Special  Committee  on  Educational  Matters,  consisting  of 
three  members,  which  shall  concern  itself  with  the  quality 
of  public  education  within  the  city  and  the  means  to 
finance  the  same.

MAYOR  UNVEILS  CONCEPT  FOR  HYNES  RECONSTRUCTION 

Says  design  marks  a  milestone  in  Boston's  move  to  convention  forefront. 


Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  October  28,  made  public  a  design  concept  for 
reconstruction  of  Hynes  Auditorium  that  will  enable  Boston  to  double  the  number 
of  conventions  now  hosted  by  the  city. 

The  design  produced  by  the  internationally  known  Boston  architectural  firm 
of  Kallman,  McKinnell  and  Wood,  will  be  submitted  to  the  newly  created 
Massachusetts  Convention  Center  Authority,  which  is  responsible  for  implement- 
ing the  Hynes  project. 


"Today  we  have  passed  an  important 
milestone  in  Boston's  effort  to  maintain 
its  competitive  position  as  one  of  the 
most  attractive  convention  cities  in  the 
world,"  Mayor  White  said.  "Since  last 
March  the  city  and  its  design  con- 
sultants worked  closely  with  represen- 
tatives of  the  convention  and  hotel  in- 
dustry on  a  proposal  that  will  put  Hynes 
in  the  forefront  of  convention  centers  in 
this  country. 

"Our  proposal  is  striking,"  the  Mayor 
continued.  "It  is  bold.  It  is  dramatic.  Yet 
it  is  a  design  that  embodies  historic 
Boston  architecture  and  is  compatible 
with  the  character  of  major  public 
buildings  in  the  Back  Bay,  notably  the 
Boston  Public  Library,  Symphony  Hall, 
and  the  adjacent  Tennis  and  Racquet 
Club.  The  new  open  archways  and  ar- 
cade reflect  in  many  ways  the  spirit  of 
optimism  that  is  created  by  this  project 
and  what  it  means  to  the  future  of  the 
city." 

Mayor  White  noted  that  completion  of 
the  design  concept  did  not  mean  the  city 
was  ending  its  involvement  in  the  Hynes 
project.  He  pledged  the  city's  continuing 
cooperation  and  participation  in  the 
rebuilding  of  Hynes,  terming  the  project 
a  high  priority  on  the  city's  development 
agenda. 

Reconstruction  of  Hynes  Auditorium 
will  more  than  double  the  size  of  the 
present  facility  by  adding  both  exhibit 
and  meeting  space  with  a  new  lobby, 
food  preparation  facilities,  and  addi- 
tional storage  space. 

Other  features  of  the  reconstruction 
program  are: 

•  Three  new  entrances,  two  along 
Boylston  Street  and  the  third  from 
the  Prudential  Center's  West  Court. 
These  replace  the  one  lobby  en- 
trance off  Boylston  Street  in  the 
present  facility. 

•  Lobby  areas  reconstructed  on  a 
scale  that  will  facilitate  use  of  the 
hall  by  two  or  three  conventions 
concurrently. 


•  Exhibit  space  on  the  ground  floor 
enlarged  by  moving  the  auditorium 
to  the  second  floor  and  creating  the 
lobby  in  an  addition  covering  the 
present  Ring  Road  in  front  of 
Hynes. 

•  A  special  conference  meeting  fa- 
cility in  the  area  now  occupied  by 
Prudential  Center's  Commercial 
Block  C,  and  additional  meeting 
space  in  the  lower  level  of  the  Ring 
Road  addition,  At  present  there  is 
only  one  major  meeting  room  at 
Hynes  Auditorium. 

•  Meeting  rooms  that  reflect  state-of- 
the-art  features  for  such  facilities, 
including  sound-proof  walls,  multi- 
use  lighting,  provisions  for  food  ser- 
vice and  audio-visual  equipment, 
including  two-way  cable  television 
connections  and  hookups  to 
satellite  communications. 

BRA  Director  Robert  J.  Ryan  said  the 
reconstruction  of  the  Hynes  would  take 
three  years,  but  would  be  phased  so 
that  the  facility  would  remain  in  opera- 
tion throughout  the  construction 
schedule. 

Ryan  said  that  the  reconstruction 
would  result  in  a  facility  that  can  cap- 
ture the  large-  and  middle-sized  conven- 
tion groups  from  the  field  of  medicine, 
engineering,  and  education. 

"Our  numerous  meetings  with  hotel 
people  and  convention  planners 
showed  that  Boston's  prime  convention 
market  is  made  up  of  groups  from  these 
fields  —  conventions  that  will  number 
in  the  8,000-  to  12,000-person  range. 
That's  why  the  reconstruction  will  focus 
on  upgrading  and  expanding  meeting 
room  facilities,  bringing  Hynes  up  to 
date  with  the  needs  of  the  modern  con- 
vention business." 

"Doubling  the  size  of  Hynes  and  pro- 
viding new  meeting  rooms  and  im- 
proved functional  amenities  will  enable 
Boston  to  double  the  number  of  major 
conventions  coming  to  the  city."  said 
Robert  Cumings,  president  of  the 


Greater  Boston  Chamber  of  Commerce 
"Over  90  percent  of  the  national  con- 
vention planners  will  now  be  able  tc 
schedule  a  Boston  meeting." 

The  program  for  expanding  Hynes 
Auditorium  has  taken  on  additional  im- 
petus in  the  past  two  years,  as  the 
number  of  hotels  in  Boston  is  increas- 
ing dramatically.  Currently,  seven  new 
hotels  are  under  construction  and  will 
result  in  5,000  new  hotel  rooms  in 
Boston  by  1986. 

The  Hynes  reconstruction  —  and  ex- 
pansion of  hotel  space  —  is  expected 
to  provide  economic  stimulus  in  the* 
form  of  additional  state  tax  revenue  and 
new  jobs  in  the  convention/tourist 
industry. 

It  is  estimated  that  state  tax  revenues* 
will  double,  increasing  to  $64  million  an 
nually  by  1987.  In  addition,  the  increase 
in  Boston's  convention  business  will 
produce  approximately  7,500  new  jobst 
in  the  tourist  industry  and  allied  fields 
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VETERANS  DAY

World  War  I  ended  at  11  a.m.  (thei 
eleventh  hour)  of  the  eleventh  day  of  thei 
eleventh  month  in  1 91 8.  Members  of  the* 
Elks  organization  have  traditionally  paid) 
tribute  to  the  nation's  heroic  war  dead. 
Whenever  a  function  is  taking  place  dur- 
ing the  evening  at  an  Elks  lodge,  at  pre- 
cisely 11  p.m.,  the  lights  are  dimmed, 
glasses  raised,  and  a  salute  is  given  "to 
our  departed  brothers." 

For  many  Americans,  including  Gold 
Star  mothers  and  fathers,  November 
this  year  will  be  of  particular  significant 
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because  it  will  fall  between  days  of 
America's  unplanned  entrance  into 
World  War  II.  The  attack  on  the  U.S. 
base  at  Pearl  Harbor,  Hawaii,  with  its 
tragic  memories,  took  place  early  Sun- 
day morning,  December  7, 1941 ,  a  day 
that  President  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt 
said  "would  live  in  infamy." 

Many  cities  and  towns  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  will  hold  parades  and 
other  patriotic  exercises,  some  in  the 
morning  and  others  in  the  afternoon. 
Brockton,  for  example,  will  have  a  big 
parade  stepping  off  at  2  p.m.  at  the  fair- 
grounds. 

At  3  p.m.,  at  the  new  VA  cemetery  in 
Bourne,  exercises  will  be  conducted  by 
the  veterans'  council  representing  all  of 
the  organizations. 

November  1 1  will  be  a  solemn  day  for 
many  Bay  Staters.  We  hope  the  skies 
will  be  fair  for  those  who  will  spend 
some  of  the  holiday  remembering  the 
deeds  of  men  and  women  who  fought 
in  the  nation's  wars. 


JEROME  L.  RAPPAPORT  NAMED  TO

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  October  25, 
named  Jerome  L.  Rappaport  to  the 
Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission.  The 
appointment  fills  the  final  vacancy  on 
the  five-member  commission  which  was 
created  last  March  to  implement  a  fair 
[lousing  policy  in  the  city. 

Rappaport,  an  attorney  and  currently 
/ice-president  of  the  Greater  Boston 
Real  Estate  Board,  has  made  major 
contributions  to  Boston  for  more  than 
thirty  years,  particularly  in  the  areas  of 
lousing  and  development.  He  is  best 
<nown  as  the  developer  and  managing 
general  partner  of  Charles  River  Park 
n  the  West  End. 

He  will  serve  on  the  commission  with 
=rank  N.  Jones,  chairman,  and  com- 
nissioners  Anna  M.  Cole,  Janet  M. 
Robitaille,  and  Miquel  A.  Satut,  all 
)f  whom  were  sworn  into  office  on 
\ugust  9. 

"Jerry  Rappaport  is  bringing  to  the 
commission  not  only  unsurpassed  expe- 
ience,  but  also  a  vitality  that  will  help 
nove  the  commission  toward  its  goals," 
vlayor  White  said.  "Like  the  other  four 
nembers,  he  is  the  prototype  of  the 
jusy  person  that  the  city  calls  upon 
nuite  frequently  when  there  are  impor- 
tant jobs  to  be  done.  I  take  great 
leasure  in  making  this  appointment." 


A  graduate  of  both  Harvard  College 
and  Harvard  Law  School  in  1949  at  age 
twenty,  Rappaport  later  received  a  mas- 
ter's degree  in  public  administration  at 
Harvard's  Littauer  School,  not  known  as 
the  Kennedy  School  of  Government. 

He  has  formerly  served  as  president 
of  the  Rental  Housing  Association,  as 
president  of  the  Developers'  Council, 
and  as  a  member  of  the  Mayor's  Special 
Commission  on  Housing.  In  addition,  he 
has  been  long  active  in  various  civic, 
cultural,  and  professional  organizations. 

The  statutory  responsibility  of  the 
Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission  is  to 
implement  fair  housing  policy  as  set  out 
in  section  150  of  the  ordinance  as 
follows: 

".  .  .  to  see  that  each  individual, 
regardless  of  his/her  race,  color,  reli- 
gious creed,  marital  status,  military 
status,  handicap,  children,  national 
origin,  sex,  age,  ancestry,  sexual  pref- 
erence, or  source  of  income  shall  have 
equal  access  to  housing;  and  to  encour- 
age and  bring  about  mutual  understand- 
ing and  respect  among  all  individuals  in 
the  city  by  the  elimination  of  prejudice, 
intolerance,  bigotry,  and  discrimination 
in  the  area  of  housing." 

Rappaport's  appointment  expires  at 
the  end  of  July,  1984.

THE  GREAT  AMERICAN  SMOKEOUT

The  American  Cancer  Society's  6th 
Annual  Great  American  Smokeout  will 
take  place  Thursday,  November  18, 
1982. 

The  Great  American  Smokeout  is  a 
special  day  for  cigarette  smokers.  It's  a 
day  on  which  they  show  themselves  that 
quitting  the  habit  is  possible  and  not  as 
difficult  as  they  might  fear.  They  do  this 
by  giving  up  cigarettes  for  twenty-four 
hours.  Lots  of  them  end  up  quitting  for 
good. 

A  survey  conducted  after  the  1981 
Great  American  Smokeout  showed  that 
about  five  million  cigarette  smokers  did 
not  smoke  at  all  on  the  day  of  the 
Smokeout,  and  about  two  and  two 
tenths  million  cigarette  smokers  were 
still  not  smoking  one  to  ten  days  later. 

Most  smokers  are  overwhelmed  by 
the  prospect  of  quitting  outright.  One 
thing  the  Smokeout  does  is  show 
smokers  they  can  "get  the  pack  off  their 
back"  for  one  day  at  a  time. 

Most  smokers  concede  that 
cigarettes  are  dangerous.  Everyday  in 
the  United  States,  about  280  people  die 
from  lung  cancer,  at  best  80  percent  of 
these  deaths  are  related  to  cigarette 
smoking.  Cigarette  smoking  remains 
the  single  most  important  environmen- 
tal cause  of  death  and  disability:  every 
two  months  someone  in  this  country 
dies  of  cancer  attributed  to  smoking! 

The  Department  of  Health  and 
Hospitals  has  learned  from  past  smoke- 
outs  that  those  people  who  successfully 
quit  for  one  day  really  want  to  quit  per- 
manently, so  they  are  prepared  to  give 
all  City  of  Boston  employees  all  the  sup- 
port they  can  muster. 

On  Thursday,  November  18,  a  film  on 
the  dangers  of  smoking  will  be  shown 
every  hour  on  the  hour  (9  a.m. -4  p.m.) 
at:  Employee  Health  Service,  Boston 
City  Hospital,  second  floor  of  the  Am- 
bulatory Care  Center.  Posters,  book- 
marks, pamphlets,  coloring  books,  and 
buttons  will  be  available  free  of  charge. 

Also  available  will  be  a  carbon 
monoxide  analyzer  to  determine  the 
level  of  CO  in  a  smoker's  system.  Each 
time  a  smoker  sneaks  just  one  cigarette 
their  CO  level  measures  beyond  safe 
limits  and  causes  a  deficiency  of  oxygen 
in  the  blood  stream.

SORE  THROATS 

Like  it  or  not,  it's  fall,  and  that  means 
the  beginning  of  sore  throat  season. 
Parents  become  nervous  when  their 
children  get  sore  throats  because  of  the 
possibility  of  strep  throat.  Here  are  some 
things  you  ought  to  know  about  sore 
throats  in  general,  and  strep  in 
particular. 

Sore  throats  in  children  are  usually 
caused  by  infections.  Some  of  these  are 
caused  by  a  bacterial  germ  known  as 
strep.  Most,  however,  are  caused  by 
viruses.  You  cannot  tell  if  strep  is  pres- 
ent by  how  sore  the  throat  is,  or  by  how 
bad  it  looks.  Even  the  presence  of  pus 
on  the  tonsils  doesn't  tell  you  for  sure. 

The  only  way  to  be  sure  of  a  strep  in- 
fection is  by  doing  a  throat  culture, 
which  takes  twenty-four  to  forty-eight 
hours  to  grow.  The  treatment  for  strep 
is  penicillin.  If  strep  does  not  grow  on 
the  culture,  we  assume  the  sore  throat 
is  caused  by  a  virus,  and  no  antibiotic 
will  help  —  the  infection  will  go  away  by 
itself. 

Many  people  do  not  know  that  a  strep 
throat  will  feel  better  in  a  few  days 
without  penicillin.  The  bacteria, 
however,  can  remain  in  the  body  and 
may  cause  problems  later  on,  like  heart 
disease  (rheumatic  fever)  and  kidney 
problems.  The  reason  we  treat  strep  is 
to  prevent  these  problems.  A  ten-day 
course  of  antibiotics  is  usually  sufficient 
to  eliminate  the  strep. 

When  a  child  comes  to  the  doctor  with 
a  sore  throat,  a  frequent  question  is 
whether  to  begin  treatment  before  the 
culture  results  are  known.  The  decision 
to  treat  immediately  is  often  made 
because  the  doctor  has  strong  reasons 
to  believe  strep  is  present.  Such 
reasons  may  include  a  brother  or  sister 
of  the  patient  already  having  strep,  or

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the  known  presence  of  a  strep  epidemic 
in  the  community.  In  most  instances, 
however,  the  doctor  will  wait  until  the 
culture  results  are  available.  This  is  not 
harmful,  and  unnecessary  antibiotic  use 
has  its  own  problems. 

If  your  child  has  a  bad  sore  throat  that 
lasts  more  than  a  day  or  two,  a  culture 
would  be  advisable.  In  some  cases,  an- 
tibiotics will  be  started.  If  not,  you  will 
hear  from  us  in  one  to  two  days  if  strep 
is  present,  and  antibiotics  will  be 
started.  If  you  do  not  hear  from  us,  the 
sore  throat  is  viral  and  will  get  better  on 
its  own. 

No  matter  what  the  cause  of  the  sore 
throat,  there  are  some  things  you  can 
do  for  the  pain.  Aspirin  or 
acetaminophen  (Tylenol,  Liquiprin, 
Tempra)  every  four  hours  is  helpful. 
Gargling  with  salt  water  and  drinking 
warm  liquids  also  make  sore  throats  feel 
better.  Swallowing  a  teaspoonful  of  Karo 
syrup  very  slowly  also  feels  very  good. 
The  pain  will  usually  begin  to  go  away 
in  two  or  three  days.

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  on  November  4,  announced  his  reappointment  of  Police 
tommissioner  Joseph  M.  Jordan  to  a  new  five-year  term.  Jordan,  who  joined  the 
olice  Department  in  1946  and  worked  his  way  up  the  ranks  from  patrolman,  has 
eld  his  present  position  since  November  15, 1976,  when  he  replaced  former  Com- 
lissioner  Robert  J.  diGrazia. 

Jordan,  the  first  career  police  officer  in  Boston's  history  to  be  appointed  com- 
lissioner,  received  his  first,  full,  five-year  term  on  July  15, 1977,  after  completing 
le  final  months  of  diGrazia's  term. 


In  making  the  announcement,  Mayor 
/hite  said,  "Joe  Jordan  earned  this 
(appointment  by  his  steady,  effective 
;adership  during  some  difficult  times, 
uring  the  many  months  of  fiscal 
jstraints  this  city  went  through,  he 
ayed  within  budget  for  the  good  of  the 
Irtire  city,  while  at  the  same  time  pro- 
ided  the  best  possible  police  services 
ith  limited  manpower  through  in- 
pvative  deployment  of  personnel. 
I  "Joe  Jordan  has  been  with  the  Police

His  promotion  to  super- 
intendent came  in  July  of  1974,  and 
in  January  of  1975  he  was  promoted 
to  superintendent-in-chief  of  the 
department. 

As  commissioner,  Jordan's  salary  is 
$56,000  a  year. 

Jordan  has  received  numerous 
awards  for  his  police  service,  including 
the  Boston  Police  Department's  highest 
award,  the  Medal  of  Honor  for  Valor, 
the  Thomas  F.  Sullivan  Award  for 
meritorious  performance,  and  eight 
departmental  commendations  for  in- 
dividual acts  of  exemplary  performance.

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  praised  the  late 
Boston  Fire  Chief  John  A.  Martin  as  a 
credit  to  his  neighborhood  during  a 
ceremony  dedicating  a  playground  in 
Dorchester  in  Martin's  name. 

The  Chief  John  A.  Martin  Playground 
is  located  at  Hill  Top  Street  and  Lenox- 
dale  Avenue  in  the  neighborhood  where 
Martin  was  raised  and  spent  his  lifetime. 


Martin,  who  served  with  the  Boston 
Fire  Department  for  forty  years,  died  in 
1963.  He  was  a  veteran  of  World  War  I. 

"Chief  Martin  exemplified  the  type  of 
person  who  makes  a  neighborhood 
strong,  and  makes  a  city  strong, 
because  he  was  a  man  with  deep  roots 
in  his  community,"  Mayor  White  said. 
"He  was  a  hard-working  man,  a  reliable 
man.  I  think  it  is  appropriate  that  this 
playground  is  named  in  honor  of  a  man 
who  was  so  closely  united  with  his 
neighborhood." 

At  the  ceremony  were  Martin's 
daughter,  Mrs.  Roger  Shea,  and  his 
grandson,  Roger  Shea.  Participants  in 
the  dedication  with  Mayor  White  in- 
cluded Boston  Parks  and  Recreation 
Commissioner  Robert  McCoy,  City 
Councillor  Terrence  McDermott,  Sen. 
Joseph  Walsh,  Rep.  James  Brett, 
Michael  Mullane,  president  of  the  local 
fire  fighters'  union,  and  Marty  Pierce, 
vice-president  of  the  International  Fire 
Fighters'  Association. 

The  Rev.  James  Lane,  pastor  of  St. 
Brendan's  Church,  gave  the  invocation. 
The  ceremony  included  a  flag-raising 
ceremony. 

The  playground,  opened  in  Septem- 
ber of  1979,  is  on  a  site  formerly  used 
as  a  parking  lot  for  trucks.

The  group  lessons  will  be  offered  in 
conjunction  with  the  Bay  State  Ice 
Skating  School,  Inc.,  of  Newton  Centre, 
beginning  the  week  of  November  15. 

Afternoon  classes  (for  all  ages  five 
and  up)  will  be  taught  at  3:30  p.m.  at 
MDC  rinks  in  Cleveland  Circle,  West 
Roxbury,  Newton-Brighton,  Milton, 
Hyde  Park,  Somerville,  Medford's 
LoConte  Rink,  Neponset,  Quincy,  and 
Waltham 

Evening  classes  (for  all  ages  ten  and 
up)  will  be  taught  at  7  p.m.  at  Revere, 
Newton-Brighton,  Milton,  Waltham, 
North  End  and  Cleveland  Circle  Rinks. 

The  classes  are  divided  into  three 
levels  of  difficulty.  Either  figure  or 
hockey  skates  will  be  allowed.  Helmets 
will  be  required  on  children  six  years 
and  under.  The  seven-week  course  will 
cost  $30.  Each  instructor  usually  works 
with  about  ten  students.

SPORTING  NEWS  —  DEER  HUNTING 

The  archery  season  opened  Novem- 
ber first  and  runs  through  November  20, 
and  the  hunter  needs  a  special  stamp 
costing  $5.10  which  is  available  from 
license  sales  outlets.  Hunting  licenses 
are  issued  by  city  and  town  clerks',  at  the 
Boston  office  of  the  Division  of  Fisheries 
and  Wildlife,  and  at  selected  sporting 
goods  stores.  Application  may  be  made 
in  person  or  by  mail,  or  by  agent  of 
applicant. 

The  archer  may  take  a  deer  of  either 
sex.  Hunting  equipment  is  restricted  to 
certain  types  of  bows  and  broadheads 
as  described  in  the  Abstracts  of  Laws 
pamphlet  which  hunters  receive  when 
they  apply  for  a  Massachusetts  license. 

There  are  three  deer  seasons  in  the' 
Bay  State,  according  to  Ellie  Horwitz, 
Chief  of  Information  and  Education  in 
the  Massachusetts  Division  of  Fisheries 
and  Wildlife: 

—The  archery  season  (November 
1-20,  inclusive).  During  this  season  the 


archer  needs  a  special  stamp  in  addi- 
tion to  the  hunting  license. 

— The  shotgun  season  which  this 
year  is  nine  days  instead  of  the  usual 
six  days.  This  season  opens  the  Mon- 
day after  Thanksgiving  Day  (November 
29),  and  runs  through  to  December  8, 
except  eastward  of  Routes  44,  58,  and 
28  (including  the  islands)  where  the 
season  runs  for  only  six  days 
(November  20  to  December  4,  in- 
clusive). During  this  season  the  hunter 
must  hold  an  antlerless  deer  permit  to 
take  any  antlerless  deer  (one  with 
antlers  measuring  less  than  three 
inches). 

—The  Primitive  Firearms  season  runs 
from  December  20  to  December  22. 
During  this  brief  season,  designed  for 
hunting  history  buffs,  hunters  are  limited 
to  the  use  of  a  smoothbore  flintlock  or 
caplock  or  a  rifled  flintlock,  any  of  which 
must  be  pre-1865  design  or  facsimile. 
During  this  season,  as  during  the  ar- 
chery season,  a  hunter  will  need  the 
aforementioned  stamp  in  addition  to  a 
hunting  license.  Hunters  may  take  a 
deer  of  either  sex. 

In  addition  to  the  major  change  in 
season  limits,  the  bag  limit  has  also 
been  changed.  For  decades  the  limit 
has  been  one  deer.  This  year  the  annual 
limit  is  two  deer,  only  one  of  which  may 
be  antlerless.  when  a  hunter  checks  in 
a  first  deer,  he  or  she  may  request  a  per- 
mit to  take  a  second  deer.  There  is  no 
charge  for  this  second  permit  and  it  will 
be  marked  whether  it  is  valid  for  a  deer 
of  either  sex  or  a  buck  only,  The  second 
deer  tag  will  not  be  valid  in  the  area 
which  has  a  six-day  season.  Only  one 
deer  may  be  taken  per  day. 

Hunters  have  a  choice  of  three  types 
of  season.  They  may  hunt  all  three  but 
the  total  limit  for  deer  is  two  for  the  year.

SMALL  BUSINESS  INFORMATION 

By  John  J.  McNally,  Jr., 
District  Director. 

Q.  I  think  I  could  win  a  lawsuit  against 
the  federal  government.  But  even  if  I 
won,  lawyers'  fees  and  other  costs 
might  not  make  the  suit  worth  the  effort. 
What  can  you  advise? 

A.  About  a  year  ago,  Congress 
passed  the  Equal  Access  to  Justice  Act. 
It  allows  small  businesses,  nonprofit 
groups,  and  individuals  who  win  legal 
disputes  with  the  government  to  recover 
up  to  $75  an  hour  in  lawyers'  fees  and 
other  court  costs  if  the  government  posi- 
tion was  not  "substantially  justified." 

The  law  was  designed  to  discourage 
federal  agencies  from  bringing  frivolous 
or  unwarranted  cases  and  to  enable 
small  businesses,  among  others,  to 
carry  out  their  battles  with  the  govern- 
ment rather  than  give  up  when  faced 
with  possible  sky-high  legal  bills. 

Federal  officials  say  that  so  far  the  act 
isn't  being  used  as  much,  or  isn't 
costing  as  much,  as  had  been  antici- 
pated. Litigants  have  tended  to  lose  ap- 
peals when  using  the  act  to  ask  for  fees. 

Possibly  small  business  owners 
suspected  the  government  from  acting 
improperly  in  a  lot  more  cases  than  it 
actually  was.  It's  also  possible  that  since 
the  act  went  into  effect  government 
agencies  are  taking  a  closer  look  at  the 
cases  they  bring,  because  when  the 
federal  agencies  lose  their  cases  they 
must  pay  the  costs  out  of  their  own  tight 
budgets.

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MAYOR  ANNOUNCES  RESIDENT 
PARKING  IN  NORTH  END 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  recently  an- 
nounced the  beginning  of  a  new  resi- 
dent permit  parking  program  for  the 
'North  End,  effective  November  15, 
'  1982.  The  program  was  instituted  by  the 
city's  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  at 
the  request  of  local  residents  following 
weeks  of  preparation  by  the 
department. 

"Parking  has  always  been  a  problem 
in  the  North  End  since  it's  one  of  the 
busiest  and  most  attractive 
neighborhoods  in  the  city,"  Mayor  White 
said.  "But  the  North  End  is  still  a 
residential  neighborhood  and  we've 
taken  steps  with  the  new  sticker  pro- 
gram to  ensure  a  certain  number  of 
parking  spaces  for  the  people  who  live 
here." 

The  new  parking  program  differs  from 
the  current  one  by  exempting  residents 
from  the  city-wide  two-hour  parking  limit 
and  by  providing  on-street  parking 
spaces  in  the  North  End/Waterfront 
area  exclusively  for  residents  who  have 
:heir  cars  registered  to  their  North 
End/Waterfront  addresses. 

"The  resident  parking  permit  program 
will  allow  you  to  park  your  vehicle  in  the 
areas  designated  as  'North  End  Resi- 
dent Parking  Only.'  "  said  Traffic  and 
3arking  Commissioner  John  A. 
/itagliano.  "It  will  also  exempt  you  from 
he  two-hour  limit  in  the  areas 
designated  as  'North  End  Visitor  Park- 
ng.'  The  sticker  will  not  exempt  you 
rom  other  posted  regulations  and  it  will 
lot  guarantee  you  a  parking  space 
inywhere.  The  basic  goal  of  the  pro- 
jram  is  to  maximize  parking  in  the  North 
End  for  residents  and  patrons  of  the 
leighborhood." 

Last  month,  the  Traffic  and  Parking 
department  installed  new  signs  in  the 
leighborhood  establishing  the  resident 
ind  visitor  parking  areas. 
I  Officers  will  ticket  all  vehicles  parked 
n  Resident  Parking  Only  zones  with

iisplays  the  new  resident  permit  park- 
ng  sticker.  Starting  Monday,  November 
5,  all  vehicles  parked  in  the  Permit 
'arking  Only  areas  without  resident 
;tickers  will  be  ticketed  for  code  #13 
non-resident  zone),  which  is  a  $1 5  fine. 

Visitor  zones  will  be  provided  on  most 
itreets  marked  "North  End  Visitor  Park- 
ig."  Vehicles  without  resident  stickers 
/ill  be  allowed  to  park  at  these  spaces 


but  must  adhere  to  the  two-hour  park- 
ing restriction,  Monday  through  Friday, 
8  a.m.  to  6  p.m. 

Stickers  may  be  obtained  at  the  North 
End  Union,  20  Parmenter  Street,  Mon- 
day through  Friday,  10  a.m.  to  6:30  p.m. 
Any  person  applying  for  a  sticker  will  be 
required  to  show  his  Massachusetts 
Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  registration. 
The  vehicle  must  be  registered  from  a 
North  End/Waterfront  address.  Stickers 
will  be  issued  on  an  annual  basis  and 
expire  on  November  30, 1983.  Stickers 
will  be  available  through  November  12, 
1982,  at  the  North  End  Union  and 
anytime  after  that  in  Room  721 ,  Boston 
City  Hall. 


MBTA  RECEIVES  PARKING 
IMPROVEMENT  GRANT 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  today  that  the  tran- 
sit Authority  has  received  a  $796,000 
grant  from  the  federal  Urban  Mass 
Transportation  Administration  to  fund 
expansion,  improvements,  and  acquisi- 
tions of  parking  facilities  for  commuters.

Fairmount  Station  —  Construction  of 
parking  lot 

Beverly  Depot  —  Expansion  of  ex- 
isting parking  lot 

West  Concord  —  Expansion  of  ex- 
isting parking  lot 

Natick  —  Expansion  of  existing  park- 
ing lot 

In  anticipation  of  additional  federal 
funding  in  future  years,  the  MBTA  will 
begin  to  study  and  design  improve- 
ments at  the  following  locations:  Orient 
Heights,  Swampscott,  Readville,  West 
Newton,  Mattapan,  Lincoln,  Melrose 
Highlands,  Melrose  Cedar  Park, 
Wellesley  Farms,  and  Wellesley 
Square.

Thermostat  —  When  not  at  home, 
set  5°  F.  lower  during  the  day  and 
10  °F.  lower  at  night. 

Windows  —  Keep  windows  tightly 
closed  and  locked.  One-eighth  inch  gap 
around  a  window  is  equal  to  a  six-inch 
hole  in  your  wall. 

Doors  —  You  can  lose  a  lot  of  heat 
by  opening  and  closing  your  doors. 
Keep  your  doors  properly  shut. 

Hot  Water  —  Don't  waste  it.  You  can 
cut  your  water  heating  bill  by  one-fourth 
by  adopting  hot  water  conserving 
habits.

Beginning  on  November  28,  stores 
may  be  open  on  the  four  Sundays  prior 
to  Christmas.

The 
state  law  also  makes  it  clear  that 
employees  cannot  be  forced  to  work  on 
those  Sundays  if  they  do  not  choose  to 
work.

and  the  majority  close  at  6  p.m.

The  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity announced  that  it  had  selected  final- 
ists in  the  competition  to  choose  a 
development  team  for  Rowes/Fosters 
Wharf  on  the  downtown  waterfront.

Company,  Framingham,  Cesar  Pelli  and 
Associates,  architects,  Sasaki  Asso- 
ciates, architects. 

BRA  Director  Robert  J.  Ryan  said, 
"We  were  pleased  at  the  quality  of  the 
proposals  we  received  and  the  efforts 
made  by  developers  to  combine  im- 
aginative design  with  development  that 


would  provide  economic  benefits  to  the 
city.  It  is  our  intention  to  follow  through 
on  this  competition  so  that  we  find  the 
strongest  possible  development  team 
for  this  important  waterfront  parcel." 

Ryan  also  expressed  appreciation  for 
the  Boston  Society  of  Architects  which 
had  worked  with  the  BRA  staff  in  formu- 
lating development  guidelines  for  the 
two  parcels.

SMALL  BUSINESS  INFORMATION 

By  John  J.  McNally,  Jr. 
District  Director 

Q.  As  a  small  business  person  I  am 
pretty  well  set  personally  when  it  comes 
to  insurance  coverage.  But  I  am  not  so 
sure  when  about  my  business  in- 
surance. Any  tips? 

A.  Insurance  executives  feel  that  if 
small  business  owners  bought  as  much 
insurance  for  their  businesses  as  they 
do  for  their  homes  and  personal  prop- 
erty, the  number  of  companies 
devastated  by  fire,  theft,  and  other 
liabilities  would  probably  shrink  much 
lower  that  what  it  is  now. 

The  risk  involved  in  a  particular 
business  is  the  big  question  in  search- 
ing out  attractive  packages  for  small 
businesses.  A  restaurant,  which  runs  a 
greater  risk  of  fire  than  most  busi- 
nesses, may  require  different  insurance 
coverage  than  a  variety  store. 

For  businesses  that  have 
low-to-moderate  risk,  you  may  want  in- 
surance coverage  as  follows: 

Leasehold  improvement  coverage, 
which  insures  new  fixtures  or  other 
types  of  improvements  in  the 
business; 

Fire  and  theft  insurance; 

Business  interruption  insurance, 
which  pays  amount  of  normal 
receipts  if  you  have  to  close  down 
for  a  time; 


Personal  liability  insurance,  tq 
cover  someone  injured  on  th« 
premises; 
Insurance  for  personal  property  o 
others  that  could  be  damaged  o 
lost; 

Insurance   against  employet 
dishonesty; 
Workers'  compensation  insurance

Ordered,  That  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  be 
requested  to  appear  and  testify  as  to  the  present  budgetary 
status  of  the  department  and  its  ability  to  ensure  the 
passage  of  emergency  vehicles  and  the  safety  of  Boston 
residents. 

Coun.  IANNELLA  moved  that  the  order  be  amended 
by  substituting  "2  p.m."  for  "3  p.m." 


The  motion  was  carried. 

Coun.  BOLLING  moved  that  the  Budget  Director,  Mr. 
Dennis  Morgan,  be  asked  to  come  to  the  meeting  of  the 
Committee  of  the  Whole  at  2  p.m. 

The  motion  was  carried. 

The  order,  as  amended,  was  passed,  yeas  9. 


CITY  OF  BOSTON  FINANCIAL  REFORM 
ACT  OF  1982 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Ordered,  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be. 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  ( I )  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  enacted  providing  substantially  as 
follows: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston,  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  section  4,  may  borrow,  at  one  time  or  from 
time  to  time  prior  to  June  30,  1983,  a  sum  in  the  aggregate 
not  exceeding  S75  million,  and  may  issue  and  sell  bonds, 
notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  said  city 
therefor  as  provided  herein.  Bond,  notes  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  may  be  issued  hereunder  by 
the  collector-treasurer  of  said  city  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  and,  notwithstanding  section  16  and  section 
19  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  may  be  issued  as 
serial  bonds  or  term  bonds  or  any  combination  thereof, 
shall  mature  on  such  date  or  dates  and  in  such  amounts, 
may  be  redeemable  prior  to  their  maturity  at  the  option 
of  the  city  with  or  without  premium,  and  may  be  sold 
in  such  manner,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for 
such  price  as  the  collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  determine  to  be  reasonable  and 
proper. 

Section  2.  Subject  to  section  16  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  bonds  and  notes  issued  under  this  act  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  City  of  Boston,  Funding 
Loan  Act  of  1981 .  Each  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate 
loan  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
ten  years  from  their  dates.  Debt  incurred  under  authority 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the  limit 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  established  by  law,  but  shall 
except  as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  provi- 
sions of  section  17  thereof  relative  to  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  authority  provided  by  sec- 
tion 17  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  issue  notes 
in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes,  the  city, 
acting  by  its  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  enter  into  agreements  with  banks  or  trust 
companies,  within  or  without  the  Commonwealth, 
whether  in  the  form  of  lines  of  credit  or  other  banking 
arrangements,  for  the  making  by  the  city  from  time  to 
time  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the  money  to 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  bonds  and  notes  under  sec- 
tion 1  hereof  in  such  aggregate  principal  amounts  out- 
standing from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amount 
authorized  by  section  I,  as  the  collector-treasurer  may 
determine  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  Any  temporary 
loans  incurred  under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes 
if  any  issued  to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed 
from  time  to  time,  provided  all  such  loans  and  renewals 
thereof  shall  be  payable  not  later  than  June  30.  1983.  Any 
agreement  entered  into  by  the  city  under  this  section,  and 
notes  of  the  city  if  any  issued  thereunder,  whether  in 
coupon  or  registered  form  or  payable  to  order,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the 
city  and  countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans 
incurred  under  this  section  may.  in  the  discretion  of  the 
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collector-treasurer  and  the  mayor,  provide  lor  prepayment 
at  any  time  w  ith  or  without  premium  at  the  option  of  the 
city,  and  may  bear  interest  as  such  rate  or  rates  as  the 
collector-treasurer  and  the  mayor,  provide  lor  prepayment 
at  any  time  with  or  without  premium  at  the  option  of  the 
city,  and  may  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  the 
collector-treasurer  may.  w  ith  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
deem  proper,  including  rates  variable  from  time  to  time 
as  determined  by  such  index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other 
method  specified  in  such  agreement.  Any  such  agreement 
may  also  include  such  other  covenants  and  provisions  for 
protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights,  security  and  remedies 
of  the  lenders  as  may.  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer  and  mayor,  be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not 
in  violation  of  law  . 

Section  4.  The  proceeds  of  any  borrowing  authorized 
by  section  1  of  this  act.  afterpayment,  unless  otherwise 
pros  ided  for.  of  all  expenses  of  the  borrowing,  shall  be 
deposited  in  a  separate  fund  which  shall  be  set  up  on  the 
books  of  the  city  or  otherwise  established  pursuant  to  the 
trust  agreement,  if  any.  securing  such  borrowing,  and 
maintained  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  funds  and 
accounts  of  the  city.  Amounts  deposited  in  such  fund 
shall,  upon  written  direction  of  the  collector-treasurer  but 
without  further  authority,  be  used  for  no  purpose  other 
than  to  meet  refunds  and  other  recoveries  of  real  proper- 
ty taxes  after  payment,  including  interest  accrued  thereon, 
and  to  reimburse  the  treasury  of  the  city  for  such  refunds 
and  recoveries,  paid  by  the  city  after  June  30,  1979  and 
on  or  before  June  30,  1983  on  account  of  abatements  of 
taxes  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  June  30.  1980  and  all  years  prior  thereto,  pro- 
vided, however,  that  any  funds  reimbursed  to  the  city  for 
abatements  paid  prior  to  June  30,  1981.  shall  be  ap- 
propriated lor  the  exclusive  use  of  the  public  works, 
library  and  parks  and  recreation  departments.  Notwith- 
standing the  foregoing  amounts  borrowed  under  author- 
ity of  section  I  shall  be  applied  only  to  refunds  and  other 
recoveries  of  taxes  arising  from  abatements  granted  after 
January  1.  1979  and  on  or  before  June  30.  1983  pursuant 
to  application  for  abatements  or  the  filing  or  settlement 
of  appeals  before  the  appellate  tax  board  on  account  of 
a  claimed  disproportionate  assessment  of  property;  pro- 
vided a  certificate  to  such  effect,  signed  by  the  commis- 
sioner of  assessing  of  the  city  shall  be  conclusive  evidence 
of  the  proper  application  of  such  amounts.  A  record  of 
each  such  refund,  including  the  address  of  the  property, 
the  owner  of  record,  the  amount  refunded,  the  date  the 
abatement  was  granted  and  the  date  of  payment  of  such 
refund  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  council  and  published 
in  the  City  Record  not  more  than  twenty  days  after  the 
date  of  payment. 

When  assessing  taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30.  1982  and  any  subsequent  year,  the  assessors  of  the 
city  shall  exclude  from  the  calculation  of  the  amount  re- 
quired to  be  assessed  under  section  23  of  chapter  59  of 
the  General  Laws  all  abatements  met  or  reimbursed  from 
amounts  borrowed  under  this  act. 

The  expenses  of  any  borrowing  made  under  authority 
of  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  such  borrowing  or  from  the  general  funds  of  the  city 
to  the  extent  not  otherwise  provided  for.  Income  earned 
on  investment  of  any  proceeds  of  such  borrowing  may. 
in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  and  mayor  with 
approval  of  the  city  council,  be  credited  to  the  separate 
fund  provided  for  in  this  section  or  transferred  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  city  to  be  used  to  meet  payments 
of  principal  or  interest  on  debt  issued  under  authority  of 
section  I  of  this  act.  If  on  June  30.  1983  any  amount  bor- 
rowed under  authority  of  section  I  of  this  act  remains 
unexpended  for  the  purposes  provided  herein,  such 
amount  shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  principal  and 
interest  coming  due  in  the  next  fiscal  year  on  debt  in- 


curred under  said  section.  Any  amount  in  excess  of  such 
principal  and  interest  shall  be  transferred  to  the  general 
fund  of  the  city  as  of  such  date,  and  shall  be  subject  to 
appropriation. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  issued  under  authority  of  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  the  auditor  of  the  city, 
in  accordance  with  section  1 6  of  chapter  44  of  the  General 
Laws,  shall  annually  notify  the  assessors  of  the  city  of 
the  amount  of  debt  and  interest  charges  matured  and 
maturing  during  the  next  fiscal  year  on  all  debt  of  the 
city  incurred  under  section  1  of  this  act  and  what  provi- 
sion if  any  has  been  made  for  the  payment  of  such  debt 
and  interest,  and  said  assessors  shall  include  the  amount 
of  such  debt  and  interest  not  otherwise  provided  for  in 
the  tax  levy  of  that  year  notw  ithstanding  any  limit  pro- 
vided by  law  on  the  total  taxes  assessable  by  the  city  for 
such  year;  provided  inclusion  of  any  such  amount  in  the 
levy  of  any  year  shall  not  operate  to  increase  the  amount 
otherwise  available  within  any  limits  thereon  to  meet  other 
appropriations  of  the  city. 

Sections.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  in 
section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  in  any 
other  general  or  special  law  heretofore  enacted,  the  City 
of  Boston,  when  authorized  by  vote  of  a  two-thirds  of 
all  the  city  councillors  passed  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes  taken  not  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  apart,  may  incur  debt  in  any  fiscal  year  for  tem- 
porary loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  said  chapter  44.  of  such  fiscal  year  in  an  amount 
not  exceeding  the  total  tax  levy  of  such  fiscal  year  or. 
if  said  levy  has  not  yet  been  established  by  the  assessors 
of  the  city,  not  exceeding  85  percent  of  the  total  tax  levy 
of  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Notes  issued  under  authority  of  this  section  may  be  sold 
in  such  manner,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for 
such  price  as  the  collector-treasurer  may.  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  determine  to  be  reasonable  and  pro- 
per. Each  note  issued  under  authority  of  this  section  and 
any  renewal  thereof  shall,  notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  chapter  717  <5f  the  acts  of  1957  be  payable  not  later 
than  June  thirtieth  of  the  year  in  which  such  note  or 
renewal  thereof  is  issued,  provided  that  notes  may  be 
issued  or  renewed  under  authority  of  this  section  after 
May  thirty  first  in  any  year,  payable  not  later  than  one 
year  from  their  dates  if  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  does 
not  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  remaining  unpaid  at  such 
May  thirty-first  on  real  personal  property  taxes  assessed 
in  such  year  and  not  included  in  a  tax  title  account. 

Section  6.  In  addition  to  the  authority  provided  in  sec- 
tion 5  of  this  act  to  issue  notes  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  a  fiscal  year,  the  city,  acting  by  its  collector- 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  enter  into 
agreements  with  banks  or  trust  companies,  within  or 
without  the  Commonwealth,  whether  in  the  form  of  lines 
of  credit  or  other  banking  arrangements,  for  the  making 
by  the  city  from  time  to  time  of  temporary  loans  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such 
loans  arc  made  in  such  principal  amounts  outstanding  from 
time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amounts  authorized  by 
section  5  thereof,  as  the  collector-treasurer  may  deter- 
mine w  ith  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  Any  temporary  loans 
incurred  under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes,  if  any, 
issued  to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed  from  time 
to  time,  provided  all  such  loans  shall  be  payable  not  later 
than  the  dates  provided  in  said  section  5.  Any  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  section,  and  notes 
of  the  city,  if  any.  issued  thereunder,  whether  in  coupon 
or  registered  form  or  payable  to  order,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the  city  and 
countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans  incurred 
under  this  section  may  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer,  provide  lor  prepayment  an  any  time  with  or 
without  premium  at  the  option  of  the  city  and  may  bear 
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interest  at  such  rate  as  the  collector-treasurer  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  proper,  including  rates 
variable  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  such  index, 
bankers  loan  rate  or  other  method  specified  in  such  agree- 
ment. Any  such  agreement  may  also  include  such  other 
covenants  and  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforcing  the 
rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  lenders  as  may,  in 
the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  and  mayor  be 
reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of  the  law. 

7.  For  purposes  of  this  section  the  following  words 
shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have  the 
following  meanings: 

"Operator."  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  64,  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  Com- 
monwealth and  political  subdivisions,  agencies  and 
authorities  thereof,  who,  whether  as  owner,  proprietor, 
lessee,  sublessee,  mortgagee,  concessionaire,  licensee  or 
otherwise,  receive  a  parking  fee  attributable  to  a  parking 
space,  other  than  those  political  subdivisions,  agencies 
or  authorities  of  the  Commonwealth  making  annual  pay- 
ments in  lieu  of  taxes  pursuant  to  any  general  or  special 
law  requiring  an  agreement  for  such  payments. 

"Parking  facility,"  means  any  open  or  enclosed  area, 
lot.  garage,  building  or  structure,  or  combination  or  por- 
tion thereof,  utilized  in  whole  or  in  part  for  the  provision 
of  unmetered.  off-street  parking  of  motor  vehicles,  as 
defined  in  section  I  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws, 
including,  without  limitation,  facilities  open  to  the  public 
for  a  fee  and  facilities  provided  by  an  employer  for  use 
by  customers,  employees  or  licensees  for  a  fee.  but  ex- 
cluding facilities  provided  or  leased  primarily  to  occupants 
of  a  residence  and  their  guests  on  the  same  or  other 
premises  for  use  only  in  connection  with  and  as  an  ac- 
cessory to  the  occupancy  of  such  residence. 

"Parking  fee."  means  the  total  consideration,  excluding 
the  excise  imposed  hereunder,  received  by  an  operator, 
whether  or  not  separately  stated  and  whether  or  not  paid 
by  the  user,  for  the  use  of  a  parking  space  by  a  user  or 
another  person. 

"Parking  space"  means  that  portion  of  a  parking  facility 
normally  allocated  to  a  single  motor  vehicle. 

"Transfer  of  the  right  of  use,"  includes,  without  limita- 
tion, any  transfer  of  title  or  possession,  or  both,  and  any 
exchange,  bailment,  license,  lease  or  rental,  conditional 
or  otherwise. 

"User."  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  obtains  the  use 
for  such  person  or  another  person  of  a  parking  space  for 
a  parking  fee. 

Notw  ithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  I 
of  this  act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  January  1 ,  1982. 
an  excise  is  hereby  imposed  upon  the  transfer  by  an 
operator  of  the  right  of  use  of  a  parking  space  located 
on  or  in  any  parking  facility  in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the 
uniform  rate  of  10  percent  of  the  parking  fee  for  such 
parking  space.  Reimbursement  for  the  excise  imposed  by 
this  section  shall  be  paid  by  the  user  to  the  operator,  and 
each  operator  shall  add  to  the  parking  fee  and  shall  col- 
lect from  the  user  the  full  amount  of  the  excise  imposed 
by  this  section,  or  an  amount  equal  as  nearly  as  possible 
or  practicable  to  the  average  equivalent  thereof,  provided 
the  amount  of  such  excise  need  not  be  stated  and  charged 
separately  from  the  parking  fee  or  shown  separately  on 
any  record  thereof  delivered  to  the  user  unless  otherwise 
prescribed  by  law  or  be  regulation  of  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  as  hereinafter  provided.  The  amount 
of  such  excise  shall  be  a  debt  from  the  user  to  the  operator, 
when  so  added  to  the  parking  fee.  and  shall  be  recoverable 
at  law  in  the  same  manners  as  other  debts. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  all  forms 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 


shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions, not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when  reason- 
able designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the 
provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  pro- 
per interpretation  of  such  provisions.  The  collector- 
treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  with  a  copy  of  any 
regulation  proposed  to  be  prescribed  under  this  section 
and  shall  publish  such  proposed  regulation  in  the  City 
Record.  Such  regulation  shall  be  effective  twenty  days 
after  the  date  of  publication  unless  prior  thereto  the  city 
council,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall  vote 
to  rescind  such  regulation.  All  forms  and  regulations  shall 
conform,  as  far  as  practicable,  to  forms  and  regulations 
issued  by  the  commissioner  of  revenue  under  chapter  62C 
of  the  General  Laws  for  the  interpretation  and  enforce- 
ment of  the  provisions  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General 
Laws. 

On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  calendar  month 
every  operator  who  has,  during  the  preceding  calendar 
month,  made  any  transfer  of  the  right  of  use  of  a  parking 
space  on  which  an  excise  is  payable  under  this  section 
shall  file  a  return  with  the  collector-treasurer  in  such  form 
as  the  collector-treasurer  shall  prescribe  and  providing 
such  information  as  he  deems  necessary  for  the  computa- 
tion and  collection  of  the  excise  hereby  imposed,  and  shall 
remit  herew  ith  the  amount  of  the  excise  payable  for  such 
month  In  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this  sec- 
tion, the  city,  acting  by  the  collector-treasurer,  shall  have, 
and  hereby  is  vested  with,  the  powers,  procedures  and 
remedies  provided  and  granted  to  the  commissioner  of 
revenue  by  chapter  62C  of  the  General  Laws  for  the  ad- 
ministration and  enforcement  of  the  tax  imposed  by  sec- 
tion 64H  of  the  General  Laws. 

All  fees  collected  under  this  section  shall  be  maintained 
in  a  separate  fund  entitled  the  "Supplementary  Public- 
Safety  Appropriation  Fund."  All  fees  deposited  in  such 
Supplementary  Public  Safety  Fund  shall  be  appropriated 
to  the  budget  of  the  Boston  police  and  fire  departments 
in  order  to  maintain  adequate  public  safety  protection  to 
Boston  residents. 

Section  8.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  following 
words  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

"Applicant."  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  seeks  to 
register  a  master  deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  in  the  registry 
of  deeds  or  who  seeks  a  building  permit  for  the  construc- 
tion or  alteration  of  a  structure  or  other  appurtenances 
thereto  on  one  or  more  lots  included  in  a  consolidation. 

"Condominium,"  "master  deed,"  and  "unit."  shall 
have  the  meanings  given  such  words  by  chapter  183A 
of  the  General  Laws. 

"Consolidation."  means  the  consolidation  of  two  or 
more  lots,  as  shown  on  the  records  of  the  building  depart- 
ment of  the  city,  into  one  parcel  of  land  for  purposes  of 
construction  or  alteration  on  one  or  more  lots  in  such 
parcel  or  structures,  or  appurtenances  thereto,  for  which 
a  building  permit  is  required  to  be  granted  by  the  com- 
missioner of  said  department  in  accordance  with  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  State  Building  Code  or 
chapter  143  of  the  General  Laws. 

"Consolidation  plan."  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  con- 
solidation, in  such  form  as  the  building  commissioner  of 
the  city  shall  prescribe,  showing  the  boundaries  of  each 
lot  in  such  consolidation  and  the  names  of  each  record 
owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other  information  as 
the  building  commissioner  of  the  city  may  reasonably  re- 
quire or  as  is  required  by  law  and  includes  a  site  plan 
as  provided  in  the  state  building  code. 

"Lot."  means  an  area  in  one  ownership,  with  definite 
boundaries,  used,  or  available  for  use.  as  the  site  of  one 
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or  more  structures  as  defined  in  chapter  145  of  the  General 
Laws. 

•"Subdivision."  means  the  division  of  a  tract  of  land 
into  two  or  more  lots  and  includes  resubdivision. 

"Subdivision  plan,"  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  sub- 
division show  ing  the  boundaries  of  each  lot  to  be  created 
thereby,  the  record  owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  required  by  law.  *'  Registry  of 
Deeds"  means  the  registry  of  deeds  of  Suffolk  County 
and.  when  appropriate,  includes  the  land  court. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  I  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  January  1.  1982,  an  ex- 
cise is  hereby  imposed  upon  the  creation  of  any  con- 
dominium or  subdivision  located  in  whole  or  in  part  in 
the  City  of  Boston  at  the  uniform  rate  of  $500  for  each 
unit,  in  excess  of  one  unit,  in  the  condominium,  as  shown 
by  the  master  deed,  and  $500  for  each  lot  in  excess  of 
two  lots,  in  the  subdivision  as  shown  by  the  subdivision 
plan.  Such  excise  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  excise  or 
fee  payable  under  any  other  provision  of  law  applicable 
to  the  creation  of  condominiums  or  subdivisions  or  the 
recording  of  a  master  deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  or  in- 
strument conveying  interests  in  units  or  lots.  Payment  of 
the  excise  imposed  hereby  shall  be  made  by  the  appli- 
cant to  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  prior  to  recor- 
ding any  master  deed  or  subdivision  plan  and  the  registry 
of  deeds  shall  not  accept  for  recording  any  master  deed 
or  subdivision  plan  unless  there  is  affixed  thereto  or  ac- 
companied thereby  a  certificate  of  the  collector-treasurer, 
on  such  forms  as  he  shall  prescribe,  attesting  to  the  pay- 
ment of  the  excise  applicable  thereto. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  January  I,  1982.  an  ex- 
cise is  hereby  imposed  upon  each  consolidation  located 
in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  City  of  Bpston  at  the  uniform 
rate  of  $500  for  each  lot.  in  excess  of  two  lots,  as  shown 
on  the  consolidation  plan.  Such  excise  shall  be  in  addi- 
tion to  any  other  excise  or  fee  payable  under  any  other 
provision  of  law  applicable  to  such  consolidation  or  the 
issuance  of  a  building  permit  for  the  construction  or  altera- 
tion of  any  structure  on  any  lot  therein.  Payment  of  the 
excise  shall  be  made  by  the  applicant  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  prior  to  the  issuance  by  the  building 
commissioner  of  any  permit  applicable  to  construction 
or  alteration  of  any  structure  in  any  lot  in  such  consolida- 
tion and  said  commissioner  shall  not  issue  any  such  per- 
mit until  a  consolidation  plan  has  been  filed  with  the  com- 
missioner accompanied  by  a  certificate  of  the  collector- 
treasure,  on  such  form  as  he  shall  prescribe,  attesting  to 
the  payment  of  the  excise  applicable  thereto. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  forms 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 
shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  law.  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when 
reasonably  designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  proper  interpretation  of  such  provisions.  The  collector- 
treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  with  a  copy  of  any 
regulation  proposed  to  be  prescribed  under  this  section 
and  shall  publish  such  proposed  regulation  in  the  City 
Record.  Such  regulation  shall  be  effective  twenty  days 
after  the  date  of  publication  unless  prior  thereto  the  city 
council,  by  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall  vote 
to  rescind  such  regulation.  All  remedies  provided  by  sec- 
tion 35  and  36  of  chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  or  other- 
wise  provided  by  law  shall  be  available  to  and  hereby 
vested  in  the  collector-treasurer  for  the  proper  administra- 
tion and  enforcement  of  this  section. 

Section  9  Whether  or  not  any  loan  issued  under 
authority  of  section  1  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  on  and 


after  July  1 .  1982,  an  excise  upon  the  transfer  ot  occupan- 
cy of  any  room  in  a  hotel,  lodging  house  or  motel  in  the 
City  of  Boston  by  any  operator  is  hereby  imposed  at  the 
rate  of  3.3  percent  of  the  total  amount  of  rent  for  such 
occupancy.  Said  excise  shall  be  in  addition  to  the  excise 
imposed  by  section  3  of  chapter  64G  of  the  General  Laws 
and  section  2  of  chapter  546  of  the  acts  of  1969,  and  terms 
used  herein  shall  have  the  same  meaning  as  in  said  chapter 
64G.  The  rate  of  the  excise  authorized  in  this  section  may 
be  increased  by  majority  vote  of  the  city  council  with  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  up  to  an  amount  such  that  the  total 
rate  of  excise  imposed  under  this  section  together  with 
the  total  of  the  excise  then  imposed  under  section  3  of 
chapter  64G  of  the  General  Laws  and  section  2  of  chapter 
546  of  the  acts  of  1969,  shall  not  exceed  10  percent  of 
the  total  amount  of  rent  or  a  rate  equal  to  two  times  the 
total  rate  of  the  excise  imposed  under  said  section  3  and 
said  section  2  as  of  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  whichever 
is  greater.  The  excise  hereby  authorized  shall  be  collected 
by  the  commissioner  of  revenue,  in  accordance  with 
regulations  he  shall  prescribe  for  the  convenient  collec- 
tion of  said  excise  together  with  the  excise  imposed  by 
chapter  64G  of  the  General  Laws.  All  remedies  and  pro- 
cedures provided  in  said  chapter  64G  and  in  chapter  62C 
of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  available  to  the  commis- 
sioner as  he  shall  deem  appropriate  for  the  administra- 
tion of  the  excise  herein  imposed.  All  receipts  and  other 
amounts  which  are  collected  by  the  commissioner  on  ac- 
count of  the  excise  authorized  and  imposed  by  this  sec- 
tion shall  be  credited  to  a  separate  fund  which  shall  be 
established  and  set  up  upon  the  books  of  the  Common- 
wealth to  be  known  as  the  City  of  Boston  Room  Occupan- 
cy Excise  Fund.  The  state  treasurer,  upon  certification 
of  the  commissioner  and  without  further  appropriation, 
shall  distribute  to  the  city  all  amounts  credited  to  such 
fund,  without  offset  or  deduction  of  any  kind,  not  less 
than  quarterly  at  the  times  provided  for  the  distribution 
of  school  aid  pursuant  to  section  18A  of  chapter  58  of 
the  General  Laws. 

Notwithstanding  any  other  provision  herein,  the  general 
court  may,  by  statute,  stay  the  effective  date  of  section 
9  for  a  period  of  up  to  one  year.  In  addition,  the  general 
court  may,  by  statute,  repeal  section  9,  or  modify  it,  if 
the  general  court  shall  have  previously  enacted  a  statute 
taxing  the  transfer  of  occupancy,  defined  in  section  9, 
throughout  the  Commonwealth  for  the  direct  benefit  of 
municipalities  wherein  such  facility  as  is  taxed  pursuant 
to  section  9  is  located,  or  shall  have  previously  enacted 
a  statute  providing  for  the  use  of  such  taxes  to  finance 
the  construction  or  operation  of  a  major  sports  or  con- 
vention facility  in  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  10.  The  assessed  valuation  of  any  parcel  of 
real  estate  which  is  or  has  been  reduced  on  account  of 
abatements  of  taxes  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the  city 
for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30.  1979.  pursuant  to  an 
order  of  the  appellate  tax  board,  which  has  not  been 
modified  by  an  order  of  said  board  for  a  subsequent  fiscal 
year  shall  not  be  increased  by  more  than  53  percent  of 
its  amount  as  so  abated,  provided,  however,  that  any 
assessment  which  is  increased  by  the  assessors  of  the  city 
pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  fur- 
ther increased  by  said  assessors  for  a  period  of  three  con- 
secutive years  after  the  fiscal  year  for  which  said  increase 
was  made,  unless  the  parcel  so  assessed  has  been  improv- 
ed by  construction  or  by  substantial  reconstruction  or 
rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to  the  condominium 
form  of  ownership  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter 
I83A  of  the  General  Laws  as  evidenced  by  the  issuance 
of  a  certificate  of  occupancy  by  the  city  of  the  recording 
of  a  master  deed,  whichever  is  appropriate,  or  has  been 
sold,  or  unless  the  increase  in  the  assessed  valuation  of 
the  parcel  so  assessed  is  the  result  of  and  consistent  with 
a  general  revaluation  of  all  of  the  property  within  the  city 
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which  conforms  to  the  provisions  ot  article  4,  section  I , 
chapter  2  part  II  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth, 
whichever  occurs  first. 

Section  I  I.  The  assessed  valuation  of  any  parcel  of 
real  estate  which  is  or  has  been  reduced  on  account  of 
the  abatements  of  taxes  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the 
city  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1980  or  for  the 
fiscal  years  ending  on  June  30,  1982,  pursuant  to  an  order 
of  the  appellate  tax  board,  shall  not  be  increased  by  the 
assessors  of  the  city  for  at  least  three  consecutive  years 
after  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  abatement  was  granted 
unless  the  parcel  so  assessed  has  been  improved  bv  con- 
struction or  by  substantial  reconstruction  or  rehabilitation 
or  has  been  converted  to  the  condominium  form  of  owner- 
ship pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  I83A  of  the 
General  Laws  as  evidenced  by  the  issuance  of  a  certificate 
of  occupancy  by  the  city  or  the  recording  of  a  master  deed, 
whichever  is  appropriate,  or  has  been  sold,  or  unless  the 
increase  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  parcel  so  assessed 
is  the  result  of  and  consistent  with  a  general  revaluation 
of  all  of  the  property  within  the  city  which  conforms  to 
the  provisions  of  article  4,  section  1,  chapter  2  of  part 
II  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  whichever 
occurs  first. 

Section  12.  The  assessed  valuation  of  any  parcel  of 
real  estate  that  was  not  exempt  from  taxation  under  chapter 
59  of  the  General  Laws  on  the  first  day  of  January  1980. 
shall  not  be  increased  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  for  a 
period  of  two  consecutive  fiscal  years  following  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30.  1 98 1 .  unless  the  parcel  so  assessed 
has  been  improved  by  construction  or  by  substantial  re- 
construction or  rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to  the 
condominium  form  of  ownership  pursuant  to  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  I83A  of  the  General  Laws  as  evidenced 
by  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  occupancy  by  the  city 
or  the  recording  of  a  master  deed,  whichever  is  appro- 
priate, or  has  been  sold,  or  unless  the  increase  in  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  parcel  so  assessed  is  the  result 
of  and  consistent  with  a  general  revaluation  of  all  of  the 
property  within  the  city  which  conforms  to  the  provisions 
of  article  4.  section  1 ,  chapter  2  of  part  II  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  Commonwealth  which  occurs  first. 

Section  13.  After  a  general  revaluation  of  all  the  prop- 
erty within  the  city  conforming  to  the  judicial  interpreta- 
tions of  article  4.  section  1,  chapter  2  of  part  2  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth,  any  valuation  with 
respect  to  a  fiscal  year  beginning  after  such  revaluation, 
which  is  thereafter  adjudicated  in  favor  of  the  appellant 
property  owner  by  the  appellate  tax  board  or  by  a  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  shall  continue  without  change 
for  at  least  three  consecutive  years  after  the  fiscal  year 
for  which  the  abatement  was  granted  unless  the  parcel 
so  valued  has  been  improved  by  construction  or 
reconstruction  or  substantial  rehabilitation  or  has  been  con- 
verted to  the  condominium  form  of  ownership,  or  if  there 
has  been  a  major  increase  in  fair  economic  rent  or  in  the 
event  of  any  other  occurrence  which  significantly  increases 
the  value  of  the  property. 

Section  14.  The  provisions  of  the  four  foregoing  sec- 
tions shall  not  limit  or  otherwise  affect  the  right  of  any 
person  upon  whom  a  tax  has  been  assessed  to  apply  to 
the  assessors  of  the  city  for  abatement  thereof,  as  pro- 
vided in  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws,  or  the  right  of 
any  person  who  is  aggrieved  by  a  refusal  of  the  assessors 
of  the  city  to  abate  such  tax  to  tile  a  petition  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  section  65  of  said  chapter  59 
of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  15.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  section  4A 
of  chapter  717  of  the  acts  of  1957.  as  amended,  for  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  July  1 .  1982.  and  each  fiscal  year 
thereafter,  whether  or  not  any  loan  issued  under  author- 
ity of  section  1  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  deductions  made 
by  the  assessors  of  the  city  under  clause  (a)  of  section 


23  of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  on  account  of 
estimated  receipts  from  the  special  excise  taxes  or  other 
revenues  authorized  by  section  7  and  8  hereof  may  be 
made  up  to  such  amounts  as  the  auditor  of  the  city  shall 
estimate,  subject  to  approval  of  the  commissioner  of 
revenue. 

Section  16.  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
city  council,  any  debt  or  temporary  loan  incurred  under 
authority  of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  general  or 
special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may  be  secured 
by  one  or  more  trust  agreements  or  other  security  agree- 
ments between  the  city  and  a  corporate  trustee,  which 
may  be  any  trust  company  or  bank  having  the  powers  of 
a  trust  company  within  or  without  the  Commonwealth, 
or  directly  between  the  city  and  the  lender  of  such  debt 
or  temporary  loan.  Any  such  trust  or  security  agreement 
shall  be  in  such  form  as  determined  by  the  collector- 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and  shall  be 
executed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor  and 
countersigned  by  the  mayor. 

Any  trust  or  security  agreement  directly  or  indirectly 
securing  debt  or  temporary  loans  incurred  under  author- 
ity of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  other  general  or 
special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may,  in  addi- 
tion to  other  security  provided  by  law.  pledge  or  assign, 
and  may  create  a  security  interest,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
in  the  receipts  and  other  monies  held  or  to  be  received 
by  the  city  in  the  current  or  future  fiscal  year  from  the 
special  excise  taxes  authorized  by  section  7  and  8  of  this 
act  and  from  any  other  tax  or  fee  heretofore  or  hereafter 
imposed  by  any  general  or  special  law  the  receipts  from 
which  are  payable  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  city  and 
the  receipts,  distributions  and  reimbursements  held  or  to 
be  received  by  the  city  in  the  fiscal  years  or  parts  thereof 
during  which  such  debt  or  loans  will  be  outstanding  from 
the  Commonwealth  under  chapter  58  of  the  General  Laws 
and  under  any  other  local  reimbursement  or  assistance 
program  authorized  by  law.  including,  without  limitation, 
reimbursement  and  assistance  programs  described  in  sec- 
tion 25A  of  said  chapter  58.  Any  such  trust  or  security 
agreement  may  also  pledge  or  assign,  pending  their  use 
for  the  purposes  for  which  borrowed,  all  or  any  part  of 
the  proceeds  of  such  debt  or  temporary  loans  and  may 
contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforcing  the 
rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  holders  of  such  debt 
or  temporary  loans  as  the  collector-treasurer  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  reasonable  and  proper 
and  not  in  violation  of  law,  including,  without  limitation, 
provisions  defining  defaults  and  providing  for  remedies 
in  the  event  thereof  including  the  acceleration  of 
maturities,  provisions  establishing  reserves  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  dept  or  loans  and  covenants  setting  forth 
the  duties  of,  and  limitations  on.  the  city  in  relation  to 
the  custody,  safeguarding,  investment  and  application  of 
the  prcxeeds.  receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  and 
other  monies  pledged  thereunder. 

In  addition  to  other  security  provided  herein  or  other- 
wise by  law.  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  majority  vote  of  the  city 
council,  debt  and  temporary  loans  incurred  by  the  city 
under  any  provision  of  this  act  or  under  any  other  general 
or  special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  may  be  secured, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  by  letters  of  credit,  as  defined  in  ar- 
ticle 5  of  chapter  105  of  the  General  Laws,  issued  to  the 
city  by  any  bank,  trust  company  or  other  financial  institu- 
tion, within  or  without  the  Commonwealth,  authorized 
to  issue  the  same,  and  the  city  may  pledge  and  assign, 
and  may  create  security  interests  in,  any  of  the  proceeds, 
receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  or  other  monies 
described  in  this  section  as  security  for  the  reimburse- 
ment by  the  city  of  the  issuers  of  such  letters  of  credit 
of  and  payments  made  under  the  letters  of  credit. 
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It  shall  be  lawful  tor  any  bank  or  trust  company 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  act 
as  a  depository  or  trustee  of  any  proceeds,  receipts, 
distributions,  reimbursement  or  other  monies  pledged  or 
held  under  any  trust  or  security  agreement  authorized 
hereby  and  to  furnish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or  to 
pledge  such  securities  and  issue  such  letters  of  credit  as 
may  be  requested  or  required  by  the  city.  All  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such  trust  or 
security  agreement  or  in  obtaining  any  such  letters  of  credit 
may  be  treated  as  an  expense  of  borrowing  hereunder. 
Any  pledge  made  in  accordance  with  this  act  shall  be  valid 
and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed  continuously  perfected 
from  the  time  when  the  pledge  is  made,  the  proceeds, 
receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  and  other  monies 
so  pledged  and  then  held  or  thereafter  received  by  the 
city  shall  immediately  be  subject  to  the  lien  of  such  pledge 
without  any  physical  delivery  or  segregation  thereof  or 
further  act;  and  the  lien  of  such  pledge  shall  be  valid  and 
binding  against  all  parties  having  claims  of  any  kind  in 
tort,  contract  or  otherwise  against  the  city,  irrespective 
of  whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof.  No  trust  or 
security  agreement  by  which  a  pledge  is  created  need  be 
tiled  or  recorded  except  in  the  records  of  the  city  kept 
by  the  city  clerk,  and  no  tiling  need  be  made  under  the 
Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Section  17.  The  first  paragraph  of  section  20A  of 
chapter  90  of  the  General  Lawss  as  amended,  is  hereby 
further  amended  by  striking  out  the  third  sentence  and 
inserting  in  palce  thereof  the  following  sentence: 

The  parking  clerk  shall  have  authority,  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  council,  to  hire  or 
designate  such  personnel  as  may  be  necessary  or 
contract  by  competitive  bid  for  such  services  subject 
to  appropriation  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  provided,  however,  that  these  positions  shall 
be  filled  by  first  preference  to  persons  who  had  been 
employees  in  the  fire,  police  or  traffic  crossing  guard 
service,  and  all  such  positions  shall  be  subject  to 
chapter  31,  and  in  no  case  shall  the  amount  expended 
for  salary  and  wages  of  personnel  hired  and  designated 
pursuant  to  this  section  exceed  6  percent  of  the  total 
amount  of  receipts  collected  by  the  parking  clerk. 
Section  18.  There  shall  appointed  by  the  mayor,  sub- 
ject to  confirmation  by  the  city  council,  an  audit  com- 
mittee of  five  members,  all  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston 
whose  members  shall  serve  for  five  years,  except  that  of 
those  first  appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  five  years,  another  for  four  years,  another  for  three 
years,  another  for  two  years,  and  another  for  one  year. 
Members  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  may  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred,  and  shall 
be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes 
of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  city  shall  retain  the  services  of  an  independent, 
certified  public  accounting  firm  which  shall  annually  audit 
the  accounts  of  the  city.  The  audit  committee  shall  monitor 
the  progress  of  such  audit  and  shall  meet  with  the  account- 
ing firm  at  least  quarterly.  The  said  committee  shall  review 
(he  recommendations  of  the  firm  and  shall  present  to  the 
mayor  and  city  council  such  recommendations  as  it  may 
have. 

Section  19.  Section  3  of  chaptcr468  of  the  acts  of  1909. 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  10  of  chapter  642 
of  the  acts  of  1966  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  said  section  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing section: 

Section  3.  All  appropriations,  excepting  those  for 
school  purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue  or  any 
source  other  than  loans,  shall  originate  with  the  mayor. 
The  mayor,  not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  March 
of  each  year,  shall  submit  to  the  city  council  the  an- 
nual budget  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and 


county  tor  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year,  and  may  sub- 
mit thereafter  such  supplementary  appropriation  orders 
as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The  city  council  may  reduce 
or  reject  any  item  but,  except  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor 
the  total  of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto,  nor 
shall  it  originate  a  budget.  Not  later  than  the  first  Mon- 
day in  June,  the  city  council  shall  take  definite  action 
on  the  annual  budget  by  adopting,  reducing  or  reject- 
ing it,  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do,  the 
items  and  the  appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as 
recommended  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  for- 
mally adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by  the 
mayor.  The  city  council  shall  take  definite  action  on 
any  supplementary  appropriation  order  and  any  order 
for  a  transfer  of  appropriations  by  adopting,  reducing 
or  rejecting  it  within  thirty  days  after  it  is  filed  with 
the  city  clerk;  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  do 
to,  such  supplementary  appropriation  order  or  transfer 
as  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  for- 
mally adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by  the 
mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  and  county  of- 
ficials when  requested  by  the  mayor,  to  submit  to  the 
mayor  forthwith  in  such  detail  as  the  mayor  may  re- 
quire estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  of  the  expen- 
ditures of  the  department  or  office  under  their  charge, 
which  estimates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city  council. 
Section  20.  Section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of 
1948,  as  inserted  by  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1951,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  second  sentence 
the  following: 

Specific  information,  as  used  in  this  section,  shall 
include  any  and  all  records,  other  than  those  exempt 
from  disclosure  under  chapter  4,  section  77.  clause  26, 
of  the  General  Laws  within  the  control  of  any  executive 
department  or  agency  of  the  city,  including,  when 
within  the  control  of  the  mayor,  the  Boston  water  and 
sewer  commission  and  the  Boston  redevelopment 
authority,  whether  the  information  is  in  printed  or  elec- 
tronic form.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  this  section, 
the  city  council  shall  have  standing  to  request  a  justice 
of  the  superior  court  department  of  the  trial  court  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  issue  appropriate  orders  to 
compel  compliance  with  this  section. 
Section  21.  Section  16  of  chapter  468  of  the  acts  of 
1909  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence 
and  incerting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

No  official  of  said  city  or  county  except  in  case  of 
epidemic,  riot,  natural  disaster,  or  grave  and  immediate 
threat  to  public  health  or  to  public  safety,  shall  expend 
intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of 
the  appropriations  duly  made  in  accordance  with  law, 
nor  involve  the  city  in  any  contract  for  the  future  pay- 
ment of  money  in  excess  of  such  appropriations,  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act.  Any  official 
who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  per- 
sonally liable  to  the  city  for  any  amounts  expended  in- 
tentionally in  excess  of  an  appropriation  to  the  extent 
the  city  does  not  recover  such  amounts  from  the  per- 
son to  whom  paid.  The  trial  court  of  the  Commonwealth 
or  a  single  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  adjudicate  claims  brought  by  the 
city  hereunder  and  to  order  such  equitable  relief  as  the 
court  may  find  appropriate  to  prevent  further  violations 
of  this  section. 

Section  22.  On  or  before  August  first  of  each  year,  or 
within  ten  days  after  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and 
the  mayor  of  the  annual  appropriation  order  for  such  fiscal 
year,  whichever  shall  <xcur  later,  the  city  or  county  of- 
ficials in  charge  of  departments  or  agenices,  including 
the  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  department, 
shall  submit  to  the  city  auditor,  with  a  copy  to  the  city 
clerk,  in  such  form  as  the  citv  auditor  may  prescribe,  an 
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allotment  schedule  of  the  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  included  in  said  budget,  indicating  the  amounts 
to  be  expended  by  the  department  or  agency  for  such  pur- 
poses during  each  of  the  fiscal  quarters  of  said  fiscal  year. 

The  allotment  specified  by  the  school  department  for 
the  first  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not  exceed 
20  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  for  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment  specified 
for  any  one  of  the  remaining  three-quarters  may  not  ex- 
ceed in  such  quarter  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriation. 

The  allotment  specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and 
agencies,  except  for  the  school  department,  for  either  the 
first  or  second  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not 
exceed  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  per- 
sonnel categories  in  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment 
specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and  agencies,  ex- 
cept for  the  school  department,  for  both  the  third  and 
fourth  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not  be  less 
than  2 1  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  person- 
nel categories  in  said  fiscal  year. 

Whenever  the  city  auditor  determines  that  any  depart- 
ment or  agency,  including  the  school  department,  will 
exhaust  or  has  exhausted  its  quarterly  allotment  and  any 
amounts  unexpended  in  previous  quarters,  he  shall  give 
notice  in  writing  to  such  effect  to  the  department  head, 
the  mayor  and  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  transmit  the  same 
to  city  council. 

The  mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce  such 
allotment.  If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  waived  or 
not  enforced,  as  provided  above,  the  department  or  agency 
head  shall  reduce  the  subsequent  quarters'  allotments  ap- 
propriately. If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  enforced 
or  not  waived,  thereafter  the  department  shall  terminate 
all  personnel  expenses  for  the  remainder  of  such  quarter. 
All  actions,  notices,  and  decisions  provided  for  in  this 
section  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city  council  and  the 
city  clerk  with  seven  days. 

No  personnel  expenses  earned  or  accrued,  within  any 
department,  shall  be  charged  to  or  paid  from  such  depart- 
ment's or  agency's  allotment  of  a  subsequent  quarter 
without  approval  by  the  mayor,  except  for  subsequently 
determined  retroactive  compensation  adjustments.  Ap- 
proval of  a  payroll  for  payment  of  wages,  or  salaries  or 
other  personnel  expenses  which  would  result  in  an  ex- 
penditure in  excess  of  the  allotment  shall  be  a  violation 
by  the  department  or  agency  head  including  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  section  16  of  chapter  486 
of  the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended.  If  the  continuation  of 
operations  is  not  approved  in  a  quarter  where  a  depart- 
ment has  exhausted  the  quartely  allotment  or  allotments 
as  specified  above,  or,  in  any  event,  if  a  department  has 
exceeded  its  entire  appropriation  for  a  fiscal  year,  the  ci- 
ty shall  have  no  obligation  to  pay  any  personnel  cost  or 
expense  arising  after  such  allotment  or  appropriation  has 
been  exhausted.  Notwithstanding  any  special  or  general 
law  to  the  contrary,  every  collective-bargaining  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  city,  the  school  department,  or 
the  county  shall  be  subject  to  and  shall  expressly  incor- 
porate the  provisions  of  this  section. 

To  insure  that  the  overall  city  and  county  spending  pro- 
gram remains  in  balance,  the  mayor  may  reallocate  no 
more  than  S3  million  of  nonpersonnel  appropriations  other 
than  school  appropriations  during  a  fiscal  year  to  other 
departmental  purposes  provided  that  in  no  department 
from  which  appropriations  have  been  reallocated  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  section  shall  any  transfers  be  made 
under  section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  from 
personal  services  to  nonpersonal  services,  except  with  the 
approval  of  the  city  council,  if  such  transfer  would  re- 
quire the  layoff  of  departmental  personnel,  who  have  been 
permanently  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  department 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws. 


No  reallocation  may  be  made  under  this  section  after  April 
15th  in  any  fiscal  year. 

Section  23.  Except  as  provided  by  section  38  of  chapter 
71,  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  school  department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  the  residency 
ordinances  of  said  city  as  the  same  are  now  in  effect  or 
from  time  to  time  may  be  amended. 

Section  24. (a)  Chapter  23 1  of  the  acts  of  1906  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section 
1 ,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  333 
of  the  acts  of  1978,  everything  after  the  first  two  sentences 
and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  paragraph: 
The  superintendent  shall  receive  as  compensation  in 
full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city  the  sum  of 
$60,000  or  such  greater  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by 
ordinance  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor  and  the  city 
council.  The  school  committee  may  remove  the  super- 
intendent for  just  cause  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the 
members  after  proper  notice  and  public  hearing.  The 
superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be,  and 
during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident  of  the  City 
of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  defined  by  or- 
dinance. Failure  to  maintain  such  residence  shall  be 
deemed  a  voluntary  termination  of  employment.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  shall  be  filled 
by  the  school  committee  for  the  unexpired  term  with 
a  person  qualified  in  all  respects  for  the  office, 
(b)  Said  chapter  231  is  hereby  further  amended  by  in- 
serting after  the  first  paragraph  of  section  1  thereof  the 
following  paragraphs: 

The  superintendent  of  schools  shall  be  the  executive 
officer  of  the  school  committee  in  all  matters  pertaining 
to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  school  committee.  The 
superintendent  shall  have  at  least  a  master's  degree  in 
education,  and  shall  have  at  least  five  years'  finance  or 
administrative  experience.  The  superintendent  shall  have 
the  exclusive  authority  to  appoint,  remove,  and  demote 
all  persons  employed  by  the  school  department,  provided 
that  the  superintendent  shall  designate  an  impartial  hear- 
ing officer  to  conduct  a  hearing  to  determine  just  cause 
for  termination  and  after  a  hearing  may  be  reinstated  upon 
four-fifths  vote  of  the  school  committee.  Provided  also, 
however,  that  the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have 
no  power  of  appointment  of  a  president,  vice-president, 
secretary  or  treasurer  of  the  school  committee  or  of  a  per- 
son to  serve  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Teachers 
Retirement  Fund  or  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Perma- 
nent School  Pension  Fund,  or  one  administrative  assis- 
tant and  one  secretary  for  each  committee  member. 

The  superintendent  shall  recommend  and  execute  all 
contracts  and  agreements  made  by  the  school  commit- 
tee. Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  no  contract  made  by  the  school  committee  shall 
be  binding  on  the  city  without  having  been  approved  in 
writing  by  the  superintendent.  The  superintendent  shall 
be  authorized  to  make  on  behalf  of  the  committee  and 
without  the  approval  of  the  committee,  contracts  or 
amendments  to  contracts,  subject  to  requirements  of 
special  and  general  contract  law  for  the  purchase  or  ren- 
tal of  goods  or  supplies,  leases  of  property  and  for  pro- 
fessional or  other  services,  each  contract  not  exceeding 
$25,000  per  year  in  value. 

The  superintendent  may  approve  for  the  school  depart- 
ment without  further  authority  proposals  for  state  and 
federal  funding  provided  that  the  proposed  project  budget 
is  less  than  $50,000. 

The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the  committee  for 
appropriation  the  annual  budget  of  the  school  department 
for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no  later  than  the  second 
Monday  in  March  prior  to  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal 
year.  The  school  committee  may  adopt,  reject,  reduce 
or  increase  any  item,  provided  however,  that  no  increase 
may  cause  the  school  department  budget  to  exceed  its 
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statutory  appropriation  limit.  I  his  section  shall  be  deemed 
a  limitation  on  the  powers  of  the  school  committee  under 
chapter  224  of  the  acts  of  1936.  as  amended.  After  adop- 
tion of  the  annual  budget  by  the  school  committee,  the 
superintendent  shall  appoint  no  person  except  to  a 
budgeted  position. 

Section  1 A  of  chapter  231  of  the  acts  of  1906.  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  333  of  the  acts 
of  1978,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the 
first  three  paragraphs  thereof. 

Section  25.  Section  17D  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of 
1948,  as  amended  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding 
to  the  end  thereof,  the  following: 

Every  order  of  the  city  council  approving  a  petition 
to  the  General  Court  pursuant  to  clause  (1)  of  section 
8  of  article  2  of  the  amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  be 
presented  to  the  mayor  who  shall  forthwith  consider 
the  same,  and  within  fifteen  days  of  presentation,  either 
approve  it.  or  file  with  the  city  council  a  statement  in 
detail  of  his  reasons  for  not  approving  the  same,  in- 
cluding any  objection  based  on  form,  on  content,  or 
both,  provided  that  not  such  order  shall  be  deemed  ap- 
proved or  in  force  unless  the  mayor  affixes  his  signature 
thereto. 

Section  26.  Section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of 
1909.  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing the  section  in  its  entirety  and  substituting  therefor  the 
following: 

Section  3B.  After  an  appropriation  of  money  has 
been  made  by  the  city  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for 
the  needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department  or 
county  office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the  money  thus 
appropriated,  between  such  department  or  office  and 
another  department  or  office,  shall  be  made,  except  in 
accordance  with  and  after  the  written  recommendation 
of  the  mayor  to  the  city  council,  approved  by  a  yea 
and  nay  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  members  of  the  city 
council,  provided  that  the  city  auditor,  with  the  approval 
in  each  instance  of  the  mayor,  may  make  transfers,  other 
than  for  personal  service,  from  any  item  to  any  other 
item  within  the  appropriation  for  a  department,  divi- 
sion of  a  department  or  county  office.  After  the  close 
of  the  fiscal  year,  the  city  auditor  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor  in  each  instance,  apply  any  income 
and  taxes  not  disposed  of  and  make  transfer  from  any 
appropriation  to  any  other  appropriation  for  the  pur- 
pose only  of  closing  the  accounts  of  such  fiscal  year. 
Section  27.  Section  20  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909 
as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  894  of  the  acts  of 
1965.  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  words 
""eighty  thousand  dollars"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

' 'one-fort hieth  on  I  percent  of  the  total  tax  levy  in 
the  previous  year  of  all  city  and  county  departments 
and  officers  and  of  the  school  department  " 
Section  28.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
to  provide  an  additional,  alternative  and  complete  method 
for  the  doing  authorized  hereby  and  shall  be  deemed  and 
construed  to  be  supplemental  and  additional  to,  and  not 
in  derogation  of.  powers  conferred  on  the  city  by  law. 
provided,  however,  that  insofar  as  the  provisions  of  this 
act  are  inconsistent  w  ith  the  provisions  of  any  general 
or  special  law.  ordinance,  or  regulation,  the  provisions 
hereof  shall  be  controlling 

Section  29.  In  item  06 1 1  -5500  of  section  2  of  chapter 
35 1  of  the  acts  of  1981 .  the  following  clause  is  stricken: 
provided,  however,  that  no  funds  shall  be  distributed 
to  the  City  of  Boston  unless  said  city  shall  maintain 
the  same  level  of  police  and  lire  protective  services  as 
during  fiscal  1980.  and  also  maintains  as  operating 
facilities  all  police  and  fire  stations  operating  during 
fiscal  1980.  unless  otherwise  approved  by  the  secretary 
of  public  safety. 


Section  30.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law.  the  appointing  authority  of.  respec- 
tivey,  the  police  department  and  the  fire  department  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  reinstate  to  active  service  as  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  act  any  uniformed  officer  of  either 
department  who  was  in  service  or  on  injured  leave  as  of 
July  1,  1981,  or  was  temporarily  suspended  as  of  July 
I.  1981,  which  suspension  has  expired,  except  for

Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  an  employee  of  either  depart- 
ment from  being  placed  in  injured  leave  under  the  provi- 
sions of  chapter  41,  1 1  IF.  The  mayor  shall  annually  re- 
quest and  the  city  council  shall  annually  appropriate  suf- 
ficient amounts  to  the  respective  departments  to  cover  the 
costs  imposed  by  this  section,  but  nothing  in  this  section 
shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  officers  in  charge  of  said 
departments  to  expend  funds  in  excess  of  a  available  ap- 
propriations in  violation  of  the  City  Charter. 

During  fiscsal  year  1982  and  1983,  the  City  of  Boston 
shall  maintain  minimum  manning  levels  in  both  the  police 
department  and  fire  department  at  a  level  consistent  with 
the  provisions,  if  any,  of  collective  bargaining  agreements 
with  public  safety  employees  in  the  City  of  Boston.  The 
mayor  and  city  council  may  by  ordinance  establish  said 
minimum  manning  levels,  provided  however,  said  levels 
may  not  exceed  the  number  of  police  officers  and  fire 
fighters  in  service  in  each  respective  department  as  of 
November  10.  1980;  nor  may  such  levels  be  reduced  by 
more  than  7.5  percent  of  the  November  10.  1980.  levels; 
and  provided  further,  in  no  case  may  the  number  of 
uniformed  patrol  forces  fall  below  1,423. 

Section  31.  If  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  in- 
valid in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  ef- 
fect any  other  provision  or  circumstances. 

Section  32.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
except  that  the  provisions  of  section  2 1  as  to  the  enforce- 
ment or  waiver  of  allotments  shall  be  in  effect  only  with 
respect  to  quarters  ending  forty-five  days  or  more  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  an  allotment  schedule  must 
be  submitted  as  provided  within  fifteen  days  of  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  act.

The  statute  also  requires  the  Board  of  Ap- 
peal to  mail  notice  of  decision  on  a  case  "to  every  per- 
son present  at  the  hearing  who  requests  that  notice  be  sent 
to  him  and  states  the  address  to  which  such  notice  is  to 
be  sent";  now,  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered.  That  under  the  provisions  of  section  l7Fof 
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chapter  452  of  the  Acts  of  1948.  as  amended,  and  under 
any  other  applicable  provision  of  law.  his  Honor,  the 
Mayor,  be.  and  hereby  is,  requested  to  obtain  and  deliver 
to  the  City  Council  within  one  week  of  the  receipt  hereof, 
the  following  information:

Coun.  IANNELLA  offered  the  following: 
Whereas.  Under  date  of  September  10.  1981.  Devon- 
shire-Milk Associates  petitioned  the  Public  Facilities 
Commission  to  discontinue  vertically  below  the  sidewalk 
a  portion  of  each  of  the  follow  ing  streets  in  the  Boston 
Proper  District: 

Devonshire  Street,  on  the  westerly  side,  from  a  point 
approximately  138  feet  northerly: 


Milk  Street,  on  the  northerly  side,  from  a  point  ap- 
proximately 61  feet  westerly;  all  as  shown  (at  eleva- 
tion 7  thereon)  on  a  plan  entitled  "City  of  Boston  Public 
Works  Department  Engineering  Division  Discontinu- 
ance Plan,  Vertical.  Milk  Street  and  Devonshire  Street, 
Boston  Proper,  scales  as  shown,  October  1 ,  1981 ,  Car- 
mine Buono,  Division  Engineer,"  together  with  an  offer 
to  purchase  the  city's  interest  in  the  discontinued  areas;

COMMUNICATION  FROM  SPECIAL  COMMIS- 
SION ON  REVENUE  ALTERNATIVES 

Coun.  IANNELLA,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Commis- 
sion on  Revenue  Alternatives,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Special  Commission  on  Revenue  Alternatives  had 
its  initial  meeting  yesterday.  At  that  meeting,  no  specific 
plan  was  presented  or  advanced,  but  the  scope  of  the  pro- 
blem was  examined,  and  general  themes  for  meeting  our 
financial  challenge,  including  fees  and  charges,  state 
legislation,  possible  sale  and  leaseback  of  properties,  and 
others,  were  discussed. 

The  commission  spent  considerable  time  discussing 
ways  and  means  of  raising  immediate  revenue  to  provide 
for  restoration  of  services  in  the  various  departments  for 
the  remainder  of  this  fiscal  year.  A  long-range  plan  was 
discussed,  the  subject  being  sale  of  city  assets.  Further 
work  and  research  would  have  to  be  completed  on  un- 
paid balances  of  constructing  bonding  indebtness,  legal 
research  into  the  various  laws  creating  and  constructing 
these  assets  as  well  as  appraisals  and  other  requirements 
remain  to  be  done. 

We  are  also  discussing  additional  revenues  from  alter- 
native taxes  and  excises  such  as  the  hotel-motel  tax  and 
other  taxes  proposed  in  the  city  's  legislative  tax  package. 

A  consensus  exists  with  regard  to  two  points:  Boston 
must  not  tolerate  a  deficit,  and  Boston  must  provide  ade- 
quate public  safety  and  neighborhood  services. 

To  restore  patrolmen  and  fire  fighters,  to  clear  our 
streets  ol  snow  and  ice.  to  meet  penal  emergencies,  to 
fund  Health  and  Hospitals,  to  restore  our  library  system 
—  Boston  must  raise  additional  monies,  without  over- 
burdening homeowners  and  tenants. 

The  commission  hopes  to  promptly  provide  proposed 
solutions  to  this  vexing  need.  In  the  interim,  one  proposal 
of  the  administration  —  a  fire  service  user  charge  on  struc- 
tures requiring  augmented  fire  protection  —  is  in  such 
form  as  it  can  be  subject  of  Council  consideration.  Rather 
than  delay  a  program  with  the  potential  to  provide  some 
$12  million  for  public  safety  until  formally  submitted  by 
the  Mayor,  we  annex  hereto  for  consideration  of  the  Coun- 
cil, a  proposed  fire  service  user  charge  ordinance. 
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City  of  Boston 
In  the  Year  Nineteen  Hundred  and  Eighty-two 
An  Ordinance  Relative  to  Augumented  Fire 
Services  Availability 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachuetts 
General  Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
Whereas,  The  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire 
protection  to  certain  structures  in  the  city  is  greater  than 
the  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire  protection 
to  the  majority  of  structures,  by  reason  of  their  size,  type 
of  construction,  use,  and  other  relevant  factors;  and 

Whereas,  The  provision  of  fire  protection  to  such  struc- 
tures requires  the  city  to  employ  additional  fire  fighters, 
deploy  additional  equipment  and  purchase  equipment  dif- 
ferent in  kind  from  that  required  to  provide  fire  protec- 
tion for  the  majority  of  structures;  and 

Whereas,  the  availability  of  such  additional  fire  ser- 
vices is  being  provided  to  a  small  proportion  of  the 
buildings  in  the  city;  therefore  be  it 
Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 
Section  1.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is 
to  assure  the  city's  continued  ability  to  provide  the 
availability  of  fire  fighting  services  in  excess  of  the  degree 
of  such  services  provided  to  the  general  public  by  im- 
posing the  cost  of  making  available  such  extra  services 
on  those  to  whom  such  extra  services  are  made  available. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  after  section  458  the  following  section: 
Section  459. 

Definitions.  In  this  ordinance,  the  following  words  and 
phrases  shall  have  the  meanings  given  in  the  following 
clauses: 

(1)  "Augmented  fire  service  availability,  (AFSA)," 
Capacity  to  deliver  a  total  fire  flow  in  excess  of 
3, 000  gallons  per  minute. 

(2)  "Total  Fire  Flow  (TFF),"  the  total  fire  fight- 
ing capacity,  expressed  in  gallons  per  minute, 
necessary  to  extinguish  a  fully  involved  fire  in  any 
given  structure,  taking  into  account  fire  suppression 
and  detection  equipment  and  life  risk  as  provided 
herein.  Total  fire  flow  shall  be  determined  by  the 
fire  commissioner  according  to  the  following  formula: 
TFF  ©  (NFF)  x  (1-S)  x  (LRF). 

(3)  "Needed  Fire  Flow  (NFF),"  expressed  in 
gallons  per  minute,  to  be  determined  by  the  fire  com- 
missioner, taking  into  account  a  construction  type  fac- 
tor, an  effective  area  factor,  a  use  factor,  an  exposure 
factor,  and  a  connecting  passageways  factor. 

(4)  "Suppression  Credit  (S),"  a  credit  to  be  use  in 
determining  total  fire  flow,  taking  into  account  the  ex- 
istence of  fire  suppression  and  detection  equipment  in 
a  structure. 

(5)  "Life  Risk  Factor  (LRF),"  a  factor,  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  account 
density  of  occupancy,  hours  of  occupancy,  number  of 
stories,  and  the  existence  of  smoke  removal  equipment. 
Prior  to  March  first  of  each  year  the  fire  commissioner 

shall  determine  which  structures  in  the  city  are  being  pro- 
vided augmented  fire  services  availability.  On  or  before 
March  first  of  each  year,  the  owners  of  all  such  struc- 
tures being  provided  augmented  fire  services  availabili- 
ty shall  be  assessed  a  fee  by  the  fire  commissioner,  to 
be  determined  by  said  fire  commissioner  as  provided  in 
this  ordinance,  for  the  provision  of  augmented  fire  ser- 
vices availability.  Said  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  cost  of 
providing  augmented  fire  services  availability  and  shall 
be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments;  the  first 
installment  due  and  payable  no  later  than  May  first  of 
the  year  in  which  the  assessment  is  made,  the  second  in- 
stallment due  and  payable  no  later  than  November  first 
of  the  same  year.  The  fire  commissioner  shall  in  his  order 


of  assessment  designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel  assessed 
the  person  or  entity  who  was  liable  to  assessment  therefor 
on  the  preceding  January  first  under  the  provisions  of 
chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws.  In  the  case  of  a  con- 
dominium, as  defined  by  section  1  of  chapter  183A  of 
the  General  Laws,  the  fire  commissioner  shall  in  his  order 
of  assessment  designate  as  the  owner  of  the  parcel  assessed 
the  person,  corporation,  trust,  association  or  other  entity 
designated  on  the  master  deed  or  any  amendments  thereto 
pursuant  to  section  8(i)  of  chapter  183A  of  the  General 
Laws. 

The  fire  commissioner  may  estimate  the  fee  to  be  paid 
for  a  particular  structure.  In  such  cases,  the  assessment 
shall  be  labeled  as  an  estimated  fee,  shall  be  assessed  to 
the  owner  of  a  structure  subject  to  such  fee  on  or  before 
March  first,  and  shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal 
installments  as  hereinbefore  provided  and  shall  be  paid 
to  the  collector-treasurer.  Following  payment  of  the  first 
installment  of  an  estimated  fee,  or  in  cases  in  which  the 
fee  assessed  on  or  before  March  first  is  appealed  as  pro- 
vided herein,  the  fire  commissioner  shall  determine  the 
fee  as  provided  for  in  the  ordinance.  In  case  where  the 
estimated  fee  is  less  than  the  final  fee,  the  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  assess  to  the  owner  of  each  structure  subject 
to  such  fee  the  difference  between  the  estimated  fee  and 
the  final  fee.  Said  fee  shall  be  assessed  no  later  than 
December  thirty-first  of  the  year  in  which  the  estimated 
fee  was  assessed,  shall  be  due  and  payable  no  later  that 
the  following  March  first,  and  shall  be  paid  to  the 
collector-treasurer.  In  cases  in  which  the  first  installment 
of  the  estimated  fee  has  been  paid  by  May  first,  and  said 
estimated  fee  is  greater  than  the  final  or  corrected  fee  as 
determined  by  the  fire  commissioner,  the  fire  commis- 
sioner shall  so  inform  the  collector-treasurer,  who  shall 
refund  the  difference  between  the  final  or  corrected  fee 
and  the  estimated  fee  to  the  person  or  entity  so  assessed, 
plus  interest  of  8  percent  per  annum,  provided  said 
estimated  fee  has  been  paid  in  full.  If  said  determination 
that  the  estimated  fee  is  greater  than  the  final  or  corrected 
fee  is  made  prior  to  payment  of  the  full  estimated  fee, 
a  notice  shall  be  sent  to  the  person  or  entity  so  assessed 
abating  the  difference  between  the  estimated  fee  and  said 
final  or  corrected  fee. 

Upon  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  fee  or 
estimated  fee  as  assessed  on  or  before  March  first,  the 
person  or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  to  the  cor- 
rectness of  such  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with  the 
fire  commissioner  on  or  before  June  first.  Upon  receiv- 
ing a  notice  of  appeal  the  fire  commissioner  shall  schedule 
a  hearing  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  entity  appealing 
of  the  date  of  said  hearing.  The  person  or  entity  who  filed 
the  appeal  shall  be  entitled  to  appear  at  the  hearing  and 
present  evidence  challenging  the  correctness  of  the  fee 
or  estimated  fee  assessed.  The  fire  commissioner  or  his 
designee  shall  preside  at  said  hearing,  shall  render  a  deci- 
sion affirming  the  correctness  of  the  fee  assessed  or  cor- 
recting said  fee,  and  shall  so  notify  the  person  or  entity 
who  filed  the  appeal.  The  filing  of  an  appeal  and  the 
pendency  of  any  proceedings  pursuant  thereto  shall  not 
operate  to  stay  the  payment  of  any  fee  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  ordinance.  The  fire  commissioner  shall  notify 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  correction  of  any  fee  pur- 
suant to  an  appeal. 

The  fire  commissioner  shall  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  administration  of  this  ordinance. 

Section  3.  The  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code,  Or- 
dinance, Title  2,  s.  752  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding, 
this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City 
Council  in  passing  same.

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MAYOR  SIGNS  UNION  CONTRACTS  FOR  CITY-EMPLOYED  NURSES 


Timely  signing  comes  two  working  days  after  Union  agreement. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  November  12,  signed  bargaining  agreements  between 
the  city  and  the  union,  covering  registered  nurses,  licensed  practical  nurses,  and 
public  health  nurses. 

The  Mayor  put  his  signature  to  the  documents  just  two  working  days  after  the 
November  9  date  of  the  union's  signing. 

All  three  agreements  had  been  delivered  to  City  Hall  about  three  weeks  ago, 
but  the  corporation  counsel  then  noticed  that  the  parties  had  failed  to  include  a 
provision  mandated  by  a  recently  enacted  law.  The  agreements,  therefore,  were 
returned  to  both  sides,  and  the  union  demanded  bargaining  in  exchange  for  in- 
sertion of  the  required  provision. 

This  matter  was  resolved  on  Tuesday,  November  9,  the  day  before  a  group  of 
nurses  demonstrated  at  City  Hall  in  protest  of  what  they  said  they  saw  as  a  delay 
in  the  signing. 

City  officials  pointed  out,  however,  that  once  the  two  sides  reached  agreement 
and  language  problems  were  ironed  out,  the  agreements  were  signed  expeditious- 
ly, coming  the  day  after  the  Veterans  Day  holiday. 

The  signing  followed  several  months  of  bargaining.  The  RN  and  LPN  contracts 
were  conceptually  agreed  upon  on  July  15,  with  the  final  draft  completed  in  Oc- 
tober. Agreement  on  the  public  health  nurses'  contract  involved  mediation,  which 
concluded  in  September. 


MDC  PLANS  HARBOR  CLEANUP 

The  Metropolitan  Disctrict  Commis- 
sion released  a  status  report  on  the 
Commission's  $8-million-dollar  plans  to 
upgrade  its  Nut  Island  Sewage  Treat- 
ment Plant.  The  upgrading  is  part  of  the 
MDC's  five-point  program  to  clean  up 
Boston  Harbor. 

The  plan,  as  set  forth  by  Commis- 
sioner Richard  A.  Nylen  and  MDC 
Sewerage  Director  Noel  Baratta,  calls 
for  an  aggressive  construction  program 
including  a  total  of  twenty-nine  projects. 
Eight  of  these  projects  are  currently 
ongoing,  and  seven  projects  have  been 
partially  completed  but  will  require  ad- 
ditional efforts  to  fully  satisfy  the  im- 
mediate upgrading  plan. 

The  twenty-nine  projects  include  con- 
struction of  a  new  chlorination  facility, 
renovations  to  the  digester,  a  complete 
odor  control  program,  the  repair  of  three 
engines  and  the  design  of  an  alternate 
power  source. 


The  upgrading  plan  resulted  from  a 
detailed  analysis  performed  by  the  MDC 
through  its  consulting  engineer,  Metcalf 
&  Eddy.  The  upgrading  projects  have 
strong  support  from  community  groups, 
legislative  leaders,  and  residents  of  the 
Houghs  Neck  section  of  Quincy  as 
reflected  in  testimony  received  at  a  re- 
cent public  hearing. 

This  support  is  based  on  the  goals  of 
the  program  to  reduce  odors,  improve 
safety,  maximize  the  level  of  treatment 
provided  to  all  flows  reaching  the  plant, 
and  to  reduce  operation  and 
maintenance  costs.  The  plans  has  been 
formulated  to  meet  the  above  goals. 

The  remaining  portion  of  the 
upgrading  program  will  commence  in 
February  of  1983  and  twenty-seven  of 
the  twenty-nine  projects  to  be  com- 
pleted by  August,  1984.  The  remaining 
two  projects  will  require  an  additional 
eighteen  months  to  complete. 

Commissioner  Nylen  stated  that  "the 
program  is  important  for  two  reasons: 


first,  it  demonstrates  the  MDC's  commit- 
ment to  increase  the  efficiency  of  the 
plant  and  to  reduce  odor  and  noise 
nuisances.  Secondly,  the  upgrading 
meets  the  objectives  of  the  Clean  Water 
Act  and  will,  therefore,  be  eligible  for 
federal  and  state  reimbursement." 

The  MDC  plans  to  continue  status 
reports  in  the  future. 

SUN  POWER  AT  MUSEUM 

A  gleaming  metal  sculpture,  six  feet 
high,  that  moves  by  the  sun's  power 
was  exhibited  at  Boston's  Museum  of 
Science  during  the  Thanksgiving 
weekend. 

Artist  Joan  Brigham,  designed  the 
sculpture  with  mechanical  engineer 
Walter  Zengerle. 

Called  Sunwheel  II,  the  work  was  ex- 
hibited at  the  World's  Fair  in  Knoxville. 
An  earlier  version,  Sunwheel  I,  was 
displayed  in  Portland,  Oregon,  at  the 
Sixth  International  Passive  Energy 
Conference. 

The  sculpture  consists  of  a  parabolic 
mirror  that  focuses  the  sun's  rays  onto 
a  horizontal  glass  and  metal  tube,  fed 
with  water.  The  steam  produced  by  the 
heat  spins  the  tube  and  sprays  out  into 
the  air. 

Brigham  says  the  structure  concen- 
trates the  attention  of  the  viewer  on  a 
natural  energy-transformation  process: 
solar  energy  to  water,  to  steam,  to 
mechanical  energy,  to  release  back  into 
the  environment.  The  design  is  a  proto- 
type for  sculpture  in  public  places. 

The  temporary  display  supplemented 
the  museum's  extensive  exhibit  on 
energy,  which  contains  many  do-it- 
yourself  and  other  components  that  ex- 
amine the  various  sources  of  energy 
available  today. 

If  the  weather  is  cloudy,  Sunwheel  II 
will  be  shown  on  December  4  and  5. 


MAIL  ORDER  SHOPPING 

People  who  do  their  holiday  shopping 
by  mail  often  find  the  merchandise  does 
not  arrive  in  time. 

Unfortunately,  their  problem  is  not 
unique,  according  to  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission,  more  complaints  are  logg- 
ed by  them  relating  to  delayed  deliveries 
than  any  other  source  of  concern. 

FTC  mail  order  rules  that  were 
adopted  in  October  of  1975.  A  person 
who  orders  by  mail  must  receive  the 
merchandise  when  the  seller  says  he  or 
she  will  send  it;  if  no  specified  time  for 
delivery  is  mentioned,  the  seller  must 
ship  the  goods  to  the  purchaser  no  later 
than  thirty  days  after  the  arrival  of  the 
order.  If  the  purchaser  does  not  receive 
the  goods  shortly  after  that  thirty-day 
period,  he  or  she  can  cancel  the  order 
and  demand  the  return  of  the  money. 

Additionally,  if  the  promised  delivery 
date  cannot  be  met,  the  seller  must 
notify  the  purchaser  and  inform  him  of 
the  new  shipping  date,  giving  the  pur- 
chaser an  option  to  either  cancel  the 
order  and  receive  a  full  refund  or  agree 
to  the  new  shipping  date.  If  the  buyer 
cancels  the  order,  the  seller  must  mail 
the  refund  within  seven  business  days. 

If  you  have  a  complaint  against  a  mail 
order  company  (nondelivery,  misleading 
advertising  damages  because  of  poor 
wrapping)  you  may  have  trouble  resolv- 
ing it.  The  company  may  be  in  another 
state  or  may  not  have  a  listed  telephone 
number. 

In  any  case,  your  first  step  is  to  write 
directly  to  the  company  (the  address  will 
be  on  that  order  blank  form  you  saved). 
Tell  them  about  the  problem.  If  it's  not 
resolved,  you  can  take  further  action: 

—  Call  your  local  or  state  consumer 
protection  office  and/or  the  Better 
Business  Bureau. 

—  Contact  the  state  or  local  con- 
sumer protection  agency  closest  to  the 
company  and  ask  for  their  assistance 
also. 

—  Call  your  local  postmaster.  Ask  for 
the  name  and  address  of  the  ap- 
propriate postal  inspector  in  charge. 
That  person  may  be  able  to  help  resolve 
your  complaint. 

—  Contact  the  book,  magazine  or 
newspaper  publisher  that  carried  the 
advertisement. 

Publishers  often  try  to  resolve  prob- 
lems between  their  readers  and 
advertisers.

So  the  ship  won't  be  leaving  Boston 
irbor  until  its  owner  posts  security  to 
iver  damages  to  the  city's  Chelsea 
ver  Bridge,  which  the  tanker  rammed 
i  Wednesday  evening.  Assistant  City 
jrporation  Counsel  John  Devereau 
is  taken  the  necessary  step  to  ensure 
at  the  "Scaptrade"  stays  put,  he  ar- 
sted  her. 

Using  provisions  under  Admiralty 
iw,  Devereau,  the  former  command- 
g  officer  of  a  U.S.  Navy  submarine, 
snt  after  the  tanker  on  Veteran's  Day. 
3  obtained  a  warrant  for  the  ship's  ar- 
st  from  Federal  Judge  W.  Arthur  Garri- 
,  handed  the  warrant  to  a  U.S.  mar- 
lal,  and  went  to  the  Mobil  dock  in  the 
lelsea  River  with  the  marshal  for  a 
>arding. 

On  board,  the  marshal  proceeded  to 


paste  on  a  sign  advising  that  the  ship 
was  under  arrest. 

"It's  like  a  'booting  sticker," 
Devereau  observed.  "More  precisely, 
we  arrested  the  ship,  as  provided 
through  Admiralty." 

Two  Boston  police  officers  were 
assigned  to  remain  on  the  ship,  which 
is  now  anchored  in  Boston  Harbor,  for 
as  long  as  the  arrest  remains  effective. 
City  officials  have  estimated  that  the 
bridge  repairs  could  cost  at  least  a 
million  dollars. 

After  arresting  the  ship  shortly  before 
she  was  scheduled  to  leave  port  yester- 
day afternoon,  Devereau  explained  how 
one  financial  obstacle  was  overcome. 

"The  U.S.  marshal's  office  requires 
a  $5,000  deposit  to  cover  expenses," 
he  said.  "But  they  did  it  for  us  for 
$1,500.  We  supplied  the  two  police  of- 
ficers from  the  Harbor  Patrol." 

But  it  was  Veteran's  Day,  and 
Devereau  had  no  way  to  obtain  the 
$5,000  from  the  city's  treasury. 

He  paid  the  $1 ,500  himself  and  he  will 
bill  Boston  for  this  urgent  out-of-pocket 
expense. 

It  was  either  that  or  possibly  watching 
the  tanker  steam  away  without  posting 
security  for  the  bridge  repairs.

MGL,  chapter 
90,  section  16,  allows  emergency  fire 
vehicles  to  use  them  year-round. 

To  obtain  up-to-the-minute  reports  on 
driving  conditions  in  Massachusetts 
prior  to  a  predicted  snowstorm  or  dur- 
ing one  is  to  simply  listen  to  your  radio. 
The  snow  and  ice  people  working  at  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Works,  the 
agency  chiefly  responsible  for  keeping 
roads  open,  report  directly  to  television 
and  radio  broadcast  stations  regularly 
on  the  condition  of  such  roads.  The 
media,  in  turn,  airs  the  news  and  lets  the 
motorist  know  what  kind  of  driving  con- 
ditions to  expect.  If  you  call  the  DPW 
directly  or  its  district  offices,  you  will  only 
impede  the  network  of  communications, 
so  it  is  far  better  to  merely  "keep 
tuned".

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MAYOR  COMMENDS  CABLEVISION 

Says  company  is  '  'measuring  up  to  the  trust  the  city  placed  in  it" 
Mayor  Kevin  H.  White  on  November  22  congratulated  Cablevision  Systems 
for  the  "excellent  progress"  the  company  has  made  to  date  in  arranging  financ- 
ing  and  beginning  the  construction  of  Boston's  cable  system. 

His  comment  came  in  conjunction  with  a  Cablevision  announcement  that  its 
financing  plan  for  Boston  cable  has  been  well  received  in  the  money  market,  and 
that  construction  of  the  system  is  far  ahead  of  the  originally-announced  schedule. 

"Cablevision's  progress  in  Boston  has  been  excellent,  and  this  is  good  news 
for  everyone  in  the  city  because  it  shows  we  are  moving  expeditiously  toward  our 
goal  of  building  a  cable  system  second-to-none  in  the  nation,"  Mayor  White  said. 

"By  its  performance  to  date,"  the  Mayor  continued,  "Cablevision  is  measur- 
ing up  to  the  trust  the  city  placed  in  it.  With  high  expectations,  I  awarded  the  Boston 
cable  franchise  to  Cablevision  on  August  12,  1 981 ,  after  the  company  won  a  keen 
competition  with  its  creative,  innovative  and  workable  proposal. 

"Today's  encouraging  announcement  tells  me  these  high  expectations  will 
be  fulfilled,"  the  Mayor  said.  "At  the  time  when  urban  cable  systems  are  a  sub- 
ject of  much  cynicism,  the  financial  community  has,  in  effect,  given  a  vote  of  con- 
fidence that  Boston  can  become  the  communications  center  and  communications 
leader  in  the  1980s  and  1990s." 

i  Mayor  White  also  praised  Cablevision  for  the  cooperation  and  openness  that 
has  characterized  all  of  the  company's  dealings  with  the  city.  He  said  Cablevi- 
sion President  Charles  F.  Dolan  and  the  other  officials  of  the  firm  have  been  working 
hard  to  fulfill  to  the  letter  their  commitment  to  the  people  of  Boston. 

After  being  awarded  the  Boston  franchise  in  August  of  1981,  the  company 
successfully  met  requirements  that  led  to  the  granting  of  a  provisional  license  last 
March  25.  At  that  time  the  company  estimated  that  the  bulk  of  construction  would 
be  completed  in  three  and  one-half  years. 

Today,  however,  Cablevision  announced  that  the  bulk  of  this  work  would  be 
completed  within  two  years  under  an  accelerated  construction  program. 

"This  means  that  by  the  end  of  1984  the  entire  system  should  be  very  near 
completion,"  said  James  A.  Kofalt,  Cablevision's  vice-president  for  systems  opera- 
lion.  "The  basic  plan  remains  intact  in  terms  of  what  neighborhoods  will  be  wired 
in  what  order,  and  we  are  delighted  that  we  will  be  able  to  provide  the  service 
well  in  advance  of  our  original  projections." 

The  first  neighborhood  to  be  wired  is  East  Boston,  and  Kofalt  said  residents 
there  will  have  cable  television  available  to  them  as  early  as  next  month. 

He  said  the  company  currently  is  involved  in  three  separate  phases  of  con- 
struction: the  head  end,  which  is  the  master  electronics  facility;  the  first  link  of 
the  cable  system,  which  runs  from  the  head  end  on  Summer  Street,  downtown, 
to  East  Boston,  and  the  "earth  station"  in  East  Boston,  which  will  receive  all  of 
Cablevision's  satellite  transmissions  for  the  Boston  system. 

Reporting  on  financing,  Dolan  announced  that  the  company's  offering  of  $34.5 
million  of  limited  partnership  units  through  E.  F.  Hutton  and  Drexel,  Burnham 
Lambert,  Inc.,  has  been  over  subscribed. 

Dolan  also  said  that  Cablevision  has  obtained  bank  commitments  for  $80 
million  in  loans. 

He  pointed  out  that  the  sale  of  the  limited  partnership  is  conditioned  on  the 
completion  of  negotiation  of  the  details  of  the  formal  bank  loan  agreement,  as 
well  as  the  city's  issuance  of  a  final  license  for  construction  and  operation  of  the 
cable  system. 

Cablevision  said  it  expects  these  agreements  to  be  completed  by  the  middle 
of  next  month. 


BOSTON'S  T  ASSESSMENT 
REDUCED  BY  $2.65  MILLION 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  recently  that  the 
total  assessment  paid  by  the  79  cities 
and  towns  in  the  transit  district  for  1 981 
service  will  be  $95,01 6,000,  a  decrease 
of  $6,740,487  from  the  assessment  paid 
for  1980  service. 

"For  the  first  time  in  five  years  and 
one  of  the  few  occasions  in  the  85-year 
history  of  the  MBTA,  assessments  for 
MBTA  service  are  going  down  instead 
of  up,"  said  O'Leary.  "The  MBTA  has 
notified  the  State  Treasurer  of  the 
amount  each  city  and  town  should  be 
charged.  Every  community  in  the  tran- 
sit district  will  benefit  through  this  year's 
reduction  in  assessments." 

O'Leary  said  that  the  reduction  in 
1981  assessments  for  MBTA  service 
was  made  possible  by  legislation 
enacted  this  year  capping  1981  assess- 
ments at  $95  million  and  providing  addi- 
tional state  aid  to  the  MBTA  and  other 
transportation  authorities  throughout  the 
Commonwealth. 

"The  reduction  in  assessments  is  an 
example  of  what  can  be  accomplished 
through  the  joint  efforts  of  MBTA  man- 
agement working  together  with  the 
MBTA  Advisory  Board  towards  improv- 
ing transportation  and  holding  down 
costs  to  taxpayers,"  noted  O'Leary. 
O'Leary  said  that  the  record  high  state 
aid  received  by  the  MBTA  this  year 
allowed  it  to  decrease  rapid  transit  fares 
from  75  cents  to  60  cents  and  to  provide 
improved  service  including  reopening 
closed  stations,  longer  hours  of  opera- 
tion on  Sundays  and  more  scheduled 
vehicles  on  various  lines.

Richard  A.  Nylen  announced  that  the 
1982-82  ice  skating  season  began  on 
Monday,  November  15th.

Public,  private  and  parochial  schools 
in  the  MDC  Parks  District  may  use  the 
rinks  free  of  charge  from  9  a.m.  to  12 
noon  on  school  days.

The  Foster  Grandparent  Program,  ad- 
ministered by  Action  for  Boston  Com- 
munity Development,  the  city's  anti- 
poverty  agency,  enables  older  people  to 
become  special  friends  with  a  young 
child.  "Grandparents"  visit  children  in 
day  care  centers,  public  schools, 
hospitals,  or  women's  shelters,  four! 
hours  a  day,  Monday  through  Friday. 
They  provide  love  and  individualized 
care  to  special  needs  children  through 
a  variety  of  activities  including  tutoring, 
reading  stories,  coloring,  and  taking  i 
walks  together. 

Each  grandparent  receives  a  weekly 
$40  stipend,  a  hot  lunch,  and  transpor- 
tation costs.  The  stipend  will  not  affect 
social  security  or  housing  benefits. 

According  to  ABCD  Executive  Direc- 
tor Robert  M.  Coard,  "Foster  Grand- 
parents form  a  link  between  the  child, 
the  home  and  the  community  as  they  of- 
fer special  one-to-one  attention  to 
enable  the  child  to  learn  and  grow."

CHELSEA  STREET  BRIDGE  TO  RE- 
MAIN CLOSED  "FOR  MONTHS" 

DPW  Commissioner  sees  repair/rebuild- 
ing  costs   in    "hundreds  of 
thousands" 
The  Chelsea  Street  Bridge,  rammed 
by  a  Greek  oil  tanker  recently,  will  be 
closed  to  vehicular  traffic  "for  months 
—  certainly  for  the  better  part  of  a  year," 
Boston  Public  Works  Commissioner 
Joseph  Casazza  announced. 

Casazza  said  it  was  too  early  to  esti- 
mate the  costs  of  repairs,  but  added,  "It 
will  be  a  minimum  of  $750,000  to  $1 
million  and  probably  more." 
|    The  commissioner  said  that  more 
I  than  $60,000  already  has  been  spent  to 
jmake  the  bridge  secure,  which  had 
been  drawn  up  into  a  vertical  position 
when  it  was  hit  by  the  S.  S.  Scaptrade. 
Eight  1  V^-inch  cables  were  dropped 
from  the  bridge  and  secured  to  the 
ground  to  protect  it  from  wind  dangers, 
which  potentially  could  have  toppled  it. 

Casazza  said  that  he  had  received  a 
|  report  from  consulting  engineers,  the 
'Universal  Engineering  Corp.  of  Boston, 
that  the  bridge  was  virtually  impossible 
to  repair  in  an  upright  position. 

"And  we  can't  lower  it  and  have  it 
repaired  in  a  horizontal  position," 
Casazza  added,  "because  it  would 
|  block  tankers  from  bringing  fuel  oil  and 
[gasoline  to  the  fuel  farm  in  Chelsea." 
|  As  public  safety  repairs  were  being 
completed,  developments  were  pro- 
I  ceding  on  two  fronts: 

•  Casazza  began  arranging  a 
meeting  with  State  Public  Works  and 
Federal  Highway  Administration  officials 
to  explore  the  sources  of  funding  for  the 
bridge  repairs  or  rebuilding. 

•  Assistant  Corporation  Counsel  John 
•  Devereaux  continued  his  legal  work  to 
ensure  the  city's  position  in  regard  to 
;  recovering  damages  from  the  ship,  the 


ship's  owner,  Cyclamen  Shipping  Corp. 
of  Greece,  and  other  involved  parties. 

Devereaux  said  that  the  ship  com- 
pany's insurance  company,  West  of 
England  Shipowners  Mutual  Protection 
and  Indemnity  Assn.  of  Luxembourg, 
which  has  offices  in  London,  has  filed 
a  "letter  of  undertaking"  guaranteeing 
the  $750,000  that  Boston  demanded  in 
security  before  allowing  the  ship  to 
leave  port. 

The  ship,  which  was  arrested  in  port 
here  last  Thursday,  was  allowed  to 
leave  on  Monday  after  the  letter  of 
undertaking  was  received. 

Devereaux  said  the  City  of  Boston 
filed  a  suit  against  the  owner  and  the 
Boston  Towboat  Co.  in  U.S.  District 
Court  here.  The  suit  charges  the  ship 
with  negligence  and  names  the  Boston 
Towboat  Co.  in  the  complaint.  He  said 
a  pilot  from  the  Boston  Towboat  Co.  was 
aboard  the  tanker  and  a  tug  was  along- 
side when  the  accident  occurred  about 
5  p.m.  Wednesday,  November  10. 

Devereaux  pointed  out  that  towing 
contracts  carry  a  provision,  however, 
that  the  pilot  is  an  employee  of  the  ship 
under  tow  when  he  boards  the  vessel. 

It  will  take  about  a  year,  Devereaux 
estimates,  for  the  city's  case  to  come 
before  the  Federal  Court.  In  the  mean- 
time, Casazza  is  looking  for  the  funding 
to  get  the  work  started. 

After  receiving  the  consultants  finding 
that  the  bridge  could  not  be  repaired  in 
all  probability  in  a  vertical  position,  he 
contacted  Perini  Corporation  for  a  sec- 
ond opinion  —  this  one  from  a  builders 
viewpoint. 

While  the  bridge  remains  closed  to 
traffic,  motorists  are  being  detoured  to 
the  Meridian  Street  Bridge. 


GROUP  OF  ARTISTS  EXHIBIT 
AT  CITY  HALL 

Kaji  Aso  Studio,  a  center  for  the  visual 
arts  in  Boston,  is  exhibiting  paintings, 
drawings,  etchings,  ceramics,  and 
sculpture  at  the  Main  Gallery  of  Boston 
City  Hall  through  December  31. 

Located  in  the  Symphony  Hall  neigh- 
borhood of  Boston  the  Kaji  Aso  Studio 
is  comprised  primarily  of  visual  artists. 
Activities  in  music,  theater,  and  poetry 
complement  the  monthly  painting  and 
drawing  exhibitions.  The  studio  began 
nine  years  ago  when  a  group  of  artists 


gathered  together  to  share  the  ex- 
penses of  modeling  fees  for  life  draw- 
ing. It  has  since  expanded  to  provide 
studio  space  for  classes  in  watercolor, 
oil  painting,  etching,  life  drawing, 
ceramics  and  calligraphy.  It  now  rents 
all  of  a  four-story  town  house.  Choral 
and  musical  events  are  held  in  the  first- 
floor  gallery. 

The  group  has  exhibited  in  the  Boston 
area,  other  parts  of  Massachusetts,  Ver- 
mont, several  cities  around  the  U.S.  and 
in  Tokyo  and  London.  Its  members  have 
also  had  one-person  shows  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, Annapolis,  Baltimore,  Tokyo,  Lon- 
don, and  Sienna,  Italy.  Members  have 
participated  in  several  by-invitation-only 
shows,  a  New  England  watercolor  ex- 
hibit at  the  Nesto  Gallery  at  Milton, 
Mass.,  mixed  media  show  at  the  Tokyo 
Municipal  Museum,  and  at  an  interna- 
tional Japanese  brush  painting  exhibit 
in  Tokyo. 

Existing  solely  on  the  generous  dona- 
tion of  its  members'  time,  the  motivating 
force  is  the  will  of  those  members  to 
keep  the  school  alive,  and  to  grow  in 
spirit,  numbers  and  artistic  maturity. 
Growth  of  the  individual  artist  is  en- 
couraged through  exchange  of  ideas 
with  other  working  artists  in  this  group. 
Artistic  and  professional  excellence  is 
maintained  through  a  sense  of  personal 
integrity,  not  through  competition. 

Nine  years  is  a  long  time  for  a  group 
of  artists  to  exist,  and  much  of  its  diver- 
sity stems  from  the  group's  approach  to 
art.  The  studio  encourages  recognition 
of  beauty  in  nature  and  the  place  of 
nature  in  our  lives  as  a  foundation  of  art. 
The  group's  philosophy  can  best  be 
stated  by  Kenneth  Baker,  art  critic  for 
the  Boston  Phoenix:  "Perhaps  the 
greatest  distinction  of  the  Group  Nature 
and  Tempation  is  its  sense  of  purpose 
at  a  time  when  artists  and  society  both 
suffer  from  confusion  as  to  the  proper 
relation  of  art  to  life?  .  .  .  now  that  art 
has  proven  that  it  can  become  big 
business  .  .  .  contemporary  art  has 
become  too  often  a  part  of  what  it  once 
purported  to  criticize  and  expose  .  .  . 
The  energy  of  their  (Kaji  Aso  Studio) 
works  is  turned  inward,  towards  sustain- 
ing a  certain  spirtual  focus  ...  In  the 
context  of  contemporary  art,  there  is 
almost  nothing  more  radical,  yet  the 
aesthetics  of  the  works  produced  by 
Group  Nature  and  the  Temptation  are 
free  of  the  angry  edge  that  character- 
izes other  avowedly  radical  art  activities.

Library  Lecture  Topic 
Mr.  Robert  Bayard  Severy,  historian

The  annual  Gibbons  Lecture  series 
was  established  in  1979  to  honor  the 
memory  of  Marjorie  M.  Gibbons,  super- 
visor of  branches  and  long  time  Branch 
Librarian  of  the  South  Boston  and 
Washington  Village  Branches  of  the 
Boston  Public  Library.  The  first  lecture 
of  the  series  was  on  "Castle  Island,  Past 
and  Future"  by  Captain  Albert  Swan- 
son,  historian  of  the  Metropolitan  District 
Commission.  The  following  year  the 
Honorable  William  M.  Bulger,  president 
of  the  Massachusetts  Senate,  spoke  on 
"South  Boston's  Political  Past."  The 
third  annual  lecture  was  presented  by 
Dr.  William  J.  Reid  who  reminisced 
about  his  years  as  headmaster  of  South 
Boston  High  School.

in  which  such  permit  may  be  exercised,  a  primary  fee 
of  $20  and  an  additional  fee  of  $  1  for  each  square  foot 
of  way  or  street  to  be  occupied  or  obstructed  at  any 
one  time  in  such  period  that,  except  the  total  fee  for 
a  permit  so  granted  to  occupy  or  obstruct  a  portion  or 
portions  of  a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control  of 
the  parks  and  recreation  commission,  street  or  streets 
for  the  purpose  of  making  to  a  specified  building  or 
structure  alterations  or  repairs  requiring  not  more  than 
three  consecutive  working  days  to  complete,  shall  be 
20;  and  except  further,  that  the  total  fee  for  an  annual 
permit  so  granted  to  occupy  or  obstruct  a  portion  or 
portions  of  a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control  of 
the  parks  and  recreation  commission,  street  or  streets 
for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  decorative  and  sign  work 
on  a  specified  building  or  structures  or  removing  stains 
from  such  building  or  structure  or  for  both  purposes 
shall  be  $50. 

(242)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for 
Building  Moving.  The  fee  for  a  permit  to  move  a 
building  in  a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control  of 
the  parks  and  recreation  commission,  street  or  streets 
shall  be  $300  for  the  first  day,  and  $150  for  each  addi- 
tional day,  on  which  it  may  be  exercised. 
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(243)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  for  Heating  Plant 
Cleaning.  The  fee  for  a  permit  to  occupy  or  obstruct 
a  portion  of  a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control 
of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission,  street  or  streets 
for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  the  heating  plant  or  plants 
of  a  specified  building  or  structure  shall  be  $10  and 
the  fee  for  an  annual  permit  so  granted  to  occupy  and 
obstruct  portions  of  parkways,  other  ways  under  the 
control  of  the  parks  arid  recreation  commission  or  streets 
for  the  purpose  of  cleaning  heating  plants  of  buildings 
and  structures  shall  be  $600. 

(244)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for  Over- 
sized Vehicles,  etc.  The  fee  for  a  permit  to  operate  on 
a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control  of  the  parks 
and  recreation  commission,  or  public  way  a  motor  vehi- 
cle or  trailer  having  an  outside  width  of  more  than 
ninety-six  inches,  or  an  extreme  overall  length  of  more 
than  thirty-three  feet,  or  a  vehicle  of  a  height  in  excess 
of  thirteen  feet  six  inches  shall  be  $16  a  day. 

(244A)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for 
Overweight  Trailers.  The  fee  for  a  permit  to  operate 
or  draw  on  a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control  of 
the  parks  and  recreation  commission,  or  public  way  a 
trailer  which  with  its  load  weighs  more  than  five  thou- 
sand pounds,  other  than  a  semitrailer,  a  heavy  duty  plat- 
form trailer,  a  cable-reel  trailer,  a  house  trailer,  or  a 
trailer  which  is  an  apparatus  or  other  object  on  wheels 
not  used  to  transport  other  things  for  delivery  shall  be 
$16  a  day. 

(244B)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for 
Overweight  Vehicle  etc.  The  fee  for  a  permit  to  operate 
or  move  on  a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control 
of  the  parks  and  receation  commission,  or  public  way 
a  vehicle  or  object  weighing  more  than  fourteen  tons 
or,  in  the  case  of  a  vehicle  equipped  with  pneumatic 
tires,  more  than  fifteen  tons  shall  be  $16  a  day 

(244C)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for 
Public  Utility  Work.  The  fee  for  an  annual  permit  to 
occupy  or  obstruct  portions  of  parkways,  other  ways 
under  the  control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  commis- 
sion or  streets  for  the  purpose  of  clearing  manholes  and 
placing  and  testing  equipment  shall  be  $250  for  each 
ward  for  which  such  permit  is  granted. 

(244D)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  permit  for 
Raising  or  Lowering  Goods.  The  fee  for  a  permit  to 
occupy,  obstruct,  or  use  a  portion  of  a  parkway,  other 
way  under  the  control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  com- 
mission, or  street  for  the  purpose  of  raising  or  lower- 
ing goods  or  merchandise  into  or  from  a  specified 
building  or  structure  shall  be  $25. 

(244E)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for  Sign. 
The  fees  for  an  annual  permit  for  the  placement  on, 
or  the  projection  over,  a  parkway,  other  way  under  the 
control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission  or  public 
way  of  a  sign,  advertising  device,  clock,  or  other  like 
structure  shall  be  a  primary  fee  of  $50,  and  an  addi- 
tional fee  of  $2  for  each  ten  square  feet  of  the  total 
face  area  thereof  determined  by  aggregating  the  area 
of  each  face  as  computed  without  regard  to  its  shape 
by  multiplying  its  maximum  height  by  its  maximum 
width  within  the  limits  of  a  way,  provided,  however, 
that  the  primary  fee  for  a  renewal  permit  for  which  the 
fee  is  paid  on  or  before  the  expiration  date  of  the  per- 
mit renewed  shall  be  $20.  The  fees  for  an  annual  per- 
mit for  the  placement  on,  or  the  projection  over  a 
parkway,  other  way  under  the  control  of  the  parks  and 
recreation  commission,  or  public  way  of  a  lamp, 
meathook,  or  other  miscellaneous  small  structure  bear- 
ing no  advertising  message  shall  be  a  primary  fee  of 
$10  and  an  additional  fee  as  determined  by  the  depart- 
ment empowered  by  ordinance  to  collect  the  fee.  There 
shall  be  no  fee  for  a  lamp,  clock,  or  other  device  of 
street  furniture,  so-called,  baring  no  advertising  and 


exempted  from  the  provisions  hereof  by  the  art  or  land- 
marks commissions. 

(244F)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for  Sign 
Work.  The  fee  for  a  permit  to  occupy  or  obstruct  a  por- 
tion or  portions  of  a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission,  street  or 
streets  for  the  purpose  of  placing,  painting,  repairing, 
or  removing  a  sign  on  a  specified  building  or  structure 
shall  be  $10  for  each  monthly  period  for  which  such 
permit  is  granted;  and  the  fee  for  an  annual  permit  so 
granted  to  occupy  and  obstruct  portions  of  a  parkway, 
other  way  under  the  control  of  the  parks  and  recrea- 
tion commission,  street  or  streets  for  the  purposes  of 
placing,  painting,  or  repairing,  and  removing  signs  on 
buildings  and  structures  shall  be  $1,000. 

(244G)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for 
Snow  Removal  from  Building.  The  fee  for  an  annual 
permit  to  occupy  or  obstruct  a  portion  or  portions  of 
a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control  of  the  parks 
and  recreation  commission,  street  or  streets  for  the  pur- 
pose of  removing  snow  and  ice  from  a  specified 
building  or  structure  shall  be  $10. 

(244H)  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for  Storage  and  Sale 
of  merchandise.  The  fee  for  a  license  to  use  specified 
parts  of  parkways,  other  ways  under  the  control  of  the 
parks  and  recreation  commission,  or  public  streets  for 
the  storage  and  sale  of  merchandise  shall  be  such  sum, 
not  less  than  $50  or  more  than  $10,000,  as  the  com- 
missioner empowered  by  ordinance  shall  determine  ap- 
proximates the  value  of  the  privilege  granted. 

(2441)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for  Win- 
dow Cleaning.  The  fee  for  an  annual  permit  to  occupy 
or  obstruct  a  portion  or  portions  of  a  parkway,  other 
way  under  the  control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  com- 
mission, street  or  streets  for  the  purpose  of  cleaning 
one  or  more  windows  of  a  specified  building  or  struc- 
ture shall  be  $10  and  the  fee  for  an  annual  permit  so 
granted  to  occupy  and  obstruct  protions  of  parkways, 
other  way  under  the  control  of  the  parks  and  recrea- 
tion commission,  or  streets  for  the  purpose  of  clean- 
ing windows  of  buildings  and  structures  shall  be  $600. 

(244J)  Parkway  or  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for  Win- 
dow Glazing.  Trie  fee  for  a  permit  to  occupy  or  obstruct 
a  portion  or  portions  of  a  parkway,  other  way  under 
the  control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission, 
street  or  streets  for  the  purpose  of  glazing  one  or  more 
window  sahes  of  a  specified  building  or  structure  shall 
be  $  10  for  each  monthly  period  for  which  such  permit 
is  granted;  and  the  fee  for  an  annual  permit  so  granted 
to  occupy  and  obstruct  portions  of  parkways,  other 
ways  under  the  control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  com- 
mission, or  streets  for  the  purpose  of  glazing  window 
sashes  of  buildings  and  structures  shall  be  $600. 

(280A)  Refuse,  Reception  of  at  Sanitary  Landfill.  The 
charge  to  be  paid  to  the  public  works  department  for 
receiving  refuse  for  disposal  at  a  sanitary  landfill  other 
than  from  a  contractor  acting  for  said  department  shall 
be  $4.  for  each  cubic  yard. 

(281)  Refuse,  Removal  of.  The  charge  to  be  paid  the 
public  works  department  for  removing  refuse  which 
by  Title  11,  s.  150  of  these  ordinances,  said  depart- 
ment is  authorized  but  not  required  to  remove,  shall 
be  $.80  a  barrel. 

(282)  Refuse,  Permit  I  Transport.  The  fee  for  a  per- 
mit to  transport  refuse  matter  through  the  streets  of  the 
city  granted  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works  under 
Title  14,  s.  264  of  these  ordinances  shall  be  $200  for 
each  vehicle  used  in  such  transportation;  provided 
however,  that  for  a  vehicle  which  is  under  contract  with 
the  city  of  Boston  for  such  use  the  fee  shall  be  $100. 

(290A)  Sailboat,  Rental  of.  The  fee  to  be  charged 
by  the  parks  and  recreation  commission  for  the  rental 
of  a  sailboat  shall  be,  in  the  case  of  a  person  not  resi- 
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dent  in  the  city  $4  for  each  hour  of  use  or  fraction 
thereof,  and,  in  the  case  of  a  resident  in  the  city  $2 
for  each  hour  of  use  of  fraction  thereof. 

(299)  Sidewalk  Crossing  Permit.  The  fee  for  an  an- 
nual permit  to  drive  a  motor  vehicle  upon  or  across  a 
sidewalk  at  a  specified  location  granted  by  the  com- 
missioner of  public  works,  or  in  the  case  of  sidewalks 
under  control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission, 
that  commission,  shall  be  $100,  provided  that  there  shall 
be  no  permit  required  for  the  crossing  of  a  sidewalk 
for  a  non-business  purpose,  or  for  the  delivery  of  fuel 
or  removal  of  refuse,  when  such  is  done  agreeably  to 
regulations  of  the  commissioner,  or  the  commission, 
and  such  crossing  shall  constitute  the  assumption  of  all 
risks  connected  therewith  and  an  agreement  to  hold, 
defend,  save  harmless  and  indemnify  the  city  from  any 
claim  of  any  person  whatsoever  arising  out  of  such 
crossing. 

(313)  Street  or  Parkway  Occupancy  Permit  for  Adver- 
tising by  Placard.  The  fee  for  a  permit  for  a  person, 
while  on  foot  in  a  street,  parkway,  or  other  way  under 
the  control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission,  to 
carry  and  display  one  or  more  show  cards,  placards, 
or  signs  for  the  purpose  of  advertising  goods,  wares, 
or  merchandise  for  sale  shall  be  $10  except  that  in  cases 
where  such  a  permit  is  granted  for  a  period  longer  than 
one  month,  the  fee  therefor  shall  be  $  10  for  each  mon- 
thly period  for  which  it  is  granted. 

(315)  Street  Occupancy  Permit  for  Advertising  Vehi- 
cle. The  fee  for  a  permit  granted  by  the  commissioner 
of  public  works  for  a  person  to  operate  in  the  streets 
north  and  east  of  Massachusetts  avenue,  or  any  of  them, 
a  vehicle  used  principally  for  advertising  shall  be  $100 
for  each  day  for  which  such  permit  is  granted. 

(331)  Street  or  Parkway  Opening  Permit.  The  fee  for 
a  permit  granted  to  open  a  street,  parkway  or  other  way 
under  the  control  of  the  parks  and  recreation  commis- 
sion or  portion  thereof  shall  be,  in  the  case  of  an  open- 
ing for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  driveway,  and  also 
in  the  case  of  an  opening  for  the  purpose  of  entering 
a  particular  drain  into  a  public  sewer,  $20;  and  in  the 
case  of  an  opening  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or 
reconstructing  roadways  and  sidewalks  or  either,  $2  for 
each  fifty  linear  feet  of  opening  as  measured  by  the 
sidelines  of  the  way,  but  in  no  event  less  than  $20;  and 
in  the  case  of  an  opening  for  any  other  purpose,  $2  for 
each  fifty  square  feet  of  the  way  to  be  opened,  but  in 
no  event  less  than  $20;  provided  that  the  fee  for  an  an- 
nual permit  granted  to  a  so-called  district  contractor  to 
open  streets,  parkways,  or  other  way  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission  or  portions 
thereof  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  roadways  and 
sidewalks  in  such  district  shall  be  $50. 
Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14 
is  amended  by  adding  thereto  the  following: 
Signs,  Awnings,  etc. 

380.  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance,  sign  shall 
mean  any  sign,  structure,  device,  light,  letter,  word, 
clock,  model,  banner,  pennant,  insignia,  trade  flag,  or 
representation  designed  to  be  seen  from  outside  a 
building  and  capable  of,  or,  in  fact,  advertising  or  an- 
nouncing a  use  conducted,  or  goods,  products,  services, 
or  facilities,  except  legal  displays  of  flags,  emblems 
or  insignia  of  our  nation  or  any  political  subdivision 
thereof,  and  except  the  following  if  not  projecting  over 
a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control  of  the  parks 
and  recreation  commission,  or  public  way: 

(a)  temporary  for  sale  of  for  rent  signs  located 
on  the  property  advertised; 

(b)  temporary  display  posters  without  independent 
structural  support,  in  connection  with  political 
campaigns  or  with  noncommercial  civic,  health,  safety 


or  welfare  campaigns,  unless  not  removed 
within  thirty  days  following  the  conclusion  of 
the  campaign; 

(c)  temporary  displays  of  a  patriotic,  religious, 
charitable  or  civic  nature; 

(d)  historical  or  scenic  markers  approved  by  a 
recognized  historical  or  conservation  agency; 

(e)  signs  not  prohibited  by  any  other  code  or 
ordinance  that  identify  only  the  occupant  of  a 
house  or  the  name  and  business  of  a  professional 
person. 

381 .  No  owner  or  tenant  of  an  estate  within  the  city 
shall  in  view  of  a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  con- 
trol of  the  parks  and  recreation  commission  or  public 
way  erect,  maintain  or  suffer  to  remain  any  sign,  awn- 
ing, canopy  or  marquee  upon  such  estate  unless  such 
sign,  awning,  canopy  or  marquee  bears  a  currently  valid 
distinctive  number  issued  with  respect  to  such  sign, 
awning,  canopy  or  marquee  by  the  department  em- 
powered by  this  ordinance. 

382.  The  inspectional  services  department  shall  issue 
distinctive  numbers  to  all  signs,  awnings,  canopies  or 
marquees  complying  with  the  applicable  provisions  of 
the  Boston  zoning  code,  subject  to  the  allowances  and 
exceptions  therein  contained,  that  do  not  project  over 
a  parkway,  other  way  under  the  control  of  the  parks 
and  recreation  commission  or  public  way.  The  com- 
missioner of  inspectional  services  shall  promulgate  such 
regulations  as  reasonably  necessary  to  ensure  com- 
pliance with  this  ordinance  including,  but  not  limited 
to,  the  number  size  requirements. 

383.  The  public  works  department  shall  issue  distinc- 
tive numbers  upon  payment  of  the  permit  fee  required 
by  section  450  of  Title  14  of  these  ordinances  to  all 
signs,  awnings,  canopies  or  marquees  projecting  over 
a  public  way  and  complying  with  the  applicable  pro- 
visions of  the  Boston  zoning  code,  subject  to  the 
allowances  and  exceptions  therein  contained.  The  com- 
missioner of  public  works  shall  promulgate  such  regula- 
tions as  reasonably  necessary  to  ensure  compliance  with 
this  ordinance  including,  but  not  limited  to,  number 
size  requirements. 

The  parks  and  recreation  commission  shall  issue 
distinctive  numbers  upon  payment  of  the  permit  fee  re- 
quired by  section  450  of  Title  14  of  these  ordinances 
to  all  signs,  awnings,  canopies  or  marquees  projecting 
over  a  parkway  or  other  way  under  its  control  and  com- 
plying with  the  applicable  provisions  of  the  Boston 
zoning  code,  subject  to  the  allowances  and  exceptions 
therein  contained.  The  commission  shall  promulgate 
such  regulations  as  reasonably  necessary  to  ensure  com- 
pliance with  this  ordinance  including  but  not  limited 
to,  number  size  requirements. 

385.  This  ordinance  may  be  enforced  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  G.L.  chapter  40,  section  21D 
as  inserted  by  St.  1977,  chapter  401. 

386.  Any  owner  or  tenant  of  an  estate  within  the  city 
who  erects,  maintains  or  suffers  to  remain  any  sign, 
awning,  canopy  or  marquee  upon  such  estate  in  viola- 
tion of  this  ordinance  shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  $25 
for  each  day  such  sign  shall  remain  in  violation. 
Section  3.  Section  2  of  this  ordinance  shall  become  ef- 
fective on  July  1 ,  1982,  provided  it  shall  not  be  effective 
with  respect  to  any  sign,  awning,  canopy  or  marquee  with 
respect  to  which  timely  appeal  has  been  filed  with  the 
board  of  appeal  prior  to  July  1,  1982,  and  with  respect 
to  which  bond  equal  to  the  removal  cost  of  the  same  has 
been  posted  prior  to  said  date,  until  the  board  of  appeal 
has  acted  on  such  appeal. 

Section  4.  Any  fee  under  these  ordinances  for  a  license 
or  permit  pertaining  to  a  street,  sidewalk,  or  way  under 
the  control  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  shall  be 
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collected  by  said  commissioner  and  any  such  fee  pertain- 
ing to  a  parkway,  sidewalk  or  way  under  the  control  of 
the  parks  and  recreation  commission  shall  be  collected 
by  it,  and,  no  license  or  permit,  nor  any  fee  in  connec- 
tion therewith,  granted,  imposed,  issued  or  collected  by 
either  of  them  shall  be  effective  with  respect  to  the  other. 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  city  of 
Boston  code,  ordinances.  Tide  2,  section  752,  this  or- 
dinance shall  be  published  by  the  action  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil in  adopting  the  same,  and  shall,  except  as  provided 
herein,  take  effect  March  1,  1982. 

The  motion  was  carried;  the  foregoing  ordinance  was 
substituted  for  Docket  No.  0118. 

The  substitute  ordinance  was  passed.

CALLING  FOR  HEARING  BY  SPECIAL  COMMIT- 
TEE ON  ELECTORAL  DISTRICTS  IN  WEST 
ROXBURY/ROSLINDALE  AREA  OF  BOSTON 

Coun.  FLYNN  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  special  Committee  on  Electoral  Districts 
has  to  date  conducted  three  public  hearings  to  solicit 
testimony  from  Boston  neighborhood  residents  about  the 
composition  of  the  city's  new  electoral  districts;  and 

Whereas,  Those  hearings  have  been  well  attended  and 
productive  in  bringing  to  light  the  specific  concerns  of 
different  neighborhoods  about  the  alignment  of  the  new 
electoral  districts;  and 

Whereas,  One  major  unresolved  issue  is  the  composi- 
tion of  districts  in  the  southwest  area  of  the  city,  particu- 
larly which  neighborhood  will  be  paired  with  the  West 
Roxbury  section  of  the  city  to  develop  a  district  of  ade- 
quate population  criteria;  and 

Whereas,  Among  the  questions  raised  in  this  matter 
are  the  territorial  integrity  of  neighborhoods  such  as 
Roslindale,  Hyde  Park,  and  Jamaica  Plain;  a  fair  represen- 
tation plan  for  Boston's  Hispanic  population  and  adequate 
participation  in  the  hearing  process  by  residents  of  these 
communities  about  the  specific  question  of  which  district 
they  will  be  placed;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Special  Committee  on  Electoral 
Districts  conduct  a  neighborhood  hearing  in  the  West  Rox- 
bury/Roslindale  area  of  the  city  to  gather  further  testimony 
from  residents  in  the  southwest  part  of  the  city  about  their 
concerns  in  the  drawing  of  electoral  district  lines  and  that 
representatives  of  local  church,  civic  and  community 
groups  be  invited  to  participate. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  FLYNN,  the  order  was  placed 
on  the  table. 

Later  in  the  session,  on  motion  of  Coun.  FLYNN,  the 
order  was  taken  from  the  table. 

Coun.  FLYNN  moved  that  the  order  be  passed  under 
suspension  of  the  rules. 

On  motion  of  Coun.  IANNELLA  the  question  first 
came  on  suspension  of  the  rules. 

Coun.  HENNIGAN  offered  the  following  amendment 
to  the  foregoing  order: 

Amendment.  That  if  by  February  25,  1982,  the  Com- 
mittee feels  that  all  sections  of  the  city  have  not  adequately 
been  heard,  then  the  Committee  will  consider  an  addi- 
tional hearing.

INTERIM  REPORT  OF  THE  SPECIAL 
COMMITTEE  ON  ELECTORAL  DISTRICTS 
Coun.  McDERMOTT,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Electoral  Districts,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Special  Committee  on  Electoral  Districts  has  con- 
cluded its  series  of  public  hearings.  The  hearings  were 
well  attended  and  made  manifest  the  wide  range  of  opin- 
ion in  the  city  as  to  how  Boston  should  be  divided.  More 
than  a  hundred  people  testified  before  the  Committee, 
speaking  as  individuals  or  as  spokespersons  for  one  or 
more  of  the  sixty-plus  organizations  represented.  Dozens 
of  maps,  proposals,  plans  and  suggestions  were  presented 
to  the  Committee.  To  say  there  is  a  lack  of  agreement 
among  the  people  of  Boston  on  this  issue  would  be  the 
understatement  of  the  year.  Cartographic  differences 
aside,  there  are  several  key  issues  which  have  emerged 
from  our  public  sessions. 

There  has  been  a  concern  voiced  by  a  variety  of  groups 
and  individuals  that  any  plan  provide  for  at  least  two 
minority  seats.  Two  districts  would  be  composed  of  suf- 
ficient minority  population  to  ensure  the  election  of 
minority  candidates.  The  question  aries  as  to  what  is  suf- 
ficient minority  population  —  60  percent,  65  percent,  80 
percent  —  to  ensure  the  election  of  minority  candidates? 

Shifting  populations  must  be  taken  into  account,  as  well 
since  these  trends  will  determine  the  viability  of  any  so- 
called  "safe  seat."  This  is  a  key  issue,  for  instance,  in 
the  decision  which  must  be  made  about  Dorchester. 
Should  it  be  divided  into  northern  and  southern  districts, 
or  eastern  and  western  sections? 

The  phrase  "neighborhood  integrity"  poses  problems 
for  the  districting  process.  All  seem  agreed  that  the  legisla- 
tion mandates  that  no  neighborhood  be  divided  between 
two  districts.  But  what  is  a  "neighborhood?" 
Charlestown,  for  example,  is  clearly  defined  geographi- 
cally and  demographically.  Other  neighborhoods, 
however  are  not  so  clearly  delineated. 

Some  of  those  who  testified  felt  that  neighborhood  in- 
tegrity meant  not  only  that  existing  neighborhoods  remain 
intact,  but  that  districts  should  be  composed  only  of 
neighborhoods  that  share  what  has  been  most  often  termed 
'  'a  commonality  of  interests . ' '  Whether  or  not  commonal- 
ity of  interest  is  required  by  the  law  is  questionable.  Its 
logistic  feasability  city-wide  is  highly  improbable.  Several 
spokespersons  cited  commonality  of  interest  as  the  basis 
for  one  district  on  their  maps  while  other  districts  on  the 
same  map  grouped  neighborhoods  with  little  in  common. 

There  is  still  much  data  to  be  digested  but  the  issues 
of  minority  representation  and  neighborhood  intergrity 
seem  to  be  uppermost  on  the  minds  of  those  who  appeared 
before  the  Committee. 

In  addition  to  holding  public  hearings,  the  Committee 
has  reviewed,  in  their  entirety,  the  tapes  of  the 
neighborhood  meetings  held  by  the  previous  Committee 
last  December.  The  concerns  and  proposals  voiced  at  these 
meetings  will  be  a  part  of  our  deliberations. 

The  Committee  has  contacted  the  Boston  Redevelop- 
ment Authority  and  will  be  receiving  information  on  the 
census,  demographics,  and  population  trends  from  them. 

We  have  been  in  touch  with  the  Corporation  Counsel, 
as  well,  to  enlist  the  aid  of  his  office  in  our  deliberations.

Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  errors  and  editorial  changes 
of  form  only: 

The  City  of  Boston,  for  the  purposes  specified  in  sec- 
tion 4,  may  borrow,  at  one  time  or  from  time  to  time  prior 
to  June  30,  1983,  a  sum  in  the  aggregate  not  exceeding 
$75  million,  and  may  issue  and  sell  bonds,  notes  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  of  said  city  therefor  as  pro- 
vided herein.  Bond,  notes  and  other  evidences  of  in- 
debtedness may  be  issued  hereunder  by  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  said  city  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and, 
notwithstanding  section  16  and  section  19  of  chapter  44 
of  the  General  Laws,  may  be  issued  as  serial  bonds  or 
term  bonds  or  any  combination  thereof,  shall  mature  on 
such  date  or  dates  and  in  such  amounts,  may  be 
redeemable  prior  to  their  maturity  at  the  option  of  the  city 
with  or  without  premium,  and  may  be  sold  in  such  manner 
either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for  such  price  as  the 
collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
determine  to  be  reasonable  and  proper. 

Section  2.  Subject  to  section  16  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  bonds  and  notes  issued  under  this  act  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  City  of  Boston,  Funding 
Loan  Act  of  1982.  Each  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate 
loan  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
ten  years  from  their  dates.  Debt  incurred  under  authority 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the  limit 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  established  by  law,  but  shall, 
except  as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  provi- 
sions of  section  17  thereof  relative  to  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  issue  of  bonds  and  notes. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  authority  provided  by  sec- 
tion 17  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  issue  notes 
in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes,  the  city, 
acting  by  its  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  enter  into  agreements  with  banks  or  trust 
companies,  within  or  without  the  Commonwealth, 
whether  in  the  form  of  lines  of  credit  or  other  banking 
arrangements,  for  the  making  by  the  city  from  time  to 
time  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the  money  to 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  bonds  and  notes  under  sec- 
tion 1  hereof  in  such  aggregate  principal  amounts  out- 
standing from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amount 
authorized  by  section  1,  as  the  collector-treasurer  may 
determine  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  Any  temporary 
loans  incurred  under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes 
if  any  issued  to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed 
from  time  to  time,  provided  all  such  loans  and  renewals 
thereof  shall  be  payable  not  later  than  June  30,  1983.  Any 
agreement  entered  into  by  the  city  under  this  section,  and 
notes  of  the  city  if  any  issued  thereunder,  whether  in 
coupon  or  registered  form  or  payable  to  order,  shall  be 
signed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the 
city  and  countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans 
incurred  under  this  section  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the 
collector-treasurer  and  the  mayor,  provide  for  prepayment 
at  any  time  with  or  without  premium  at  the  option  of  the 
city,  and  may  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  the 
collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
deem  proper,  including  rates  variable  from  time  to  time 
as  determined  by  such  index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other 
method  specified  in  such  agreement.  Any  such  agreement 
may  also  include  such  other  covenants  and  provisions  for 
protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights,  security  and  remedies 
of  the  lenders  as  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer  and  mayor,  be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not 
in  violation  of  law. 

Section  4.  All  proceeds  of  any  borrowing  authorized 
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by  section  1  of  this  act,  after  payment,  unless  otherwise 
provided  for,  of  all  expenses  of  the  borrowing,  shall  be 
deposited  in  a  separate  fund  which  shall  be  set  up  on  the 
books  of  the  city  or  otherwise  established  pursuant  to  the 
trust  agreement,  if  any,  securing  such  borrowing,  and 
maintained  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  funds  and 
accounts  of  the  city.  Such  funds  shall  be  called  the  City 
of  Boston  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund.  Amounts 
deposited  in  such  fund  shall,  upon  written  direction  of 
the  collector-treasurer,  and  ratification  by  the  Dispropor- 
tionate Assessment  Board  as  provided  in  section  4A  of 
this  act,  but  without  further  authority,  be  used  for  no  pur- 
pose other  than  to  meet  refunds  and  other  recoveries  of 
real  property  taxes  after  payment,  including  interest  ac- 
crued thereon,  and  to  reimburse  the  treasury  of  the  city 
for  such  refunds  and  recoveries,  paid  by  the  City  after 
June  30,  1981,  and  on  or  before  June  30,  1983,  on  ac- 
count of  abatements  of  taxes  assessed  by  the  assessors 
of  the  city  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1981,  and 
all  years  prior  thereto.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing, 
amounts  deposited  in  the  Disproportionate  Assessment 
Fund  shall  be  applied  only  to  refunds  and  other  recoveries 
of  taxes  arising  from  abatements  granted  after  January 
1 ,  1979,  and  on  or  before  June  30,  1983,  pursuant  to  ap- 
plications for  abatements  or  the  filing  or  settlement  of 
appeals  before  the  appellate  tax  board  on  account  of  a 
claimed  disproportionate  assessment  of  property;  provided 
a  certificate  to  such  effect,  signed  by  the  commissioner 
of  assessing  of  the  city  and  filed  with  the  Disproportionate 
Assessment  Board  pursuant  to  section  4A  of  this  act  shall 
be  conclusive  evidence  of  the  proper  application  of  such 
amounts.  Prior  to  application  of  any  amounts  on  deposit 
in  the  Disproportionate  Fund  to  the  payment  of  or  reim- 
bursement for  payment  of  any  refund  or  other  recovery 
of  tax,  the  collectortreasurer  shall  also  file  with  the 
Disproportionate  Assessment  Board  as  provided  in  said 
section  4A,  a  description  of  the  refund  to  be  granted,  the 
address  of  the  property,  the  owner  of  record,  the  amount 
to  be  refunded  or  reimbursed,  the  date  the  abatement  was 
granted  and  the  date  or  proposed  date  of  payment  of  such 
refund  or  reimbursement.  No  more  than  twenty  days  after 
the  date  of  payment  of  any  refund  hereunder,  a  record 
of  such  refund,  including  the  address  of  the  property,  the 
owner  of  record,  the  amount  refunded,  the  date  the  abate- 
ment was  granted,  the  date  of  payment  of  such  refund 
and  the  date  of  ratification  of  such  payment  by  the 
Disproportionate  Assessment  Board  shall  be  filed  with 
the  city  council  and  published  in  the  City  Record. 

When  assessing  taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1983,  and  any  subsequent  year,  the  assessors  of  the 
city  shall  exclude  from  the  calculation  of  the  amount  re- 
quired to  be  assessed  under  section  23  of  chapter  59  of 
the  General  Laws  all  abatements  met  or  reimbursed  from 
amounts  borrowed  under  this  act. 

The  expenses  of  any  borrowing  made  under  authority 
of  section  1  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  such  borrowing  or  from  the  general  funds  of  the  city 
to  the  extent  not  otherwise  provided  for.  Income  earned 
on  investment  of  any  proceeds  of  such  borrowing  shall 
be  credited  to  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund  or 
with  the  approval  of  the  City  Council  transferred  to  the 
general  fund  of  the  city  to  be  used  solely  to  meet  payments 
of  principal  or  interest  on  debt  issued  under  authority  of 
section  1  of  this  act.  If  on  June  30,  1983,  any  amount 
borrowed  under  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act  remains 
unexpended  for  the  purposes  provided  herein,  such 
amount  shall  be  applied  without  further  appropriation  to 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  coming  due  in  the 
next  fiscal  year  on  debt  incurred  under  said  section.  Any 
amount  in  excess  of  such  principal  and  interest  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  general  fund  of  the  city  as  of  such  date, 
and  shall  be  applied,  with  further  appropriation,  to  the 


payment  of  principal  and  interest  coming  due  in  the  next 
fiscal  year  on  any  debt  of  the  city. 

The  auditor  of  the  city,  in  accordance  with  section  16 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  annually  notify 
the  assessors  of  the  city  of  the  amount  of  debt  and  in- 
terest charges  matured  and  maturing  during  the  next  fiscal 
year  on  all  debt  of  the  city  incurred  under  section  1  of 
this  act  and  what  provision  of  any  has  been  made  for  the 
payment  of  such  debt  and  interest,  and  said  assessors  shall 
include  the  amount  of  such  debt  and  interest  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  the  tax  levy  of  that  year  notwith- 
standing any  limit  provided  by  law  on  the  total  taxes 
assessable  by  the  city  for  such  year;  provided  inclusion 
of  any  such  amount  in  the  levy  of  any  year  shall  not 
operate  to  increase  the  amount  otherwise  available  within 
any  limits  thereon  to  meet  other  appropriations  of  the  city. 

Section  4A.  Upon  the  issuance  of  any  bonds,  notes, 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  under 
authority  of  section  1  of  this  act,  a  Disproportionate 
Assessment  Board  shall  be  established  consisting  of  the 
treasurer  and  receiver-general  and  the  commissioner  of 
revenue  of  the  Commonwealth.  The  Disproportionate 
Assessment  Board  shall  be  solely  constituted  and  em- 
powered to  ratify  disbursements  from  the  Disproportionate 
Assessment  Fund  as  provided  in  section  4 A  of  this  act. 
Upon  presentation  by  the  collector-treasurer  of  a  request 
for  ratification  of  a  proposed  disbursement  from  Dispro- 
portionate Assessment  Fund,  the  board  shall  determine 
if  all  certificates  and  information  required  to  be  filed  with 
the  board  by  section  4  of  this  act  with  respect  to  dis- 
bursement have  been  so  filed.  Within  twenty -one  days 
of  the  presentation  of  such  request,  the  board  shall  notify 
the  collector-treasurer  either  that  such  certificates  and  in- 
formation have  been  so  filed  and  that  the  proposed 
disbursement  is  therefore  ratified  or  that  the  required  in- 
formation and  certificates  have  not  been  filed,  specifically 
identiftying  the  required  information.  The  board  shall  act 
on  any  request  of  the  collector-treasurer  not  so  ratified 
within  five  days  after  the  collector-treasurer  shall  file  with 
the  board  any  information  specified  by  the  board  to  be 
lacking.  If  the  board  shall  fail  to  act  on  a  request  of  the 
collector-treasurer  for  disbursements  from  the  Dispropor- 
tionate Assessment  Fund  within  twenty -one  days  of  pre- 
sentation of  such  request,  or  within  five  days  of  filing 
of  any  lacking  information  as  aforesaid,  the  request  of 
the  collector-treasurer  shall  for  all  purposes  of  this  act 
be  deemed  ratified. 

Section  5.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary 
in  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  in  any 
other  general  or  special  law  heretofore  enacted,  the  City 
of  Boston,  when  authorized  by  vote  of  a  two-thirds  of 
all  the  city  councillors  passed  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes  taken  not  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  apart,  may  incur  debt  in  any  fiscal  year  for  tem- 
porary loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  said  chapter  44,  of  such  fiscal  year  in  an  amount 
not  exceeding  the  total  tax  levy  of  such  fiscal  year  or, 
if  said  levy  has  not  yet  been  established  by  the  assessors 
of  the  city,  not  exceeding  85  percent  of  the  total  tax  levy 
of  the  preceding  fiscal  year. 

Notes  issued  under  authority  of  this  section  may  be  sold 
in  such  manner,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for 
such  price  as  the  collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  determine  to  be  reasonable  and  pro- 
per. Each  note  issued  under  authority  of  this  section  and 
any  renewal  thereof  shall,  notwithstsanding  the  provisions 
of  chapter  717  of  the  acts  of  1975,  be  payable  no  later 
than  June  thirtieth  of  the  year  in  which  such  note  or 
renewal  thereof  is  issued,  provided  that  notes  may  be 
issued  or  renewed  under  authority  of  this  section  after 
May  thirty-first  in  any  year,  payable  not  later  than  one 
year  from  their  dates  if  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  does 
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not  exceed  the  aggregate  amount  remaining  unpaid  at  such 
May  thirty-first  on  real  and  personal  property  taxes 
assessed  in  such  year  and  not  included  in  a  tax  title 
account. 

Section  6.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  provided  in  sec- 
tion 5  of  this  act  to  issue  notes  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  a  fiscal  year,  the  city,  acting  by  its  collector- 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  enter  into 
agreements  with  banks  or  trust  companies,  within  or 
without  the  Commonwealth,  whether  in  the  form  of  lines 
of  credit  or  other  banking  arrangements,  for  the  making 
by  the  city  from  time  to  time  of  temporary  loans  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such 
loans  are  made  in  such  principal  amounts  outstanding  from 
time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amounts  authorized  by 
the  city  council  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  5 
hereof,  as  the  collector-treasurer  may  determine  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor.  Any  temporary  loans  incurred 
under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes,  if  any,  issued 
to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed  from  time  to 
time,  provided  all  such  loans  shall  be  payable  not  later 
than  the  dates  provided  in  said  section  5.  Any  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  section,  and  notes 
of  the  city,  if  any,  issued  thereunder,  whether  in  coupon 
or  registered  form  or  payable  to  order,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the  city  and 
countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans  incurred 
under  this  section  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer,  provide  for  prepayment  at  any  time  with  or 
without  premium  at  the  option  of  the  city  and  may  bear 
interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  the  collector-treasurer  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  proper,  including 
rates  variable  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  such 
index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other  method  specified  in  such 
agreement.  Any  such  agreement  may  also  include  such 
other  covenants  and  provisions  for  protecting  and  enfor- 
cing the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  lenders  as 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  and  mayor 
be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of  the  law. 

Section  7.  For  purposes  of  this  section  the  following 
words  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

"Operator,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  Com- 
monwealth and  political  subdivisions,  agencies  and 
authorities  thereof,  who,  whether  as  owner,  proprietor, 
lessee,  sublessee,  mortgagee,  concessionaire,  licensee  or 
otherwise,  receives  a  parking  fee  attributable  to  a  park- 
ing space. 

"Parking  facility,"  means  any  off-street,  open  or 
enclosed  area,  lot,  garage,  building  or  structure,  or  com- 
bination or  portion  thereof,  utilized  in  whole  or  in  part 
for  the  provision  of  unmetered,  off-street  parking  of  motor 
vehicles,  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  facilities 
open  to  the  public  for  a  fee  and  facilities  provided  by  an 
employer  for  use  by  customers,  employees  or  licensees 
for  a  fee,  but  excluding  facilities  provided  or  leased 
primarily  to  occupants  of  a  residence  and  their  guests  on 
the  same  or  other  premises  for  use  only  in  connection  with 
and  as  an  accessory  to  the  occupancy  of  such  residence. 

"Parking  fee,"  means  the  total  consideration,  excluding 
the  excise  imposed  hereunder,  received  by  an  operator, 
whether  or  not  separately  stated  and  whether  or  not  paid 
by  the  user,  for  the  use  of  a  parking  space  by  a  user  or 
another  person. 

"Parking  space,"  means  that  portion  of  a  parking  facil- 
ity normally  allocated  to  a  single  motor  vehicle. 

"Transfer  of  the  right  of  use,"  includes,  without  limita- 
tion, any  transfer  of  title  or  possession,  or  both,  and  any 
exchange,  bailment,  license,  lease  or  rental,  conditional 
or  otherwise. 


"User,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  obtains  the  use 
for  such  person  or  another  person  of  a  parking  space  for 
a  parking  fee. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1 
of  this  act  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  forty-fifth  day 
following  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby 
imposed  upon  the  transfer  by  an  operator  of  the  right  of 
use  of  a  parking  space  located  on  or  in  any  parking  facility 
in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  uniform  rate  of  15  percent 
of  the  parking  fee  for  such  parking  space. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  excise  provided  in 
this  section  shall  cease  to  be  imposed,  and  the  authority 
therefore  shall  expire,  when  all  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  authorized  and  issued  under 
the  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act,  including  any  in- 
debtedness issued  to  refund  any  such  indebtedness,  shall 
be  paid  or,  if  earlier,  when  such  indebtedness  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  paid  under  any  trust  or  other  security 
agreement  securing  the  same,  or  if  no  such  indebtedness 
shall  then  be  outstanding,  on  June  30,  1983.  Reimburse- 
ment for  the  excise  imposed  by  this  section  shall  be  paid 
by  the  user  to  the  operator,  and  each  operator  shall  add 
to  the  parking  fee  and  shall  collect  from  the  user  the  full 
amount  of  the  excise  imposed  by  this  section,  or  an 
amount  equal  as  nearly  as  possible  or  practicable  to  the 
average  equivalent  thereof,  provided  the  amount  of  such 
excise  need  not  be  stated  and  charged  separately  from 
the  parking  fee  or  shown  separately  on  any  record  thereof 
delivered  to  the  user  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  law 
or  by  regulation  of  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  as 
hereinafter  provided.  The  amount  of  such  excise  shall  be 
a  debt  from  the  user  to  the  operator,  when  so  added  to 
the  parking  fee,  and  shall  be  recoverable  at  law  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  debts. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  all  forms 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 
shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions, not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when 
reasonably  designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purposes 
of  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  proper  interpretation  of  such  provisions. 

The  collector-treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  and 
the  commissioner  or  revenue  with  a  copy  of  any  regula- 
tion proposed  to  be  prescribed  under  this  section  and  shall 
publish  such  proposed  regulation  in  the  Ci'ry  Record.  Such 
regulation  shall  be  effective  twenty  days  after  the  date 
of  publication  unless  prior  thereto  the  City  Council,  by 
a  majority  vote  of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind 
such  regulation.  All  forms  and  regulations  shall  conform, 
as  far  as  practicable,  to  forms  and  regulations  issued  by 
the  commissioner  of  revenue  under  chapter  62C  of  the 
General  Laws  for  the  interpretation  and  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws. 

On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  calendar  month 
every  operator  who  has,  during  the  preceding  calendar 
month,  made  any  transfer  of  the  right  of  use  of  a  parking 
space  on  which  an  excise  is  payable  under  this  section 
shall  file  a  return  with  the  collector-treasurer  in  such  form 
as  the  collector-treasurer  shall  prescribe  and  providing 
such  information  as  he  deems  necessary  for  the  computa- 
tion and  collection  of  the  excise  hereby  imposed,  and  shall 
remit  herewith  the  amount  of  the  excise  payable  for  such 
month.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  deposit  all  amounts 
so  collected  in  the  excise  fund  established  in  section  8A 
of  this  act.  In  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this 
section,  the  city,  acting  by  the  collector-treasurer,  shall 
have,  and  hereby  is  vested  with,  the  powers,  procedures 
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and  remedies  provided  and  granted  to  the  commissioner 
of  revenue  by  chapter  62C  of  the  General  Laws  for  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  the  tax  imposed  by  sec- 
tion 64H  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  8.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  following 
words  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

"Applicant,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  seeks  to 
register  a  master  deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  in  the  registry 
of  deeds  or  who  seeks  a  building  permit  for  the  construc- 
tion or  alteration  of  a  structure  or  other  appurtenances 
thereto  on  one  or  more  lots  included  in  a  consolidation. 

"Condominium, ""master  deed,"  and  "unit"  shall 
have  the  meaning  given  such  words  by  chapter  183 A  of 
the  General  Laws. 

"Consolidation,"  means  the  consolidation  of  two  or 
more  lots,  as  shown  on  the  records  of  the  building  depart- 
ment of  the  city,  into  one  parcel  of  land  for  purposes  of 
construction  or  alteration  on  one  or  more  lots  in  such 
parcel  or  structures,  or  appurtenances  thereto,  for  which 
a  building  permit  is  required  to  be  granted  by  the  com- 
missioner of  said  department  in  accordance  with  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachuestts  state  building  code  or  chapter 
143  of  the  Genera]  Laws. 

"Consolidation  plan,"  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  con- 
solidation, in  such  form  as  the  building  commissioner  of 
the  city  shall  prescribe,  showing  the  boundaries  of  each 
lot  in  such  consolidation  and  the  names  of  each  record 
owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other  information  as 
the  building  commissioner  of  the  city  may  reasonably  re- 
quire or  as  is  required  by  law  and  includes  a  site  plan 
as  provided  in  the  state  building  code. 

"Lot,"  means  an  area  of  land  in  one  ownership,  with 
definite  boundaries,  used,  or  available  for  use,  as  the  site 
of  one  or  more  structures  as  defined  in  chapter  145  of 
the  General  Laws. 

"Subdivision,"  means  the  division  of  a  tract  of  land 
into  two  or  more  lots  and  includes  resubdivision. 

"Subdivision  plan,"  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  sub- 
division showing  the  boundaries  of  each  lot  to  be  created 
thereby,  the  record  owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

"Registry  of  deeds,"  means  the  registry  of  deeds  of 
Suffolk  County  and,  when  appropriate,  includes  the  land 
court. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  follow- 
ing the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby  im- 
posed upon  the  creation  of  any  condominium  or  subdivi- 
sion located  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  City  of  Boston  at 
the  uniform  rate  of  $500  for  each  unit,  in  excess  of  one 
unit,  in  the  condominium,  as  shown  by  the  master  deed, 
and  $500  for  each  lot  in  excess  of  two  lots,  in  the  sub- 
division as  shown  by  the  subdivision  plan.  Such  excise 
shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  excise  or  fee  payable 
under  any  other  provision  of  law  applicable  to  the  crea- 
tion of  condominiums  or  subdivisions  or  the  recording 
of  a  master  deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  or  instrument  con- 
veying interests  in  units  or  lots.  Payment  of  the  excise 
imposed  hereby  shall  be  made  by  the  applicant  to  the 
collector-treasurer  of  the  city  prior  to  recording  any  master 
deed  or  subdivision  plan.  The  collector-treasurer  shall 
deposit  all  amounts  so  collected  in  the  excise  fund 
established  in  section  8A  of  this  act,  or  if  such  fund  shall 
have  been  dissolved,  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city.  The 
excise  imposed  under  this  section,  unless  paid  as  provided 
herein,  shall,  with  all  incidental  charges  and  fees,  be  a 
lien  on  each  unit  or  lot  from  the  date  of  filing  of  the  master 
deed  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  60, 
section  37  of  the  General  Laws  in  the  same  manner  as 
taxes  assured  on  land. 


Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  follow- 
ing the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby  im- 
posed upon  each  consolidation  located  in  whole  or  in  part 
in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  uniform  rate  of  $500  for  each 
lot,  in  excess  of  two  lots,  as  shown  in  the  consolidation 
plan.  Such  excise  shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  excise 
or  fee  payable  under  any  other  provision  of  law  applicable 
to  such  consolidation  or  the  issuance  of  a  building  per- 
mit for  the  construction  or  alteration  of  any  structure  on 
any  lot  thereon.  Payment  of  the  excise  shall  be  made  by 
the  applicant  to  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  prior 
to  the  issuance  by  the  building  commissioner  of  any  per- 
mit applicable  to  construction  or  alteration  of  any  struc- 
ture in  any  lot  in  such  consolidation  and  said  commis- 
sioner shall  not  issue  any  such  permit  until  a  consolida- 
tion plan  has  been  filed  with  the  commissioner  accom- 
panied by  a  certificate  of  the  collector-treasurer,  on  such 
form  as  he  shall  prescribe,  attesting  to  the  payment  of 
the  excise  applicable  thereto.  The  collector-treasurer  shall 
deposit  all  amounts  so  collected  in  the  excise  fund 
established  in  section  8A  of  this  act,  or  if  such  fund  shall 
have  been  dissolved,  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  forms 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 
shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when 
reasonably  designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  proper  interpretation  of  such  provisions.  The  collector- 
treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  and  the  commis- 
sioner of  revenue  with  a  copy  of  any  regulation  proposed 
to  be  prescribed  under  this  section  and  shall  publish  such 
proposed  regulation  in  the  City  Record.  Such  regulation 
shall  be  effective  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  publica- 
tion unless  prior  thereto  the  city  council,  by  majority  vote 
of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind  such  regulation. 
All  remedies  provided  by  sections  35,  36,  and  37  of 
chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  or  otherwise  provided 
by  law  shall  be  available  to  and  are  hereby  vested  in  the 
collector-treasurer  for  the  proper  administration  and  en- 
forcement of  this  section. 

Section  8A.  Not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act,  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  shall 
set  up  on  the  books  of  the  city,  or  otherwise  establish 
pursuant  to  the  trust  or  other  security  agreement,  if  any, 
securing  any  indebtedness  incurred  under  authority  of  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  act,  a  separate  fund  entitled  the  City  of 
Boston  Excise  Fund.  Such  fund  shall  be  maintained  as 
provided  in  this  act  by  the  collector-treasurer  or,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  by  the  corporate  trustee  under  such 
trust  or  security  agreement.  All  receipts  from  the  excises 
established  under  sections  7  and  8  of  this  act  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  excise  fund.  Except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  all  amounts  so  deposited  shall  be 
used  solely  to  pay  the  cost  of  administration  and  collec- 
tion of  said  excises,  under  such  supplementary  appropria- 
tion orders  as  the  mayor  may  submit  and  the  city  council 
approve  in  accordance  with  the  city  charter,  and  to  pay 
or  provide  for,  without  further  appropriation,  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  premium  and  interest  on  all  bonds,  notes, 
or  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  under  author- 
ity of  section  1  of  this  act  including  the  establishment  and 
maintenance  of  such  reserves  therefor  as  may  be  provided 
for  in  any  trust  or  other  security  agreement  securing  the 
same  and  the  costs  of  administration  of  such  trust  or  other 
security  agreement.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  trust 
or  other  security  agreement  securing  indebtedness  incurred 
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under  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act,  if  at  the  close  of 
any  fiscal  year  beginning  on  and  after  July  1,  1983,  a 
balance  remains  in  the  excise  fund  after  payment  or  pro- 
vision for  all  such  costs  of  administration  and  collection, 
principal,  premium  and  interest  and  reserves,  such  balance 
shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  be  either  deposited  in  the  Dispro- 
portionate Assessment  Fund  created  under  section  4A  of 
this  act  for  application  to  the  purposes  of  such  fund  or 
in  the  general  fund  of  the  city  to  be  applied  solely  to  the 
payment  of  debt  and  interest  maturing  and  becoming  due 
in  the  next  fiscal  year  on  any  debt  of  the  city.  The  excise 
fund  shall  be  dissolved  on  June  30,  1983  if  no  in- 
debtedness issued  under  the  authority  of  section  1  of  this 
act  shall  then  be  outstanding  or  otherwise  when  all  such 
indebtedness,  including  any  indebtedness  issued  to  refund 
any  such  indebtedness,  shall  be  paid  or,  if  earlier,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  paid  within  the  meaning  of  any  trust 
or  other  security  agreement  securing  the  same.  Any 
balance  remaining  in  the  excise  fund  on  such  date  of 
dissolution  shall  be  deposited  in  the  General  Fund  of  the 
city  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  debt  and  interest  on 
any  debt  of  the  city. 

Section  9.  The  assessed  valuation  of  an  parcel  of  real 
estate  which  is  or  has  been  reduced  on  account  of  abate- 
ments of  taxes  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  for 
the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1979,  pursuant  to  an  order 
of  the  appellate  tax  board,  which  has  not  been  modified 
by  an  order  or  said  board  for  a  subsequent  fiscal  year  shall 
not  be  increased  by  more  than  53  percent  of  its  amount 
as  so  abated,  provided,  however,  that  any  assessment 
which  is  increased  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  be  further  in- 
creased by  said  assessors  for  a  period  of  three  consecutive 
years  after  the  fiscal  year  for  which  said  increase  was 
made,  unless  the  parcel  so  assessed  has  been  improved 
by  construction  or  by  substantial  reconstruction  or 
rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to  the  condominium 
form  of  ownership  pursuant  to  the  provisions  fo  chapter 
183 A  of  the  General  Laws  as  evidenced  by  the  issuance 
of  a  certificate  of  occupancy  by  the  city  or  the  recording 
of  a  master  deed,  whichever  is  appropriate,  or  if  there 
has  been  a  major  increase  in  the  fair  economic  rent,  or 
unless  the  increase  in  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  parcel 
so  assessed  is  the  result  of  and  consistent  with  a  general 
revaluation  of  all  of  the  property  within  the  city  which 
conforms  to  the  provisions  of  article  4,  section  1 ,  chapter 
2  of  part  II  of  the  Commonwealth,  whichever  occurs  first. 

Section  10.  The  assessed  valuation  of  any  parcel  of 
real  estate  which  is  or  has  been  reduced  on  account  of 
the  abatements  of  taxes  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the 
city  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1980  or  for  the 
fiscal  years  ending  on  June  30,  1981  and  June  30,  1982, 
pursuant  to  an  order  of  the  appellate  tax  board,  shall  not 
be  increased  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  for  at  least  three 
consecutive  years  after  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  abate- 
ment was  granted  unless  the  parcel  so  assessed  has  been 
improved  by  construction  or  by  substantial  reconstruc- 
tion or  rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to  the  con- 
dominium form  of  ownership  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  183 A  of  the  General  Laws  as  evidenced  by 
the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  occupancy  by  the  city  or 
the  recording  of  a  master  deed,  whichever  is  appropriate, 
if  there  has  been  a  major  increase  in  the  fair  economic 
rent  or  unless  the  increase  in  the  assessed  valuation  of 
the  parcel  so  assessed  is  the  result  of  and  consistent  with 
a  general  revaluation  of  all  the  property  within  the  city 
which  conforms  to  the  provisions  of  article  4,  section  1 , 
chapter  2  of  part  II  of  the  Constitution  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, whichever  occurs  first. 

Section  1 1 .  The  assessed  valuation  of  any  parcel  of 
real  estate  that  was  not  exempt  from  taxation  under  chapter 


59  of  the  General  Laws  on  the  first  day  of  January,  1980 
shall  not  be  increased  by  the  assessors  of  the  city  for  a 
period  of  two  consecutive  fiscal  years  following  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30,  1981 ,  unless  the  parcel  so  assessed 
has  been  improved  by  construction  or  by  substantial 
reconstruction  or  rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to 
the  condominium  form  of  ownership  pursuant  to  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  183  A  of  the  General  Laws  as  evidenced 
by  the  issuance  of  a  certificate  of  occupancy  by  the  city 
or  the  recording  of  a  master  deed,  whichever  is  ap- 
propriate, or  if  there  has  been  a  major  increase  in  the  fair 
economic  rent  or  unless  the  increase  in  the  assessed  valua- 
tion of  the  parcel  so  assessed  is  the  result  of  and  consis- 
tant  with  a  general  revaluation  of  all  of  the  property  within 
the  city  which  conforms  to  the  provisions  of  article  4, 
section  1 ,  chapter  2  of  part  II  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Commonwealth  which  occurs  first. 

Section  12.  After  a  general  revaluation  of  all  the  prop- 
erty within  the  city  conforming  to  the  judicial  interpreta- 
tion of  article  4,  section  1 ,  chapter  2  of  part  II  of  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth,  any  valuation  with  respect 
to  a  fiscal  year  beginning  after  such  revaluation,  which 
is  thereafter  adjudicated  in  favor  of  the  appellant  property 
owner  by  the  appellate  tax  board  or  by  a  court  of  compe- 
tent jurisdiction,  shall  continue  without  change  for  at  least 
three  consecutive  years  after  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the 
abatement  was  granted  unless  the  parcel  so  valued  has 
been  improved  by  construction  or  reconstruction  or  subs- 
tantial rehabilitation  or  has  been  converted  to  the  con- 
dominium form  of  ownership,  or  if  there  has  been  a  major 
increase  in  fair  economic  rent  or  in  the  event  of  any  other 
occurrence  which  significantly  increases  the  value  of  the 
property. 

Section  13.  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  section  shall 
not  limit  or  otherwise  affect  the  right  of  any  person  upon 
whom  a  tax  has  been  assessed  to  apply  to  the  assessors 
of  the  city  for  abatement  thereof,  as  provided  in  chapter 
59  of  the  General  Laws,  or  the  right  of  any  such  person 
who  is  aggrieved  by  a  refusal  of  the  assessors  of  the  city 
to  abate  such  tax  to  file  a  petition  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  section  65  of  said  chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws. 

Section  14.  Notwithstanding  anything  in  section  4A 
of  chapter  717  of  the  acts  of  1957,  as  amended,  for  the 
fiscal  year  beginning  July  1,  1982  and  each  fiscal  year 
thereafter,  whether  or  not  any  loan  issued  under  authori- 
ty of  section  1  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  deductions  made 
by  the  assessors  of  the  city  under  clause  (a)  of  section 
23  of  chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  on  account  of 
estimated  receipts  from  the  special  excise  taxes  authorized 
by  section  7  and  8  hereof  may  be  made  up  to  such  amounts 
as  the  auditor  of  the  city  shall  estimate,  subject  to  ap- 
proval of  the  commissioner  of  revenue. 

Section  15.  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
city  council,  any  debt  or  temporary  loan  incurred  under 
authority  of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  other  general 
or  special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may  be 
secured  by  one  or  more  trust  agreements  or  other  secur- 
ity agreements  between  the  city  and  a  corporate  trustee, 
which  may  be  asny  trust  company  or  bank  having  the 
powers  of  a  trust  company  within  or  without  the  Com- 
monwealth, or  directly  between  the  city  and  the  lender 
of  such  debt  or  temporary  loan.  Any  such  trust  or  secur- 
ity agreement  shall  be  in  such  form  as  determined  by  the 
collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  be  executed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor 
and  contersigned  by  the  mayor. 

Any  trust  or  security  agreement  directly  or  indirectly 
securing  debt  or  temporary  loans  incurred  under  author- 
ity of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  other  general  or 
special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may,  in  addi- 
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tion  to  other  security  provided  by  law,  pledge  or  assign, 
and  may  create  a  security  interest,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
in  the  receipts  and  monies  held  or  to  be  received  by  the 
city  in  the  then  current  or  any  future  fiscal  year  from  the 
special  excise  taxes  authorized  by  section  7  and  8  of  this 
act  in  conformity  with  section  8A  of  this  act  and  from 
any  other  tax  or  fee  heretofore  or  hereafter  imposed  by 
any  general  or  special  law  the  receipts  from  which  are 
payable  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  city  and  the  receipts, 
distributions  and  reimbursements  held  or  to  be  received 
by  the  city  in  the  fiscal  years  or  parts  thereof  during  which 
such  debt  or  loans  will  be  outstanding  from  the  Com- 
monwealth under  chapter  58  of  the  General  Laws  and 
under  any  other  local  reimbursement  or  assistance  pro- 
gram authorized  by  law,  including,  without  limitation, 
reimbursement  and  assistance  programs  described  in  sec- 
tion 25A  of  said  chapter  58  except  such  distributions  and 
reimbursements  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  specifically 
used  for  statutorily  defined  purposes.  Any  such  trust  or 
security  agreement  may  also  pledge  or  assign,  pending 
their  use  for  the  purposes  for  which  borrowed,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  proceeds  of  such  debt  or  temporary  loans  and 
may  contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforc- 
ing the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  holders  of  such 
debt  or  temporary  loans  as  the  collector-treasurer  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  reasonable  and  pro- 
per and  not  in  violation  of  law,  including,  without  limita- 
tion, provisions  defining  defaults  and  providing  for 
remedies  in  the  event  thereof  including  the  acceleration 
of  maturities,  provisons  establishing  reserves  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  debt  or  loans  and  covenants  setting  forth 
the  duties  of,  and  limitation  on,  the  city  in  relation  to  the 
custody,  safeguarding,  investment  and  application  of  the 
proceeds,  receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  and 
other  monies  pledged  thereunder. 

In  addition  to  other  security  provided  herein  or  other- 
wise by  law,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  majority  vote  of  the  city 
council,  debt  and  temporary  loans  incurred  by  the  city 
under  any  provision  of  this  act  or  under  any  other  general 
or  special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  may  be  secured, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  by  letters  of  credit,  as  defined  in  article 
5  of  chapter  106  of  the  General  Laws,  issued  to  the  city 
by  any  bank,  trust  company  or  other  financial  institution, 
within  or  without  the  Commonwealth,  authorized  to  issue 
the  same,  and  the  city  may  pledge  or  assign,  and  may 
create  security  interest  in,  any  of  the  proceeds,  receipts, 
distributions,  reimbursements  or  other  monies  described 
in  this  section  as  security  for  the  reimbursement  by  the 
city  to  the  issuers  of  such  letters  of  credit  of  any  payments 
made  under  the  letters  of  credit. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  company 
organized  under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  act 
as  a  depository  or  trustee  of  any  proceeds,  receipts, 
distributions,  reimbursements  or  other  monies  pledged 
or  held  under  any  trust  or  security  agreement  authorized 
hereby  including  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund 
and  the  excise  fund  and  to  furnish  such  indemnifying 
bonds  or  to  pledge  such  securities  and  issue  such  letters 
of  credit  as  may  be  requested  or  required  by  the  city.  All 
expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such 
trust  or  security  agreement  or  in  obtaining  any  such  let- 
ters of  credit  may  be  treated  as  an  expense  of  borrowing 
hereunder.  Any  pledge  made  in  accordance  with  this  act 
shall  be  valid  and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed  continuous- 
ly perfected  from  the  time  when  the  pledge  is  made,  the 
proceeds,  receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  and 
other  monies  so  pledged  and  then  held  or  thereafter  receiv- 
ed by  the  city  shall  immediately  be  subject  to  the  lien 
of  such  pledge  without  any  physical  delivery  or  segrega- 
tion thereof  or  further  act;  and  the  lien  of  such  pledge 
shall  be  valid  and  binding  against  all  parties  having  claims 
of  any  kind  in  tort,  contract  or  otherwise  against  the  city. 


irrespective  of  whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof. 
No  trust  or  security  agreement  by  which  a  pledge  is  created 
need  be  filed  or  recorded  except  in  the  records  of  the  ci- 
ty kept  by  the  city  clerk,  and  no  filing  need  be  made  under 
the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Section  16.  Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  this 
act  is  outstanding,  notwithstanding  any  contrary  general 
or  special  law,  including  but  not  limited  to  St.  1981,  c. 
351.  ss.  115-121: 

(a)  Section  2  of  chapter  263  of  the  acts  of  1929,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  253  of  the  acts  of  1973, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  second 
paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraphs: 

The  commission  shall  also  have  exclusive  authority, 
except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend, 
alter  and  repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  general  law  as  modified  by  this  act,  relative  to 
vehicular  street  traffic  in  the  city,  and  to  the  movement, 
stopping,  standing  or  parking  of  vehicles  on,  and  their 
exclusion  from,  all  or  any  streets,  ways,  highways, 
roads  and  parkways,  under  the  control  of  the  city,  in- 
cluding rules  and  regulations  designating  any  way  or 
part  thereof  under  said  control  as  a  through  way  under 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  chapter 
89  of  the  General  Laws.  Such  rules  may  provide  for 
resident  parking  zones. 

The  commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking  in  the  City 
of  Boston  shall,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  fire  com- 
missioner of  the  City  of  Boston,  designate  certain  public 
ways  or  parts  thereof  as  fire  lanes.  Violation  of  said 
regulation  promulgated  by  the  commissioner,  in  accord- 
ance with  law,  shall  contain  a  fine  not  to  exceed  the 
maximum  fine  specified  in  the  second  paragraph  of  sec- 
tion 22A  of  chapter  40  added  by  chapter  648  of  the 
acts  of  1977,  as  amended. 

(b)  Said  section  2  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  fourth  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following  paragraph: 

The  commission  may  adopt,  amend  and  repeal  rules 
and  regulations  prescribing  a  penalty,  not  exceeding 
$40  for  any  violation  of  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted 
under  this  section  or  promulgated  under  section  2B;  pro- 
vided that  no  penalty  in  excess  of  $15  shall  be  imposed 
except  by  ordinance,  and  further  provided  that  no 
penalty  shall  be  imposed  upon  any  disabled  veteran 
whose  vehicle  bears  the  distinctive  plate  authorized  by 
section  2  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws,  or  upon 
any  handicapped  person  whose  vehicle  displays  the 
distinctive  number  plate  authorized  by  said  section  2, 
for  parking  such  vehicle  on  any  way  for  a  longer  period 
of  time  than  permitted  by  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted 
under  this  section  or  promulgated  under  section  2B.  A 
penalty  imposed  under  this  section  may,  if  so  provided 
in  the  regulation  imposing  the  penalty,  be  increased  by 
up  to  100  percent  if  it  remains  unpaid  for  twenty -one 
days  after  issuance  of  a  notice  of  a  violation  of  a  park- 
ing regulation  as  provided  under  section  4A. 

(c)  Said  chapter  263  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  section  4  and  substituting  therefor  the  following 
sections: 

Section  4.  In  the  City  of  Boston  the  mayor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  city  council,  shall  designate  or  appoint 
a  parking  clerk.  The  parking  clerk  shall  supervise  and 
coordinate  the  processing  of  parking  notices  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  parking  clerk  shall  have  the  authority, 
subject  to  appropriation,  to  hire  or  designate  such  per- 
sonnel as  may  by  necessary,  or  contract  for  such  ser- 
vices as  may  be  necessary,  to  implement  the  provisions 
of  this  section;  provided,  however,  that  such  positions 
shall  be  filled  in  the  City  of  Boston  by  granting 
preferences  to  persons  who  had  been  employees  of  the 
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City  ol  Boston  in  the  tire,  police  or  traffic  and  cross- 
ing guard  service,  and  all  such  positions  in  said  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  chapter  3 1  and  in  no  case 
in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  the  amount  appropriated  for 
personnel  costs  exceed  5  percent  of  the  total  amount 
of  receipts  collected  by  the  parking  clerk  in  the  previous 
fiscal  year. 

Section  4A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  of- 
ficer, and  every  person  or  persons  assigned  such  respon- 
sibility, who  takes  cognizance  of  a  violation  of  any  pro- 
vision of  any  rule,  regulation,  order,  ordinance  or  bylaw 
regulating  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles  established  for 
the  City  of  Boston,  forthwith,  to  give  the  offender  a 
notice,  which  shall  be  in  tag  form  as  provided  in  this 
section,  to  appear  before  the  parking  clerk  at  any  time 
during  regular  office  hours,  not  later  than  twenty-one 
days  after  the  date  of  such  violation.  All  tags  shall  be 
prepared  in  triplicate  and  shall  be  prenumbered. 

Said  tag  shall  be  affixed  to  the  motor  vehicle  and  shall 
contain,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  in- 
formation: the  registration  number  of  the  motor  vehi- 
cle involved,  the  date,  time  and  place  and  specific  of- 
fense charged  and,  if  a  meter  violation,  the  number  of 
said  meter,  the  name  and  badge  number  of  the  officer 
or  employee  issuing  the  ticket  and  his  or  her  division, 
a  schedule  of  established  fines,  instructions  for  the 
return  of  the  tag,  and  a  notice  which  reads  as  follows: 
This  notice  may  be  returned  by  mail,  personally  or  by 
an  authorized  person.  A  hearing  may  be  obtained  upon 
the  written  request  of  the  registered  owner.  Failure  to 
obey  this  notice  within  twenty-one  days  after  the  date 
of  violation  may  result  in  the  nonrenewal  of  the  license 
to  drive  and  the  registration  of  the  registered  owner. 

At  or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of  duty,  the 
officer  or  employee  shall  give  to  his  or  her  command- 
ing officer  those  copies  of  each  notice  of  such  viola- 
tion taken  cognizance  of  during  such  tour.  Said  com- 
manding officer  shall  retain  and  safely  preserve  one  of 
such  copies  and  shall  at  a  time  not  later  than  the  begin- 
ning of  the  next  business  day  of  the  City  of  Boston  after 
receipt  of  such  notice,  deliver  another  of  such  copies 
to  the  parking  clerk  before  whom  the  offender  has  been 
notified  to  appear.  The  parking  clerk  shall  maintain  a 
docket  of  all  such  notices  to  appear. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the  parking 
clerk,  as  provided  herein,  may  appear  before  such  park- 
ing clerk,  or  his  designee,  and  confess  the  offense 
charged,  either  personally  or  through  an  agent  duly 
authorized  in  writing  or  by  mailing  to  such  parking  clerk 
the  notice  accompanied  by  the  fine  provided  therein 
such  payment  to  be  made  only  by  postal  note,  money 
order  or  check  made  out  to  the  parking  clerk.  Payment 
of  the  fine  established  shall  operate  as  a  final  disposi- 
tion of  the  case.  Notice  affixed  to  a  motor  vehicle  as 
provided  in  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
notice,  and  a  certificate  of  the  officer  affixing  such 
notice  that  it  has  been  affixed  thereto  in  accordance  with 
this  section,  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence 
thereof  and  shall  be  admissible  in  any  judicial  or  ad- 
ministrative proceeding  as  to  the  facts  contained  therein. 

Section  4B.  Parking  violations  which  remain  unpaid 
after  the  exhaustion  of  the  administrative  procedures 
available  to  the  violator,  shall  constitute  accounts  owed 
to  the  city  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  collector- 
treasurer  as  such  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws. 

If  a  person  charges  with  a  violation  of  a  parking 
regulation  appears  and  requests  a  hearing  before  the 
expiration  of  the  twenty-first  day  from  the  date  of  is- 
suance of  said  parking  violation  notice,  the  parking  clerk 
shall  forthwith  schedule  the  matter  before  a  person  re- 
ferred to  as  a  hearing  officer,  said  hearing  officer  to 
be  the  parking  clerk  or  such  other  person  or  persons 


as  the  parking  clerk  may  designate.  Written  notice  of 
the  date,  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  shall  be  sent 
by  first  class  mail  to  the  registered  owner.  Said  hear- 
ing shall  be  informal,  the  rules  of  evidence  shall  not 
apply  and  the  decision  of  the  hearing  officer  shall  be 
final  subject  to  judicial  review  as  provided  by  section 
14  of  chapter  30A. 

Section  4C.  Proceeding  under  section  4B,  4C,  and 
4D  of  this  section,  shall  not  be  deemed  criminal.  If  any 
person  fails  to  pay  any  parking  violation  notice  within 
twenty-one  days  or  fails  to  appear  in  accordance  with 
said  hearing  notice  the  parking  clerk  shall  notify  the 
registrar  of  motor  vehicles  who  shall  place  the  matter 
on  record  and  not  renew  the  license  to  operate  motor 
vehicle  of  the  registered  owner  of  the  vehicle  or  the 
registration  of  said  vehicle  until  after  notice  from  the 
parking  clerk  that  the  matter  has  been  disposed  of  in 
accordance  with  law.  Upon  such  notification  to  the 
registrar,  and  additional  $5  charge,  payable  to  the 
registrar  of  motor  vehicles,  shall  be  assessed  against 
the  registered  owner  of  said  vehicle.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  parking  clerk  to  notify  the  registrar  forthwith  that 
such  case  has  been  so  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
law,  provided,  however,  that  a  certified  receipt  of  full 
and  final  payment  from  the  parking  clerk  shall  also  serve 
as  legal  notice  to  the  registrar  that  said  violation  has 
been  disposed  of. 

The  parking  violation  notice  provided  herein  shall 
be  printed  in  such  form  as  the  registar  of  motor  vehicles 
may  approve.  The  parking  clerk  shall  distribute  such 
notices  to  the  commissioner  of  the  police  department 
or  his  designee,  or  the  commissioner  of  traffic  and  park- 
ing or  his  designee,  upon  request,  and  shall  take  a 
receipt  therefor.  The  registrar  shall  approve  such  other 
forms  as  he  deems  appropriate  to  implement  this  sec- 
tion, and  said  forms  shall  be  printed  and  used  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  4D.  If  any  person  shall  have  failed  to  ap- 
pear in  accordance  with  five  or  more  parking  violation 
notices,  notwithstanding  any  notification  to  the  registrar, 
the  parking  clerk  may  notify  the  commissioner  of  police 
of  his  designee  or  commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking 
or  his  designee  that  the  vehicle  involved  in  said  multi- 
ple Violations  should  be  removed  and  stored,  or  other- 
wise immobilized  by  a  mechanical  device,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  registered  owner  of  said  vehicle  until  such 
time  as  the  matter  has  been  disposed  of  in  accordance 
with  law. 

As  used  in  this  section  the  words  "motor  vehicle  shall 
so  far  as  apt  include  trailer,  semitrailer  and  semitrailer 
unit. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  viola- 
tions of  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  use  of  parking 
areas  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Courthouse 
Commission. 

Section  4E.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  whenever  there 
are  outstanding  against  the  registered  owner  of  a  motor 
vehicle  more  than  five  unpaid  parking  violations  and 
the  owner  has  appeared  before  the  parking  clerk  in  ac- 
cordance with  law,  said  owner  may  apply  to  the  clerk 
of  the  division  of  the  district  or  municipal  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  to  have  the  matter  of  these  alleged  viola- 
tions treated  criminally,  and  the  district  or  municipal 
court  shall  take  jurisdiction  of  the  matter.  Said  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  matter  may  conduct  a  hear- 
ing only  upon  written  notification  to  the  parking  clerk 
ten  days  prior  to  said  hearing.  The  matter  shall  thereafter 
be  deemed  criminal  and  the  procedures  established  for 
criminal  cases  be  followed,  provided,  however,  that 
the  provisions  of  the  second  and  third  paragraph  of  sec- 
tion 35  A  of  chapter  218  shall  not  apply  to  such  cases. 
Any  such  fines  imposed  by  the  court  shall  not  exceed 
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double  the  maximum  fine  provided  for  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Said  fine  imposed  by  the  court  shall  be  paid 
back  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  4F.  The  City  of  Boston,  may  by  ordinance, 
amend,  modify  or  revise  the  provisions  of  section  4B, 
4C,  and  4D  herein  regarding  hearing  notifications,  hear- 
ing adjudication,  and  enforcement  monitoring,  except 
that  requirements  of  compliance  with  general  or  other 
special  law  may  not  be  revised  to  lessen  any  such  re- 
quirements of  compliance. 

Section  4G.  The  parking  clerk  may  contract  with 
other  municipalities  and  with  the  Massachusetts  Port 
Authority,  for  the  collection  and  adjudication  of  park- 
ing violations,  in  which  event  the  parking  clerk  shall 
have  authority  to  do  so,  in  like  manner  as  those  col- 
lected and  adjudicated  hereunder,  notwithstanding  any 
contrary  provision  of  law. 

Section  17.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  sub- 
ject to  confirmation  by  the  city  council,  an  audit  com- 
mittee of  five  members,  all  residents  of  the  City  of 
Boston,  whose  members  shall  serve  for  five  years,  ex- 
cept that  of  those  first  appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  five  years,  another  for  four  years,  another 
for  three  years,  another  for  two  years,  and  another  for 
one  year.  Members  shall  serve  without  compensation 
but  may  be  reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  in- 
curred, and  shall  be  deemed  special  municipal 
employees  for  the  purposes  of  chapter  268A  of  the 
General  Laws. 

The  city  shall  retain  the  services  of  an  independent, 
certified  public  accounting  firm  which  shall  annually 
audit  the  accounts  of  the  city.  The  audit  committee  shall 
monitor  the  progress  of  such  audit  and  shall  meet  with 
the  accounting  firm  at  least  quarterly.  The  said  com- 
mittee shall  review  the  recommendations  of  the  firm 
and  shall  present  to  the  mayor  and  the  city  council  such 
recommendations  as  it  may  have. 
Section  18.  Section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  10  of  chapter  642 
of  the  acts  of  1966,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  said  section  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following  section: 

Section  3.  All  appropriations,  excepting  those  for 
school  purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue  or  any 
source  other  than  loans,  shall  originate  with  the  mayor. 
The  mayor,  not  later  than  the  first  Monday  in  March 
of  each  year,  shall  submit  to  the  city  council  the  an- 
nual budget  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and 
county  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year,  and  may  sub- 
mit thereafter  such  supplementary  appropriation  orders 
as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The  city  council  may  reduce 
or  reject  any  item  but,  except  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor 
the  total  of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto,  nor 
shall  it  originate  a  budget.  Not  later  than  the  first  Mon- 
day in  June,  the  city  council  shall  take  definite  action 
on  the  annual  budget  by  adopting,  reducing  or  reject- 
ing it,  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do,  the 
items  and  the  appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as 
recommended  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  for- 
mally adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by  the 
mayor.  The  city  council  shall  take  definite  action  on 
any  supplementary  appropriation  order  and  any  order 
for  a  transfer  of  appropriations  by  adopting,  reducing 
or  rejecting  it  within  thirty  days  after  it  is  filed  with 
the  city  clerk;  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to 
do,  such  supplementary  appropriation  order  or  transfer 
as  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  for- 
mally adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by  the 
mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  and  county  of- 
ficials when  requested  by  the  mayor,  to  submit  to  the 
mayor  forthwith  in  such  detail  as  the  mayor  may  re- 
quire estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  of  the  expen- 


ditures of  the  department  or  office  under  their  charge, 
which  estimates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city  council. 
Section  19.  Section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of 
1948,  as  inserted  by  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1951,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  second  sentence, 
the  following: 

"Specific  information,  as  used  in  this  section,  shall 
include  any  and  all  records,  other  than  those  exempt 
from  disclosure  under  chapter  4,  section  77,  clause  26, 
of  the  General  Laws,  within  the  control  of  any  executive 
department  or  agency  of  the  city,  including,  when 
within  the  control  of  the  mayor,  the  Boston  water  and 
sewer  commission  and  the  Boston  redevelopment 
authority,  whether  the  information  is  in  printed  or  elec- 
tronic form.  For  the  purposes  of  enforcing  this  section, 
the  city  council  shall  have  standing  to  request  a  justice 
of  the  superior  court  department  of  the  trial  court  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  issue  appropriate  orders  to  com- 
pel compliance  with  this  section. 
Section  20.  Section  16  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of 
1909,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

No  official  of  said  city  or  county  except  in  case  of 
epidemic,  riot,  natural  disaster,  or  grave  and  immediate 
threat  to  public  health  or  to  public  safety,  shall  expend 
intentionally  in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of 
the  appropriations  duly  made  in  accordance  with  law, 
nor  involve  the  city  in  any  contract  for  the  future  pay- 
ment of  money  in  excess  of  sucy  appropriations,  ex- 
cept as  provided  in  section  6  of  this  act.  Any  official 
who  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  per- 
sonally liable  to  the  city  for  any  amounts  expended  in- 
tentionally in  excess  of  an  appropriation  to  the  extent 
the  city  does  not  recover  such  amounts  from  the  per- 
son to  whom  paid.  The  trial  court  of  the  Commonwealth 
or  a  single  justice  of  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall 
have  jurisdiction  to  adjudicate  claims  brought  by  the 
city  hereunder  and  to  order  such  equitable  relief  as  the 
court  may  find  appropriate  to  prevent  further  violations 
of  this  section. 

Section  21.  On  or  before  August  first  of  each  year,  or 
within  ten  days  after  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and 
the  mayor  of  the  annual  appropriation  order  for  such  fiscal 
year,  whichever  shall  occur  later,  the  city  or  county  of- 
ficials in  charge  of  departments  or  agencies,  including 
the  superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  department, 
shall  submit  to  the  city  auditor,  with  a  copy  to  the  city 
clerk,  in  such  forms  as  the  city  auditor  may  prescibe,  an 
allotment  schedule  of  the  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  included  in  said  budget,  indicating  the  amounts 
to  be  expended  by  the  department  or  agency  for  such  pur- 
poses during  each  of  the  fiscal  quarters  of  said  fiscal  year. 

The  allotment  specified  by  the  school  department  for 
the  first  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not  exceed 
20  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  for  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment  specified 
for  any  one  of  the  remaining  three  quarters  may  not  ex- 
ceed in  such  quarter  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriation. 

The  allotment  specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and 
agencies,  except  for  the  school  department,  for  either  the 
first  or  second  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not 
exceed  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  per- 
sonnel categories  in  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment 
specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and  agencies,  ex- 
cept for  the  school  department,  for  both  the  third  and 
fourth  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not  be  less 
than  21  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  person- 
nel categories  in  said  fiscal  year. 

Whenever  the  city  auditor  determines  that  any  depart- 
ment or  agency,  including  the  school  department,  will 
exhaust  or  has  exhausted  its  quarterly  allotment  and  any 
amounts  unexpended  in  previous  quarters,  he  shall  give 
notice  in  writing  to  such  effect  to  the  department  head. 
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the  mayor  and  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  transmit  the  same 
to  city  council. 

The  mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce  such 
allotment.  If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  waived  or 
not  enforced,  as  provided  above,  the  department  or  agency 
head  shall  reduce  the  subsequent  quarters'  allotments  ap- 
propriately. If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  enforced 
or  not  waived,  thereafter  the  department  shall  terminate 
all  personnel  expenses  for  the  remainder  of  such  quarter. 
All  actions,  notices,  and  decisions  provided  for  in  this 
section  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city  council  and  the 
city  clerk  within  seven  days. 

No  personnel  expenses  earned  or  accrued,  within  any 
department,  shall  be  charged  to  or  paid  from  such  depart- 
ment's or  agency's  allotment  of  a  subsequent  quarter 
without  approval  by  the  mayor,  except  for  subsequently 
determined  retroactive  compensation  adjustments.  Ap- 
proval of  a  payroll  for  payment  of  wages,  or  salaries  or 
other  personnel  expenses  which  would  result  in  an  ex- 
penditure in  excess  of  the  allotment  shall  be  a  violation 
by  the  department  or  agency  head  including  the 
superintendent  of  schools  of  section  16  of  chapter  486 
of  the  acts  of  1909,  as  amended.  If  the  continuation  of 
operations  is  not  approved  in  a  quarter  where  a  depart- 
ment has  exhausted  the  quarterly  allotment  or  allotments 
as  specified  above,  or,  in  any  event,  if  a  department  has 
exceeded  its  entire  appropriation  for  a  fiscal  year,  the  city 
shall  have  no  obligation  to  pay  any  personnel  cost  or  ex- 
pense arising  after  such  allotment  or  appropriation  has 
been  exhausted.  Notwithstanding  any  special  or  general 
law  to  the  contrary,  every  collective-bargaining  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  city,  the  school  department,  or 
the  county  shall  be  subject  to  and  shall  expressly  incor- 
porate the  provisions  of  this  section. 

To  insure  that  the  overall  city  and  county  spending  pro- 
gram remains  in  balance,  the  mayor  may  reallocate  no 
more  than  $3  million  of  nonpersonnel  appropriations  other 
than  school  appropriations  during  a  fiscal  year  to  other 
departmental  purposes  provided  that  in  no  department 
from  which  appropriations  have  been  reallocated  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  section  shall  any  transfers  be  made 
under  section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  from 
personal  services  to  nonpersonal  services,  except  with  the 
approval  of  the  city  council,  if  such  transfer  would  re- 
quire the  layoff  of  departmental  personnel,  who  have  been 
permanently  appointed  to  a  position  in  the  department 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws. 
No  reallocation  may  be  made  under  this  section  after  April 
15th  in  any  fiscal  year. 

Section  22.  Except  as  provided  by  section  38  of  chapter 
71,  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  school  department 
of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  the  residency 
ordinances  of  said  city  as  the  same  are  now  in  effect  or 
from  time  to  time  may  be  amended. 

Section  23.  (a)  Chapter  231  of  the  acts  of  1906  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section 
1 ,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  1  of  chapter  333 
of  the  acts  of  1978,  everything  after  the  first  two  sentences 
and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
paragraph: 

The  superintendent  shall  receive  as  compensation  in 
full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city  the  sum  of 
$50,000  or  such  greater  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by 
ordinance  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  The  school 
committee  may  remove  the  superintendent  for  just  cause 
by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the  members  after  proper 
notice  and  public  hearing.  The  superintendent  shall  have 
at  least  a  master's  degree  in  education  and  shall  have 
at  least  five  years  finance  or  administrative  experience. 
The  superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be, 
and  during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  defined  by 


ordinance.  Failure  to  maintain  such  residence  shall  be 
deemed  a  voluntary  termination  of  employment.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  shall  be  filled 
by  the  school  committee  for  the  unexpired  term  with 
a  person  qualified  in  all  respects  for  the  office, 
(b)  Said  chapter  23 1  is  hereby  further  amended  by  in- 
serting after  the  first  paragraph  of  section  1  thereof  the 
following  paragraphs: 

The  superintendent  shall  be  the  appointing  authority 
for  the  purposes  of  appointment,  removal,  and  demo- 
tion of  all  persons  employed  by  the  school  department, 
provided  that  the  superintendent  shall  designate  an  im- 
partial hearing  officer  to  conduct  a  hearing  if  required 
by  General  Laws  chapter  7 1  section  42  or  42 A  and  pro- 
vided further  that  any  person  so  removed  or  demoted 
after  a  hearing  may  be  reinstated  upon  a  four-fifths  vote 
of  the  school  committee.  Provided  also,  however,  that 
the  superintendent  of  schools  shall  have  no  power  of 
appointment  of  a  president,  vice-president,  secretary 
or  treasurer  of  the  school  committee  or  of  a  person  to 
serve  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Teachers  Retire- 
ment Fund  of  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  Permanent 
School  Pension  Fund,  or  one  administrative  assistant 
and  one  secretary  for  each  committee  member. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  no  contract  made  by  the  school  committee 
shall  be  binding  on  the  city  without  having  been  ap- 
proved in  writing  by  the  superintendent  and  otherwise 
conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  city  charter.  The 
school  committee  may  delegate  to  the  superintendent 
the  authority  to  make  on  behalf  of  the  committee  and 
without  further  approval  of  the  committee,  contracts 
or  amendments  to  contracts,  subject  to  requirements 
of  special  and  general  contract  law  for  the  purchase  of 
goods  or  supplies,  leases  of  property  and  for  profes- 
sional or  other  services. 

The  school  committee  may  delegate  to  the  superinten- 
dent the  authority  to  approve  for  the  school  department 
without  further  authority  proposals  for  state  and  federal 
funding. 

The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the  committee  for 
appropriation  the  annual  budget  of  the  school  depart- 
ment for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no  later  than  the 
second  Monday  in  February  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year.  The  school  committee  may  adopt,  re- 
ject or  reduce  or  increase  any  item  subject  to  chapter 
224  of  the  acts  of  1936,  as  amended.  After  adoption 
of  the  annual  budget  by  the  school  committee,  the 
superintendent  shall  appoint  no  person  except  to  a 
budgeted  position. 

Section  1 A  of  chapter  231  of  the  acts  of  1906  as  most 
recently  amended  by  section  2  of  chapter  333  of  the 
acts  of  1978  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out 
the  first  three  paragraphs  thereof. 
Section  24.  Section  17D  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of 
1948,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  adding 
to  the  end  thereof,  the  following: 

Every  order  of  the  city  council  approving  a  petition 
to  the  General  Court  pursuant  to  clause  (1)  of  section 
8  of  article  2  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Constitution 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  shall  be 
presented  to  the  mayor  who  shall  forthwith  consider 
the  same,  and,  within  fifteen  days  of  presentation,  either 
approve  it,  or  file  with  the  city  council  a  statement  in 
detail  of  his  reasons  for  not  approving  the  same,  in- 
cluding any  objection  based  on  form,  on  content,  or 
both,  provided  that  no  such  order  shall  be  deemed  ap- 
proved or  in  force  unless  the  mayor  affixes  his  signature 
thereto. 

Section  25.  Section  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of 
1909,  as  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing the  section  in  its  entirety  and  substituing  therefor  the 
following: 
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Section  3B.  After  an  appropriation  of  money  has  been 
made  by  the  city  for  any  specific  purpose,  or  for  the 
needs  and  expenditures  of  any  city  department  or  county 
office,  no  transfer  of  any  part  of  the  money  thus  ap- 
propriated, between  such  department  or  office  and 
another  department  or  office,  shall  be  made,  except  in 
accordance  with  and  after  the  written  recommendation 
of  the  mayor  to  the  city  council,  approved  by  a  yea 
and  nay  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  the 
city  council,  provided  that  the  city  auditor,  with  the 
approval  in  each  instance  of  the  mayor,  may  make 
transfers,  other  than  for  personal  service,  from  any  item 
to  any  other  item  within  the  appropriation  for  a  depart- 
ment, division  of  a  department  or  county  office.  After 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  city  auditor  may,  with 
the  approval  of  the  mayor  in  each  instance,  apply  any 
income  and  taxes  not  disposed  of  and  make  transfers 
from  any  appropriation  to  any  other  appropriation  for 
the  purpose  only  of  closing  the  accounts  of  such  fiscal 
year. 

Section  26.  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
to  provide  an  additional,  alternative  and  complete  method 
for  the  doing  of  things  authorized  hereby  and  shall  be 
deemed  and  construed  to  be  supplemental  and  additional 
to,  and  not  in  derogation  of,  powers  conferred  on  the  city 
by  law,  provided,  however,  that  insofar  as  the  provisions 
of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law,  ordinance,  or  regulation,  the  pro- 
visions hereof  shall  be  controlling. 

Section  27.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  any 
general  or  special  law,  the  appointing  authority  of,  respec- 
tively, the  police  department  and  the  fire  department  of 
the  City  of  Boston  shall  reinstate  to  active  service  as  of 
the  effective  date  of  this  act  any  uniformed  officer  of  either 
department  who  was  in  service  or  on  injured  leave  as  of 
July  1,  1981,  or  was  temporarily  suspended  as  of  July 
1,  1981,  which  suspension  has  expired,  except  for 
disciplinary  reasons  consistent  with  chapter  31  of  the 
General  Laws  or  in  pursuit  of  an  involuntary  retirement 
under  chapter  32,  section  7  and  shall  not  thereafter  ter- 
minate any  such  officer  or  take  any  other  personnel  ac- 
tion the  effect  of  which  would  be  to  separate  such  of- 
ficer from  active  service  in  the  future  for  lack  of  funds. 
During  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1982,  and  June 
30,  1983  the  City  of  Boston  shall  maintain  in  the  Boston 
police  department  and  Boston  fire  department,  either  in 
active  service,  training  or  recruitment,  no  fewer  uniformed 
employees  than  are  on  the  respective  departmental  payrolls 
twenty  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act  including 
all  uniformed  employees  reinstated  to  active  service  and 
on  such  payrolls  on  such  date  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  an  employee 
of  either  department  from  being  placed  in  injured  leave 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  41,  1 1 1 F.  The  mayor  shall 
annually  request  and  the  city  council  shall  annually  ap- 
propriate sufficient  amounts  to  the  respective  departments 
to  cover  the  costs  imposed  by  this  section,  but  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  officers 
in  charge  of  said  departments  to  expend  funds  in  excess 
of  available  appropriations  in  violation  of  the  city  charter. 

Section  28.  If  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  in- 
valid in  any  circumstances,  such  validity  shall  not  affect 
any  other  provision  or  circumstances. 

Section  29.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
except  that  the  provisions  of  section  21  as  to  the  enforce- 
ment or  waiver  of  allotments  shall  be  in  effect  only  with 
respect  to  quarters  ending  forty-five  days  or  more  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  an  allotment  schedule  must 
be  submitted  as  provided  within  fifteen  days  of  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  act.

Whereas,  Boston  this  week  bade  solemn  farewell  to 
Former  Attorney  General  and  Lieutenant  Governor  Fran- 
cis E.  Kelly,  a  man  whose  ideas  were  ahead  of  his  time; 
and 

Whereas,  The  passing  of  this  public-spirited  individual 
recalled  his  thirty-one-year  effort  for  a  state  lottery  which 
culminated  a  decade  ago  in  legislation  authorizing  the  pro- 
gram proceeds  of  which  have  helped  local  tax  rates  in 
every  community  of  Massachusetts;  and 

Whereas,  Mr.  Kelly,  assertive  and  controversial  in  the 
world  of  politics,  was  also  a  man  who  quietly  helped  in- 
dividuals he  knew  were  in  need;  and 

Whereas,  The  Dorchester  native  maintained  a  lifelong 
affection  for  the  district  and  began  his  political  career 
representing  the  Meeting  House  Hill,  Ward  15  area  in

City  Councillor  and  later  the  youngest  lieutenant  gover-

Whereas,  He  became  an  acquaintance  to  Presidents  in 
his  time,  but  success  never  changed  him,  for  he  was,  until

week  in  accordance  with  a  rate  schedule  promul- 
gated by  the  Harbormaster. 

(101)  Environment  Department,  Certificate  of 
Design  Approval  and  or  Exemption.  The  fee  for  the 
issuance  of  a  Certificate  of  Design  approval  and/or 
exemption  by  the  secretary  of  the  Beacon  Hill  or 
Back  Bay  Architectural  Commissions  or  the  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission  (including  any  of  its  dis- 
trict commissions)  or  any  commission  established 
under  chapter  40C  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be: 

(a)  In  the  case  of  minor  modifications  to  the 
building,  including  a  permit  to  clean,  paint,  land- 
scape, or  repaint,  or  to  erect,  enlarge,  alter,  re- 
pair, remove  or  demolish  shutters,  planter  boxes, 
storm  windows,  intercom  systems,  blinds,  lanterns, 
light  fixtures,  window  grates,  window  screens, 
or  plaques,  $15;  and 

(b)  In  the  case  of  design  changes  to  the  facade 
of  the  building,  including  changes  to  or  installa- 
tion of  doors,  windows,  fire  balconies,  signs, 
fences,  siding  materials,  roofing  materials,  sky- 
lights, solar  panels,  or  air  conditioning  equip- 
ment (except  for  window  units)  or  stone  repair, 
$35;  and 

(c)  In  the  case  of  moderate  alterations  to  the 
form  of  the  building  including  installation  or  altera- 
tion of  roof  decks,  headhouse  for  elevators  or 
stairwells,  ramps,  chimneys,  non-commercial  vents, 
or  changes  to  or  replacement  of  front  steps,  $75;  and 
steps,  $75;  and 

(d)  In  the  case  of  major  alterations  to  the  form 
of  the  building  including  addition,  changes,  or 
demolition  of  floor  area,  stories,  roof  top  struc- 
tures, commercial  exhaust  vents,  storefronts,  or 
yard  excavations,  $250;  and 

(e)  In  the  case  of  major  construction,  including

(0  In  the  case  of  demolition  or  removals  of 
unsafe  or  unsightly  structures  or  features,  the 
commission  may  waive  or  reduce  the  fee. 

(102)  Environment  Department,  Order  of  Condi- 
tions. The  fee  for  filing  an  application  for  an  order 
of  conditions  with  the  secretary  of  the  Conserva- 
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tion  Commission  for  the  use  or  development  of 
lands  or  waters  under  the  control  and  jurisdiction 
of  the  Conservation  Commission  under  section  8c 
of  chapter  40  of  the  General  Laws  shall  be  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  following  schedule:  for  projects 
with  a  fair  cost  of  $1,000  or  less,  $25;  and  for 
projects  with  a  fair  cost  of  more  than  $1,000  but 
not  more  than  $50,000,  $50;  and  for  projects  with 
a  fair  cost  of  more  than  $40,000  but  not  more  than 
$100,000,  $75;  and  for  projects  with  a  fair  cost  of 
more  than  $100,000,  .075  percent  of  the  fair  cost 
provided  however  that  in  no  case  shall  the  fee  be 
more  than  $1,500. 

Section  2.  The  provisions  of  Title  2,  section  752  of 
these  ordinances  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding,  this  ord- 
inance shall  be  published  by  action  of  the  City  Council 
in  passing  same.

Section  3.  Chapter  616  of  the  Statutes  of  1955,  sec- 
tion 4,  paragraph  one,  line  one  is  amended  by  deleting 
the  words  "building  department"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  "Environment  Department." 

Section  4.  Purposes  —  The  purpose  of  this  act  is  to 
achieve  improved  efficiency  through  the  consolidation  of 
the  staffs  of  the  various  commissions  and  the  standard- 
ization of  procedures,  so  that  similar  functions  of  the 
various  commissions  can  be  carried  out  by  a  common, 
centralized  staff. 

Section  5.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  Boston  a  de- 
partment known  as  the  Environment  Department  which 
shall  provide  support  staff  and  resources  to  enable  the 
following  city  commissions  to  carry  out  their  responsi- 
bilities as  required  by  law:  Air  Pollution  Control  Com- 
mission, Art  Commission,  Back  Bay  Architectural  Com- 
mission, Beacon  Hill  Architectural  Commission,  Boston 
Landmarks  Commission,  Conservation  Commission. 

The  powers  and  duties  of  said  commissions  as  set  forth 
in  the  enabling  legislation  shall  remain  unchanged. 

Section  6.  The  Environment  Department  shall  be  under 
the  charge  of  a  board,  known  as  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment  consisting  of  seven  members,  known  as  the 
environment  commissioners,  the  members  being  the  chair- 
persons of  the  commissions  set  forth  in  section  5  herein 
and  the  director  of  the  Environment  Department.  The 
commission  shall  meet  from  time  to  time  as  necessary 
to  establish  policy  for  the  administration  of  the  staff  and 
resources  of  the  department.  The  commission  shall  elect 
one  of  its  members  as  chairperson.  Meetings  may  be  at 
the  call  of  the  chairperson  or  of  any  two  members  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  requirements  of  section  23B  of 
chapter  39  of  the  General  Laws.  The  members  of  the  com- 
mission shall  serve  without  compensation  and  shall  be 
deemed  to  be  special  municipal  employees  for  the  pur- 
poses of  chapter  268 A  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  7.  There  shall  be  an  officer  known  as  director 
of  the  Environment  Department.  The  director  shall  be 
qualified  to  serve  in  this  capacity  by  virtue  of  education 
and  experience,  and  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Mayor, 
for  a  term  expiring  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  follow- 
ing the  next  biennial  election  at  which  a  mayor  is  elected. 
The  director  shall  be  responsible  for  administering  the 
affairs  of  the  department  subject  to  the  policies  from  time 
to  time  established  by  the  Commission  on  the  Environ- 
ment and  in  conformance  with  the  enabling  legislation 
of  the  commissions  served. 

There  shall  be  a  deputy  director  appointed  by  the  direc- 
tor and  qualified  to  serve  in  this  capacity  by  virtue  of 
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education  and  experience.  The  director  and  deputy  director 
shall  be  qualified  in  the  fields  of  either  the  natural  en- 
vironment or  historic  preservation  so  that  each  field  of 
expertise  is  represented  at  either  the  director  or  deputy 
director  level.  The  deputy  director  shall  attend  meetings 
of  the  Commission  as  a  non-voting  member. 

Subject  to  appropriation,  the  director  shall  hire  such 
staff  as  is  necessary  to  administer  the  functions  of  the 
various  members.  The  staff  shall  have  appropriate 
technical  expertise  in  the  following  areas:  architecture  and 
architectural  history,  preservation  planning  and  en- 
vironmental engineering. 

Chapter  3 1  of  the  General  Laws  shall  not  be  applicable 
to  the  department.

MAYOR  TO  ORDER  EDIC  TO  SURVEY  WITH 
MASSPORT,  FISHING  INDUSTRY  IN 
BOSTON 

Coun.  LANGONE  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  United  States  Congress  several  years 
ago,  instituted  a  200-mile  fishing  limit  off  the  coast  of 
the  United  States  to  increase  the  rich  fishing  areas,  as 
Grand  Banks  and  others;  and  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment gave  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  (MassPorf) 
a  multimillion  dollar  subsidy  for  development  of  the 
fishing  pier;  and 

Whereas,  Most  recently,  one  of  the  largest  fish  pro- 
cessing plants  closed  its  doors  and  went  out  of  business, 
despite  the  massive  renovations  under  the  MassPort 
Authority,  which  is  the  owner  of  the  land;  and 

Whereas,  Boston  is  the  largest  receiver  of  fresh  fish 
brought  in  by  fishing  fleets,  and  the  Boston  Fish  Ex- 
change sets  the  price  of  fish  on  the  eastern  seaboard, 
similarly,  as  the  stock  exchange  sets  the  price  of  stock; 
and 

Whereas,  There  is  a  strong  possibility  that  the  decline 
of  fish  processing  plants  on  the  fish  pier  itself,  may  cause 
a  movement  by  the  fishing  boats  to  Gloucester  and  New 
Bedford;  and 

Whereas,  The  Fish  Pier  Exchange  is  the  oldest  in 
America,  where  the  daily  price  of  fish  for  the  entire  Atlan- 
tic seacoast  is  set  in  Boston,  and  any  decline  in  the  fishing 
boats  industry  at  the  fish  pier  would  have  serious  effect 
on  the  entire  fishing  industry  in  Boston;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Boston  City  Council  requests  his 
Honor,  the  Mayor,  to  order  the  Economic  Development 
and  Industrial  Corporation  (EDIC)  to  make  a  survey  in 
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conjunction  with  the  Massachusetts  Port  Authority  (Mass- 
Port)  of  the  fishing  industry's  capacity  and  productivity

Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  sections 
128-134  of  chapter  43  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  549  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  there  shall  be  in 
Boston,  a  city  council  composed  of  nine  members  elected 
from  equally  populous  districts  and  four  members  elected 
at  large. 

Section  2.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  sections 
128-134  of  chapter  43  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  549  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  there  shall  be  in 
Boston  a  school  committee  composed  of  nine  members 
elected  from  equally  populous  districts  and  four  members 
elected  at  large. 

Section  3.  Notwithstanding  the  provision  of  sections 
128-134  of  chapter  43  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  549  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  the  city  council  shall, 
on  or  before  March  9,  1982,  adopt  an  ordinance  after 
public  hearing  providing  for  the  division  of  the  city  into 
nine  districts;  the  respective  district  lines  shall  be  the  same 
for  the  city  council  and  the  school  committee.  Each  such 
district  shall  be  compact  and  shall  contain,  as  nearly  as 
may  be,  an  equal  number  of  inhabitants,  shall  be  com- 
posed of  contiguous  existing  precincts,  and  shall  be  drawn 
with  a  view  toward  preserving  the  integrity  of  existing 
neighborhoods.  Said  districts  shall  continue  in  force  until 
the  next  division  of  the  city  into  wards  required  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  54,  at  which  time  the  city  council  shall 
divide  the  city  into  a  number  of  wards  equal  to  the  number 
of  said  districts;  and  thereafter,  upon  the  effective  date 
of  such  wards  for  city  primary,  preliminary  and  general 
elections  under  said  chapter  54,  such  wards  rather  than 
districts  shall  be  the  units  used  for  the  election  of  those 
city  council  or  school  committee  members  who  are  not 
elected  at  large  throughout  the  city.  The  city  council  shall 
adopt  an  ordinance  providing  for  signature  requirements 
for  nomination  papers  for  candidates  for  city  council  or 
school  committee  but  in  no  event  shall  these  requirements 
exceed  2  percent  of  the  vote  cast  in  the  preceding  mayoral 
election  in  the  respective  district. 

Section  4.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  of  sections 
128-134  of  chapter  43  of  the  General  Laws,  as  amended 
by  chapter  549  of  the  Acts  of  1977,  if  by  March  10,  1982, 
the  city  council  shall  fail  to  make  a  division  of  the  city 
into  districts  as  required  by  section  3  above,  the  mayor 
shall  propose  a  plan  of  districts  in  the  required  number 
to  the  local  election  district  review  commission,  which 


shall  approve  the  same  with  or  without  amendments  as 
it  deems  appropriate  and  necessary  to  meet  constitutional 
requirements,  after  a  public  hearing.

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
Generals  Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 

Whereas,  The  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire 
protection  to  certain  structures  in  the  city  is  greater  than 
the  cost  of  providing  the  availability  of  fire  protection 
to  the  majority  of  structures,  by  reason  of  their  size,  type 
of  construction,  use,  and  other  relevant  factors;  and 

Whereas,  The  provision  of  fire  protection  of  such  struc- 
tures requires  the  city  to  employ  additional  firefighters, 
deploy  additional  equipment  and  purchase  equipment  dif- 
ferent in  kind  from  that  required  to  provide  fire  protection 
for  the  majority  of  structures;  and 

Whereas,  The  availability  of  such  additional  fire  ser- 
vices is  being  provided  to  a  small  proportion  of  the 
buildings  in  the  city;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Purpose.  The  purpose  of  this  ordinance  is 
to  assure  the  city's  continued  ability  to  provide  the 
availability  of  fire  fighting  services  in  excess  of  the  degree 
of  such  services  provided  to  the  general  public  by  im- 
posing the  cost  of  making  available  such  extra  services 
on  those  to  who  such  extra  services  are  made  available. 

Section  2.  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  14, 
as  most  recently  amended,  is  hereby  further  amended  by 
adding  after  section  458  the  following  section: 
Section  459. 

Definitions.  In  this  ordinance,  the  following  words 
and  phrases  shall  have  the  meanings  given  in  the  follow- 
ing clauses: 

(1)  "Augmented  Fire  Services  Availability 
(AFSA),"  the  capacity  to  deliver  a  total  fire  flow  in 
excess  of  3,500  gallons  per  minute. 

(2)  "Total  Fire  Flow  (TFF),"  the  total  fire  fighting 
capacity,  expressed  in  gallons  per  minute,  neces- 
sary to  extinguish  a  fully  involved  fire  in  any  given 
structure,  taking  into  account  fire  suppression  and 
detection  equipment  and  life  risk  as  provided 
herein.  Total  fire  flow  shall  be  determined  by  the 
fire  commissioner  according  to  the  following 
formula:  TFF  =  (Nff)x(l-S)x(LRF). 

(3)  "Needed  Fire  Flow  (NFF),"  a  factor  ex- 
pressed in  gallons  per  minute,  to  be  determined 
by  the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into  account  a 
construction  type  factor,  an  effective  area  factor, 
a  use  factor,  an  exposure  factor,  and  a  connect- 
ing passageways  factor. 

(4)  "Suppression  Credit  (S),"  a  credit  to  be 
used  in  determining  total  fire  flow,  taking  into 
account  the  existence  of  fire  suppression  and 
detection  equipment  in  a  structure. 

(5)  "Life  risk  factor  (LRF),"  a  factor,  to  be 
determined  by  the  fire  commissioner,  taking  into 
account  density  of  occupancy,  hours  of  occu- 


pancy, number  of  stories,  and  the  existence  of 

smoke  removal  equipment. 

Prior  to  March  first  of  each  year  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  determine  which  structures  in  the  city  are  being 
provided  augmented  fire  services  availability.  On  or 
before  March  first  of  each  year,  the  owners  of  all  such 
structures  being  provided  augmented  fire  services  avai- 
ability  shall  be  assessed  a  fee  by  the  fire  commissioner, 
to  be  determined  by  said  fire  commissioner  as  provided 
in  this  ordinance,  for  the  provision  of  augmented  fire 
services  availability.  Said  fee  shall  be  based  on  the  cost 
of  providing  augmented  fire  services  availability  and 
shall  be  due  and  payable  in  two  equal  installments;  the 
first  installment  due  and  payable  no  later  than  May  first 
of  the  year  in  which  the  assessment  is  made,  and  the 
second  installment  due  and  payable  no  later  than  No- 
vember first  of  the  same  year.  The  fire  commissioner 
shall  in  his  order  of  assessment  designate  as  the  owner 
of  the  paracel  assessed  the  person  or  entity  who  was 
liable  to  assessment  therefor  on  the  preceding  January 
first  under  the  provisions  of  chapter  59  of  the  General 
Laws.  In  the  case  of  a  condominium,  as  defined  by  sec- 
tion 1  of  chapter  183A  of  the  General  Laws,  the  fire 
commissioner  shall  in  his  order  of  assessment  desig- 
nate as  the  owner  of  the  parcel  assessed  the  person, 
corporation,  trust,  association  or  other  entity  designated 
on  the  master  deed  or  any  amendments  thereto  pursuant 
to  section  8(i)  of  chapter  183A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  fire  commissioner  may  estimate  the  fee  to  be 
paid  for  a  particular  structure.  In  such  cases,  the  assess- 
ment shall  be  labeled  as  an  estimated  fee,  shall  be 
assessed  to  the  owner  of  a  structure  subject  to  such  fee 
on  or  before  March  first,  and  shall  be  due  and  payable 
in  two  equal  installments  as  hereinbefore  provided  and 
shall  be  paid  to  the  collector-treasurer.  Following  pay- 
ment of  the  first  installment  of  an  estimated  fee,  or  in 
cases  in  which  the  fee  assessed  on  or  before  March  first 
is  appealed  as  provided  herein,  the  fire  commissioner 
shall  determine  the  fee  as  provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 
In  cases  where  the  estimated  fee  is  less  than  the  final 
fee,  the  fire  commissioner  shall  assess  to  the  owner  of 
each  structure  subject  to  such  fee  the  difference  bet- 
ween the  estimated  fee  and  the  final  fee.  Said  fee  shall 
be  assessed  no  later  than  December  thirty-first  of  the 
year  in  which  the  estimated  fee  was  assessed,  shall  be 
due  and  payable  no  later  than  the  following  March  first, 
and  shall  be  paid  to  the  collector-treasurer.  In  cases  in 
which  the  first  installment  of  the  estimated  fee  has  been 
paid  by  May  first,  and  said  estimated  fee  is  greater  than 
the  final  or  corrected  fee  as  determined  by  the  fire  com- 
missioner, the  fire  commissioner  shall  so  inform  the 
collector-treasurer,  who  shall  refund  the  difference  bet- 
ween the  final  or  corrected  fee  and  the  estimated  fee 
to  the  person  or  entity  so  assessed,  plus  interest  of  8 
percent  per  annum,  provided  said  estimated  fee  has  been 
paid  in  full.  If  said  determination  that  the  estimated  fee 
is  greater  than  the  final  or  corrected  fee  is  made  prior 
to  payment  of  the  full  estimated  fee,  a  notice  shall  be 
sent  to  the  person  or  entity  so  assessed  abating  the  dif- 
ference between  the  estimated  fee  and  said  final  or  cor- 
rected fee. 

Upon  payment  of  the  first  installment  of  the  fee  or 
estimated  fee  as  assessed  on  or  before  March  first,  the 
person  or  entity  paying  such  fee  may  appeal  the  cor- 
rectness of  such  fee  by  filing  a  notice  of  appeal  with 
the  fire  commissioner  on  or  before  June  first.  Upon 
receiving  a  notice  of  appeal  the  fire  commissioner  shall 
schedule  a  hearing  and  shall  notify  the  person  or  entity 
appealing  of  the  date  of  said  hearing.  The  person  or 
entity  who  filed  the  appeal  shall  be  entitled  to  appear 
at  the  hearing  and  present  evidence  challenging  the  cor- 
rectness of  the  fee  or  estimated  fee  assessed.  The  fire 
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commissioner  or  his  designee  shall  preside  at  said  hear- 
ing, shall  render  a  decision  affirming  the  correctness 
of  the  fee  assessed  or  correcting  said  fee,  and  shall  so 
notify  the  person  or  entity  who  filed  the  appeal.  The 
filing  of  an  appeal  and  the  pendency  of  any  proceed- 
ings pursuant  thereto  shall  not  operate  to  stay  the  pay- 
ment of  any  fee  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  ordinance. 
The  fire  commissioner  shall  notify  the  collector-treas- 
urer of  the  correction  of  any  fee  pursuant  to  an  appeal. 

The  fire  commissioner  may  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  administration  of  this  ordinance. 
Section  3.  The  provisions  of  City  of  Boston  Code, 
Ordinances,  Title  2,  s.  752  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing, this  ordinance  shall  be  published  by  the  action  of 
the  City  Council  in  passing  same. 

Section  4.  Revenues  received  hereunder  shall  be  used 
to  restore  and  maintain  adequate  public  safety  forces  in 
the  City  of  Boston  which  shall  be  defined  as  Police  and 
Fire  Service.

MAYOR  ANNOUNCES 
MAJOR  DOWNTOWN 
CONSTRUCTION  PROJECT 

Franklin  Street  structure  called  a  "boon" 
for  Bostonians. 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  November 
23,  announced  that  construction  would 
soon  begin  on  a  $22-million  office 
building  to  be  located  in  the  heart  of 
Boston's  financial  district. 

The  project,  to  be  known  as  the 
Putnam  Building,  will  occupy  a  27,000 
square-foot  block  bounded  by  Franklin, 
Oliver,  High,  and  Batterymarch  Streets. 
The  twenty-story  building  will  be 
developed  by  Richard  H.  Rubin  Com- 
panies of  Rockville,  Maryland. 

Mayor  White  said,  "At  a  time  when 
most  of  the  country  is  locked  in  a  major 
economic  recession,  Boston's  economy 
is  continuing  to  generate  jobs  and  new 
tax  revenues.  The  benefits  of  projects 
such  as  the  Putnam  Building  will  be 
shared  by  Bostonians  in  each  and  every 
neighborhood  of  the  city." 

Mr.  Rubin,  a  native  of  Boston  and 
developer  of  more  than  forty  real  estate 
projects  in  the  northeast,  said,  "Boston 
is  one  of  the  strongest  economic  centers 
in  the  country,  with  a  solid  and  pro- 
gressive business  community.  We  are 
pleased  to  be  part  of  the  city  which  is 
successfully  combining  the  old  and  the 
new. 

The  building,  designed  by  the  Boston 
architectural  firm  of  Goody,  Clancy  and 
Associates,  will  be  a  granite  structure, 
with  six  stories  of  rough-finished  granite 
and  polished  granite  on  its  upper  levels. 
Described  by  architect  Joan  Goody  as 
"a  transition  from  the  small-scale,  brick 
buildings  in  the  historic  preservation 
district  to  the  financial  district  towers," 
the  structure  will  have  entrances  on 
Franklin  and  High  Streets.  In  addition, 
the  design  calls  for  a  six-story  high 
atrium  and  a  multilevel  reflecting  pool. 

Construction  will  begin  in  spring 
1983,  with  a  completion  scheduled  for 
September  1984.

HOLIDAY  PROGRAMS  AT  MUSEUM 

In  December,  the  sun  and  the  night 
skies  take  on  fresh  significance  when 
the  Planetarium  at  Boston's  Museum  of 
Science  offers  performances  of  "The 
Christmas  Star"  and  "The  Winter  Wish- 
ing Star." 

Tracing  many  holiday  customs  to 
seasonal,  celestial  events,  "The  Christ- 
mas Star"  emphasizes  in  particular  the 
effect  of  the  winter  solstice.  Prehistoric 
peoples  evolved  ceremonies  to  keep  the 
sun  from  disappearing  as  it  approached 
its  lowest  position  of  the  year.  Lighting 
candles  and  burning  Yule  logs  are  two 
current  practices  that  stem  from  the  an- 
cient ceremonies.  The  solstice  this  year 
occurs  December  31  at  11:39  p.m., 
EST 

The  program  also  includes  illustra- 
tions of  astronomical  events  that  could 
explain  the  Star  of  Bethlehem.  Some  re- 
cent investigators  think  a  triple  conjunc- 
tion of  the  planet  Jupiter  and  Regulus, 
the  brightest  star  in  the  constellation  of 
Leo,  might  have  been  the  light  over 
Bethlehem.  Three  conjunctions  or  close 
passages  occurred  in  the  year  3  and  2 
B.C.  Another  possibility  is  that  in  2  B.C. 
Venus  and  Jupiter  were  in  such  ap- 
parent proximity  that  they  could  have 
appeared  to  fuse.  Predicated  upon  the 
date  of  Christ's  birth  as  around  1  B.C., 
either  event  could  have  attracted  the 
Magi's  attention. 

"The  Winter  Wishing  Star,"  a  fairy 
tale  of  adventure  among  the  stars,  is 
especially  for  children  under  five  who 
are  not  usually  admitted  to  the  Plane- 
tarium. For  this  program,  they  are  ad- 
mitted free.  (All  others  pay  the  regular 
fee  of  50C  above  museum  admission.) 


The  characters  seen  in  the  program  in- 
clude Blue  Bluster,  the  North  Star  Fairy, 
Old  Man  Moon,  and  Santa  himself 
speeding  across  the  sky  in  his  sleigh. 

The  program  is  given  Friday  and 
Saturday  at  4  p.m.,  December  17  and

YULE  DECORATIONS: 
DELIGHT  OR  DANGER? 

Why  suffer  needless  injuries,  loss  of 
life  or  property  due  to  accidents  caused 
by  holiday  decorations? 

Every  year,  warns  Mayor  Kevin 
White's  Boston  Consumer's  Council, 
many  tragedies  occur  because  of  un- 
safe or  improperly  used  decorations. 
The  following  tips  are  offered  by  the 
Council  in  an  effort  to  cut  the  thousands 
of  accidents  reported  annually. 

1 .  Be  sure  your  tree  is  set  up  at  a  safe 
distance  from  any  heat  source. 

Don't  rely  on  any  do-it-yourself 
flameproofing  treatment,  since  this  is 
never  100  percent  reliable.  Keep  the 
base  of  the  tree  in  water.  Obviously, 
never  use  real  candles  on  your  tree. 

2.  Check  your  outdoor  and  tree  lights 
closely. 

Look  for  frayed  wires,  loose  connec- 
tions, and  broken  or  cracked  sockets. 
If  in  doubt,  don't  take  the  chance  they'll 
"do"  for  one  more  holiday  season. 
Fasten  all  lights  securely  to  the  tree.  Be 
sure  bulbs  are  not  touching  or  close  to 
anything  flammable.  Don't  overload  ex- 
tension cords. 

3.  Outdoor  lights  should  be  waterproof. 
Even  these  won't  stand  prolonged  ex- 
posure to  the  elements,  so  remove  them 
as  soon  as  the  season  ends. 

4.  Guard  against  electrocution. 
Metal  trees  can  be  a  serious  shock 

threat  if  electric  lights  are  attached. 
Sharp  metal  edges  may  cut  the  in- 
sulated wire  and  the  metal  needles 
might  touch  an  electrically  charged 
component;  thus  the  entire  tree  will 
become  electrically  charged.  If  some- 
one touches  the  tree  and  a  grounded 
object  at  the  same  time,  a  severe  shock 
will  result.  The  safest  way  to  illuminate 
this  type  of  tree  is  with  colored 
floodlight. 

5.  Buy  artificial  trees  only  if  they  are 
fire-resistant. 
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A  plastic  tree  should  be  guarantee  I 
fire-resistant.  This  does  not  mean  it  wjl 
not  burn,  only  that  it  will  not  catch  fi  , 
easily. 

6.  Keep  broken  ornaments  out 
reach. 

They  can  be  a  hazard  to  children  aril 
pets. 

7.  Beware  of  poisonous  Christm^l 
paraphernalia. 

Many  of  the  items  listed  below  ai'l 
poisonous  and  deserve  special  carel 
Mistletoe  and  holly  berries  may  bj 
poisonous  if  swallowed  in  an] 
substantial  amount. 
Tinsel  and  artificial  icicles  may  coi 
tain  harmful  lead;  get  rid  of  ol 
tinsel  if  you  aren't  sure  of  its  con 
position,  since  the  youngsters  tries' 
start  munching  on  them. 
Fire  salts,  which  produce  th;( 
pleasing  rainbow  effect  whe 
thrown  on  a  blaze,  contain  heav' 
metal  deposits.  Eating  these  sail' 
can  cause  vomiting  and  seriou 
stomach  problems. 
"Bubbling  lights"  are  a  menace 
consumed,  since  they  contain 
harmful  liquid. 
If  your  child  consumes  any  of  th. 
above  hazardous  materials,  call  youj 
physician  or  Poison  Control  Cente 
(232-2120)  immediately.

Hypothermia 

Vhat  is  Hypothermia? 

Hypothermia  is  the  abnormal  lower- 
ig  of  the  inner  body  temperature.  A 
ierson  whose  deep  body  temperature 
alls  below  95°  Fahrenheit  is  considered 
o  be  hypothermic.  (Normal  body 
emperature  is  98.6.°)  Infants  under  one 
ear,  older  people  (especially  those  over 
•eventy-five)  and  people  who  are  intox- 
;ated  are  most  susceptible. 

Accidental  Hypothermia  is  not  new, 
iut  it  has  only  recently  received  atten- 
ion.  Studies  now  indicate  that 
Hypothermia  is  the  sixth  major  killer  of 
)lder  people.  Approximately  10  percent 
>f  older  people  are  at  special  risk 
>ecause  of  problems  with  temperature 
egulation. 

Vhat  are  the  symptoms? 

Hypothermia  should  be  suspected  if 
>ne  or  more  of  the  following  signs  are 
>resent. 

—body  temperature  that  registers 
>elow  the  normal  thermometer  scale 
95°  Fahrenheit) 

— chest  or  abdomen  that  is  cold  to  the 
ouch 

—mild  lethargy  or  confusion 
—bloated  face,  waxy  skin 
—trembling  on  one  side  of  the  body 
)r  in  one  limb 
—irregular  or  slowed  heart  beat 
— slow  breathing 
—low  blood  pressure 
—slurred  speech 

— drowsiness,  loss  of  consciousness 
— stiffness,  poor  muscle  coordination 

How  is  Hypothermia  treated? 
Rewarming  of  the  hypothermic  victim 

nust  be  done  slowly,  not  more  than  one 

iegree  per  hour.  Rapid  rewarming  may 

>e  fatal. 

If  you  suspect  Hypothermia,  call  a 
Joctor  or  ambulance  immediately.  (In 
Boston,  call  911.)  While  waiting  for 
nedical  help  to  arrive,  you  can  follow 
hese  simple  DOs  and  DONTs  in  car- 
ng  for  the  victim. 

DO  wrap  the  victim  in  a  warm  blanket. 
)0  NOT  immerse  victim  in  hot  water. 

DO  place  a  heating  pad  or  hot  water 
jottle  on  stomach.  DO  NOT  rub  limbs 
if  victim  or  handle  him/her  roughly. 

If  these  methods  are  not  possible, 
hen  use  your  own  body  heat  to  warm 
'ictim  by  removing  a  layer  of  your  own 
Nothing  and  lying  next  the  victim. 
How  can  Hypothermia  be  prevented? 

An  abnormally  low  body  temperature 
:an    occur    even    when  room 


temperatures  are  between  60  and  65 
degrees.  To  protect  against  Hypother- 
mia, older  people  and  families  with 
young  infants  should  consider  keeping 
their  thermostats  at  no  lower  than  70 
degrees.  If  this  is  not  possible,  they 
should  dress  very  warmly. 

Ample  hot  food  and  drinks  and  the 
avoidance  of  alcohol  and  tranquilizers 
is  also  important.  The  latter  can  reduce 
the  body's  ability  to  protect  against  cold 
or  dull  a  person's  awareness  and 
response.  Older  persons  should  make 
special  efforts  to  keep  active  during  the 
winter  aand  avoid  cold  bedrooms. 

Hypothermia  is  never  self-reported. 
For  this  reason,  it  is  especially  impor- 
tant that  older  persons  who  live  alone 
or  have  physical  or  mental  disabilities 
receive  visitors  regularly.  Hypothermic 
induced  confusion  or  lethargy  leaves 
the  individual  unaware  of  his  or  her 
dangerous  physical  state.  Outside 
observers  should  not  confuse  this  with 
deterioration  of  mental  functioning.

BEFORE  YOU  BUY  THE  TREE! 

Christmas  trees  are  a  million-dollar 
business  in  Massachusetts  according  to 
state  officials.  All  but  four  of  the  fourteen 
counties  in  the  Commonwealth  have 
one  or  more  farms.  In  Worcester  county 
alone,  there  are  more  than  a  dozen  such 
farms  and  another  twenty  are  located  in 
Hampden  and  Hampshire  counties  in 
western  Mass. 

Three  good  points  favoring  patroniz- 
ing such  farms  are  —  the  purchaser 
saves  money.  Native  trees  are  generally 
less  expensive  than  the  imported  trees 
sold  on  street  corners;  the  buyer  ob- 
viously helps  the  economy  of 
Massachusetts;  you  end  up  with  a 
fresher  tree  that  will  last  longer. 


Some  excellent  tips  on  buying  a  live 
tree  from  a  Bay  State  Christmas  tree 
farm  have  been  furnished  by  Commis- 
sioner William  F.  M.  Hicks  of  the  State 
Department  of  Environmental 
Management: 

When  selecting  a  tree  look  for  an 
even,  all-round  shape  but,  keep  in  mind, 
that  if  the  tree  is  eventually  to  stand  in 
a  corner,  less-than-perfect  shape  is 
acceptable. 

The  first  step  is  to  cut  off  about  an 
inch  of  the  trunk  at  an  angle.  This 
removes  accumulated  resin  and  allows 
for  maximum  moisture  absorption. 

After  you  cut  it,  hold  the  tree  and 
bounce  it  lightly  against  the  ground,  the 
needles  should  not  fall  out  easily.  An- 
other indication  of  freshness  is  that  the 
resin  should  feel  sticky  on  the  stump  of 
the  tree. 

If  it  is  not  to  be  put  up  in  the  house 
immediately,  place  it  out-of-doors  in  a 
pail  of  water  so  that  the  moisture  will 
flow  more  freely  up  the  trunk  and  toward 
the  branches. 

When  your  are  ready  to  bring  the  tree 
indoors,  square  off  the  diagonal  cut  and 
fit  securely  into  the  tree  stand.  Be  sure 
to  add  water  and  check  the  water  level 
in  the  stand  frequently  —  a  tree  in  a 
warm  room  can  absorb  as  much  as  a 
pint  of  water  a  day. 

Do  not  place  the  tree  near  a  fireplace, 
wood-burning  stove,  or  hot  radiator. 
Make  certain  the  electrical  wiring  on 
strings  of  lights  and  extension  cords  are 
UL-approved  and  safe. 

State  officials  are  hopeful  1982  will 
set  a  record  for  the  sale  of  live  "home- 
grown" trees  during  the  holiday  season. 


SURPLUS  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS  TO 
BE  DEVELOPED  FOR  HOUSING 

The  City  of  Boston  continues  to  sell 
its  surplus  school  properties,  the  latest 
two  going  to  developers  who  plan  con- 
dominiums for  a  former  East  Boston 
elementary  school  and  subsidized  hous- 
ing for  an  old  girls'  high  school  in 
Dorchester. 

The  Public  Facilities  Department 
(PFD)  announced  that  tentative 
developer  designations  have  been  ap- 
proved for  the  Sheridan  School  in  the 
Eagle  Hill  neighborhood  of  East  Boston 
and  for  Girls'  Latin  School  in  Codman 
Square,  Dorchester. 

The  designation  brings  to  five  the 
number  of  schools  turned  over  to 
developers  for  conversion  to  other  uses. 


In  July,  1981,  the  Boston  School  Depa 
ment,  coping  with  a  declining  stude 
enrollment,  closed  twenty-four  ci' 
schools.  Last  fall,  the  PFD,  which  h; 
assumed  responsibility  for  the  buildin , 
solicited  developers'  proposals  fi 
recycling  the  schoolhouses.  The  adv< 
tising  drew  sixty-five  proposals  frc 
forty-two  developers. 

The  announcement  disclosed  th 
Girls'  Latin  would  be  converted  into  1t, 
apartments  for  the  elderly  ar 
handicapped. 

The  developer  is  Robert  Walsh  ar 
Associates  of  Boston  (Mr.  Walsh  is 
former  director  of  the  Bostc 
Redevelopment  Authority),  and  the  co' 
struction  firm  is  the  Peabody  Constru 
tion  Company  of  Braintree,  whose  pre 
dent  is  Edward  Fish. 

They  are  planning  a  $5.9  millki 
development,  for  which  they  are  see 
ing  section  8  subsidies  and  financir 
from  the  Massachusetts  Housing  Fina 
cing  Agency. 

The  Sheridan  School,  at  1  Prescc 
Street  in  East  Boston,  will  be  recycle 
into  twenty-four  condominiums  by  tf 
Major  Construction  Management  Cc 
poration  of  Lynn,  whose  president 
John  Mazzoni. 

Mr.  Mazzoni  has  already  built  son 
condominiums  in  East  Boston. 

The  two-bedroom  units  will  be  price1 
in  the  low  $60,000s  in  what  the  PF 
describes  as  a  "neighborhood  (whic 
displays  a  pride  of  occupancy." 

The  $1 .27  million  development  will  t 
backed  by  conventional  financing 
Preconstruction  is  expected  to  beg 
this  winter.

The  project  involves  the  first  two  phases  of  a  proposed 
multi-phased  development  program  for  the  rehabilitation 
and  improvement  of  Fenway  Park.  These  two  initial 
phases  over  the  next  eighteen  months,  at  a  total  cost  of 
$10  million,  will  substantially  rehabilitate  the  roof  struc- 
ture and  foundation,  add  rooftop  boxes  and  approximately 
588  seats.

The  Boston  Industrial  Development  Financing  Author- 
ity, has  reviewed  and  considered  a  commercial  develop- 
ment project  proposed  by  the  partnership  of  the  Boston 
Red  Sox  Baseball  Club  for  the  improvement  of  Fenway 
Park. 

The  proposed  project  involves  the  first  two  phases  of 
a  multi-phased  development  program  and  will  accomplish 


the  rehabilitation  of  the  roof  structure,  including  rebuilding 
the  footings  and  foundations  supporting  the  roof  struc- 
ture, and  the  addition  of  rooftop  boxes  and  the  acquisi- 
tion of  equipment.  Seats  to  be  added  will  be  approximately 
588.  Persons  currently  employed  or  based  at  the  site  total 
580,  and  twenty  jobs  are  projected  to  be  created  in  the 
next  two  years.  The  project  is  located  within  the  Ken- 
more  Square  CARD  Plan,  which  was  approved  by  the 
City  Council  on  October  21,  1981.  The  proposed  pro- 
ject has  been  certified  as  consistent  with  CARD  Plan  be 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Authority  and  the 
Neighborhood  Development  Agency. 

The  estimated  cost  of  the  project  is  $10,000,000,  which 
comprises  $9,340,000  for  building  renovation  and  im- 
provements, $60,000  for  equipment,  and  $600,000  for 
professional  fees.

This  approporiation  coupled  with  strict  manage- 
ment and  elimination  of  overtime  will  allow  the 
rehiring  of  100  men.

An  appropriation  of  $597,000  is  being  requested. 
This  additional  funding  will  enable  this  department 
to  continue  the  street  cleaning  operation,  patch 
paving,  and  street  light  maintenance  programs.

REPORT  ON  DESIGNATION  BY  ORDINANCE  OF 
NEW  DISTRICTS  FOR  ELECTION  OF  CITY 
COUNCIL  AND  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 
MEMBERS 

Coun.  McDERMOTT,  on  behalf  of  the  Special  Com- 
mittee on  Electoral  Districts,  submitted  the  following: 

The  Special  Committee  on  Electrol  Districts,  appointed 
January  8,  1982,  having  considered  proposals  for  designa- 
tion, by  ordinance,  of  new  districts  for  election  fo  City 
Council  and  School  Committee  members,  respectfully 
submits  a  report  recommending  passage  of  the  accom- 
panying ordinance. 

In  accordance  with  the  decision  of  the  voters  of  Boston 
made  last  November,  the  Special  Committee  on  Electoral 
Districts  has  formulated  its  plan  for  dividing  the  city  into 
nine  districts.  The  committee  has  taken  into  considera- 
tion all  the  various  plans  and  proposals  presented  to  it 
during  the  public  hearings  held  over  a  ten-day  period, 
January  23rd-February  1st.  The  overriding  concerns  of 
those  who  testified  before  the  committee  were  the  preser- 
vation of  neighborhood  integrity  and  the  establishment 
of  two  minority  districts.  These  priorities  guided  the  com- 
mittee in  its  deliberation.  The  district  lines  drawn  by  the 
committee  do  not  divide  neighborhoods  and  do  form  two, 
and  possibly  three,  districts  from  which  a  person  of  color 
will,  in  all  likelihood,  be  elected. 

To  assist  in  its  deliberations,  the  committee  enlisted 
the  resources  of  the  Law  Department  and  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority.  Discussions  with  the  corpora- 
tion counsel  and  his  staff  centered  on  several  problems 
with  the  districting  process  in  general  and  the  enabling 
legislation  which  brought  it  about. 

The  dearth  of  case  law  in  this  area  left  the  committee 
with  little  in  the  way  of  precedents  by  which  to  be  guided. 
For  instance,  the  enabling  legislation  calls  for  each  district 
to  "contain,  as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of 
inhabitants."  Obviously,  the  phase,  "as  nearly  as  may 
be,"  provides  some  leeway  in  composing  the  districts  by 
population;  but  exactly  how  much  leeway  is  in  doubt. 
On  advice  of  the  corporation  counsel,  and  in  keeping  with 
the  guidelines  adopted  by  the  previous  committee,  a  total 
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variance  of  1 1  percent  from  the  norm  was  decided  upon 
as  the  basis  for  conforming  to  the  equal  population  clause. 

The  population  problem  did  not  end  there.  The  enabl- 
ing legislation,  passed  in  1977,  does  not  cite  a  specific 
census  to  be  used  in  determining  district  population.  At 
the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  legislation,  the  obvious 
choice  would  have  been  the  1975  state  census.  Since  that 
time,  there  has  been  a  federal  census  with  some  radically 
different  figures.  The  more  recent  census  would  appear 
to  be  the  logical  choice.  However,  the  1980  federal  cen- 
sus is  currently  being  challenged  in  the  courts.  The  cor- 
poration counsel  favored  neither  census,  but  felt  that  the 
committee  should  decide  on  one  and  use  itsfigures  for 
determining  district  population. 

The  committee  decided  to  use  the  1975  state  census 
because  those  figures  were  used  by  the  previous  com- 
mittee, because  the  various  individuals  and  groups  ap- 
pearing before  the  committee  used  the  1975  figures  in 
formulating  their  plans,  and  because  the  figures  from  1975 
are  not  being  challenged  in  court.  Additionally,  the  enabl- 
ing legislation  does  make  mention  of  "the  most  recent 
state  decennial  census"  in  defining  the  word  "city." 

Another  problem  posed  by  the  enabling  legislation,  in 
light  of  the  differing  census  figures,  is  the  determination 
of  the  number  of  at-large  members  to  be  elected  to  the 
City  Council  and  School  Committee.  The  ballot  ques- 
tion for  "one  member  elected  at  large  for  every  120,000 
residents  of  the  city  in  excess  of  150,000."  The  1975 
population  of  Boston  would  require  four  at-large  members. 
The  federal  figures  from  1980  would  reduce  that  number 
to  three. 

Realizing  the  problems  inherent  in  a  legislation  body 
with  an  even  number  of  members,  and  to  remove  the  elec- 
tion process  from  further  population  fluctuations,  the  com- 
mittee submitted  a  home  rule  petition  amending  the  enabl- 
ing legislation  by  calling  for  "nine  members,  elected  from 
equally  populous  districts  and  four  members  elected  at 
large. "  The  petition  was  passed  unanimously  by  the  City 
Council  and  sent  to  the  State  Legislature  where  it  is 
pending. 

After  conducting  public  hearings  at  which  more  than 
100  people  testified,  the  dozens  of  maps  and  written  pro- 
posals were  reviewed  by  the  committee.  It  was  obvious 
that  and  plan  formulated  by  the  committee  would  require 
some  degree  of  compromise  from  all  involved  in  the 
districting  process. 

The  plan  proposed  by  the  committee  is  a  compromise 
solution  to  an  enormously  complex  problem.  The  plan 
conforms  to  the  legislation  in  that  all  districts  are  equally 
populous,  composed  of  contiguous  existing  precincts,  and 
as  compact  as  they  can  be  as  drawn  "with  a  view  toward 
preserving  the  integrity  of  existing  neighborhoods."  the 
population  of  each  district  falls  between  68,303  and 
74,070,  a  total  variation  of  8. 1  percent.  The  committee 
believes  that  this  variance  is  within  reason. 

Neighborhood  integrity  has  been  mentioned  earlier  in 
this  report,  and  in  the  committee's  preliminary  report, 
as  one  of  two  major  concerns  in  shaping  the  districts. 
Many  of  those  who  appeared  before  the  committee 
representing  smaller  neighborhoods  expressed  a  desire  to 
be  linked  with  particular  neighborhoods  in  the  same 
district.  Some  did  not.  The  overriding  concern  of  all  was 
that  their  neighborhoods  remain  intact  in  any  district  of 
which  they  would  become  a  part.  There  are  areas  of 
disagreement  as  to  the  boundaries  of  some  neighborhoods, 
often  among  the  people  who  live  there.  It  is  the  consen- 
sus of  the  committee  that  all  neighborhoods  remain  in- 
tact in  the  districts  proposed. 

The  other  major  concern  voiced  to  the  committee  was 
the  establishment  of  two  minority  districts.  The  commit- 
tee's plan  addresses  this  concern  with  District  4  and 
District  7.  The  composition  and  voting  pattern  of  District 
8  make  it  another  possible  minority  district. 


The  Hispanic  community  voiced  preference  for  a  Latino 
district.  The  population  of  this  group  is  sufficient  to  make 
it  a  considerable  voting  block.  Unfortunately,  the  Spanish- 
speaking  population  is  so  spread  out  geographically  as 
to  make  concentrating  them  in  one  district  virtually  im- 
possible. The  committee's  plan  does  keep  a  good  deal 
of  the  Hispanic  population  together  in  District  7. 

Below  are  listed  the  nine  electoral  districts  the  com- 
mittee is  recommending  and  its  reasons  for  doing  so. 
District  1  —  Charlestown,  North  End,  East  Boston 

These  three  areas  form  the  northernmost  section  of  the 
city.  Both  East  Boston  and  Charlestown  are  separated 
from  the  body  of  the  city.  All  three  areas  share  similar 
concerns  including  waterfront  development  and  gentrifica- 
tion.  There  was  some  support  for  placing  Charlestown 
in  a  district  with  other  smaller  neighborhoods.  However, 
the  geography  of  the  area  and  the  population  figures  make 
its  inclusion  in  an  East  Boston,  Charlestown,  North  End 
configuration  the  logical  choice. 

District  2  —  South  End,  South  Boston,  Chinatown 
The  coupling  of  South  Boston  and  the  South  End  may 
be  considered  incongruous,  but  it  accomplishes  two  goals 
that  few  other  proposals  have.  The  South  End  and  the 
Chinese  community  remain  whole.  While  South  Boston 
has  the  edge  in  population,  the  South  End  is  sufficiently 
large  to  ensure  that  a  representative  from  either  section 
will  have  to  be  accountable  to  the  people  of  the  South  End. 
District  3  —  Columbia  Point,  Savin  Hill,  Meeting 
House  Hill,  Fields  Corner,  Neponset,  Cedar  Grove 
Lower  Mills 

This  district,  on  of  two  in  Dorchester,  combines 
neighborhoods  that  share  similar  problems  and  concerns, 
including  being  in  Dorchester  district. 

District  4  —  Franklin  Field,  Codman  Square,  Mattapan 
The  other  Dorchester  district,  this  area  is  one  of  two 
minority  districts.  Because  Dorchester  is  home  for  half 
of  Boston's  black  population,  logic  dictates  one  of  the 
Dorchester  seats  be  a  minority  seat.  District  4  is  clearly 
that.  There  was  some  sentiment  for  a  north-south  divi- 
sion of  Dorchester.  Dividing  Dorchester  in  this  way  would 
result  in  a  northern  district  with  a  black  majority,  but  not 
enough  of  the  majority  to  ensure  minority  representation. 
It  is  the  consensus  of  the  jcommittee  that  such  a  division 
would  be  unfair  and  illegal. 
District  5  —  Roslindale,  Hyde  Park 
District  6  —  Jamaica  Plain,  West  Roxbury 

On  nearly  every  map  presented  to  the  committee, 
Roslindale,  Hyde  Park,  West  Roxbury,  and  Jamaica  Plain 
were  combined,  in  various  ways,  to  form  two  districts. 
There  were  several  proposals  linking  West  Roxbury  and 
Hyde  Park  in  one  district,  and  Jamaica  Plain  and  Roslin- 
dale in  another.  The  consensus  of  the  committee  is  that 
West  Roxbury  has  traditional  ties  and  a  commonality  of 
interest  with  Jamaica  Plain  and  that  the  same  holds  true 
for  Hyde  Park  and  Roslindale.  While  Hyde  Park  and  West 
Roxbury  have  a  majority  of  the  population  in  their  respec- 
tive districts,  it  is  only  a  slight  edge  and  will  make  can- 
didates from  either  section  of  either  district  accountable 
to  the  people  ot  the  other  section.  Jamaica  Plain  and 
Roslindale  were  especially  concerned  that  their  neigh- 
borhoods remain  intact.  This  plan  addresses  that  concern, 
concern. 

District  7  —  Roxbury 

The  second  minority  district  keeps  Roxbury  intact  and 
provides  a  much-needed  voice  for  this  traditionally  under- 
represented  section  of  the  city. 

District  8  —  Beacon  Hill,  Back  Bay,  Fenway,  Mission 
Hill 

This  district  linked  several  smaller,  traditionally  under- 
represented  neighborhoods  in  a  way  that  provides  access 
and  accountability  to  all  of  them.  The  district  is  heavily 
populated  by  tenants  and  will  produce  candidates  sensitive 
to  the  needs  of  this  group.  In  addition,  the  political  history 
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and  voting  pattern  of  these  neighborhoods  make  it  a 
potential  third  minority  seat. 
District  9  —  Allston,  Brighton 

The  geography  and  population  of  Allston  and  Brighton 
make  up  a  district  that  virtually  draws  itself. 

It  is  the  consensus  of  the  Special  Committee  on  Elec- 
toral District  that  the  ordinance  accompanying  this  report 
which  describes  each  district  by  wards  and  precincts  con- 
tained within,  be  passed.

address  the  larger  issues  of  current  deficits  in  operating 
departments  and  the  impact  of  an  additional  $66  million 
cut  in  next  year's  budget  under  second-year  implemen- 
tation of  Proposition  2  '/s ;  and 

Whereas,  Docket  No.  0239,  City  of  Boston  Financial 
Reform  Act  of  1982,  which  would  address  the  major 
financial  and  public  safety  concerns  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
was  introduced  in  the  City  Council  on  January  27,  1982, 
and  to  date  has  not  received  a  public  hearing  despite  the 
city's  continuing  fiscal  plight;  and 

Whereas,  This  year's  legislative  session  is  expected  to

Section  1.  No  elected  official  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
nor  any  candidate  for  municipal  office  in  the  City  of 
Boston,  nor  any  political  committee  acting  on  behalf  of 
a  candidate  or  candidates  for  municipal  office  in  the  City 
of  Boston  may  accept  directly  or  indirectly  an  aggregate 
amount  of  contributions  in  excess  of  $100  in  a  single  year 
from  a  city  employee  or  an  individual  or  organization 
which  has  a  direct  interest  in  legislation  or  a  matter  pend- 
ing before  an  agency,  authority  or  commission  in  the  City 
of  Boston. 

Section  2.  The  City  Clerk  shall  report  any  violation 
of  this  section  to  the  district  attorney  for  investigation  and 
prosecution. 

Section  3.  Violation  of  section  1  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  punished  by  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year 
or  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars.

Establishment  of  this  office  will  enable  the  city  to  ad- 
judicate parking  violation  disputes  as  mandated  by  sec- 
tion 20A'/2  of  chapter  90.

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk. 
Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  chapter  43B.  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinance.  Title  6.  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  chapter  9,  a  new  chapter  to  be 
known  as  chapter  10.  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk,  and 
which  chapter  shall  read  as  follows: 
Section  170.  The  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk 

(a)  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  division  of  the  Treasury 
Department  known  as  the  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk, 


under  the  control  and  direction  ot  an  official  known  as 
the  Parking  Clerk,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  City  Council  under  the  provisions  of  the 
charter  and  pursuant  to  section  20A*/s  of  chapter  90  of 
the  General  Laws. 

(b)  The  parking  clerk  shall  supervise  and  coordinate 
the  processing  of  parking  notices  in  the  city.  The  Park- 
ing Clerk  shall  have  the  authority  to  hire  or  designate  such 
personnel  as  may  be  necessary  or  contract  by  competitive 
bid  for  such  services,  subject  to  appropriation,  to  imple- 
ment the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  sections  20A  XA , 
20C,  and  20E,  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws. 

(c)  Position  in  the  Office  of  the  parking  Clerk  shall 
be  filled  until  June  30,  1983,  by  granting  preference  to 
persons  who  had  been  employees  of  the  police,  fire,  or 
traffic  and  parking  departments,  of  the  city  after  July  1 , 
1981 ,  and  all  positions  shall  be  subject  to  chapter  31  of 
the  General  Laws. 

(d)  The  amount  expended  for  personnel  of  the  Office 
of  the  Parking  Clerk  shall  not  exceed  5  percent  of  the 
total  receipts  collected  during  the  previous  fiscal  year. 
Section  171.  Issuance  of  Parking  Violation  Notices 

(a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  officer,  and  every 
person  assigned  such  responsibility,  who  takes  cognizance 
of  a  violation  of  any  provision  of  any  rule,  regulation, 
order,  ordinance,  or  bylaw  regulating  the  parking  of  motor 
vehicles  in  the  City  of  Boston  forthwith  to  give  the  of- 
fender a  notice  to  appear  before  the  Parking  Clerk,  dur- 
ing regular  office  hours,  not  later  than  twenty-one  days 
after  the  date  of  the  violation. 

(b)  The  notice  to  appear  shall  be  in  tag  form,  as 
prescribed  by  section  20A  V2  of  chapter  90  of  the  General 
Laws. 

(c)  The  Parking  Clerk  shall  distribute  such  violation 
notices  to  the  Police  Commissioner  and  Traffic  and  Park- 
ing Commissioner  and  other  authorized  enforcement  of- 
ficials upon  request,  and  shall  take  a  receipt  therefor. 

(d)  Notice  affixed  to  a  motor  vehicle  as  provided  in 
section  20A  Vt  of  chapter  90  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
notice  and  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  thereof 
and  shall  be  admissible  in  any  judicial  or  administrative 
proceeding  of  the  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk  as  to  the 
facts  contained  therein. 

(e)  At  or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of  duty, 
the  officer  shall  give  to  his  commanding  officer  copies 
of  each  notice  of  violation  issued  during  such  tour.  The 
commanding  officer  shall  retain  and  safely  preserve  one 
copy  of  each  violation  notice  and  shall  at  a  time  no  later 
than  the  beginning  of  the  next  business  day,  deliver  a  copy 
of  the  notice  to  the  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk.  The  Park- 
ing Clerk  shall  maintain  a  docket  of  all  such  notices  to 
appear. 

Section  172,  Payment  of  Fines 

(a)  Any  person  receiving  a  violation  notice  may  ap- 
pear before  the  Parking  Clerk,  or  his  designee,  and  con- 
fess the  offense  charged,  either  personally,  through  an 
agent  duly  authorized  in  writing,  or  by  mailing  to  the  Park- 
ing Clerk  the  notice  accompanied  by  the  fine  provided 
therein.  Payment  by  mail  shall  be  made  only  by  postal 
note,  money  order,  or  check  made  out  to  the  Parking 
Clerk.  Payment  in  person  may  be  made  by  cash,  postal 
order,  money  order,  or  check  made  out  to  the  Parking 
Clerk  and  in  the  case  of  payment  made  in  cash  the  park- 
ing Clerk  shall  issue  a  receipt  therefor.  Payment  of  a  fine 
shall  operate  as  a  final  disposition  of  the  case. 

(b)  The  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission  shall  from 
time  to  time  establish  by  rule  or  regulation  a  schedule 
of  fines  for  violations  of  any  provision  of  any  rule,  regula- 
tion, order,  ordinance  or  bylaw  regulating  parking  in  the 
city.  All  such  fines  shall  be  uniform  for  the  same  offense 
committed  in  the  same  zone.  Increase  in  such  fines  from 
the  $15  limit  set  by  section  20AVi  of  chapter  90  shall 
be  established  by  ordinance. 
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Section  173.  Hearings  and  Appeals 

(a)  If  any  person,  fails  to  appearand  pay  the  prescribed 
fine  within  twenty -one  days  as  required  by  section  20A>/2 
of  chapter  90  or  if  such  person  having  appeared,  with 
twenty-one  days  as  required  by  section  20A  V2  of  chapter 
90,  desires  not  to  avail  himself  of  the  benefits  of  the  pro- 
cedure established  by  this  ordinance,  the  Parking  Clerk 
shall  as  prescribed  by  section  20  Vi  of  chapter  90,  forth- 
with schedule  the  matter  before  a  person  hereafter  refer- 
red to  as  a  hearing  officer.  The  hearing  office  shall  be 
the  Parking  Clerk  or  othr  such  person  as  the  Parking  Clerk 
may  designate. 

(b)  Written  notice  of  the  date,  time  and  place  of  the 
hearing  shall  be  sent  by  first-class  mail  to  the  registered 
owner.  The  hearing,  as  prescribed  by  section  20A  V2  of 
chapter  90,  shall  be  informal,  the  rules  of  evidence  shall 
not  apply,  and  the  decision  of  the  hearing  officer  shall 
be  final,  subject  to  judicial  review  under  section  14  of 
chapter  30A. 

(c)  The  hearing  officer  shall  have  the  authority  to  only 
adjudicate  disputes  as  to  the  validity  of  parking  violation 
notices  issued  for  violations  of  the  rules  and  regulation 
of  the  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission. 

(d)  Proceeding  for  review  of  the  decision  of  the  Park- 
ing Clerk  shall  be  instituted  in  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court 
within  thirty  days  receipt  of  notice  of  the  final  decision 
of  the  Parking  Clerk  or  if  a  petition  for  rehearing  has  been 
timely  filed  with  the  Parking  Clerk,  within  thirty  days 
after  receipt  of  notice  of  the  Parking  Clerk's  denial  of 
such  petition  for  rehearing.  The  commencement  of  an  ac- 
tion shall  not  operate  as  a  stay  of  enforcement  of  the  Park- 
ing Clerk's  decision,  but  the  Parking  Clerk  may  stay  en- 
forcement, and  the  reviewing  court  may  order  a  stay  upon 
such  terms  as  it  considers  proper  as  prescribed  by  sec- 
tion 14  of  chapter  30A.  The  city  shall,  by  way  of  answer, 
file  in  court  the  original  or  a  certified  copy  of  the  record 
of  the  proceeding  under  review. 

Section  174.  Impoundment  of  Vehicles 

If  any  person  shall  have  failed  to  appear  in  accordance 
with  five  or  more  said  notices,  the  parking  Clerk  shall 
as  precribed  by  section  20A'/2  of  chapter  90  notify  the 
Police  Commissioner  or  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and 
Parking  that  the  vehicle  involved  shall  be  removed  and 
stored  or  otherwise  immobilized  at  the  expense  of  the 
registered  owner  until  such  time  as  the  matter  has  been 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  law.  A  notice  announc- 
ing such  action  shall  be  mailed  to  the  registered  owner 
by  the  Parking  Clerk. 

Section  175.  Non-Renewal  of  License  and  Registration 

(a)  If  any  person  fails  to  appear  in  accordance  with  the 
notice  of  a  hearing,  the  Parking  Clerk  shall  notify  the 
registrar  ot  motor  vehicles  who  shall,  as  required  by  sec- 
tion 20A'/2  of  chapter  90,  place  the  matter  on  record  and 
not  renew  the  license  to  operate  motor  vehicles  of  the 
registered  owner  of  the  vehicle  or  the  registration  of  said 
vehicle  until  after  notice  from  the  Parking  Clerk  that  the 
matter  has  been  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  law. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Parking  Clerk  to  notify 
the  registrar  forthwith  that  such  case  has  been  disposed 
of  in  accordance  with  law,  provided  however,  that  a  cer- 
tified receipt  of  full  and  final  payment  from  the  Parking 
Clerk  shall  also  serve  as  legal  notice  as  prescribed  by  sec- 
tion 2OAV2  of  chapter  90  to  the  registrar  that  said  viola- 
tions have  been  disposed  of. 

Section  176.  Licensed  Taxicabs  and  Leased  Vehicles 
(a)  Anything  contained  herein  notwithstanding,  if  the 
registered  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle  involved  in  a  park- 
ing violation  subject  to  this  ordinance  is  a  person  or  entity 
engaged  in  the  licensed  taxicab  business  of  the  business 
of  leasing  motor  vehicles,  and  such  motor  vehicle  is  under 
lease  or  being  operated  for  hire  at  the  time  of  such  viola- 
tion the  procedures  of  this  section  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  applicable,  and  the  registered  owner  shall  be  liable 


for  any  unpaid  tines  only  upon  compliance  by  the  Park- 
ing Clerk  as  defined  above  with  the  procedures  hereinafter 
set  forth. 

(b)  The  Parking  Clerk  shall  give  to  the  registered  owner 
notice  in  writing  of  each  violation  in  which  a  motor  vehicle 
owned  by  such  owner  is  involved,  including  the  license 
number  of  the  vehicle,  state  of  issue  and  the  date  and  time 
of  the  violation. 

(c)  Within  thirty  days,  the  registered  owner  shall  fur- 
nish to  such  Parking  Clerk  in  writing  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  lessee  of  such  motor  vehicle  at  the  time  of 
such  violation  and  if  the  lessee  is  also  the  operator,  the 
license  number,  and  sate  of  issue  of  the  license  of  such 
lessee. 

(d)  The  Parking  Clerk  shall  thereupon  issue  a  notice 
of  violation  to  such  lessee  in  the  form  prescribed  by  this 
ordinance. 

(e)  If  such  lessee  does  not  appear  in  person  or  by 
writing  as  otherwise  provided  in  the  ordinance  or  make 
payment  within  twenty-one  days  from  the  date  on  which 
such  notice  is  issued,  the  parking  Clerk  shall  notify  the 
registrar  as  provided  by  the  provisions  of  section  20A  and 
2OAV2  and  the  clerk  of  the  division  of  the  district  court 
department  or  Boston  municipal  court  department  of  the 
trial  court  having  jurisdiction.  Upon  notification  by  the 
Parking  Clerk  the  registrar  shall  suspend  any  license  issued 
under  the  chapter  or  suspend  the  right  to  operate  of  a  per- 
son not  licensed  in  this  commonwealth;  and  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  of  the  trial  court  having  jurdisdiction 
shall  forthwith  issue  a  criminal  complaint  against  the 
lessee  and  there  after  proceed  against  such  lessee  following 
the  procedures  established  for  criminal  cases. 

(f)  After  notification  of  the  registrar  and  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  department  of  the  trial  court  having  jur- 
disdiction of  non-payment  by  the  lessee  within  twenty- 
one  days  of  the  fine  imposed  by  the  city,  the  Parking  Clerk 
shall  notify  by  first-class  mail,  the  registered  owner  of 
such  non-payment.

ment to  the  Parking  Clerk  who  shall  forthwith  reimburse 
to  the  registered  owner  the  amount  paid  by  such  registered 
owner,  if  not  previously  reimbursed.  The  registrar  shall 
remove  any  suspension  of  license  or  right  to  operate  upon 
the  payment  in  full  to  the  Parking  Clerk  of  the  fine  and 
penalty  for  such  violation  by  the  lessee.

only: 

Section  1 .  Discrimination  in  the  sale  or  rental  of  hous- 
ing on  the  basis  of  the  distinctions  specified  in  the  or- 
dinance creating  the  Boston  Fair  Housing  Commission 
(BFHC),  as  amended  from  time  to  time,  is  hereby 
declared  to  be  unlawful.  In  any  proceeding  before  the 
BFHC  in  which  the  BFHC  finds  that  a  respondent  has 
engaged  in  any  such  discrimination,  the  BFHC  is  hereby 
empowered  to  issue  and  cause  to  be  served  on  such 
respondent  an  order  requiring  such  respondent  to  cease 
and  desist  from  such  discrimination,  and  may  further  issue 
and  cause  to  be  served  on  such  respondent  an  order  re- 
quiring on  the  part  of  the  respondent  affirmative  action 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  payment  of  compensatory 
damages  to  the  person  aggrieved  by  such  discrimination, 
payment  of  a  civil  penalty  of  not  more  than  $10,000,  pay- 
ment of  reasonable  attorney's  fees,  or  other  civil  remedy 
as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  BFHC,  will  effectuate  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Boston  ordinance  creating  the  BFHC. 

Section  2.  Judicial  review  of  BFHC  orders  shall  be  in 
accordance  with  G.L.  ch.  30A,  s.  14.  The  Law  Depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  is  hereby  empowered  to  file 
a  civil  action  in  Superior  Court  to  enforce  any  order  of 
the  BFHC.

An  Ordinance  Creating  the  Office  of  the  Parking 
Clerk. 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  City  Council  of  Boston,  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Massachusetts 
General  Laws  chapter  43B,  section  13,  and  any 
other  applicable  law,  as  follows: 
The  City  of  Boston  Code,  Ordinances,  Title  6,  is  hereby 
amended  by  adding  after  chapter  9,  a  new  chapter  to  be 
known  as  chapter  10,  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk,  and 
which  chapter  shall  read  as  follows: 
Section  170.  The  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk. 

(a)  There  shall  be  in  the  city  a  division  of  the  Traffic 
and  Parking  Department  know  as  the  Office  of  the  Park- 
ing Clerk,  under  the  control  and  direction  of  an  official 
know  as  the  Parking  Clerk,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  with 
the  approval  of  the  City  Council  under  the  provisions  of 
the  chapter  and  pursuant  to  section  20AV2  of  chapter  90 
of  the  General  Laws. 

(b)  The  Parking  Clerk  shall  supervise  and  coordinate 
the  processing  of  parking  notices  in  the  city.  The  Park- 
ing Clerk  shall  have  the  authority  to  hire  or  designate  such 
personnel  as  may  be  necessary  or  contract  by  competitive 
bid  for  such  services,  subject  to  appropriation,  to  imple- 
ment the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  and  sections  20AV2 , 
20C,  and  20E,  of  chapter  90  of  the  General  Laws. 

(c)  Positions  in  the  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk  shall 
be  filled  until  June  30,  1983,  by  granting  preference  to 
persons  who  had  been  employees  of  the  police,  fire,  or 
traffic  and  parking  departments  of  the  city  after  July  1 , 
1981  and  all  positions  shall  be  subject  to  chapter  31  of 
the  General  Laws. 

(d)  The  amount  expended  for  personnel  of  the  Office 
of  the  Parking  Clerk  shall  not  exceed  5  percent  of  the 
total  receipts  collected  during  the  previous  fiscal  year. 
Section  171.  Issuance  of  Parking  Violation  Notices. 

(a)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  officer,  and  every 
person  assigned  such  responsibility,  who  takes  cognizance 
of  a  violation  of  any  provisions  of  any  rule,  regulation, 
order,  ordinance,  or  bylaw  regulating  the  parking  of  motor 
vehicles  in  the  City  of  Boston  forthwith  to  give  the  of- 
fender a  notice  to  appear  before  the  Parking  Clerk,  dur- 
ing regular  office  hours,  not  later  than  twenty-one  days 
after  the  date  of  the  violation. 

(b)  The  notice  to  appear  shall  be  in  tag  form,  as  pre- 
scribed by  section  20A  Vt  of  chapter  90  of  the  General 
Laws. 

(c)  The  Parking  Clerk  shall  distribute  such  violation 
notices  to  the  Police  Commissioner  and  Traffice  and  Park- 
ing Commissioner  and  other  authorized  enforcement  of- 
ficials upon  request,  and  shall  take  a  receipt  therefor. 

(d)  Notice  affixed  to  a  motor  vehicle  as  provided  in 
section  20A  Vt  of  chapter  90  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
notice  and  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence  thereof 
and  shall  be  admissable  in  any  judicial  or  administrative 
proceedings  of  the  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk  as  to  the 
facts  contained  therein. 

(e)  At  or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of  duty, 
the  officer  shall  give  to  his  commanding  officer  copies 
of  each  notice  of  violation  issued  during  such  tour.  The 
commanding  officer  shall  retain  and  safely  preserve  one 
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copy  of  each  violation  notice  and  shall  at  a  time  no  later 
than  the  beginning  of  the  next  business  day,  deliver  a  copy 
of  the  notice  to  the  Office  of  the  Parking  Clerk.  The  Park- 
ing Clerk  shall  maintain  a  docket  of  all  such  notices  to 
appear. 

Section  172.  Payment  of  Fines. 

(a)  Any  person  receiving  a  violation  notice  may  ap- 
pear before  the  Parking  Clerk,  or  his  designee,  and  con- 
fess the  offense  charged,  either  personally,  through  an 
agent  duly  authorized  in  writing,  or  by  mailing  to  the  Park- 
ing Clerk  the  notice  accompanied  by  the  fine  provided 
therein.  Payment  by  mail  shall  be  made  only  by  postal 
note,  money  order,  or  check  made  out  to  the  Parking 
Clerk.  Payment  in  person  may  be  made  by  cash,  postal 
order,  money  order,  or  check  made  out  to  the  Parking 
Clerk;  and 

(b)  Written  notice  of  the  date,  time  and  place  of  the 
hearing  shall  be  sent  by  first-class  mail  to  the  registered 
owner.  The  hearing,  as  prescribed  by  section  2OAV2  of 
chapter  90,  shall  be  informal,  the  rules  of  evidence  shall 
not  apply,  and  the  decision  of  the  hearing  officer  shall 
be  final,  subject  to  judicial  review  under  section  14  of 
chapter  30A. 

(c)  The  hearing  officer  shall  have  authority  to  only  adju- 
dicate disputes  as  to  the  validity  of  parking  violation 
notices  issued  for  violations  of  the  rules  and  regulation 
of  the  Boston  Traffic  and  Parking  Commission. 

(d)  Proceedings  for  review  of  the  decision  of  the  Park- 
ing Clerk  shall  be  instituted  in  the  Suffolk  Superior  Court 
within  thirty  days  after  receipt  of  notice  of  the  final  deci- 
sion of  the  Parking  Clerk  or  if  a  petition  for  rehearing 
has  been  timely  filed  with  the  Parking  Clerk,  within  thirty 
days  after  receipt  of  notice  of  the  Parking  Clerk's  denial 
of  such  petition  for  rehearing.  The  commencement  of  an 
action  shall  not  operate  as  a  stay  of  enforcement  of  the 
Parking  Clerk's  decision,  but  the  Parking  Clerk  may  stay 
enforcement,  and  the  reviewing  court  may  order  a  stay 
upon  such  terms  as  it  considers  proper  as  prescribed  by 
section  14  of  chapter  30A.  The  city  shall,  by  way  of 
answer,  file  in  court  the  original  or  a  certified  copy  of 
the  record  of  the  proceeding  under  review. 

Section  174.  Impoundment  of  Vehicles. 

If  any  person  shall  have  failed  to  appear  in  accordance 
with  five  or  more  said  notices,  the  Parking  Clerk  shall 
as  prescribed  by  section  20A  Vt  of  chapter  90  notify  the 
Police  Commissioner  or  Commissioner  of  Traffic  and 
Parking  that  the  vehicle  involved  shall  be  removed  and 
stored  or  otherwise  immobilized  at  the  expense  of  the 
registered  owner  until  such  time  as  the  matter  has  been 
disposed  of  in  accordance  with  law.  A  notice  announc- 
ing such  action  shall  be  mailed  to  the  registered  owner 
by  the  Parking  Clerk. 

Section  175.  Nonrenewal  of  License  and  Registration. 

(a)  If  any  person  fails  to  appear  in  accordance  with  the 
notice  of  a  hearing,  the  Parking  Clerk  shall  notify  the 
registrar  of  motor  vehicles  who  shall,  as  required  by  sec- 
tion 2OAV2  of  chapter  90,  place  the  matter  on  record  and 
not  renew  the  license  to  operate  motor  vehicles  of  the 
registered  owner  of  the  vehicle  or  the  registration  of  said 
vehicle  until  after  notice  from  the  Parking  Clerk  that  the 
matter  has  been  disposed  of  in  accordance  with  law. 

(b)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Parking  Clerk  to  notify 
the  registrar  forthwith  that  such  case  has  been  disposed 
of  in  accordance  with  law,  provided  however,  that  a  cer- 
tified receipt  of  full  and  final  payment  from  the  Parking 
Clerk  shall  also  serve  as  legal  notice  as  prescribed  by  sec- 
tion 20A  Vi  of  chapter  90  to  the  registrar  that  said  viola- 
tions have  been  disposed  of. 

Section  176.  Licensed  Taxicabs  and  Leased  Vehicles. 

(a)  Anything  contained  herein  notwithstanding,  if  the 
registered  owner  of  a  motor  vehicle  involved  in  a  park- 
ing violation  subject  to  this  ordinance  is  a  person  or  entity 
engaged  in  the  licensed  taxicab  business  or  the  business 


of  leasing  motor  vehicles,  and  such  motor  vehicle  is  under 
lease  or  being  operated  for  hire  at  the  time  of  such  viola- 
tion the  procedures  of  this  section  of  this  ordinance  shall 
be  applicable,  and  the  registered  owner  shall  be  liable 
for  any  unpaid  fines  only  upon  compliance  by  the  Park- 
ing Clerk  as  defined  above  with  the  procedues  hereinafter 
set  forth. 

(b)  The  Parking  Clerk  shall  give  to  the  registered  owner 
notice  in  writing  of  each  violation  in  which  a  motor  vehicle 
owned  by  such  owner  is  involved,  including  the  license 
number  of  the  vehicle,  state  of  issue  and  date  and  time 
of  the  violation. 

(c)  Within  thirty  days,  the  registered  owner  shall  fur- 
nish to  such  Parking  Clerk  in  writing  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  the  lessee  of  such  motor  vehicle  at  the  time  of 
such  violation  and  if  the  lessee  is  also  the  operator,  the 
license  number,  and  state  of  issue  of  the  license  of  such 
lessee. 

(d)  The  Parking  Clerk  shall  thereupon  issue  a  notice 
of  violation  to  such  lessee  in  the  form  prescribed  by  this 
ordinance. 

(e)  If  such  lessee  does  not  appear  in  person  or  by  writing 
as  otherwise  provided  in  the  ordinance  or  make  payment 
within  twenty -one  days  from  the  date  on  which  such  notice 
is  issued,  the  Parking  Clerk  shall  notify  the  registrar  as 
provided  by  the  provisions  of  section  20A  and  20A  V2 , 
and  the  clerk  of  the  division  of  the  district  court  depart- 
ment or  Boston  municipal  court  department  of  the  trial 
court  having  jurisdiction.  Upon  notification  by  the  Park- 
ing Clerk  the  registrar  shall  suspend  any  license  under 
this  chapter  or  suspend  the  right  to  operate  of  a  person 
not  licensed  in  this  commonwealth;  and  the  clerk  of  the 
district  court  of  the  trial  court  having  jurisdiction  shall 
forthwith  issue  a  criminal  complaint  against  the  lessee 
and  thereafter  proceed  against  such  lessee  following  the 
procedures  established  for  criminal  cases. 

(f)  After  notification  of  the  registrar  and  the  clerk  of 
the  district  court  department  of  the  trial  court  having 
jurisdiction  of  nonpayment  by  the  lessee  within  twenty- 
one  days  of  the  fine  imposed  by  the  city,  the  Parking  Clerk 
shall  notify  by  first-class  mail,  the  registered  owner  of 
such  nonpayment.  The  registered  owner  shall,  within 
thirty  days  after  receipt  of  such  notice,  pay  the  fine  for 
such  violation.  If  thereafter,  any  payment  is  received  by 
the  Parking  Clerk  from  or  on  behalf  of  the  lessee,  the 
Parking  Clerk  shall  forthwith  reimburse  to  the  registered 
owner  the  amount  paid  by  such  registered  owner.  If  any 
payment  is  received  by  the  court  from  or  on  the  behalf 
of  the  lessee,  the  clerk  of  the  division  of  the  district  court 
department  or  the  Boston  municipal  court  department  of 
the  trial  court  having  jurisdiction  shall  forward  said  pay- 
ment to  the  Parking  Clerk  who  shall  forthwith  reimburse 
to  the  registered  owner  the  amount  paid  by  such  registered 
owner,  if  not  previously  reimbursed.  The  registrar  shall 
remove  any  suspension  of  license  or  right  to  operate  upon 
the  payment  if  full  to  the  Parking  Clerk  of  the  fine  and 
penaly  for  such  violation  by  the  lessee. 

(g)  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  applicable 
to  lessees  of  motor  vehicles  as  provided  herein. 

(h)  Any  registered  owner  and  Parking  Clerk  may  by 
agreement  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  they  may 
deem  appropriate  provide  for  the  transmission  of  the  in- 
formation hereinbefore  referred  to  in  subsections  (b)  and 
(c)  of  this  section,  on  magnetic  tape  or  in  other  computer 
readable  format,  in  order  to  expedite  completion  of  the 
foregoing  procedures. 

Section    177.    Agreements  with  Other  Government 
Agencies. 

(a)  The  Parking  Clerk  shall  have  the  authority  to  enter 
into  such  agreements  and  contracts  with  other  cities, 
towns,  and  government  agencies  within  the  Common- 
wealth as  may  be  necessary  or  expedient  to  effectuate  the 
collection  of  fines  and  adjudication  of  parking  violation 
notices. 
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(b)  Such  agreements  and  contracts  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  Corporation  Counsel  and  the  Mayor. 
Section  178.  Statutes  Applicable. 

This  ordinance  shall  be  construed  to  conform  to  the  pro- 
visions of  sections  20A  Vt ,  20C,  20D,  and  20E  of  chapter 
90,  as  amended,  and  to  section  4A  of  chapter  90C,  as 
amended,  and  other  applicable  laws  of  the  Common- 
wealth.

Whereas,  It  is  anticipated  that  half  or  more  of  the 
buildings  will  be  sold  to  developers  this  year  through  the 
city's  Public  Facilities  Commission;  and 

Whereas,  Projections  given  by  School  Department  of- 
ficials point  to  a  $3,700,000  deficit  in  the  school  operating 
budget  for  the  current  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1982; 
and 

Whereas,  It  would  be  appropriate  that  sufficient  revenue 
received  from  sale  of  abandoned  public  school  buildings 
be  channeled  to  help  offset  the  deficit  this  fiscal  year  for 
operations  of  active  school  buildings;  and 

Whereas,  State  statute  directs  that  funds  from  such  sales 
be  deposited  to  pay  indebtedness  outstanding  on  any 
school  construction  undertaken  by  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  With  one  exception,  no  debt  is  due  on  the 
school  buildings  contemplated  for  sale  to  developers  or 
civic  groups,  the  indebtedness  outstanding  being  largely 
for  heavy  equipment  purchases;  and 

Whereas,  With  the  stringencies  of  Proposition  2'/2 
limiting  tax  revenues  for  meeting  city  and  school  operating 
budgets,  a  source  of  additional  money  for  schools  would 
be  an  appropriate  solution;  and 

Whereas,  It,  therefore,  would  be  in  onder  to  amend  ex- 
isting statute  to  permit  direct  use  of  proceeds  from  sale 
of  surplus  school  structures  by  appropriation  of  a  limited 
sum  to  the  school  budget;  and

hoods of  the  city;  and 

Whereas,  In  recent  weeks  the  MBTA  has  indicated  that 
shortfalls  estimated  between  $81  and  $47  million  would 
require  subastantial  changes  in  the  design  and  scope  of 
the  project;  and 

Whereas,  Among  the  suggested  programmatic  changes 
are  proposals  to  cut  the  size  of  and  access  to  stations; 
eliminate  construction  of  pedestrian  bridges,  drain  grates 
and  elevators;  lower  the  quality  of  ventilation  systems; 
and  abandon  plans  to  build  a  500-car  garage  at  Forest 
Hills;  and 

Whereas,  Serious  questions  have  arisen  about  the  ac- 
tual amount  of  the  shortfall,  particularly  the  status  of  a 
$43-million  grant  from  the  Federal  Highway  Admin- 
istration through  the  state  Department  of  Public  Works; 
and 

Whereas,  Community  residents  in  the  South  End,  Rox- 
bury, and  Jamaica  Plain  have  stated  that  these  drastic  pro- 
gramatic  changes  in  the  Southwest  Corridor  Project  would 
constitute  a  violation  of  the  project's  Environmental  Im- 
pact Statement  (E.I.S.)  and  a  serious  breach  in  the 
MBTA's  commitment  to  involve  community  participation 
in  the  project  consistent  with  a  Memorandum  of  Agree- 
ment signed  September  4,  1974,  between  the  MBTA  and 
various  community  groups;  therefore,  be  it 

Ordered,  That  the  Council's  Committee  on 
Neighborhood  Services  conduct  a  neighborhood  hearing 
on  the  proposed  budget  cuts  and  programmatic  changes 
in  the  Southwest  Corridor  Project;  and  be  it  further 

Ordered,  That  representatives  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority,  the  state  Department  of  Public 
Works,  neighborhood  planners  for  the  City  of  Boston  and 
community  residents  be  invited  to  attend.

Couns.  LANGONE,  O'NEIL,  McDERMOTT,  and 
BOLLING  offered  the  following: 

Whereas,  The  Boston  City  Council  has  appropriated 
in  addition  to  the  annual  budgetary  appropriation,  the  sum 
of  $5.1  million  to  the  Boston  Fire  Department  for  the 
Fiscal  Year  1982;  and 

Whereas,  The  appropriation  was  conditional  upon  the 
Mayor  and  the  Administration  returning  100  of  the  fire 
fighters  who  have  been  terminated  because  of  lack  of 
money;  and 

Whereas,  These  funds  were  to  be  raised  in  the  current 
fiscal  year:  $3  million  from  the  Augmented  Fire  Service 
Charge  and  $2.5  million  from  the  Fire  Alarm  Charge;  and 
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Whereas,  The  Greater  Boston  Real  Estate  Board  has 
voted  to  challenge  the  Augmented  Fire  Service  Charge 
ordinance  which  levies  a  charge  on  buildings  which  would 
require  fire  standpipe  service  of  3,500  gallons  or  more 
per  minute  to  fight  a  fire  on  the  premises;  and 

Whereas,  As  a  result  of  this  announcement,  the  Mayor 
has  indicated  that  he  may  not  return  the  fire  fighters  un- 
til adjudication  of  this  suit,  which  may  take  some  time; 
and 

Whereas,  The  $2.5  million  can  be  legally  collected  in 
this  current  fiscal  year  towards  the  $5.1  million  appro- 
priation; and 

Whereas,  The  serious  depletion  of  manpower  has 
resulted  in  more  injuries  at  working  fires  with  consequent 
increase  in  the  number  of  men  injured  and  off-duty  on 
full  salary;  and 

Whereas,  The  lack  of  personnel  for  active  duty  has  re- 
quired use  of  overtime  to  the  extent  of  $450,000  each 
month,  a  factor  contributing  to  the  department's  projected 
deficit;  and

costs  by  restoring  laid-off  fire  fighters  and  enable  injured 
personnel  to  return  to  duty;  and

ORDER  FOR  PETITION  FOR  SPECIAL  LAW 
RE  FUNDING  LOAN  ACT  OF  1982 

The  following  was  received: 

City  of  Boston 
Office  of  the  Mayor 

March  16,  1982. 

To  the  City  Council. 
Dear  Councillors: 

I  Transmit  herewith  and  I  urge  you  to  adopt  as  soon 
as  possible  a  home  rule  petition  which  I  believe  will 
materially  assist  the  city  in  meeting  the  financial  crisis 
brought  about  in  large  part  by  the  assessing  cases  and  2  V2 . 

The  package  presented  will  not  surprise  you,  since  it 
contains,  as  it  should,  most  of  the  elements  of  the  bill 
which  you  approved  last  year.  The  authorization  to  borrow 
$75  million  to  pay  for  the  assessment  cases,  the  Parking 
Excise  and  Condo  Conversion  Excise,  together  with  re- 
forms of  internal  management  procedures,  are  largely  the 
result  of  months  of  debate  and  compromise  in  the  last 
year.  There  are  further  refinements  of  certain  aspects  of 
the  school  reforms  which  reflect  new  compromises  with 
interested  groups.  Finally,  as  a  result  of  the  work  of  the 
Assets  Committee,  in  which  your  Honorable  Body  has 
played  such  an  important  role,  I  have  included  some 
amendments  which  will  clarify  and  streamline  the  pro- 
cess for  disposing  of  surplus  city  assets  and  for  pro- 
ductively and  responsibly  using  the  proceeds  of  the  sale 
or  lease  of  the  assets. 


The  city  has  done  remarkably  well  in  the  past  year  in 
coping  on  at  least  a  minimal  level  with  the  unprecedented 
fiscal  crisis  that  exists.  Any  hope  for  continuing  to  do 
so  depends  on  our  willingness  to  develop  and  try  new 
ideas,  the  attached  home  rule  petition  reflects  some  ideas 
which  I  believe  should  be  tried.

Ordered.  That  a  petition  to  the  General  Court,  accom- 
panied by  a  bill  for  a  special  law  relating  to  the  City  of 
Boston  to  be  filed  with  an  attested  copy  of  this  order  be, 
and  hereby  is,  approved  under  clause  (1)  of  section  8  of 
article  2,  as  amended,  of  the  Amendments  to  the  Con- 
stitution of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  to  the 
end  that  legislation  be  adopted  providing  precisely  as 
follows,  except  for  clerical  errors  and  editorial  changes 
of  form  only: 

Section  1.  The  City  of  Boston,  for  the  purposes 
specified  in  section  4,  may  borrow,  at  one  time  or  from 
time  to  time  prior  to  June  30,  1983,  a  sum  in  the  aggregate 
not  exceeding  $75  million,  and  may  issue  and  sell  bonds, 
notes  and  other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  said  city 
therefor  as  provided  herein.  Bonds,  notes  and  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  may  be  issued  hereunder  by 
the  collector-treasurer  of  said  city  with  the  approval  of 
the  mayor,  and,  nothwithstanding  section  16  and  section 
19  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  may  be  issued  as 
serial  bonds  or  any  combination  thereof,  shall  mature  on 
such  date  or  dates  and  in  such  amounts,  may  be  redeem- 
able prior  to  their  maturity  at  the  option  of  the  city  with 
or  without  premium,  and  may  be  sold  in  such  manner, 
either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for  such  price  as  the 
collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
determine  to  be  reasonable  and  proper. 

Section  2.  Subject  to  section  16  of  chapter  44  of  the 
General  Laws,  bonds  and  notes  issued  under  this  act  shall 
bear  on  their  face  the  words,  City  of  Boston,  Funding 
Loan  Act  of  1982.  Each  issue  shall  constitute  a  separate 
loan  and  such  loans  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than 
ten  years  from  their  dates.  Debt  incurred  under  authority 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  included  in  determining  the  limit 
of  indebtedness  of  the  city  as  established  by  law,  but  shall, 
except  as  herein  provided,  be  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  provi- 
sions of  section  17  thereof  relative  to  temporary  loans 
in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes. 

Section  3.  In  addition  to  the  authority  provided  by  sec- 
tion 17  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  to  issue  notes 
in  anticipation  of  the  issue  of  bonds  and  notes,  the  city, 
acting  by  its  collector-treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the 
mayor,  may  enter  into  agreements  with  banks  or  trust 
companies,  within  or  without  the  Commonwealth, 
whether  in  the  form  of  lines  of  credits  or  other  banking 
arrangements,  for  the  making  by  the  city  from  time  to 
time  of  temporary  loans  in  anticipation  of  the  money  to 
be  derived  from  the  sale  of  bonds  and  notes  under  sec- 
tion 1  hereof  in  such  aggregate  principal  amounts  out- 
standing from  time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amount 
authorized  by  section  1 ,  as  the  collector-treasurer  may 
determine  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  Any  temporary 
loans  incurred  under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes, 
if  any  issued  to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed 
from  time  to  time,  provided  all  such  loans  and  renewals 
thereof  shall  be  payable  not  later  than  June  30,  1983.  Any 
agreement  entered  into  by  the  city  under  this  section,  and 
notes  of  the  city  if  any  issued  thereunder,  whether  in 
coupon  or  registered  form  or  payable  to  the  order,  shall 
be  signed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the 
city  and  countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans 
incurred  under  this  section  may.  in  the  discretion  of  the 
collector-treasurer  and  the  mayor,  provide  for  prepayment

at  any  time  with  or  without  premium  at  the  option  ot  the 
city,  and  may  bear  interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  the 
collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor, 
deem  proper,  including  rates  variable  from  time  to  time 
as  determined  by  such  index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other 
method  specified  in  such  agreement.  Any  such  agreement 
may  also  include  such  other  covenants  and  provisions  for 
protecting  and  enforcing  the  rights,  security  and  remedies 
of  the  lenders  as  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer  and  mayor,  be  reasonable  and  proper  and  not 
in  violation  of  law. 

Section  4.  All  proceeds  of  any  borrowing  authorized 
by  section  1  of  this  act,  after  payment,  unless  otherwise 
provided  for,  of  all  expenses  of  the  borrowing,  shall  be 
deposited  in  a  separate  fund  which  shall  be  set  up  on  the 
books  of  the  city  or  otherwise  established  pursuant  to  the 
trust  agreement,  if  any,  securing  such  borrowing,  and 
maintained  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  funds  and 
accounts  of  the  city.  Such  funds  shall  be  called  the  City 
of  Boston  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund.  Amounts 
deposited  in  such  fund  shall,  upon  written  direction  of 
the  collector-treasurer,  and  ratification  by  the  Dispropor- 
tion Assessment  Board  as  provided  in  section  5  of  this 
act,  but  without  furthur  authority,  be  used  for  no  pur- 
pose other  than  to  meet  refunds  and  other  recoveries  of 
real  property  taxes  after  payment,  including  interest  ac- 
crued thereon,  and  to  reimburse  the  treasury  of  the  city 
for  such  refunds  and  recoveries,  paid  by  the  city  after  June 
30,  1981  and  on  or  before  June  30,  1983  on  account  of 
abatements  of  taxes  assessed  by  the  assessors  of  the  city 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  198 1  and  all  years  prior 
thereto.  Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  amounts  deposited 
in  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund  shall  be  applied 
only  to  refunds  and  other  recoveries  of  taxes  arising  from 
abatements  granted  after  January  1 ,  1979  and  on  or  before 
June  30,  1983  pursuant  to  applications  for  abatements  or 
the  filing  or  settlement  of  appeals  before  the  appellate 
tax  board  on  account  of  a  claimed  disproportionate  assess- 
ment of  property;  provided  a  certificate  to  such  effect, 
signed  by  the  commissioner  of  assessing  of  the  city  and 
filed  with  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Board  pur- 
suant to  section  5  of  this  act  shall  be  conclusive  evidence 
of  the  proper  application  of  such  amounts.  Prior  to  ap- 
plication of  any  amounts  on  deposit  in  the  Dispropor- 
tionate Assess'ment  Fund  to  the  payment  of  or  reimburse- 
ment for  payment  of  any  refund  or  other  recovery  of  tax, 
the  collector-treasurer  shall  also  file  with  the  Dispropor- 
tionate Assessment  Board  as  provided  in  said  section  5. 
a  description  of  the  refund  to  be  granted,  the  address  of 
the  property,  the  owner  of  record,  the  amount  to  be  re- 
funded or  reimbursed,  the  date  the  abatement  was  granted 
and  the  date  or  proposed  date  of  payment  of  such  refund 
or  reimbursement.  No  more  than  twenty  days  after  the 
date  of  payment  of  any  refund  hereunder,  a  record  of  each 
such  refund,  including  the  address  of  the  property,  the 
amount  refunded,  the  date  the  abatement  was  granted, 
the  date  of  payment  of  such  refund  and  the  date  of  ratifica- 
tion of  such  payment  by  the  Disproportionate  Assessment 
Board  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  council  and  published 
in  the  City  Record. 

When  assessing  taxes  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1983  and  any  subsequent  year,  the  assessors  of  the 
city  shall  exclude  from  the  calculation  of  the  amount  re- 
quired to  be  assessed  under  section  23  of  chapter  59  of 
the  General  Laws  all  abatements  met  or  reimbursed  from 
amounts  borrowed  under  this  act. 

The  expenses  of  any  borrowing  made  under  authority 
of  section  I  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  from  the  proceeds 
of  such  borrowing  or  fiom  the  general  funds  of  the  city 
to  the  extent  not  otherwise  provided  for.  Income  earned 
on  investment  of  any  proceeds  of  such  borrowing  shall 
be  credited  to  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund  or 
with  the  approval  of  the  city  council  transferred  to  the 


general  fund  ot  the  city  to  be  used  solely  to  meet  payments 
of  principal  or  interest  on  debt  issued  under  authority  of 
section  1  of  this  act.  If  on  June  30,  1983,  any  amount 
borrowed  under  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act  remains 
unexpended  for  the  purposes  provided  herein,  such 
amount  shall  be  applied  without  further  appropriation  to 
the  payment  of  principal  and  interest  coming  due  in  the 
next  fiscal  year  on  debt  incurred  under  said  section.  Any 
amount  in  excess  of  such  principal  and  interest  shall  be 
transferred  to  the  general  fund  of  the  city  as  of  such  date, 
and  shall  be  applied,  without  further  appropriation,  to  the 
payment  of  principal  and  interest  coming  due  in  the  next 
fiscal  year  on  any  debt  of  the  city. 

The  auditor  of  the  city,  in  accordance  with  section  16 
of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws,  shall  annually  notify 
the  assessors  of  the  city  of  the  amount  of  debt  and  in- 
terest charges  matured  and  maturing  during  the  next  fiscal 
year  on  all  debt  of  the  city  incurred  under  section  1  of 
this  act  and  what  provision  if  any  has  been  made  for  the 
payment  of  such  debt  and  interest,  and  said  assessors  shall 
include  the  amount  of  such  debt  and  interest  not  other- 
wise provided  for  in  the  levy  of  that  year  notwithstand- 
ing any  limit  provided  by  law  on  the  total  taxes  assessable 
by  the  city  for  such  year;  provided  inclusion  of  any  such 
amount  in  the  levy  of  any  year  shall  not  operate  to  in- 
crease the  amount  otherwise  available  within  any  limits 
thereon  to  meet  other  appropriations  of  the  city. 

Section  5.  Upon  the  issuance  of  any  bonds,  notes  or 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  of  the  city  under  authority 
of  section  1  of  this  act,  a  Disproportionate  Assessment 
Board  shall  be  established  consisting  of  the  treasurer  and 
receiver-general,  the  secretary  of  administration  and  the 
commissioner  of  revenue  of  the  Commonwealth.  The 
Disproportionate  Assessment  Board  shall  be  solely  con- 
stituted and  empowered  to  ratify  disbursements  from  the 
Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund  as  provided  in  this  sec- 
tion. Upon  presentation  by  the  collector-treasurer  of  a  re- 
quest for  ratification  of  a  proposed  disbursement  from  the 
Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund,  the  board  shall  deter- 
mine if  all  certificates  and  information  required  to  be  filed 
with  the  board  by  section  4  of  this  act  with  respect  to 
disbursement  have  been  so  filed.  Within  twenty-one  days 
of  the  presentation  of  such  request,  the  board  shall  notify 
the  collector-treasurer  either  that  such  certificates  and  in- 
formation have  been  so  filed  and  that  the  proposed 
disbursement  is  therefore  ratified  or  that  the  required  in- 
formation and  certificates  have  not  been  filed,  specifically 
identifying  the  required  information.  The  board  shall  act 
on  any  request  of  the  collector-treasurer  not  so  ratified 
within  five  days  after  the  collector-treasurer  shall  file  with 
the  board  any  information  specified  by  the  board  to  be 
lacking.  If  the  board  shall  fail  to  act  on  a  request  of  the 
collector-treasurer  for  disbursement  from  the  Dispropor- 
tionate Assessment  Fund  with  twenty-one  days  of  presen- 
tation of  such  request,  or  within  five  days  of  filing  of  any 
lacking  information  as  aforesaid,  the  request  of  the 
collector-treasurer  shall  for  all  purposes  of  this  act  be 
deemed  ratified. 

Section  6.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary 
in  section  4  of  chapter  44  of  the  General  Laws  or  in  any 
other  general  or  special  law  heretofore  enacted,  the  City 
of  Boston,  when  authorized  by  vote  of  a  two-thirds  of 
all  the  city  councillors  passed  after  two  separate  readings 
and  by  two  separate  votes  taken  not  less  than  twenty-four 
hours  apart,  may  incur  debt  in  any  fiscal  year  for  tem- 
porary loans  in  anticipation  of  revenue,  as  defined  in  sec- 
tion 1  of  said  chapter  44,  of  such  fiscal  year  in  an  amount 
not  exceeding  the  total  tax  of  such  fiscal  year  or,  if  said 
levy  has  not  yet  been  established  by  the  assessors  of  the 
city,  not  exceeding  85  percent  of  the  total  tax  levy  of  the 
preceding  fiscal  year. 

Notes  issued  under  authority  of  this  section  may  be  sold 
in  such  manner,  either  at  public  or  private  sale,  and  for 
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such  price  as  the  collector-treasurer  may,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  mayor,  determine  to  be  reasonable  and  pro- 
per. Each  note  issued  under  authority  of  this  section  and 
any  renewal  thereof  shall,  notwithstanding  the  provisions 
of  chapter  717  of  the  acts  of  1957,  be  payable  no  later 
than  June  30,  of  the  year  in  which  such  note  or  renewal 
thereof  is  issued,  provided  that  notes  may  be  issued  or 
renewed  under  authority  of  this  section  after  May  31  in 
any  year,  payable  not  later  than  one  year  from  their  dates 
if  the  aggregate  amount  thereof  does  not  exceed  the  ag- 
gregate amount  remaining  unpaid  at  such  May  3 1  on  real 
and  personal  property  taxes  assessed  in  such  year  and  not 
included  in  a  tax  title  account. 

Section  7.  Pursuant  to  the  authority  provided  in  sec- 
tion 6  of  this  act  to  issue  notes  in  anticipation  of  the 
revenue  of  a  fiscal  year,  the  city,  acting  by  its  collector- 
treasurer  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  may  enter  into 
agreements  with  banks  or  trust  companies,  within  or 
without  the  Commonwealth,  whether  in  the  form  of  lines 
of  credits  or  other  banking  arrangements,  for  the  making 
by  the  city  from  time  to  time  of  temporary  loans  in  an- 
ticipation of  the  revenue  of  the  fiscal  year  in  which  such 
loans  are  made  in  such  principal  amounts  outstanding  from 
time  to  time,  not  exceeding  the  amounts  authorized  by 
the  city  council  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  section  6 
hereof,  at  the  collector-treasurer  may  determine  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor.  Any  temporary  loans  incurred 
under  authority  of  this  section,  and  notes,  if  any,  issued 
to  evidence  such  loans,  may  be  renewed  from  time  to 
time,  provided  all  such  loans  shall  be  payable  not  later 
than  the  dates  provided  in  said  section  6.  Any  agreement 
entered  into  by  the  city  pursuant  to  this  section,  and  notes 
of  the  city,  if  any,  issued  thereunder,  whether  in  coupon 
or  registered  form  or  payable  to  order,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  collector-treasurer  and  the  auditor  of  the  city  and 
countersigned  by  the  mayor.  Temporary  loans  incurred 
under  this  section  may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector- 
treasurer,  provide  for  prepayment  at  any  time  with  or 
without  premium  at  the  option  of  the  city  and  may  bear 
interest  at  such  rate  or  rates  as  the  collector-treasurer  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  proper,  including 
rates  variable  from  time  to  time  as  determined  by  such 
index,  banker's  loan  rate  or  other  method  specified  in  such 
agreement.  Any  such  agreement  may  also  include  other 
convenants  and  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforcing 
the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  lenders  as  may, 
in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  and  mayor  be 
reasonable  and  proper  and  not  in  violation  of  the  law. 

Section  8.  For  purposes  of  this  section  the  following 
words  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

"Operator,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section 
1  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  including  the  Com- 
monwealth and  political  subdivisions,  agencies  and 
authorities  thereof,  who,  whether  as  owner,  proprietor, 
lessee,  sublessee,  mortgagee,  concessionaire,  licensee  or 
otherwise,  receives  a  parking  fee  attributable  to  a  park- 
ing space. 

"Parking  facility,"  means  any  off-street,  open  or 
enclosed  area,  lot,  garage,  building  or  structure,  or  com- 
bination or  portion  thereof,  utilized  in  whole  or  in  part 
for  the  provision  of  unmetered,  off-street  parking  of  motor 
vehicles,  as  defined  in  section  1  of  chapter  90  of  the 
General  Laws,  including,  without  limitation,  facilities 
open  to  the  public  for  a  fee  and  facilities  provided  by  an 
employer  for  use  by  customers,  employees  or  licensees 
for  a  fee.  but  excluding  facilities  provided  or  leased 
primarily  to  occupants  of  a  residence  and  their  guests  on 
the  same  or  other  premises  for  use  only  in  connection  with 
and  as  an  accessory  to  the  occupancy  of  such  residence. 

"Parking  fee,"  means  the  total  consideration,  excluding 
the  excise  imposed  hereunder,  received  by  an  operator, 
whether  or  not  separately  stated  and  whether  or  not  paid 


by  the  user,  for  the  use  of  a  parking  space  by  a  user  or 
another  person. 

"Parking  space,"  means  that  portion  of  a  parking  facil- 
ity normally  allocated  to  a  single  motor  vehicle. 

"Transfer  of  the  right  of  use,"  includes,  without  limita- 
tion, any  transfer  of  title  or  possession,  or  both,  and  any 
exchange,  bailment,  license,  lease  or  rental,  conditional 
or  otherwise. 

"User,"  means  any  person,  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  obtains  the  use 
for  such  person  or  another  person  of  a  parking  space  for 
a  parking  fee. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the  con- 
trary, whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1 
of  this  act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  forty-fifth  day 
following  the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby 
imposed  upon  the  transfer  by  an  operator  of  the  right  of 
use  of  a  parking  space  located  on  or  in  any  parking  facility 
in  the  City  of  Boston  at  the  uniform  rate  of  15  percent 
of  the  parking  fee  for  such  parking  space. 

Notwithstanding  the  foregoing,  the  excise  provided  in 
this  section  shall  cease  to  be  imposed,  and  the  authority 
therefor  shall  expire,  when  all  bonds,  notes  or  other 
evidences  of  indebtedness  authorized  and  issued  under 
the  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act,  including  any  in- 
debtedness issued  to  refund  any  such  indebtedness,  shall 
be  paid  or,  if  earlier,  when  such  indebtedness  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  paid  under  any  trust  or  other  security 
agreement  securing  the  same,  or,  if  no  such  indebtedness 
shall  then  be  outstanding,  on  June  30,  1983.  Reimburse- 
ment for  the  excise  imposed  by  this  section  shall  be  paid 
by  the  user  to  the  operator,  and  each  operator  shall  add 
to  the  parking  fee  and  shall  collect  from  the  user  the  full 
amount  of  the  excise  imposed  by  this  section,  or  an 
amount  equal  as  nearly  as  possible  or  practicable  to  the 
average  equivalent  thereof,  provided  the  amount  of  such 
excise  need  not  be  stated  and  charged  separately  from 
the  parking  fee  or  shown  separately  on  any  record  thereof 
delivered  to  the  user  unless  otherwise  prescribed  by  law 
or  by  regulation  of  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  as 
hereinafter  provided.  The  amount  of  such  excise  shall  be 
a  debt  from  the  user  to  the  operator,  when  so  added  to 
the  parking  fee,  and  shall  be  recoverable  at  law  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  debts. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston,  and  all  forms 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 
shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions, not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when  reason- 
ably designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purposes  of  the 
provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  pro- 
per interpretation  of  such  provisions. 

The  collector-treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  and 
the  commissioner  of  revenue  with  a  copy  of  any  regula- 
tion proposed  to  be  prescribed  under  this  section  and  shall 
publish  such  proposed  regulation  in  the  City  Record.  Such 
regulation  shall  be  effective  twenty  days  after  the  date 
of  publication  unless  prior  thereto  the  city  council,  by 
a  majority  of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind  such 
regulation.  All  forms  and  regulations  shall  conform,  as 
far  as  practicable,  to  forms  and  regulations  issued  by  the 
commissioner  or  revenue  under  chapter  62C  of  the 
General  Laws  for  the  interpretation  and  enforcement  of 
the  provisions  of  chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws. 

On  or  before  the  twentieth  day  of  each  calendar  month 
every  operator  who  has,  during  the  preceding  calendar 
month,  made  any  transfer  of  the  right  of  use  of  a  parking 
space  on  which  an  excise  is  payable  under  this  section 
shall  file  a  return  with  the  collector-treasurer  in  such  form 
as  the  collector-treasurer  shall  prescribe  and  providing 
such  information  as  he  deems  necessary  for  the  computa- 
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tion  and  collection  of  the  excise  hereby  imposed,  and  shall 
remit  herewith  the  amount  of  the  excise  payable  for  such 
month.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  deposit  all  amounts 
so  collected  in  the  excise  fund  established  in  section  10 
of  this  act.  In  the  administration  and  enforcement  of  this 
section,  the  city,  acting  by  the  collector-treasurer,  shall 
have,  and  hereby  is  vested  with,  the  powers,  procedures 
and  remedies  provided  and  granted  to  the  commissioner 
of  revenue  by  chapter  62C  of  the  General  Laws  for  the 
administration  and  enforcement  of  the  tax  imposed  by  sec- 
tion 64H  of  the  General  Laws. 

Section  9.  For  purposes  of  this  section,  the  following 
words  shall,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires,  have 
the  following  meanings: 

"Applicant,"  any  person,  as  defined  in  section  1  of 
chapter  64H  of  the  General  Laws,  who  seeks  to  register 
a  master  deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  in  the  registry  of  deeds 
or  who  seeks  a  building  permit  for  the  construction  or 
alteration  of  a  structure  or  other  appurtenances  thereto 
on  one  or  more  lots  included  in  the  consolidation. 

"Condominium,"  "master  deed,"  and  "unit,"  shall 
have  the  meaning  given  such  words  by  chapter  183 A  of 
the  General  Laws. 

"Consolidation,"  means  the  consolidation  of  two  or 
more  lots,  as  shown  on  the  records  of  the  building  depart- 
ment of  the  city,  into  one  parcel  of  land  for  purposes  of 
construction  or  alteration  on  one  or  more  lots  in  such 
parcel  or  structures,  or  appurtenances  thereto,  for  which 
a  building  permit  is  required  to  be  granted  by  the  com- 
missioner of  said  department  in  accordance  with  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Massachusetts  state  building  code  or  chapter 
143  of  the  General  Laws. 

"Consolidation  plan,"  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  con- 
solidation, in  such  form  as  the  building  commissioner  of 
the  city  shall  prescribe,  showing  the  boundaries  of  each 
lot  in  such  consolidation  and  the  names  of  each  record 
owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other  information  as 
the  building  commissioner  of  the  city  may  reasonably  re- 
quire or  as  is  required  by  law  and  includes  a  site  plan 
as  provided  in  the  state  building  code. 

"Lot,"  means  an  area  of  land  in  one  ownership,  with 
definite  boundaries,  used  or  available  for  use,  as  the  site 
of  one  or  more  structures  as  defined  in  chapter  145  of 
the  General  Laws. 

"Subdivision,"  means  the  division  of  a  tract  of  land 
into  two  or  more  lots  and  includes  resubdi vision. 

"Subdivision  plan,"  means  a  plan  of  a  proposed  sub- 
division showing  the  boundaries  of  each  lot  to  be  created 
thereby,  the  record  owner  and  the  applicant  and  such  other 
information  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

"Registry  of  deeds,"  means  the  registry  of  deeds  of 
Suffolk  County  and,  when  appropriate,  included  the  land 
court. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  follow- 
ing the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby  im- 
posed upon  the  creation  of  any  condominium  or  subdivi- 
sion located  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  City  of  Boston  at 
the  uniform  rate  of  $500  for  each  unit,  in  excess  of  one 
unit,  in  the  condominium,  as  shown  by  the  master  deed, 
and  $500  for  each  lot  in  excess  of  two  lots,  in  the  sub- 
division as  shown  by  the  subdivision  plan.  Such  excise 
shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  excise  or  fee  payable 
under  any  other  provision  of  law  applicable  to  the  con- 
dominium or  subdivisions  or  the  recording  of  a  master 
deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  or  instrument  conveying  in- 
terest in  units  or  lots.  Payment  of  the  excise  imposed 
hereby  shall  be  made  by  the  applicant  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  prior  to  recording  any  master  deed 
or  subdivision  plan.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  deposit 
all  amounts  so  collected  in  the  excise  fund  established 
in  section  10  of  this  act,  or  if  such  fund  shall  have  been 
dissolved,  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city.  The  excise  im- 
posed under  this  section,  unless  paid  as  provided  herein, 


shall  with  all  incidental  charges  and  fees,  be  a  lien  on 
each  qrunit  or  lot  from  the  date  of  filing  of  the  master 
deed  and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  60, 
section  37  of  the  General  Laws  in  the  same  manner  as 
taxes  on  land. 

Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  section  1  of  this 
act  is  outstanding,  on  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  follow- 
ing the  effective  date  of  this  act,  an  excise  is  hereby  im- 
posed upon  the  creation  of  any  condominium  or  subdivi- 
sion located  in  whole  or  in  part  in  the  City  of  Boston  at 
the  uniform  rate  of  $500  for  each  unit,  in  excess  of  one 
unit,  in  the  condominium,  as  shown  by  the  master  deed, 
and  $500  for  each  lot  in  excess  of  two  lots,  in  the  sub- 
division as  shown  by  the  subdivision  plan.  Such  excise 
shall  be  in  addition  to  any  other  excise  or  fee  payable 
under  any  other  provision  of  law  applicable  to  the  con- 
dominium or  subdivisions  or  the  recording  of  a  master 
deed  or  a  subdivision  plan  or  instrument  conveying  in- 
terest in  units  or  lots.  Payment  of  the  excise  imposed 
hereby  shall  be  made  by  the  applicant  to  the  collector- 
treasurer  of  the  city  prior  to  recording  any  master  deed 
or  subdivision  plan.  The  collector-treasurer  shall  deposit 
all  amounts  so  collected  in  the  excise  fund  established 
in  section  10  of  this  act,  or  if  such  fund  shall  have  been 
dissolved,  in  the  general  fund  of  the  city.  The  excise  im- 
posed under  this  section,  unless  paid  as  provided  herein, 
shall  with  all  incidental  charges  and  fees,  be  a  lien  on 
each  unit  or  lot  from  the  date  of  filing  of  the  master  deed 
and  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  chapter  60,  sec- 
tion 37  of  the  General  Laws  in  the  same  manner  as  taxes 
on  land. 

The  administration  of  this  section  is  hereby  vested  in 
the  collector-treasurer  of  the  City  of  Boston  and  all  forms 
necessary  and  proper  for  the  enforcement  of  this  section 
shall  be  prescribed  and  furnished  by  the  collector- 
treasurer.  The  collector-treasurer  may  prescribe  regula- 
tions not  inconsistent  with  law,  to  carry  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  section,  which  regulations  when 
reasonably  designed  to  carry  out  the  intent  and  purpose 
of  the  provisions  hereof  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of 
the  proper  interpretation  of  such  provisions.  The  collector- 
treasurer  shall  furnish  the  city  council  and  the  commis- 
sioner or  revenue  with  a  copy  of  any  regulation  proposed 
to  be  prescribed  under  this  section  and  shall  publish  such 
proposed  regulation  in  the  City  Record.  Such  regulation 
shall  be  effective  twenty  days  after  the  date  of  publica- 
tion unless  prior  thereto  the  city  council,  by  majority  vote 
of  all  its  members,  shall  vote  to  rescind  such  regulation. 
All  remedies  provided  by  sections  35,  36,  and  37  of 
chapter  60  of  the  General  Laws  or  otherwise  provided 
by  law  shall  be  available  to  and  are  hereby  vested  in  the 
collector-treasurer  for  the  proper  administration  and  en- 
forcement of  this  section. 

Section  10.  Not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  effec- 
tive date  of  this  act,  the  collector-treasurer  of  the  city  shall 
set  up  on  the  books  of  the  city,  or  otherwise  established 
pursuant  to  the  trust  or  other  security  agreement,  if  any, 
securing  any  indebtedness  incurred  under  authority  of  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  act,  a  separate  fund  entitled  the  City  of 
Boston  Excise  Fund.  Such  fund  shall  be  maintained  as 
provided  in  this  act  by  the  collector-treasurer  or,  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  by  the  corporate  trustee  under  such 
trust  or  security  agreement.  All  receipts  from  the  excises 
established  under  section  8  and  9  of  this  act  shall  be 
deposited  in  the  excise  fund.  Except  as  otherwise  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  all  amounts  so  deposited  shall  be 
used  solely  to  pay  the  cost  of  administration  and  collec- 
tion of  said  excises,  under  such  supplementary  appropria- 
tion orders  as  the  mayor  may  submit  and  the  city  council 
approve  in  accordance  with  the  city  charter,  and  to  pay 
or  provide  for,  without  further  appropriation,  the  prin- 
cipal of  and  premium  and  interest  on  all  bonds,  notes  or 
other  evidences  of  indebtedness  issued  under  authority 
of  section  1  of  this  act  including  the  establishment  and 
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maintenance  of  such  reserves  therefor  as  may  be  provided 
for  in  any  trust  or  other  security  agreement  securing  the 
same  and  the  costs  of  administration  of  such  trust  or  other 
security  agreement.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  any  trust 
or  other  security  agreement  securing  indebtedness  incurred 
under  authority  of  section  1  of  this  act,  if  at  the  close  of 
any  fiscal  year  beginning  on  and  after  July  1,  1983  a 
balance  remains  in  the  excise  fund  after  payment  or  pro- 
vision for  all  such  cost  of  administration  and  collection, 
principal,  premium  and  interest  and  reserves,  such  balance 
shall,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer  with  the 
approval  of  the  mayor,  be  either  deposited  in  the  Dispro- 
portionate Assessment  Fund  created  under  section  5  of 
this  act  for  application  to  the  purposes  of  such  fund  or 
in  the  general  fund  of  the  city  to  be  applied  solely  to  the 
payment  of  debt  and  interest  maturing  and  becoming  due 
in  the  next  fiscal  year  on  any  debt  of  the  city .  The  excise 
fund  shall  be  dissolved  on  June  30,  1983  if  no  in- 
debtedness issued  under  the  authority  of  section  1  of  this 
act  shall  then  be  outstanding  or  otherwise  when  all  such 
indebtedness,  including  any  indebtedness  issued  to  refund 
any  such  indebtedness,  shall  be  paid  or,  if  earlier,  shall 
be  deemed  to  have  been  paid  within  the  meaning  of  any 
trust  or  other  security  agreement  securing  the  same.  Any 
balance  remaining  in  the  excise  fund  on  such  date  of 
dissolution  shall  be  deposited  in  the  general  fund  of  the 
city  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  debt  and  interest  on 
any  debt  of  the  city. 

Section  1 1 .  Notwithstanding  anything  in  section  5  of 
chapter717  of  the  acts  of  1957,  as  amended,  for  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  July  1 ,  1982  and  each  fiscal  year  thereafter, 
whether  or  not  any  loan  issued  under  authority  of  sec- 
tion 1  of  this  act  is  outstanding,  deductions  made  by  the 
assessors  of  the  city  under  clause  (a)  of  section  23  of 
chapter  59  of  the  General  Laws  on  account  of  estimated 
receipts  from  the  special  excise  taxes  authorized  by  sec- 
tion 8  and  9  hereof  may  be  made  up  to  such  amounts  as 
the  auditor  of  the  city  shall  estimate,  subject  to  approval 
of  the  commissioner  of  revenue. 

Section  12.  In  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the 
city  council,  any  debt  or  temporary  loan  incurred  under 
authority  of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  other  general 
or  special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may  be 
secured  by  one  or  more  trust  agreements  or  other  secur- 
ity agreements  between  the  city  and  a  corporate  trustee, 
which  may  be  any  trust  company  or  bank  having  the 
powers  of  a  trust  company  within  or  without  the  Com- 
monwealth, or  directly  between  the  city  and  the  lender 
of  such  debt  or  temporary  loan.  Any  such  trust  or  secur- 
ity agreement  shall  be  in  such  form  as  determined  by  the 
collector-treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  and 
shall  be  executed  by  the  collector-treasurer  and  city  auditor 
and  countersigned  by  the  mayor. 

Any  trust  or  security  agreement  directly  or  indirectly 
securing  debt  or  temporary  loans  incurred  under  author- 
ity of  this  act  or  under  authority  of  any  other  general  or 
special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  enacted  may,  in  addi- 
tion to  other  security  provided  by  law,  pledge  or  assign, 
and  may  create  a  security  interest,  in  whole  or  in  part, 
in  the  receipts  and  other  monies  held  or  to  be  received 
by  the  city  in  the  then  current  or  any  future  fiscal  year 
from  the  special  excise  taxes  authorized  by  section  8  and 
9  of  this  act  in  conformity  with  section  10  of  this  act  and 
from  any  other  tax  or  fee  heretofore  or  hereafter  imposed 
by  any  general  or  special  law  the  receipts  from  which  are 
payable  to  or  for  the  account  of  the  city  and  the  receipts, 
distributions  and  reimbursements  held  or  to  be  received 
by  the  city  in  the  fiscal  years  or  parts  thereof  during  which 
such  debt  or  loans  will  be  outstanding  from  the  Com- 
monwealth under  chapter  58  of  the  General  Laws  and 
under  any  other  local  reimbursement  or  assistance  pro- 
gram authorized  by  law,  including,  without  limitation, 


reimbursement  and  assistance  programs  described  in  sec- 
tion 25A  of  said  chapter  58  except  such  distributions  and 
reimbursements  as  are  required  by  law  to  be  specifically 
used  for  statutorily  defined  purposes.  Any  such  trust  or 
security  agreement  may  also  pledge  or  assign,  pending 
their  use  for  the  purposes  for  which  borrowed,  all  or  any 
part  of  the  proceeds  of  such  debt  or  temporary  loans  and 
may  contain  such  provisions  for  protecting  and  enforc- 
ing the  rights,  security  and  remedies  of  the  holders  of  such 
debt  or  temporary  loans  as  the  collector-treasurer  may, 
with  the  approval  of  the  mayor,  deem  reasonable  and  pro- 
per and  not  in  violation  of  law,  including,  without  limita- 
tion, provisions  defining  defaults  and  providing  for 
remedies  in  the  event  thereof  including  the  acceleration 
of  maturities,  provisions  establishing  reserves  for  the  pay- 
ment of  such  debt  or  loans  and  covenants  setting  forth 
the  duties  of,  and  limitations  on,  the  city  in  relations  to 
the  custody,  safeguarding,  investment  and  application  of 
the  proceeds,  receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  and 
other  monies  pledged  thereunder. 

In  addition  to  other  security  provided  herein  or  other- 
wise by  law,  in  the  discretion  of  the  collector-treasurer 
and  mayor,  when  authorized  by  majority  vote  of  the  city 
council,  debt  and  temporary  loans  incurred  by  the  city 
under  any  provision  of  this  act  or  under  any  other  general 
or  special  law  heretofore  or  hereafter  may  be  secured, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  by  letters  of  credit,  as  defined  in  article 
5  of  chapter  106  of  the  General  Laws,  issued  to  the  city 
by  any  bank,  trust  company  or  other  financial  institution, 
within  or  without  the  Commonwealth,  authorized  to  issue 
the  same,  and  the  city  may  pledge  or  assign,  and  may 
create  security  interests  in,  any  of  the  proceeds,  receipts, 
distributions,  reimbursements  or  other  monies  described 
in  this  section  as  security  for  the  reimbursement  by  the 
city  to  the  issuers  of  such  letters  of  credit  of  any  payments 
made  under  the  letters  of  credit. 

It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  trust  company  or- 
ganized under  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  to  act  as 
a  depository  or  trustee  of  any  proceeds,  receipts,  distribu- 
tions, reimbursements  or  other  monies  pledged  or  held 
under  any  trust  or  security  agreement  authorized  hereby 
including  the  Disproportionate  Assessment  Fund  and  the 
excise  fund  and  to  fiimish  such  indemnifying  bonds  or 
to  pledge  such  securities  and  issue  such  letters  of  credit 
as  may  be  requested  or  required  by  the  city.  All  expenses 
incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  such  trust  or 
security  agreement  or  in  obtaining  any  such  letters  of  credit 
may  be  treated  as  an  expense  of  borrowing  hereunder. 
Any  pledge  made  in  accordance  with  this  act  shall  be  valid 
and  binding  and  shall  be  deemed  continuously  perfected 
from  the  time  when  the  pledge  is  made,  the  proceeds, 
receipts,  distributions,  reimbursements  and  other  monies 
so  pledged  and  then  held  or  thereafter  received  by  the 
city  shall  immediately  be  subjected  to  the  lien  of  such 
pledge  without  any  physical  delivery  or  segregation 
thereof  or  further  act;  and  the  lien  of  such  pledge  shall 
be  valid  and  binding  against  all  parties  having  claims  of 
any  kind  in  tort,  contract  or  otherwise  against  the  city, 
irrespective  of  whether  such  parties  have  notice  thereof. 
No  trust  or  security  agreement  by  which  a  pledge  is  created 
need  be  filed  or  recorded  except  in  the  records  of  the  city 
kept  by  the  city  clerk,  and  no  filing  need  be  made  under 
the  Uniform  Commercial  Code. 

Section  13.  Whether  or  not  any  loan  authorized  by  this 
act  is  outstanding,  notwithstanding  any  contrary  general 
or  special  law,  including  but  not  limited  to  St.  1981,  c. 
351.  ss.  115-121: 

(a)  Section  2  of  chapter  263  of  the  acts  of  1929,  as 
most  recently  amended  by  chapter  253  of  the  acts  of  1973, 
is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  out  the  second 
paragraph  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following 
paragraph: 

The  commission  shall  also  have  exclusive  authority, 
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except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  to  adopt,  amend, 
alter  and  repeal  rules  and  regulations,  not  inconsistent 
with  general  law  as  modified  by  this  act,  relative  to 
vehicular  street  traffic  in  the  city,  and  to  the  movement, 
stopping,  standing  or  parking  of  vehicles  on,  and  their 
exclusion  from,  all  or  any  streets,  ways,  highways, 
roads  and  parkways,  under  the  control  of  the  city,  in- 
cluding rules  and  regulations  designating  any  way  or 
part  thereof  under  said  control  as  a  through  way  under 
and  subject  to  the  provisions  of  section  9  of  chapter 
89  of  the  General  Laws.  Such  rules  may  provide  for 
resident  parking  zones. 

The  commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking  in  the  City 
of  Boston  shall,  upon  the  written  request  of  the  fire  com- 
missioner of  the  City  of  Boston,  designate  certain  public 
ways  or  parts  thereof  as  fire  lanes.  Violation  of  said 
regulation  promulgated  by  the  commissioner,  in  accor- 
dance with  law,  shall  contain  a  fine  not  to  exceed  the 
maximum  fine  specified  in  the  second  paragraph  of  sec- 
tion 22A  of  chapter  40,  added  by  chapter  648  of  the 
acts  of  1977,  as  amended. 

(b)  Said  section  2  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  the  fourth  paragraph  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following  paragraph: 

The  commissioner  may  adopt,  amend  and  repeal  rules 
and  regulations  prescribing  a  penalty,  not  exceeding 
$40,  for  any  violation  of  a  rule  or  regulation  adopted 
under  this  section  or  promulgated  under  section  2B;  pro- 
vided that  no  penalty  in  excess  of  $15  shall  be  imposed 
except  by  ordinance,  and  further  provided  that  no 
penalty  shall  be  imposed  upon  any  disabled  veteran 
whose  vehicle  bears  the  distinctive  number  plate 
authorized  by  section  2  of  chapter  90  of  the  General 
Laws,  or  upon  any  handicapped  person  whose  vehicle 
displays  the  distinctive  number  plate  authorized  by  said 
section  2,  for  parking  such  vehicle  on  any  way  for  a 
longer  period  of  time  than  permitted  by  a  rule  or  regula- 
tion adopted  under  this  section  or  promulgated  under 
section  2B.  A  penalty  imposed  under  this  section  may, 
if  so  provided  in  the  regulation  imposing  the  penalty, 
be  increased  by  up  to  100  percent  if  it  remains  unpaid 
for  twenty -one  days  after  issuance  of  a  notice  of  a  viola- 
tion of  a  parking  regulation  as  provided  under  section 

4A. 

(c)  Said  chapter  263  is  hereby  further  amended  by  strik- 
ing out  section  4  and  substituting  therefor  the  follow- 
ing sections: 

Section  4.  In  the  City  of  Boston  the  mayor,  with  the 
approval  of  the  city  council,  shall  designate  or  appoint 
a  parking  clerk.  The  parking  clerk  shall  supervise  and 
coordinate  the  processing  of  parking  notices  in  the  City 
of  Boston.  The  parking  clerk  shall  have  the  authority, 
subject  to  appropriation,  to  hire  or  designate  such  per- 
sonnel as  may  be  necessary,  or  contract  for  such  ser- 
vices as  may  be  necessary,  to  implement  the  provisions 
of  this  section;  provided,  however,  that  such  positions 
shall  be  filled  in  the  City  of  Boston  by  granting 
preferences  to  persons  who  had  been  employees  of  the 
City  of  Boston  in  the  fire,  police  or  traffic  and  cross- 
ing guard  service,  and  all  such  positions  in  said  City 
of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  chapter  31 ,  and  in  no  case 
in  the  City  of  Boston  shall  the  amount  appropriated  for 
personnel  costs  exceed  5  percent  of  the  total  amount 
of  receipts  collected  by  the  parking  clerk  in  the  previous 
fiscal  year. 

Section  4A.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  police  of- 
ficer, and  every  person  or  persons  assigned  such  re- 
sponsibility, who  takes  cognizance  of  a  violation  of  any 
provision  of  any  rule,  regulation,  order,  ordinance  or 
bylaw  regulating  the  parking  of  motor  vehicles 
established  for  the  City  of  Boston,  forthwith,  to  give 
the  offender  a  notice,  which  shall  be  in  tag  form  as  pro- 
vided in  this  section,  to  appear  before  the  parking  clerk 


at  any  time  during  regular  office  hours,  not  later  than 
twenty-one  days  after  the  date  of  such  violation.  All 
tags  shall  be  prepared  in  triplicate  and  shall  be 
prenumbered. 

iaid  tag  shall  be  atttxed  to  the  motor  vehicle  and  shall 
contain,  but  shall  not  be  limited  to,  the  following  in- 
formation: The  registration  number  of  the  motor  vehicle 
involved,  the  date,  time  and  place  and  specific  offense 
charged  and,  if  a  meter  violation,  the  number  of  said 
meter,  the  name  and  badge  number  of  the  officer  or 
employee  issuing  the  ticket  and  his  division,  a  schedule 
of  established  fines,  instructions  for  the  return  of  the 
tag,  and  a  notice  which  reads  as  follows:  This  notice 
may  be  returned  by  mail,  personally  or  by  an  authorized 
person.  A  hearing  may  be  obtained  upon  the  written 
reguest  of  the  registered  owner.  Failure  to  obey  this 
notice  within  twenty-one  days  after  the  date  of  viola- 
tion may  result  in  the  nonrenewal  of  the  license  to  drive 
and  the  registration  of  the  registered  owner. 

At  or  before  the  completion  of  each  tour  of  duty,  the 
officer  or  employee  shall  give  to  his  commanding  of- 
ficer those  copies  of  each  notice  of  such  violation  taken 
cognizance  of  during  such  tour.  Said  commanding  of- 
ficer shall  retain  and  safely  preserve  one  of  such  copies 
and  shall  at  a  time  no  later  than  the  beginning  of  the 
next  business  day  of  the  City  of  Boston  after  receipt 
of  such  notice,  deliver  another  of  such  copies  to  the 
parking  clerk  before  whom  the  offender  has  been 
notified  to  appear.  The  parking  clerk  shall  maintain  a 
docket  of  all  such  notices  to  appear. 

Any  person  notified  to  appear  before  the  parking 
clerk,  as  provided  herein,  may  appear  before  such  park- 
ing clerk,  or  his  designee,  and  confess  the  offense 
charged,  either  personally  or  through  an  agent  duly 
authorized  in  writing  or  by  mailing  to  such  parking  clerk 
the  notice  accompanied  by  the  fine  provided  therein 
such  payment  to  be  made  only  by  postal  note,  money 
order  or  check  made  out  to  the  parking  clerk.  Payment 
of  the  fine  established  shall  operate  as  a  final  disposi- 
tion of  the  case.  Notice  affixed  to  a  motor  vehicle  as 
provided  in  this  section,  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient 
notice,  and  a  certificate  of  the  officer  affixing  such 
notice  that  it  has  been  affixed  thereto  in  accordance  with 
this  section,  shall  be  deemed  prima  facie  evidence 
thereof  and  shall  be  admissible  in  any  judicial  or  ad- 
ministrative proceeding  as  to  the  facts  contained  therein. 

Section  4B.  Parking  violations  which  remain  unpaid 
after  the  exhaustion  of  the  administrative  procedures 
available  to  the  violator,  shall  constitute  accounts  owed 
to  the  city  and  shall  be  collected  by  the  collector- 
treasurer  as  such  in  accordance  with  applicable  laws. 

If  a  person  charged  with  a  violation  of  a  parking 
regulation  appears  and  requests  a  hearing  before  the 
expiration  of  the  twenty-first  day  from  the  date  of  is- 
suance of  said  parking  violation  notice,  the  parking  clerk 
shall  forthwith  schedule  the  matter  before  a  person  re- 
ferred to  as  a  hearing  officer,  said  hearing  officer  to 
be  the  parking  clerk  or  such  other  person  or  persons 
as  the  parking  clerk  may  designate.  Written  notice  of 
the  date,  time  and  place  of  said  hearing  shall  be  sent 
by  first  class  mail  to  the  registered  owner.  Said  hear- 
ing shall  be  informal,  the  rules  of  evidence  shall  not 
apply  and  the  decision  of  the  hearing  officer  shall  be 
final  subject  to  judicial  review  as  provided  by  section 
14  of  chapter  30A. 

Section  4C.  Proceedings  under  section  4B,  4C  and 
4D  of  this  section,  shall  not  be  deemed  criminal.  If  any 
person  fails  to  pay  any  parking  violation  notice  within 
twenty-one  days  of  fails  to  appear  in  accordance  with 
said  hearing  notice  the  parking  clerk  shall  notify  the 
registrar  of  motor  vehicles  who  shall  place  the  matter 
on  record  and  not  renew  the  license  to  operate  motor 
vehicle  of  the  registered  owner  of  the  vehicle  or  the 
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registration  of  said  vehicle  until  after  notice  from  the 
parking  clerk  that  the  matter  has  been  disposed  of  in 
accordance  with  law.  Upon  such  notification  to  the 
registrar,  and  additional  $5  charge,  payable  to  the 
registrar  of  motor  vehicles,  shall  be  assessed  against 
the  registered  owner  of  said  vehicle.  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  parking  clerk  to  notify  the  registrar  forthwith  that 
such  case  has  been  so  disposed  of  in  accordance  with 
law,  provided,  however,  that  a  certified  receipt  of  full 
and  final  payment  from  the  parking  clerk  shall  also  serve 
as  legal  notice  to  the  registrar  that  said  violation  has 
been  disposed  of. 

The  parking  violation  notice  provided  herein  shall 
be  printed  in  such  form  as  the  registrar  of  motor  vehicles 
may  approve.  The  parking  clerk  shall  distribute  such 
notices  to  the  commissioner  of  the  police  department 
or  his  designee,  or  the  commissioner  of  traffic  and  park- 
ing or  his  designee,  upon  request,  and  shall  take  a 
receipt  therefor.  The  registrar  shall  approve  such  other 
forms  as  he  deems  appropriate  to  implement  this  sec- 
tion, and  said  forms  shall  be  printed  and  used  by  the 
City  of  Boston. 

Section  4D.  If  any  person  shall  have  failed  to  ap- 
pear in  accordance  with  five  or  more  parking  violation 
notices,  notwithstanding  any  notification  to  the  registrar, 
the  parking  clerk  may  notify  the  commissioner  of  police 
of  his  designee  or  commissioner  of  traffic  and  parking 
or  his  designee  that  the  vehicle  involved  in  said  multi- 
ple violations  should  be  removed  and  stored,  or  other- 
wise immobilized  by  a  mechanicsal  device,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  registered  owner  of  said  vheilce  until  such 
time  as  the  matter  has  been  disposed  of  in  accordance 
with  law. 

As  used  in  this  section,  the  words  "motor  vehicle" 
shall  so  far  as  apt  include  trailer,  semi-trailer  and  semi- 
trailer unit. 

The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  apply  to  viola- 
tions of  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  use  of  parking 
areas  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Courthouse 
Commission. 

Section  4E.  In  the  City  of  Boston,  whenever  there 
are  outstanding  against  the  registered  owner  of  a  motor 
vehicle  more  than  five  unpaid  parking  violations  and 
the  owner  has  appeared  before  the  parking  clerk  in  ac- 
cordance with  law,  said  owner  may  apply  to  the  clerk 
of  the  division  of  the  district  or  municipal  court  hav- 
ing jurisdiction  to  have  the  matter  of  these  alleged  viola- 
tions treated  criminally,  and  the  district  or  municipal 
court  shall  take  jurisdiction  of  the  matter.  Said  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  matter  may  conduct  a  hear- 
ing only  upon  written  notification  to  the  parking  clerk 
ten  days  prior  to  said  hearing.  The  matter  shall  thereafter 
be  deemed  criminal  and  the  procedures  established  for 
criminal  cases  be  followed,  provided,  however  that  the 
provisions  of  the  second  and  third  paragraphs  of  sec- 
tion 35 A  of  chapter  218  shall  not  apply  to  such  cases. 
Any  such  fines  imposed  by  the  court  shall  not  exceed 
double  the  maximum  fine  provided  for  in  the  City  of 
Boston.  Said  fine  imposed  by  the  court  shall  be  paid 
back  to  the  City  of  Boston. 

Section  4F.  The  City  of  Boston,  may  by  ordinance, 
amend,  modify  or  revise  the  provisions  of  section  4B, 
4C  and  4D  herein  regarding  hearing  notifications,  hear- 
ing adjudication,  and  enforcement  monitoring,  except 
that  requirements  of  compliance  with  general  or  other 
special  law  may  not  be  revised  to  lessen  any  such  re- 
quirements of  compliance. 

Section  4G.  The  parking  clerk  may  contract  with 
other  municipalities  and  with  the  Massachusetts  port 
authority,  for  the  collection  and  adjudication  of  park- 
ing violations,  in  which  event  the  parking  clerk  shall 
have  authority  to  do  so,  in  like  manner  as  those  col- 
lected and  adjudicated  hereunder,  notwithstanding  any 
contrary  provision  of  law. 


Section  14.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor, 
subject  to  confirmation  by  the  city  council,  an  audit  com- 
mittee of  five  members,  all  residents  of  the  City  of  Boston, 
whose  members  shall  serve  for  five  years,  except  that  of 
those  first  appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term 
of  five  years,  another  for  four  years,  another  for  three 
years,  another  for  two  years,  and  another  for  one  year. 
Members  shall  serve  without  compensation  but  may  be 
reimbursed  for  expenses  necessarily  incurred,  and  shall 
be  deemed  special  municipal  employees  for  the  purposes 
of  chapter  268A  of  the  General  Laws. 

The  city  shall  retain  the  services  of  an  independent, 
certified  public  accounting  firm  which  annually  audit  the 
accounts  of  the  city.  The  audit  committee  shall  monitor 
the  progress  of  such  audit  and  shall  meet  with  the  ac- 
counting firm  at  least  quarterly.  The  said  committee  shall 
review  the  recommendations  of  the  firm  and  shall  pre- 
sent to  the  mayor  and  city  council  such  recommendations 
as  it  may  have. 

Section  15.  Section  3  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  section  10  of  chapter  642 
of  the  acts  of  1966  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking 
out  said  section  3  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing section: 

Section  3.  All  appropriations,  excepting  those  for 
school  purposes,  to  be  met  from  taxes,  revenue  or  any 
source  other  than  loans,  shall  originate  with  the  mayor. 
The  mayor,  not  later  than  the  second  Wednesday  on 
April  of  each  year,  shall  submit  to  the  city  council  the 
annual  budget  of  the  current  expenses  of  the  city  and 
county  for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year,  and  may  sub- 
mit thereafter  such  supplementary  appropriation  orders 
as  he  may  deem  necessary.  The  city  council  may  reduce 
or  reject  any  item  but,  except  upon  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  mayor,  shall  not  increase  any  item  in,  nor 
the  total  of,  a  budget,  nor  add  any  item  thereto,  nor 
shall  it  originate  a  budget.  Not  later  than  the  second 
Wednesday  in  June,  the  city  council  shall  take  definite 
action  on  the  annual  budget  by  adopting,  reducing  or 
rejecting  it,  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to  do, 
the  items  and  the  appropriation  orders  in  the  budget  as 
recommended  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if  for- 
mally adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by  the 
mayor.  The  city  council  shall  take  definite  action  on 
any  supplementary  appropriation  order  and  any  order 
for  a  transfer  of  appropriations  by  adopting,  reducing 
or  rejecting  it  within  thirty  days  after  it  is  filed  with 
the  city  clerk;  and  in  the  event  of  their  failure  so  to 
do,  such  supplementary  appropriation  order  or  transfer 
as  submitted  by  the  mayor  shall  be  in  effect  as  if 
formally  adopted  by  the  city  council  and  approved  by 
the  mayor.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city  and  county 
officials  when  requested  by  the  mayor,  to  submit  to  the 
mayor  forthwith  in  such  detail  as  the  mayor  may  re- 
quire estimates  for  the  next  fiscal  year  of  the  expendi- 
tures of  the  department  or  office  under  their  charge, 
which  estimates  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city  council. 
Section  16.  Section  17F  of  chapter  452  of  the  acts  of 
1948,  as  inserted  by  chapter  376  of  the  acts  of  1951,  is 
hereby  amended  by  inserting  after  the  second  sentence, 
the  following: 

"Specific  information,"  as  used  in  this  section,  shall 
include  any  and  all  records,  other  than  those  exempt 
from  disclosure  under  chapter  4,  section  77,  clause  26 
of  the  General  Laws,  within  the  control  of  any  executive 
department  or  agency  of  the  city,  including,  when 
within  the  control  of  the  mayor,  the  Boston  water  and 
sewer  commission  and  the  Boston  redevelopment 
authority ,  whether  the  information  is  in  printed  or  elec- 
tronic form.  For  the  purpose  of  enforcing  this  section, 
the  city  council  shall  have  standing  to  request  a  justice 
of  the  superior  court  department  of  the  trial  court  of 
the  Commonwealth  to  issue  appropriate  orders  to 
compel  compliance  with  this  section. 
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Section  17.  Section  16  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of 
1909  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the  first  sentence 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following. 

No  official  of  said  city  or  county  except  in  case  of 
extreme  emergency  involving  the  health  or  safety  of 
the  people  of  their  property  shall  expend  intentionally 
in  any  fiscal  year  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  appropria- 
tions duly  made  in  accordance  with  law,  nor  involve 
the  city  in  any  contract  for  the  future  payment  of  money 
in  excess  of  such  appropriations,  except  as  provided 
in  section  6  of  this  act.  Any  official  who  violates  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  be  personally  liable  to 
the  city  for  any  amounts  expended  intentionally  in  ex- 
cess of  an  appropriation  to  the  extent  the  city  does  not 
recover  such  amounts  from  the  person  to  whom  paid. 
The  trial  court  of  the  Commonwealth  or  a  single  justice 
of  the  supreme  judicial  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  to 
adjudicate  claims  brought  by  the  city  hereunder  and  to 
order  such  equitable  relief  as  the  court  may  find  ap- 
propriate to  prevent  further  violations  of  this  section. 
Section  18.  On  or  before  August  first  of  each  year,  or 
within  ten  days  after  the  approval  of  the  city  council  and 
the  mayor  of  the  annual  appropriation  order  for  such  fiscal 
year,  whichever  shall  occur  later,  the  city  or  county  of- 
ficial in  charge  of  departments  or  agencies,  including  the 
superintendent  of  schools  for  the  school  department,  shall 
submit  to  the  city  auditor,  with  a  copy  to  the  city  clerk, 
in  such  form  as  the  city  auditor  may  prescribe,  an  allot- 
ment schedule  of  the  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  included  in  said  budget,  indicating  the  amounts 
to  be  expended  by  the  department  or  agency  for  such  pur- 
poses during  each  of  the  fiscal  quarters  of  said  fiscal  year. 

The  allotment  specified  by  the  school  department  for 
the  first  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not  exceed 
20  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  personnel 
categories  for  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment  specified 
for  any  one  of  the  remaining  three  quarters  may  not  ex- 
ceed in  such  quarter  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriation. 

The  allotment  specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and 
agencies,  except  for  the  school  department,  for  either  the 
first  or  second  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  may  not 
exceed  30  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  per- 
sonnel categories  in  said  fiscal  year,  and  the  allotment 
specified  for  each  of  the  departments  and  agencies,  ex- 
cept for  the  school  department,  for  both  the  third  and 
fourth  fiscal  quarter  in  each  fiscal  year  mat  not  be  less 
than  2 1  percent  of  the  total  appropriations  of  all  person- 
nel categories  in  said  fidcal  year. 

Whenever  the  city  auditor  determines  that  any  depart- 
ment or  agency,  including  the  school  department,  will 
exhaust  or  has  exhausted  its  quarterly  allotment  and  any 
amounts  unexpended  in  previous  quarters,  he  shall  give 
notice  in  writing  to  such  effect  to  the  department  head, 
the  mayor  and  the  city  clerk,  who  shall  transmit  the  same 
to  city  council. 

The  mayor,  within  seven  days  after  receiving  such 
notice,  shall  determine  whether  to  waive  or  enforce  such 
allotment.  If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  waived  or 
not  enforced,  as  provided  above,  the  department  or  agency 
head  shall  reduce  the  subsequent  quarters'  allotment  ap- 
propriately. If  the  allotment  for  such  quarter  is  enforced 
or  not  waived,  thereafter  the  department  shall  terminate 
all  personnel  expenses  for  the  remainder  of  such  quarter. 
All  actions,  notices,  and  decisions  provided  for  in  this 
section  shall  be  transmitted  to  the  city  council  and  the 
city  clerk  within  seven  days. 

No  personnel  expenses  earned  or  accrued,  within  any 
department,  shall  be  charged  to  or  paid  from  such  depart- 
ment's or  agency's  allotment  of  a  subsequent  quarter 
without  approval  by  the  mayor,  except  for  subsequently 
determined  retroactive  compensation  adjustments.  Ap- 
proval of  a  payroll  for  payment  of  wages,  or  salaries  or 
other  personnel  expenses  which  would  result  in  an  ex- 
penditure in  excess  of  the  allotment  shall  be  a  violation 


by  the  department  or  agency  head  including  the  super- 
intendent of  schools  of  section  16  of  chapter  486  of  the 
acts  of  1909  as  amended.  If  the  continuation  of  opera- 
tions is  not  approved  in  a  quarter  where  a  department  has 
exhausted  the  quarterly  allotment  or  allotments  as 
specified  above,  or,  in  any  event,  if  a  department  has  ex- 
ceeded its  entire  appropriation  for  a  fiscal  year,  the  city 
shall  have  no  obligation  to  pay  any  personnel  cost  or  ex- 
pense arising  after  such  allotment  or  appropriation  has 
been  exhausted.  Notwithstanding  any  special  or  general 
law  to  the  contrary,  every  collective-bargaining  agree- 
ment entered  into  by  the  city,  the  school  department,  or 
the  county  shall  be  subject  to  and  shall  expressly  incor- 
porate the  provisions  of  this  section. 

To  insure  that  the  overall  city  and  county  spending  pro- 
gram remains  in  balance,  the  mayor  may  reallocate  no 
more  than  $3  million  of  nonpersonnel  appropriations  other 
than  school  appropriations  during  a  fiscal  year  to  other 
departmental  purposes  provided  that  in  no  department 
from  which  appropriations  have  been  reallocated  in  ac- 
cordance with  this  section  shall  any  transfer  be  made  under 
s.  3B  of  chapter  486  of  the  acts  of  1909  from  personal 
services  to  nonpersonal  services,  except  with  the  approval 
of  the  city  council,  if  such  transfer  would  require  the  layoff 
of  departmental  personnel,  who  have  been  permanently 
appointed  to  a  position  in  the  department  under  the  pro- 
visions of  chapter  31  of  the  General  Laws.  No  realloca- 
tion may  be  made  under  this  section  after  April  15th  in 
any  fiscal  year. 

Section  19.  Except  as  provided  by  section  38  of  chap- 
ter 71,  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  school  depart- 
ment of  the  City  of  Boston  shall  be  subject  to  the  residency 
ordinances  of  said  city  as  the  same  are  now  in  effect  or 
from  time  to  time  may  be  amended. 

Section  20.  (a)  Chapter  23 1  of  the  acts  of  1906  is  hereby 
amended  by  striking  out  in  the  first  paragraph  of  section 
1,  as  most  recently  amended  by  section  I  of  chapter  333 
of  the  acts  of  1978,  everything  after  the  first  two  sentences 
and  by  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following  new 
paragraph: 

The  superintendent  shall  receive  as  compensation  in 
full  for  all  services  rendered  to  the  city  the  sum  of 
$50,000  or  such  greater  amount  as  may  be  fixed  by 
ordinance  with  the  approval  of  the  mayor.  The  school 
committee  may  remove  the  superintendent  for  just  cause 
by  a  vote  of  three-fifths  of  the  members  after  proper 
notice  and  public  hearing.  The  superintendent  shall  have 
at  least  a  master's  degree  in  education  and  shall  have 
at  least  five  years  finance  or  administrative  experience. 
The  superintendent  shall  upon  taking  employment  be. 
and  during  such  employment  remain,  a  resident  of  the 
City  of  Boston  as  the  term  resident  may  be  defined  by 
ordinance.  Failure  to  maintain  such  residence  shall  be 
deemed  a  voluntary  termination  of  employment.  Any 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  superintendent  shall  be  fil- 
ed by  the  school  committee  for  the  unexpired  term  with 
a  person  qualified  in  all  respects  for  the  office, 
(b)  Said  chapter  231  is  hereby  further  amended  by  in- 
serting after  the  first  paragraph  of  section  1  thereof  the 
following  paragraph: 

The  superintendent  shall  be  the  appointing  author- 
ity for  the  puposes  of  appointment,  removal,  and  de- 
motion of  all  persons  employed  by  the  school  depart- 
ment, provided  that  the  superintendent  shall  designate 
an  impartial  hearing  officer  to  conduct  a  hearing  if  re- 
quired by  General  Laws  chapter  71  section  42  or42A 
and  provided  further  that  any  person  so  removed  or 
demoted  after  a  hearing  may  be  reinstated  upon  four- 
fifths  vote  of  the  school  committee  unless  the  grounds 
for  such  removal  or  demotion  is  lack  of  funds  or  lack 
or  work.  Provided  also,  however,  that  the  superinten- 
dent of  schools  shall  have  no  power  of  appointment  of 
a  president,  vice-president,  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the 
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school  committee  or  of  a  person  to  serve  on  the  board 
of  trustee  of  the  teachers  retirement  fund  or  the  board 
of  trustees  of  the  permanent  school  pension  fund,  or 
one  administrative  assistant  and  one  secretary  for  each 
committee  member. 

Notwithstanding  any  general  or  special  law  to  the 
contrary,  no  contract  made  by  the  school  committee 
shall  be  binding  on  the  city  without  having  been  ap- 
proved in  writing  by  the  superintendent  and  otherwise 
conforms  to  the  requirements  of  the  city  charter.  The 
school  committee  may  delegate  to  the  superintendent 
the  authority  to  make  on  behalf  of  the  committee  and 
without  further  approval  of  the  committee,  contracts 
or  amendments  to  contracts,  subject  to  requirements 
of  special  and  general  contract  law  for  the  purchase  or 
rental  of  goods  or  supplies,  leases  of  property  and  for 
professional  or  other  services.

The  superintendent  shall  submit  to  the  committee  for 
appropriation  the  annual  budget  of  the  school  depart- 
ment for  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year  no  later  than  the 
second  Monday  in  February  prior  to  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year.  The  school  committee  may  adopt,  re- 
ject or  reduce  or  increase  any  item  subject  to  chapter

Section  2  of  chapter  224  of  the  acts  of  1936, 
as  most  recently  amended  by  chapter  583  of  the  acts  of 
1970  is  hereby  further  amended  by  striking  said  section 
inists  entirety  and  substituting  therefor  the  following: 
Section  2.  (1)  The  school  committee,  by  vote  of  at 
least  four-fifths  of  all  its  members,  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays,  may  make  appropriations  as  follows: 

(A)  For  the  alteration  and  repair  not  including 
maintenance  or  preventive  maintenance  of  school 
buildings  and  for  furniture,  fixtures,  and  means  of 
escape  in  case  of  fire,  and  for  fire  protection  of  existing 
buildings  and  for  improving  existing  school  yards:  for 
the  fiscal  year  beginning  July  I,  1982:  $5,000,000. 
(i)  For  fiscal  years,  the  school  committee,  by  a  like

(i)  For  subsequent  fiscal  years,  the  school  com- 
mittee, by  a  like  vote,  may  appropriate  up  to  the  same 
amount  as  was  appropriated  by  the  school  commit- 
tee for  the  immediately  preceding  fiscal  year  for  such 
purposes,  unless  such  appropriation  is  by  its  terms 
excluded  from  the  calculation  established  herein. 
(2)  On  or  before  the  first  Monday  in  March  of  each 
year,  the  city  auditor  shall  certify  to  the  school  com- 
mittee the  amount  available  for  appropriation  for  the 
forthcoming  fiscal  year  as  calculated  in  paragraph  1 .

During  the  fiscal  years  ending  June  30,  1982  and  June 
30,  1983  the  City  of  Boston  shall  maintain  in  the  Boston 
police  department  and  Boston  fire  department,  either  in 
active  service,  training  or  recruitment,  no  fewer  uniformed 
employees  than  are  on  the  respective  departmental  payrolls 
twenty  days  after  the  effective  date  of  this  act  including 
all  uniformed  employees  reinstated  to  active  service  and 
on  such  payrolls  on  such  date  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  this  section.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  an  employee 
of  either  department  from  being  placed  in  injured  leave 
under  the  provisions  of  chapter  41,  1 1 1 F.  The  mayor  shall 
annually  request  and  the  city  council  shall  annually  ap- 
propriate sufficient  amounts  to  the  respective  departments 
to  cover  the  costs  imposed  by  this  section,  but  nothing 
in  this  section  shall  be  construed  to  permit  the  officers 
in  charge  of  said  department  to  expend  funds  in  excess 
of  available  appropriations  in  violation  of  the  city  charter. 

Section  26  The  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  deemed 
to  provide  an  additional,  alternative  and  complete  method 
for  the  doing  of  things  authorized  hereby  and  shall  be 


deemed  and  construed  to  be  supplemental  and  additional 
to,  and  not  in  derogation  of,  powers  conferred  on  the  ci- 
ty by  law,  provided,  however,  that  insofar  as  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  are  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
any  general  or  special  law,  ordinance,  or  regulation,  the 
provisions  hereof  shall  be  controlling. 

Section  27.  If  any  provision  hereof  shall  be  held  in- 
valid in  any  circumstances,  such  invalidity  shall  not  af- 
fect any  other  provisions  or  circumstances. 

Section  28.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
except  that  the  provisions  of  section  21  as  to  the  enforce- 
ment or  waiver  of  allotments  shall  be  in  effect  only  with 
respect  to  quarters  ending  forty-five  days  or  more  after 
the  passage  of  this  act,  and  an  allotment  schedule  must 
be  submitted  as  provided  within  fifteen  days  of  the  ef- 
fective date  of  this  act.

NORTH  END 

Traffic  and  Parking  Department  Files 
Charges  Against  Offenders. 

Traffic  and  Parking  Commissioner 
ohn  Vitagliano  announced  that  the  city 
as  charged  three  persons  with  using 
audulent  North  End  resident  parking 
tickers. 

Charged  with  the  misdemeanor  are 
ommy  Robson.  197  Lynnfield  Street. 


Peabody;  Maria  Damico,  789  Saratoga 
Street,  East  Boston;  and  Patricia  Ser- 
recchia,  4  Pine  Glen  Road,  North 
Reading.  The  defendants  are  scheduled 
to  appear  in  Boston  Municipal  Court  on 
December  7. 

They  were  cited  by  special  officers  of 
the  Traffic  and  Parking  Department  on 
Monday.  The  department  initiated  a 
probe  on  November  19,  after  receiving 
reports  that  phony  resident  parking 
stickers  for  the  North  End  were  being 
sold  for  $75  to  $100  each. 

A  resident  parking  sticker  program  for 
the  neighborhood  was  launched  on 
November  1  to  provide  parking  spaces 
for  residents  and  improve  parking  and 
traffic  conditions  in  the  area.  Some 
1 ,800  legitimate  parking  permit  stickers 
have  been  issued  to  date.  To  be  eligi- 
ble for  a  sticker,  residents  must  docu- 
ment their  residences  in  the  North  End. 

"We  are  cracking  down  on  this 
because  the  use  of  fraudulent  stickers 
is  depriving  North  End  residents  of  the 
parking  spots  that  this  program  entitles 
them  to,"  Vitagliano  said.  "The  investi- 
gation will  continue  until  we  completely 
weed  out  this  illegal  operation." 

Use  of  the  fraudulent  stickers,  which 
is  a  violation  of  Massachusetts  General 
Laws,  chapter  268,  section  35  (forbid- 
ding unauthorized  use  of  a  city  seal), 
carries  a  maximum  $50  fine. 

The  Traffic  and  Parking  investigation 
is  being  conducted  by  Officers  Joseph 
McDonald,  director  of  security  for  the 
department,  Robert  Murray  and 
Lawrence  Neves. 

McDonald  said  the  fraudulent  red  and 
white  stickers  can  be  detected  on  close 
inspection.

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PATIENT  RIGHTS 

Now  more  than  ever,  hospital  patients 
are  asserting  their  right  to  freedom  of 
choice  in  medical  treatment.  A  recent 
Massachusetts  law  makes  this  easier. 

Massachusetts  now  has  a  patients' 
rights  law.  This  law  prescribes  what 
duties  physicians,  hospitals,  nursing 
homes,  and  other  health  care  facilities 
have  toward  patients.  Some  important 
patients'  rights  under  this  law  are: 

•  freedom  of  choice  in  the  selection 
of  a  hospital,  doctor,  or  health  service 
mode; 

•  an  itemized  bill; 

•  a  copy  of  one's  own  medical  record 
which  is  otherwise  to  be  kept 
confidential; 

•  information  about  free  services  and 
financial  assistance,  if  any; 

•  privacy,  refusal  to  participate  in  ex- 
periments or  research,  and  refusal  to  be 
examined  by  students; 

•  the  name  and  specialty  of  any  per- 
son treating  the  patient; 

•  to  prompt  emergency  treatment 
without  prior  discussion  of  the  source  of 
payment; 

•  prompt  and  adequate  response  to 
reasonable  requests; 

•  in  the  case  of  a  patient  suffering 
from  any  form  of  breast  cancer,  com- 
plete information  on  all  alternative 
treatments  which  are  medically  viable. 

With  the  exception  of  the  last  entry 
concerning  breast  cancer  treatment,  the 
patients'  rights  laws  breaks  little  new 
ground;  rather  it  complies  in  one  place 
existing  medical  practice,  medical  eti- 
quette, and  law.  It  further  requires 
health  care  providers  to  communicate 
a  patient's  rights  to  him.  The  theme  or 
doctrine  that  unites  the  separate  rights 
of  the  patients'  rights  law  is  one  of  in- 
formed consent  —  a  duty  on  the  part  of 
the  physician  to  provide  enough  infor- 
mation as  to  the  competing  risks  and 
benefits  of  treatment  so  that  the  patient 
may  make  an  informed  judgment 
whether  or  not  to  accept  that  treatment. 

The  Boston  Consumers'  Council 
urges  Massachusetts  residents  to  avail 
themselves  fully  of  their  rights  as  pa- 
tients and  to  approach  health  care  pro- 
viders with  some  of  the  same  caution  as 
they  would  other  dispensers  of  con- 
sumer services.

MAYOR  ANNOUNCES  VOLUNTARY 
TAX  PAYMENT  NOTICES 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  December 
8,  announced  that  the  city  will  mail  vol- 
untary tax  payment  notices  to  all  Boston 
taxpayers  this  week. 

The  notices  will  provide  taxpayers 
with  the  opportunity  of  paying  their  tax 
bills  for  the  first  half  of  fiscal  '83  before 
December  31.  Early  payment  provides 
taxpayers  with  budgetary  benefits,  and 
the  city  with  funding  for  municipal 
operations. 

The  voluntary  tax  payment  notices 
are  based  on  figures  established  by  a 
citywide  revaluation,  and  an  estimated 
tax  rate  of  $20.50  for  residential  proper- 
ties. Boston  is  awaiting  state  certifica- 
tion of  these  figures. 

"This  voluntary  warrant  can  be 
treated  as  a  tax  bill,"  Mayor  White  said. 
"Any  payments  made,  of  whatever 
amount,  will  be  credited  to  your  tax  ac- 
count with  the  city.  There  will,  of  course, 
be  no  penalty  if  you  should  choose  not 
to  make  a  payment  at  this  time." 

The  Mayor  expressed  confidence  in 
the  accuracy  of  the  three-and-one-half- 
year  revaluation  process  and  explained 
that  this  confidence  has  allowed  the  city 
to  proceed  with  the  mailing  of  the  volun- 
tary tax  payment  notices.  He  said  he  ex- 
pected the  State  Department  of  Rev- 
enue to  complete  certification  within 
weeks. 

"In  the  meantime,"  he  said,  "it  is 
essential  for  many  people  to  make  a  tax 
payment  prior  to  the  end  of  the  calen- 
dar year  for  reasons  of  their  own  per- 
sonal budgeting." 

Virtually  all  of  Boston  taxpayers 
already  have  received  notifications  of 
the  full  market  values  of  their  properties 
and  estimates  of  their  new  tax  bills. 

Arthur  Shea,  director  of  the  Office  of 
Property  Equalization,  said  that  the 
public  response  to  the  revaluation  pro- 
cess has  been  good. 

"There  seems  to  be  general  satisfac- 
tion with  the  numbers  we  have  gener- 
ated," Shea  said.  "Over  the  past  eight 
weeks  we  have  had  offices  open  in 
every  neighborhood  in  the  city,  and  we 
have  found  a  very  small  percentage  of 
cases  where  there  have  been  areas  of 
concern  or  dispute." 

Shea  said  that  this  appeals  process 
would  remain  open  until  all  residential 
and  commercial  property  owners  with 
questions  or  concerns  have  had  these 
matters  addressed.

City  Collector-Treasurer  Lowe 
Richards  pointed  out  that  taxpayei 
may  pay  all  of  their  six-month  notic;

tage  of  the  budgetary  benefit  this  ii 
eludes,  pay  a  portion  of  it,  or  pay  non 
of  it,  and  instead,  wait  until  they  receiv 
their  official  tax  bill  early  next  year. 

Commenting  on  the  successful  an 
expeditious  revaluation  and  taxing  proc 
ess  to  date,  Mayor  White  gave  muc 
credit  to  the  cooperation  of  propert' 
owners. 

"The  level  of  support  from  homeowr 
ers  has  been  outstanding  throughou 
the  process,"  the  Mayor  said.  "I  an 
very  grateful  for  this  cooperation  and  pa 
tience.

The  Consumer  Advisor  is  a  mini- 
magazine  composed  of  three  segments. 
The  main  feature  explains  your  rights 
when  facing  common  consumer  pro- 
blems. There  is  also  a  consumer  tip  that 
spotlights  a  money-saver  or  a  consumer 
alert  that  warns  of  a  deceptive  practice. 
Most  tapes  conclude  with  a  bargain-of- 
the-week  featuring  an  especially  good 
buy. 

Topics  for  upcoming  tapes  deal  with 
credit  rights;  free  transportation  on  the 
T;  warnings  of  home  improvement 
fraud;  which  supermarket  is  the  cheap- 
est; the  four  ways  to  break  an  apartment 
lease;  and  how  to  get  a  refund  if  you  buy 
defective  goods. 
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THIRD  PARTY  TO  DECIDE  FATE 
OF  LANDMARK 

The  Boston  Landmarks  Commission 
md  the  Building  Department  agreed  to 
lave  a  neutral  third  party  —  a  structural 
engineer  —  decide  whether  to  restore 
>r  raze  a  fire-damaged  building  at  20-30 
iJromfield  Street,  downtown.  The 
building  is  a  significant  example  of  the 
areek  Revival  style,  with  definite  Egyp- 
ian  Revival  influences. 
'  The  agreement  was  made  to  resolve 
he  contradictory  decisions  the  two 
Agencies  had  made  concerning  the  fate 
^f  the  four-and-a-half-story  structure. 
Nleither  department  had  been  aware  of 
tie  other's  decision. 

On  Thursday,  the  Landmarks  Com- 
nission  accepted  a  petition  from  ten 
egistered  voters  to  consider  the 
building  as  a  landmark.  The  commis- 
>ion  voted  to  complete  a  study  on  the 
)uilding  and  hold  a  public  hearing  on 
February  8,  1983,  at  which  time  a  final 
lecision  would  be  made  whether  to 
Jesignate  it  a  landmark. 

Meanwhile,  Ronald  Druker,  owner  of 
he  property,  applied  for  a  demolition 
>ermit,  which  was  issued  to  him  at  9 
i.m.,  December  19. 

The  Building  Department  was 
inaware  that  the  Landmarks  Commis- 
;ion,  in  taking  its  action,  had  issued  a 
:ease  and  desist  order  prohibiting 
lemolition  of  the  building. 

Each  agency  previously  had  retained 
Is  own  consultant  engineer  to  inspect 
ind  rule  on  whether  the  building  can  be 
;aved.  The  consultants  for  Landmarks 
ound  that  it  could,  while  the  Building 
)epartment's  consultant  found  that  it 
vas  unsafe  and  should  be  demolished. 

No  action  on  the  building  will  be  taken 
intil  after  the  third  consultant  —  the 
leutral  third  party  —  inspects  the  struc- 
ure  and  makes  his  ruling. 

FACTS  ON  NUCLEAR  WASTE 

A  new  exhibition  on  nuclear  waste 
lisposal  at  Boston's  Museum  of 
Jcience  provides  timely  background  in- 
ormation  on  the  problem. 

Several  participation  devices,  in- 
iluding  computers,  help  visitors  to  ex- 
ilore  the  subject.  Some  other  features 
ire  a  15-foot-long  test  container 
weighing  almost  1 ,500  pounds;  a  scale 
nodel  of  a  geologic  repository;  and 
pecimens  of  uranium  ore  and  rocks  be- 
ng  considered  for  repositories. 


Part  of  the  twenty-one-panel  display 
is  devoted  to  explaining  basics,  from 
terminology  used  by  the  nuclear  in- 
dustry, to  sources  of  harmless 
background  radiation,  to  types  of  harm- 
ful waste.  Areas  of  current  research  in 
disposal  and  in  transportation  of  waste 
are  identified. 

The  exhibition  is  based  on  the  fact 
that  the  country  is  faced  with  both  high- 
level  and  low-level  nuclear  waste 
already  in  existence.  Much  low-level 
waste  is  a  result  of  processes  in  the 
medical  and  dental  fields  and  in  nuclear 
research.  High-level  waste  comes  from 
parts  of  nuclear  power  plants  and 
weapons. 

The  exhibition  is  sponsored  by  the 
U.S.  Department  of  Energy,  developed 
by  the  Battelle  Project  Management 
Division,  and  designed  by  the  Colum- 
bus, Ohio,  Center  of  Science  and  In- 
dustry. In  addition  to  the  federal  govern- 
ment's program  for  isolating  high-level 
nuclear  waste,  the  exhibition  also  con- 
siders other  approaches. 

The  exhibition  remains  through 
March  1983.

REAL  PROPERTY  AUCTION 
RESULTS 

Survey  shows  that  most  buyers  and 
bidders  are  community  residents. 

Real  Property  Commissioner  Bernard 
Shadrawy,  Jr.  today  announced  the 
results  of  the  November  13  auction  of 
abandoned  properties  in  Roxbury,  the 
second  in  a  series  of  special  auctions 
sponsored  by  the  City  of  Boston. 

The  properties  auctioned  off  included 
thirteen  parcels  of  land  and  ten  resi- 
dential buildings,  all  located  in  Wards 
8  through  12. 

"The  aim  of  our  department  in  spon- 
soring these  auctions  is  twofold,"  said 


Shadrawy.  "First,  we  want  to  see  that 
these  properties  are  returned  to  the  tax 
rolls  as  quickly  as  possible.  We  also 
want  to  ensure  that  the  vital  interests  of 
the  neighborhood  are  protected." 

The  commissioner  noted  that  a 
survey  taken  at  the  auction  showed  that 
the  majority  of  bidders  and  buyers  of  the 
available  property  were  community  resi- 
dents. Among  the  1 12  people  attending 
the  auction,  85  percent  were  Boston 
residents.  Actual  bidders  in  the  auction 
numbered  sixty,  82  percent  of  whom 
lived  in  Boston  and  70  percent  of  whom 
lived  in  Wards  8  through  12.  Out  of  the 
total  number  of  winning  bidders,  83  per- 
cent were  Boston  residents  and  74  per- 
cent lived  in  Wards  8  through  12. 


Many  of  the  participants  surveyed 
indicated  that  they  were  interested  in 
residential  property,  with  most  looking 
for  two-  to-three-family  dwellings. 

In  preparation  for  the  auction,  which 
was  held  at  the  Roxbury  Library,  a  pre- 
auction  conference  was  conducted  to 
inform  interested  bidders  about  the  auc- 
tion process,  financing,  and  rehabilita- 
tion costs. 

"We  have  worked  extensively  with 
community  groups,  financial  institutions 
and  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  to  en- 
sure that  everyone  had  the  opportunity 
to  be  a  knowledgeable  purchaser.  That 
goal  can  only  be  realized  with  com-

pletely  informed  bidders,"  Shadrawy 
emphasized. 

The  first  of  the  special  series  of  auc- 
tions was  held  last  June  5  at  the  Dor- 
chester House  in  Dorchester.  At  that 
auction,  thirty-six  of  the  fifty-eight  prop- 
erties available  were  successfully  sold, 
with  all  but  five  of  the  buyers  being  resi- 
dents of  Boston.  A  survey  taken  among 
the  1 24  participants  showed  that  90  per- 
cent were  Boston  residents  —  with  only 
one  out  of  ten  coming  to  the  auction 
from  outside  the  city.  The  survey  also 
showed  that  58  percent  of  those  in  at- 
tendance were  residents  of  the  Dor- 
chester neighborhood.  As  in  the  Rox- 
bury  auction,  most  of  the  Dorchester 
auction-goers  expressed  an  interest  in 
purchasing  multi-family  properties. 

MAYOR  WHITE  ANNOUNCES 
DEVELOPERS  FOR  SEVEN  SURPLUS 
SCHOOLS 

Mayor  Kevin  H.  White,  on  Decem- 
ber 10,  announced  that  two  local  firms, 
Urban  Renaissance  and  E.  Denis  Walsh 
Associates-Neil  deGuzman  have  been 
designated  developers  of  seven  surplus 
school  buildings  in  West  Roxbury,  Dor- 
chester, South  Boston,  and  the  South 
End. 

The  designation  was  made  by  the 
Boston  Public  Facilities  Commission  as 
part  of  an  ongoing  effort  to  revitalize 
twenty-four  school  properties  declared 
surplus  by  the  Boston  School  Commit- 
tee in  July,  1981. 

In  making  the  announcement,  Mayor 
White  said,  "The  rehabilitation  of  these 
schools  is  an  enormously  effective  way 
to  generate  new  property  tax  revenues 
and  increase  the  city's  housing  stock, 
especially  in  neighborhoods  where  af- 
fordable housing  is  at  a  premium.  I  am 
pleased  that  the  city  is  selecting  two 
firms  with  extensive  urban  redevelop- 
ment experience  and  a  history  of  fine 
performance  in  Boston.  I  salute  the 
firms'  willingness  to  renovate  not  only 
the  properties  with  high  development 
potential  but  those  perceived  to  offer 
less  or  longer-term  potential." 

The  designation  calls  for  Urban 
Renaissance,  located  at  50  Berkeley 
Street  in  the  South  End,  to  redevelop 
the  Bancroft  and  Rice  Schools,  150  and 
130  Appleton  Street,  South  End;  Bige- 
low  School,  350  West  Fourth  Street, 
South  Boston;  and  the  Tuckerman 


School,  286  Emerson  Street,  South 
Boston.  Approximately  sixty-six  units  of 
housing  are  planned  for  Bancroft-Rice, 
thirty-five  for  Bigelow,  and  nineteen  for 
Tuckerman. 

E.  Denis  Walsh-Neil  deGuzman,  a 
joint  venture  with  offices  at  73  Tremont 
Street,  plans  to  develop  the  Cannon 
School,  35  Hastings  Street,  West  Rox- 
bury; Morris  School,  60  Wren  Street, 
West  Roxbury;  Ripley  School,  295  Tem- 
ple Street,  West  Roxbury;  and  the 
Rochambeau  School,  60  Gibson  Street, 
Dorchester.  The  plan  calls  for  develop- 
ing the  Cannon  School  into  15,800 
square  feet  of  professional  office  space 
and  for  converting  Morris  School  into 
thirty-one  housing  units,  Ripley  School 
into  thirty-three  housing  units,  and  the 
Rochambeau  School  into  approximately 
thirty  units  of  housing. 

According  to  Public  Facilities  Direc- 
tor Donald  Manson,  the  criteria  being 
used  in  selecting  and  designating  devel- 
opers includes  "development  ex- 
perience and  capabilities,  the  financial 
feasibility  of  the  proposals,  the  afforda- 
bility  of  the  proposed  housing,  and  the 
compatibility  of  the  proposed  plan  to  the 
neighborhood."  Evaluations  included 
extensive  analysis  of  written  materials 
and  at  least  one  face-to-face  interview 
with  each  of  the  forty-one  development 
teams.  Proposals  were  evaluated  by 
members  of  the  Public  Facilities  De- 
partment, Boston  Redevelopment  Au- 
thority, and  the  Mayor's  Office  on 
Housing.

The  Governor-elect  will  be  sworn  in- 
to office  at  noon  on  Thursday,  January 
6,  the  first  Thursday  after  the  first 
Wednesday  in  the  year  after  the  elec- 
tion in  order  to  comply  with  provisions 
of  the  State  Constitution  (Article  LXXX). 
As  he  takes  the  qualifying  oath  of  office, 
outgoing  Governor  Edward  J.  King  will 
walk  through  the  open  door  of  the  State 
House  and  walk  down  the  steps  to 
private  life. 

The  door  to  the  State  House  is 
opened  only  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  on 
the  occasion  of  a  visit  by  the  President 
of  the  United  States  and  when  a  Gov- 
ernor finishes  his  term  of  office.  (In 
answer  to  a  popular  trivia  question, 
John  F.  Kennedy  never  visited  the  State 
House  as  President.)  However,  between 
the  time  of  his  election  in  November  of 
1960,  and  the  time  he  took  office  in 
January  of  the  following  year,  he  did  ad- 
dress the  General  Court  and  gave  his 
famous  "city  on  a  hill"  message. 

Just  prior  to  leaving  the  "corner  of- 
fice" Governor  King  will  turn  over  the 
Bible  and  other  symbols  of  office  to  the 
incoming  Governor. 

The  first  full  week  in  January  will  be 
a  busy  and  interesting  one  at  the  historic 
State  House.  The  remaining  constitu- 
tional officers  (Attorney  General,  Secre- 
tary of  State,  Auditor  and  Treasurer  and 
Receiver-General)  will  take  office  on 
Wednesday,  January  5.  The  Lieutenant 
Governor  and  members  of  the  Ex- 
ecutive (Governor's)  Council  will  be 
sworn  into  office  on  Thursday. 

The  State  Constitution  (Article  X)  pro- 
vides that  the  Massachusetts  Legisla- 
ture will  convene  for  the  first  time  in 
1983  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January 
(January  5).  After  they  have  been  sworn 
in,  the  members  of  the  two  major  poli- 
tical parties  will  caucus  and  select 
leaders  (Senate  President  and  House 
Speaker)  for  the  new,  two-year  term.

IF  YOU  SPENT  TOO  MUCH 
FOR  CHRISTMAS 

Debt  collectors  don't  have  much 
Christmas  spirit/  Unwary  consumers 
who  have  overextended  their  credit  this 
year  may  find  collection  agencies  hot  on 
their  trail.  Despite  regulations  controll- 
ing their  practices,  some  collectors  can 
be  ruthless,  making  telephone  calls  con- 
tinuously and  at  odd  hours,  disrupting 
the  employee  at  work  or  threating 
repossession  or  lawsuits  if  the  con- 
sumer can't  come  up  with  immediate 
payment. 

The  City  of  Boston  Consumers'  Coun- 
cil suggests  some  remedies  if  you  are 
being  badgered  by  a  collection  agency. 

First,  the  things  collectors  cannot  do: 

1.  Call  you  continuously,  or  be- 
fore 8  a.m.  or  after  9  p.m. 

2.  Tell  anybody  else  about  the 
debt  or  send  you  a  letter  with 
an  envelope  indicating  that 
a  debt  is  owed. 

3.  Call  you  at  work  if  your 
employer  objects. 

4.  Abuse  you  in  any  way  or 
make  threats  against  you, 
your  property  or  reputation. 

5.  Imply  that  he  or  she  works 
for  the  government  or  send 
official-looking  documents 
that  may  appear  to  come 
from  a  legal  source  if  such 
is  not  the  case. 

6.  Threaten  to  seize,  garnish, 
attach  your  wages,  or  sell 
your  proper  y  unless  the 
creditor  genuinely  intends  to 
do  so  and  has  the  legal 
right  to  carry  out  such  in- 
tentions. 

The  collectors  must  tell  you  how 
much  is  owed  and  to  whom.  They  must 
deal  with  your  attorney  if  you  have  one 
and  have  so  informed  them. 

If  you  notify  a  collector  in  writing  to 
stop  contacting  you,  he  must  do  so.  He

or  she  may  then  only  notify  you  that 
some  specific  action  is  to  be  taken. 
Your  remedies: 

(a)  So,  if  you  feel  that  a  collection 
agency  has  overstepped 
its  bounds  and  violated  the 
law,  call  the  Federal  Trade 
Commission  at  223-6621  or 
the  State  Banking  Commis- 
sioner's Office  at  727-3910. 
If  in  doubt,  call  the  City  of 
Boston's  Consumers'  Council 
at  725-3320. 

(b)  lf  you  have  suffered  injury 
or  damage  because  of  the 
collector's  conduct  and  there 
is  also  a  violation  of  state 
law,  you  may  sue  under  the 
Consumer  Protection  Act  for 
triple  the  amount  of  your 
loss. 

Finally,  if  the  hefty  price  tag  of  the 
Yuletide  season  has  left  you  entrench- 
ed in  debt,  here's  hope.  Consumer 
Credit  Counseling  Services  offers  ad- 
vice in  finance  and  budget.

NOVEMBER  MISSED  TRIPS  AT  1.4% 

MBTA  General  Manager  James  F. 
O'Leary  announced  that  during  the 
month  of  November,  the  MBTA  com- 
pleted 98.86  percent  of  its  scheduled 
200,180  rapid  transit,  streetcar,  bus, 
and  trackless  trolley  trips,  the  highest 
percentage  of  completed  trips  recorded 
in  any  one  month  since  the  Authority 
began  compiling  service  statistics  in 
January,  1979. 

"The  November  statistics  clearly 
show  that  MBTA  service  reliability  has 
improved  in  quality,"  said  O'Leary.  "All 
employees  of  the  transit  authority  will 
continue  to  strive  to  improve  service 
and  match  or  exceed  the  milestone 
achieved  last  month." 

On  a  line-by-line  basis,  service  on  the 
MBTA's  Orange  Line  which  operates 
between  Forest  Hills  Station  and  Oak 
Grove,  was  near  perfect  with  only  .1  per- 
cent or  1 6  of  the  1 1 .640  scheduled  trips 


not  operated.  The  Orange  Line  was  fol- 
lowed closely  by  trackless  trolley  service 
with  .3  percent  or  19  trips  out  of  5,330 
not  run.  The  Blue  Line  followed  with  .6 
percent  or  66  out  of  11,840  not 
operated. 

Bus  transportation  recorded  a  .9  per- 
cent missed  trip  ratio  with  1 ,144  trips  out 
of  129,570  not  operated.  Of  the  24,640 
streetcar  runs  scheduled,  1.6  percent  or 
393  trips  were  not  operated.  Service  on 
the  MBTA's  Red  Line  operated  with  a 
3.7  percent  missed  trip  ratio  with  638 
out  of  17,160  scheduled  trips  not 
operated. 


MBTA  DIRECTOR  TESTIFIES  ON 
GASOLINE  TAX  INCREASE 

Paul  Means,  Massachusetts  Bay 
Transportation  Authority  Board  member 
and  American  Public  Transit  Associa- 
tion vice-president  of  Government  Af- 
fairs, on  December  1  testified  before  the 
House  Ways  and  Means  Committee 
hearing  in  Washington  in  support  of 
House  legislation  proposing  a  50  per- 
gallon  gasoline  tax  increase. 

Both  the  MBTA  and  APTA  maintain  a 
strong  interest  in  the  potential  tax 
revenues  as  the  proposal  calls  for  1  c  of 
each  5<f  gathered  to  be  allocated  to 
mass  transportation. 

In  his  remarks,  Means  noted  that  the 
American  Transit  industry  is  projecting 
a  need  for  a  continuing  sustained  capital 
investment  program  of  $5  billion  per 
year.  Means  specified  that  15,300  buses 
now  over  twelve  years  old  are  in  need 
of  replacement  as  are  nearly  3,000 
railcars  over  thirty  years  old.  Miles  of  rail 
lines  and  other  bus  and  rail  facilities 
must  also  be  replaced,  he  said. 

"Locally  the  MBTA  could  make  use 
of  $164  million  to  rehabilitate  and 
upgrade  our  own  facilities,  rolling  stock, 
and  rail  line  repairs,"  said  Means. 

Means  stressed  that  the  expected 
$1.1  billion  transit  share  of  user  fee 
revenues  will  be  vital  in  any  attempt  to 
maintain  even  the  most  basic  transit 
services. 

"This  revenue  will  support  the  forma- 
tion of  nearly  84,000  additional  full-time 
equivalent  jobs  annually,  both  direct  and 
induced,"  Means  said. 

The  American  Public  Transit  Associa- 
tion represents  300  bus  and  rail  transit 
systems  carrying  94  percent  of  all  tran- 
sit riders.  Its  membership  also  includes

Yes,  Renters  may  be  able  to  receive 
fuel  assistance! 

Some  renters  are  under  the  impres- 
sion that  they  are  not  eligible  for  the 
ABCD  Fuel  Assistance  Program,  be-' 
cause  they  do  not  pay  bills  directly  to 
energy  vendors.  However,  under  a  rent- 
al assistance  provision,  if  your  heat  is 
included  in  the  price  of  your  rent,  you 
may  still  be  eligible.  If  you  do  qualify,  40 
percent  of  the  rent  is  paid  monthly,  up

ft  The  amount  of  assistance  granted 
depends  on  the  income  and  size  of 
Uhousehold.  All  eligible  households  may 
receive  some  level  of  help. 

When  visiting  an  intake  office,  you 
must  bring  proof  of  income  for  your 
household.  This  means  income  from  all 
members  of  the  household  18  years  of 
age  and  older,  for  the  last  year  or  the 
past  90  days. 

Intake  workers  will  check  your  total 
gross  household  income  against  a 
guideline.  For  example,  one  person  can- 
not exceed  a  total  income  of  $8,190  in 
order  to  be  eligible.

You  will  be 
asked  to  have  this  signed  by  your 
landlord  and  return  it  to  the  intake  of- 
fice before  your  application  can  be  com- 
pleted. 

Eligible  households  may  also  receive 
a  free  kit  of  weatherization  materials, 
provided  by  the  Project  Anti-Freeze 
staff.  This  unique  part  of  the  program 
offers  free  energy  conservation  work- 
shops to  the  public.  The  free  kit  includes 
materials  that  can  save  money  on  future 
heating  costs.
